cle bereabe d him of his wits, that toz a time be Koo ſons, like 
weeping Niobe, bur at laſt bzake into Wefe Siteerexchagiations. 
O Heavens! why cover you mot the earch with everlaſting 
Night? Why do theſe accurſed eyes behold the dun ? O. chat tbe 
Waves of Oenipns might end my days, or like an ezile, joy in 
baniſhment, where I may'warble forth my forraws te the whiſ- | 
pering Woods, that ſenſele& Trees may. recard-gwy los à and un- 
tamed Beaſts greive at my want. What monſter bath bereaved —

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of my childe ? or what Tyrant hath been glutted with this Tra- 
gedy ? O that the wind would be a meſſenger, and bring me hap» 
news of his abode : ifhe be drencht in the deepeſt ſeas, thither 
willfl dive to fetch bim up : if he be hid in the caverns ofthe earth, 
thither will I dig to ſeemy ſon : or if hs like a feathered Fowl lie 
hovering in the air, ſyet thither will I flie and embrace him that 
never yet mine eyes beheld.

attired bim with a rich caporiſon : then ketching fozth a mighty 
Fouchion, ſbe put it likewiſe in his hand. Now (ſaid the) art thou 
armed in richer furniture then was Nynus the firſt Monarch of the 
Worldetby Steeg is of ſuch force and invincible power, that whileſt 
thou art mounted on his back, there can be no Knight in all the 
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ſeven Champions of Chriftendom. 
Lydias ſteel, that neither Weapon can pierce,nor Battel Ax bruiſe: 
thy Sword which is called Aſcalon, is made of the Cyclops, that it 
will ſeperate and cut the hardeſt Flint, & hew in ſunder the ſtrongeſt 
Steelꝛfor in the Pummel lies ſuch precious vertue, that neither tea 
ſon, witchcrafts, nor any other violence can be offered thee, ſo long 
as thou weareſt it .

blaſted Daks that grew about the Enchanted Rock, likewiſe ſi m · 
ed to rue at her exclamations, the bluſtering of winds were filent 
the murmuring of birds till, and ſolitary dumbneſs took poſſeſſi- 
onof eberp creature that abode within the circuits of the Weds, 
to hear her woful lamentations which ſbe uttered in this manner, 

O miſerable Kalyb! accurſed be thy deftiny : for now thou art 
incloſed within a deſolate and darkſom den, where neither Sun 
can lend thee comfort with his bright beams, nor Air extend brea- 
thing coolneſs co thy woful body, for in the deep foundations of 
the earth thou art for evermore encloſed, that haſt been the won- 
der of time for magick : I that by Art have made my journey to 
the deepeſt dungeons of hell, where multitudes of ugly, black, and 
fearſul ipirits have trembled at my charms : I that have bound

be the brightneſs of the clear Sun, and coverſthe Earth with ever- 
laſting darkneſs : Skies turn to pitck, Elements to flaming firegrore 
Hel, quake Earth, ſwel Sens, blaſt Earth, Rocks rend in ewain, all 
creatures mourn at my confuſion, and ſigh Kalybs woful and piti- 
ful Exclamations. 

Thus wearied ſhe the time awap, one while accuſing Foztune

ſwaded herſel Hot Fer life was fully finiſped: therefoze in this 
weſt tea rlul 10:15 the began to make her laſt Will and Teſta- 
ment. | 

Firſt, welcome (ſaid ſhe) my ſad Exccutors, wclcom my grave 
and everlaſting ! omb, for you have digged it in the fiery lakes of 
Ph'egeron, my winding ſheet wherein to ſhrowd both my body 
and contemned ſoul, is a Cauldron of boyling lead and Brimſtone, 
and the Worms that ſhould conſume my carkaſs, are fiery forks 
which toſs burning Fire-brands from place to place, from Furnace, 
to furnace, and from Cauldron to Cauldron, therefore attend to 
Kalybs woful Teſtament, and engrave the Legacy ſhe gives in 
braſs Rolls, upon the burning bancks of Acheron, 

Firſt, theſe eyes that now too late weep helpleſs tears. I give 
unto the Watry Spirits, for they have wrakt the treaſures hidden 
in deepeſt Seas, to ſatisfie their molt inſatiable looks : Next he- 
queathtbeſe hands which did ſubſcribe the bloody obligation of my 
perpetual baniſhment from joy, unto thoſe ſpirits that hover in 
the Air: mv tongue that did confpire againſt the majeſty of heaven 
I give to thoſe ſpirits Which have their being in the fire: my 
earthly heart 1 bequeath to thoſe groſs Demons that dwell inthe 
dungeons of the earth, and the reſt of my condemned body, to the 


torments due to my deſervings. Which ſtrar:ye and feerfil T e- 
ſtament, 
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ſtament, being no ſtoner ended, but all the Spirits generally at 
ene instant, ſeized upon the Enchantrets, and diſmembzed her bc 
dy to a thouſand pteces, and divided her limbs to the four Elements, 
one member to the Air, another to the Mater, another to the 
Fire, and ansther to the Earth, which were carried away in a 
mement by the Spirits, that departed withſuch a hozroz, that all 
things within tbs bearing thereof ſuddenly died, both Beafts, 
Birds and all creeping Wozms which remained within the com- 
peſs ofthoſe inch anted Weds: the trees which befoze were wont 
to ficuriſhwith green leabes, withered away and died, the blades 
of graſs periſbed fo want of natural meyflure, which the watry 
clouds denied to flouriſh in ſo wicked a place.

and return to the ſeben wozthy Champiens of Chꝛiſtendom, whoſe 
laudable adbenturesfame bath inrolled in the Zons of Wemozpy.

How St. George ſlew the burning Dragon in Egypt, and redeem- 
ed Sabra the Kings Daughter frem death: How he was betray- 
ed by Almidor the black King of Morocco, and ſent to the Sol- 
dan of Perfia, where he flew two Lyons and remained ſeven 
years in ?riſen, 


df Fter tte ſeben Champions departed frem the Enchant- 
ed Cave of Kalyb, they made their abode in the City cf 
Coventry, foz the ſpace of nine moneths, in which 
| time they erected a coftſy Ponument ober the Þerſe of 
St. Georges Mother, and ſo in ttat time of the year, when the 
Spꝛing bad oberſpzead the ecrth with the mantles ot Flora, they 
armed themſelbes like wandzing Knights, and tok their journey 
to ſ&k loꝛ fozeign Advenrures, acccunting nos difÞgnour ſo great 
as tc ſpend their days in tdleneſs, atcheibing no memszable ac- 
cident. So travelling foz the ſpace of thirty days witheut any 
Adventure wozthy the noting, at length they came to a bzoad 
Plain, whereon ted a bzazen Piller, where ſeven feberal ways 
met, which cauſed the ſeven Rnigbts to ſoꝛſake each others cem⸗ 
pt ny, and to tabe ebery one a contrarp way: where we leabe fix af 
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the Champions to their contented Travels , and wholly diſcovirſe 
upon the foztunate ſucceſs of our wwozthp Englifſþ-Bnight, who af- 


ter ſome few Poneths travel, bappily arribed within the territo⸗ 
ries ot Egypt, which Country as then was greatly annoyed with a 


© dangervus Dzagon : but befoze he bad journeyed fully within the di- 


ſtance ot a mile, the ſilent night appꝛeached, and ſolitary tilneſs 
rok poſſeſſion ot all libing things: at laſt he eſpyedan old po her- 
mitage, wherein he purpoſed to reſt his Hate, and to take ſome re- 
p:ſtattcr his weary journep, till the Sun had r newed his-mozn- 
ings light,that he might fall to his travel again : but entring the 
Cottage, be1ownd an aged Permit ober woꝛn with pears, and al- 
- moſt conſumed wich griet, with whom in this manner he began ta 


co!ifer, 

Father (ca id he) for ſo you ſeem by your gravity,may a Travel 

ler for tlis hightcrave entertainment within your Cottage, not 

only for himſelf but his Horſe : or is there (ome ( ity near at hand, 

whereto I may take my journey without danger? The Old man 

ſtarting at the ſudden appzcath of St. George, replyed umts him in 
this oder: . | 

Sit Knight (quoth he) of thy Country I need not demand, for l 

know it by thy Burgonert (for indeed thereon was graven the 
Armts of Eng/and) but 1 forrow for thy hard fortune, that it is 
thy deſtiny to arrive in this our Country of Egipt, wherein is not 
left ſufficient alive to bury the dead, ſuch is che diſtreſs of this 
Land, ti rough a dangerous and terrible Dragon. now ranging up 
and down the Country, which if he be not everyday appeaſed with 
the body of atrue Virgin, which he devoureth down his vene- 
mous bowels, that day ſo neglected, will he breath ſuch a ſtinch 
from his Noſtrills, whereof grows. a moſt greivous plague and 
mortality of all things, which uſe hath been obſerved for this 
four and twenty years, and now there is not left ane true V r- 
gin but the Kings Daughter — — Edi pt, which Damſel to 
morrow muſt be offered up in ſacrifice to the Oragon : Therefore 
the King hath made Proclamation, that if any Knight dare prove 


ſo adventurous as to combate with th Dragon and preſer de his 
Daugbters life, he ſhall in reward have her to his Wife, and che 
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Crown of Egipt after his deceaſe. 


ffer ſo encouraged the Engliſh Knight that

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be bowed either toredem the Kings Daughter , oꝛ elfe to loſe dis 
life in that honourable enterpziſe., So taking big repsſe and 
nightly reſt , in the old mans bermitage , till the chearful Cock, | 
deing tte true meſſenger of day, gabe bim warning ef the Suus 
price, which cauled him to buckle on bis Armour, and to fur- 
niſß his Steed with ſtrong babiliments of Mar, the which 
being done, be ton his journey, guided onely by the Old Þer- | 
mit, to the Wallep where the Kings Daughter would be offered up 
in ſacrifice; But when be appꝛoached the fight of the Walley , be 
eſpied a far off a moſt fair and beautiful Damſel , attired in pure 
Arabian Silk, going to ſacrifice, guarded to the place of death anly 
by Sage and modeft Watrons : which woful ſight encouraged the 
Engliſh Knight ts ſuch a fozwardneſs , that be theught ebery 
minute a dap, till he had redeemed the Damtel from the Dꝛagons 
tyranny : ſo approaching the Lady, be gabe ber comfozt 
of - a » and returned ber back to her Fathers Pallace | 
again, 

After this the Noble Knight , like a bold adbenturours Cham- 
pion, entred the Wallep, where the Dragon bad his reſidence, 
who no ſtoner had a fight of him, but he gabe ſuch a terrible yell, 
as though it tad thundered in the Elements: the bigneſs of the 
Dꝛagon was fearful to behold , foz betwirt bis ſpoulders and his 
rail were fifty ſet in diſtance, bis Scales gliftering as bzight 
as Hilber, but far moze harder then Baſs, bis belly of the colour 
of Sold, but moze bigger then a Tun. Thus weltred be from bis 
hidequs Den, and fo fiercely affayled the ſturdy Champion with 
bis burning wings; that at the firſt encounter he þadalmoſt felled 
bim to the ground: but the Knight nimbly recobering himſelf, | 
gabe the Dzagen ſuch a thruſt with his Spear, that it ſpibered 
in a thouſand peices. Whereat the furious Dꝛagon ſo fiercely 
mote bim with bis benemeus Tayl, that down fell man and 
bozſe , in tohich fall two of St. Georges Ribs were ſoze bzuiſed : - 
bur yet ſtepping backward, it was his chance to leap under an 
Dzange Tre , wbich Tre had ſuc ) pzecious bertue, that no bene- 
mous Weozm dur come within the compaſs of the bzanches, noz 
within ſeben fot thereof, where this baliant Knight reſted bim- 
ſelf, until be bao recobered his fozmer ſtrength : who no ſooner feel - 
ing his ſpirits rebibed , but with an eager ceurage ſmote the bur- 
ning D2agon under his yellow burniſþt belly , with his truſty / 
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Sword Aſcalon, whereout came ſuch abundance of ugly benome, 
that it ſp2zinkled upon the Champions Armour, whereby imme- 
diately thzough the impoyſoned ſtrength of the benome, bis Ar- 
mour burſt in twain, and the god Knight fell into ſo griebons 
a dead ſwound, that foz a time be lap bzeathleſs : but pet habing 
that good memozy remaining that hee tumbled under the bzanches 
cf the Dzange Tree, in which place the Dragon could pzof- 
fer him no further piolence. The fruit of the Tre being of ſuch 
an excellent bertue, that whoſoever taſted thereof, ſhould pze- 
ſently be cured of all manner of Diſeaſes and infirmities what- 
foeber. So it was the noble Champions god and happy foz- 
tune, a little to recober though rhe bertue of the Tree, and to e⸗ 
ſpp an Oꝛange which a lirtie befoze had dzopped down, where- 
with he ſs refreſhed himſel, that be was in ſbozt time as ſound 
as when be began the Encounter. Then kneeled bs down and 
made his Dibine ſupplication to Peaben, that God would ſend 
him (foz bis dear Sons ſake ) ſuch ſtrength s agiliry of body, as to 
flay the furicus, and terrible Monſter: which being done, with 
a bold couragious heart, be ſmote the Dꝛagon under the wing, 
where it was tender without Scale, whereby his god ſtvozd- AG 
calon, with an eafie paſſage, went to the berp Þilt thzough both 
the Dꝛagon's Peart, Liber, Bone, and Blood, whereout iſſued 
ſuch abundance of purple goze, that it turned the G2zaſs, which 
grew in the baſlepinto a crimſon colpur, and the gzound which 
was befoze parched, thzough rhe burning ſtinch of the Dzagon, 
was now dzenched with ober much moyſture pzoceding from bis 
benemous bowels, where, at laſt thꝛough want of blood, and long 
continuance in fight, the Dzagon pelded his vitall Spirits to tbe 
fozce of the conquering Champion. The which being happily 
perfc2med, the noble Knight Saint George foz England, firlt 
ptelding due honour to Almighty God foz the Uictozy, then with 
bis god Swozd Aſcalon cut off the Dzagons Pead, and 
pitcht it upon the trunchion of a Spear, which at rbe beginning 
of the battell he ſhibered againſt the Dꝛagens Scaly back, Du- 
ring this long and dangerors Combat, bis truſty Steed lay alto- 
gether in à cwoun without any mobing, which cauſed the Engliſh 
Champien with all ſped to cruſh the jupce of an Oꝛange into bis 
mouth: the bertue whereof pꝛeſentlyp expellcd the venemous 
popſon, and recovered his fozmer ſtrength again. E Abpbere 
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A here was as then remaining in 5 Egyptian Court one Almi- 
dor, the black King of Morocco, who long had pzcſecuted (in 
the way of marriage) the lobe of Sabra the Kings Daughter, 
but neither by policy, means, uo manhod, could hee accompliſh 
what bis heart deſtred: and now finding oppoztunity to expzeſs 
bis treacherous minde intended to rob and ſpoil Saint George of 
his Uiaozy, whereby bee thought to attain the gracious labour 
and fingular god liking of bis Lady and WPiſtreſſe, who lothed 
bis company like the deteſted Crocodiles: even as the Wolf, 
tbough all in vain barkes at th? Poon, fo this fantaſticall and 
cowardiy Almidor, thzough many gifts and fair pzomiſes, bired 
twelbe Egyptian Knights to beſet the Walley where Saint 
George flew the burning D2agon, and by fozce bereabe him of 
bis conqueſt, and ſo when this Pagnanimous Champion of Eng- 
land came riding in Triumph from the Waſley, expecting to 
babe beenentertained like a Conquerour, with Dzunisand Trum- 
pets, oz to babe heard the Bells of Egypt King a jopfull ſound 
of UWictozy, oz to babe ſ&n the Streets beautified with Bon⸗ 
fires, contrary to bis expectation, hee was met with Troops of 
Armed Knights, not to conduct him peacefully to the Egyptian 
Court, but by falſþood and treachery to diſpoil him of bis inte and 
bonour: foz no ſooner bad be ridden paſt the entry of the Waſley 
but be eſpyed how the Egyptian Knights bzandiſþed their UWea- 
pont, s dibided themſelves,to intercept bim in his journey to the 
Court: by which he knew them to be no truſty friends, but bow- 
ed Enemies. So tying bis Yozſe to a Pathozn trie, be intended to 
try bis foztune on foot, foz fear of diſadbanrage, they being twelbe 
to one: fn this Skirmiſh Saint George ſo baliantip bebabed 
bimſef with bis truſty Swozd Aſcalon, that at one ſtroke be flew 
thz& of the Egyptian Knights, and betoze the Golden diamond of 
Þeavens had wandzed the Zodiack the compaſs of an tour, ſome 
be diſmembzed of their beads, ſome bad their limbs lopt off, ſee 
their bodies cut in twain, and fome their intrals trapling down; 
fo that not one was left alive to carry news to Alm dor, the 
black Ring, which ſtd (during all the time ofthe Skirmith ) afar 
of upon a Mountain top, to beheld the ſucceſs of his bird Cham- 
pions. But when he ſaw the Egyptians blwdy Tragedies, and 
bow the happy foztune of the Engliſp Knight bad won the honcur 
| cf 
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of the day, ber accurſed bis deſtinp, and accufed the Quen of 
Chance with cruelty foz diſappointing his pzetended enterpziſe 2 
but babing a heart ſtill fraught with all wicked motions, ſecretly 
botved in his ſoul, to pzattiſe by Come other treachery Saint 
George's utter confuſion: ſo running befoze to the Court of King 
Prolomy, not rebealing what bad bapned to.the twelbe Egyptian 
Knights, but crying, Victoria, Victoria, the Enemy cf Egypt 
is ſlain. Then Ptolomy immediatelp commanded every Street 
of the City to bee hung with rich Arras and imbzoidered Tape- 
ſtry, and likewiſe pꝛobided a ſumptuous Chariot of Gold, the 
Mherles and other timber-wozk of the pureſt Ebony, the covering 
thereof of pure Silk, Crefſebard with pure ſtabes of Geld: like- 
wiſe an hundzed ofthe nobleſt Peers of Egypt attyred in Crimſon 
Velvet, mounted on Pilk white-Courſers, with rich Copariſons 
attended the comming of Saint George, Thus were all appoint- 
ed foz his honourable Entertainment, which they perfozmed in 
ſuch lolemn oꝛder, that I lack Eloquence to deſcribe it: foz dohen 
bee firſtentredthe Gates of the City, her beard ſuch a melodious 
Parmonp of heavenly ſounding Mulick, that it ſeemed in biscon- 
ceit to ſurpaſs 5 ſweetneſs of all p ever hee had beard befoꝛe. Then 
they moſt Royally pzeſented him with a ſumpruous d coſtly Bail 
of Gold, and after inveſted him in that Ebony-chariot, wherein be 
was conducted to the Pallace of Ring Prolomy, where this noble 
and Pzincely minded Champion, ſurrendzed up bis Conqueſt and 
Uictozy to the hands ot the beauteous Sabra: where ſþe with like 
Courtefie, and moze bumility requited his bounty: Foz at the 
firſt fight of the Engliſß Knigbt, ſbe&e was ſo rabiſbed with his 
Pzincely Countenance, that foz a time ſþ& was not able to ſpeak : 
Pet at laſt taking him by the hand, ſþe led him to a rich Pabiſlion, 
where ſþe unarmed bim, and with mo pꝛecious ſalbes imbalmed 
bis wounds, and with her tears waſhed away the blod: which 
being done, ſhe furniſhed a Table with aſl manner of delicates 
loꝛ his repaſt, where her Father was pzeſent, who enquired of bis 
Countrey, Parentage, 6 Rane: after the Banquet was ended be 
enſtalled him with the bonour of Knight-bwd, and put upon bis 
feet a pair of Golden Spurres, But wbra who fed upon the Ban 
quet of bis love, conduced him to big nights repoſe, where ſhe ſar 
upon his bed, and warbled _—_ moſt heavenly melody upon ber 
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Lute, till bis fenſes were obercome with a ſiveet and fllent fleep, 
where ſhe left him foz that night, after bis late dangerous battell 
No ſooner did Auroraes radiant bluſh diſplay the beauty of } Eaſt, 
and the Sun ſhew his mozning countenance, but Sabra repaired 
to the Engliſh Champions lodging, and at bis firft upriſing pꝛe⸗ 
ſented him with a Diamond of moſt rare and excellent vertue, 
the which he woze upon bis finger. The next that entred his lodg- 
ing, was the treacherous Almidor, the black King of Morocco, 
having in his band a boul of Gzxkiſh Mine, which be offered to 
the Noble Champion Saint George of England, but at the re- 

ceit thereot, the Diamond the Lady gabe him, which he woze upon 

bis finger, waxed pale, and from his noſe fell thzee dzops of bio 

whereat he ſtarted, which ſudden accident cauſed the Kings 

Daughter to ſuſpect fome ſecret poiſon compounded in the Wine, 

and thereupon ſo vehementlp ſcreeked, that a ſudden upꝛoze pze- 

ſently overſpzead the whole Court: whereby it came to the Kings 

intelligence ok the pzofered treachery of Almidor againſt rhe Eng- 

lifþ Champion: But to dear was the lobe of the Egyptian King, 

to the black King of Morocco, that no beleif of treachery could 

enter fnto his minde, 


bus Almidor the ſecond time was pꝛevented of his pzacice, 


wbereat in minde be gqzew moze enraged than a chaſed Boze; pet 
thinking the third ſhould pay fo2 all, be expected a time wherein to 
wozk his wickedpurpoſe, which he bzought to paſs in this man» 
ner. 

Many a day remained Saint George in the Egyptian Court, 
ſometimes Rebelling among Gentlemen, dancing and ſpozting 
with Ladies, other times in Tilts, and Turnaments, with other 
honourable Exerciſes ; Likewiſe long and extream was the lobe 
that beauteous Sabra boze to the Engliſh Champion, of the which 
this treacherous Almidor bad intelligence by many ſecret pza- 
ices, and many times bis ears were witneſſes of their Dil⸗ 
courſes. So upon an Evening, when the Gozgeous Sun lap le⸗ 
bel with the ground, it was bis foztune to wander under a Gar- 
den Taall, to take the coolneſs of the Evenings Apyze, where un⸗ 
ſeen ofthe two Lobers, he haard their amozous Diſceurſes as ttep 
ſat dallying under a bower of Roſes, courting one anether in this 


manner: 
My 
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My ſoules delight, my hearts chief eomfore, ſweet George of 
England, ſaid the lobe: ick Sabra, Why art theu more obdurate 
than che flint, whom t e tears of my true heart can never mollifie? 
how many thouſand ſighes have 1 breathed for thy ſweet ſake, 
which I have ſent to thee as true meſſengers of love, yet never 
wouldeſt thou requite me with a ſmiling countenance ? Refuſe not 
her, dear Lord of England, that for thy love will forſake Parents, 
Country, and inheritance, which is the Crown of Egypt, and 
like a Pilgrim follow thee throughout the wide World: © there- 
fore kn t that Cordian knot of Wedlock, that none but death can 
afterwards untie, that I may then ſay, The Sun ſhall looſe his 
brightneſs, the Moon her ſplendant beams, the Sea her tydes, and 
all things under the cope of Heaven grow contrary to kinde, be- 
fore $abra the heir of Egypt prove unconſtant to ſweet George 
of England. 

Theſe woꝛds ſo fired the Champions heart, that he was almoſt 
intangled in tke ſnares of lobe, which befoze time only affected 
Martial Diſcipline: hee pet to try her patience a little moze,made 
her this Anſwer : Lady of Egypt, canſt thou not be content, that 
I have ventured my life to — thee from de th, but I ſhould 
link my future fortunes in a womaus lap, and ſo bury all my ho- 
nours in oblivion ? No, no, Sabra, George of England, is a Knight, 
born in a Country where true Chivalry is nouriſht, and hath 
ſworn to ſearch the World, ſo far as ever the lamp of Heaven doth 
lend his light before he tie himſelf in the troubleſome ſtate of 
Marriage; therefore attempt me no more that am a ftranger and 
a wanderer from place to place: but ſeek to aim at higher States 
as the King of Morocco, who will attempt to clime to Heaven to 
gain thy love, and good liking: At which ſpeeches ſþe ſuddenly 


replyed in this manner : 


The King of Aforecc? is as bloody-minded as a Serpent, but 
thou more gentle then a Lamb ; his tongue as ominous as the 
ſcreeching night Owle, but thine more ſweeter then the morning 
Lark: hiskind imbracings like the ſtinging Snakes, but thine more 
pleaſant than the creeping Vine. What if thou beeſt a Knight of 
a ſtrange Country, thy body is more preciousto mine eys, than 
Kingdomes to my heart. There ſtay (Keplyed 5 Engliſh Cham- 
pion) I am a Chriſtian, thou a Pagan; 1 honour God in 
C3 Heaven 
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Heaven thou earthly ſhadows here below: therefore if thou 
wilt obtain my love and liking, thou muſt forſake thy Myhomer, 
and be chriſtned in our Chriſtian Faith. With all my ſoul , (an- 
ſtorred the Egyptian Lady) 1 will forſake my Countrey Gods, 
and for thy love become a Chriſtian : and therewithall ſhe burſt 
a Ring in twain, the one halt ſhe gave to him in ple ge of love, 
and kept the other half for her ſelf : and ſo for that time departed 
the Garden. 

During all the time cf theſe their Diſcourſes, the treache- 
rous minded Almidor ſtd liſting to their ſpeeches, and fretted 
inward!y to the berygall, to hear the WiſtrzJe of bis heart re⸗ 
zett bis fozmer courteſies: Thery:c2e intending now o2 never to 
infringe their plighted band, went in all haſt to the Egyptian 
King, and in this manner made his ſupplication, 

Know great Monarch of the Faſt, that J have a ſecret to un- 
fold, which toucheth neerly the ſafe-guard of your Countrey, 
It was my chance this Evening at ſhutting up of Titans golden 
gates, to take the comfort of the Weltern breathing air under 
your private Garden walk, where I heard (though unſeen) a 
deep pretended Treaſon betwixt your Daughterand the Engliſh 
Knighe, for ſhe hath vowed to forſake her Gods, and beleeve as 
Chriſtians doe, and likewiſe ſhee intends to flie from this her 
native Countrey, and go with this wandring Traveller, which 
hath been ſo much honoured in your Court. 

Now by Mahomet and a our Countrey Gods we Egyptian, 
commonly adore (ſaid the King) chis damned Ghriſtian ſhall 
not gain the conqueſt of my Daughters love, for he ſhall loſe his 
head, yet not in our Egyptian Court, but by violence elſe-where, 
Therefore Almidor be ſecret in my intent, for Iwill ſend him to 
my Couſin, the Perſan Souldan, from whence he ſhall never re- 
turn to Egypt again, except his Ghoſt bring news of his bad ſuc- 
ceſſe unto my Daughter: and tuereupon they preſently contri- 
ved this Letter:

V X Pied Letter deing no ſooner ſubſcribed and ſealed with rhe 
Great Seal of Egypt, but Saint George was diſpatched 
with Emballage foz Perſ1a, with the blody Sentence of his own 
deſtruction : to the true delibery whereof, he was worn by the 
honour of bis Knight-bod, and foz his paton be leſt behind him 
bis god Steed, and his truſty @wozd Aſcalon in the keping of 
Ptolomy the Egyptian Ring, onlp taking (oz bis purboy, and 
eaſte Travell one of the Kings Moztes 
Thus the innocent Lamb betraped by the wilp Fox, was ſent 
to the bunger-ſtarbed Lysns Den, being ſuffered not once to gide 
bis Lady and Wiſtreſs underſtanding of his ſudden departure, 
but travelled day and night thzough many a long and ſolitarp 
Wilderneſs, without any adbenture wozthy the memozy, only 
bearing the ditmall cry of Pight⸗Robens thundzing in his ears, 
and the feariul! found cf Scrich-Dbvls in the crevices of the earth, 
and ſuch like meffegers cf miſchance, which fozetold ſome fataſll 
accident to be at hand: pet no fear could daunt his noble minde, 
noꝛ danger hinder his intended travell, till be had fight of the 
Souldans Paſlace., which ſ&nied moze like Paradiſe, then any o⸗ 
ther earthly Pabitation 3 foz as the Piſtozy repozts, the Malte 
and Towers ot the P.illace were of the pureft Warble Stone, the 
Windows of carbed ulver Wozk, enamelled with Indian Pearl 
beſet with latten and <;iſall Glaſs , the outward walls and 
buildings painted with Gold, the Pillers end Gates were all of 
Bꝛaſſe: about the P:llace was a Kiver of a great bzeadth and 
depth, ober the ſame ſtood a ſtatelp Bzidge erected up with ſump⸗ 
tuous wozkmanſhip of graben Images, under rhe Bridge a bun- 
dzed Silber Bels were hung by Art, ſo that no creature might 
paſs into the Pallace, but they gabe warning to the Souldang 
Guardz,at the end of the Bzidge was built an Alabaſter Tower, 
whereon.. 
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wher eon ſtood an Eagle of Gold, bis Eyes like the richeſt pzecious 
Stones, the bzightneſs whereof gliſtered ſo much, that all the 
Pollace did ſhine with the light thereof. 

The day that Saint George entred the Souldans Court, was 
when the Perſians folemnlp Sacrificed to their Gods Mahomet 0 
Apollo, which unch:ifttan Pzoceſsion ſo mobed the impatience of 
the Engliſh Champion, that be rok the Enfigns and Streamers 
whereon the Perſian Gods were pictured, and trampled them un- 
der his tet: whereupon the Pagans pꝛeſently fled to the Bouldan 
foꝛ ſuccour, and ſpewed him bow a ſtrange Knight had defpiſed 
their Mahomet, and trampled their Banners in the duſt, Pere⸗ 
upon he ſent an hundzed of bis armed Knights to know the cauſe of 
that ſuddain upꝛoꝛe, and to being the Chziſtian Champion bound 
to his Pajeſty : but the Perſian Bnights were entertained with 
ſuch a bloody banquet, thai ſeme of their beads tumbled in the mi⸗ 
ry Streets, and the Chanels aber-flowed with ſtreames of their 
blod: the Pavements of the Pallace were ober ſpzead with flaugh- 
tred men, and the Mals be-ſpzinkled with purple goze : ſo bicte- 
ricuſly be bebabed bimſelfe againſt the Enemies of Chzift, that 
ere the Sun bad declined the Weſt, he bzought to ground moſt part 
of the SguldansKnigbts, and eniczced the reſt like frighted ſheep 
to flie to the Souldan foz apo and ſuccour, which as then remain- 
ed ilithe Pallace with a Guard of a thouſand @ouldiers : who at 
the repozt of this unexpected up;oze furniſhed his Souloters with 
Pabiliments of War, and came marching from his Pallace with 
ſuch a mighty power, as though the ſtrength of Chꝛiſtendome had 
been to inbade the Territozies of Aſia. But ſuch was the inbin- 
cible courage of Saint Seorge, that be encountred with them all, 
and made ſuch a maſſacre in the Souldans Court, that the Pabe- 
ments were cobered with Caughtered Pe: ſians, and 5 Pallace Gate 
ſtuffed with heaps of murthered Pagans. At laſt the Larum Wels 
were cauſed to be rung, and the Beacons ſet on fire, whereat the 
Commons of the Ccuntrey roſe in Armes, and came flocking a- 
beut the Engliſh Champion like warme of Bees: whereat rhzeugh 
bis long Encounter, and the multitude of his Enemies, bis never 
daunted courage was foꝛced to pteld, and his reſtſeſs arm weart- 
ed with fight, conftrained to let his weapon fall to the gzound. 

-. Thus be whoſe foztitude ſent thouſands co wander about the 
Banks 
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Bancks af Acaron, ſtod now obedient to the mercies gf bis Ene. 
mies, which with their bzandiſþing Weapons and ſparp edged 
Fauchions environed him abeut. 

Now bloody minded Monſter (ſaid the Souldan) what Coun- 
trey-man ſoever thou art, Jew, Pagan, or misbeleeving Chriſtian 
lookfor a ſentence of ſevere puniſhment, for every drop of blood 
thy unhappy band hath here ſned: Firti thy Skin with ſharpRa- 
zors ſhall be pared from thy fleſh alive: Next thy fleſh with burn- 
ing Irons ſeared from thy bones: laſtly, thy eurſed Limbs drawn 
in pieces joynt from joynt, with untamed Horſes. This bloody 
judgment pronounced by the Souldan, moved ſaint George to re- 
ply in this manner: 

Great Potentate of Aſia, I crave the liberty and Law of Armes, 
whereto alltke Kings ofthe Earth are by Oath ever b-und : Firſt, 
my deſcent in my native Countrey is of Royal Blood, and there- 
fore challenge 1 a combate: Secondly, an Embaſſador am I from 
Pr lomsy the King of Egypt, and therefore no violence ſhould be 
proffered me: Laſtly, the Lawes of «Aſia grant me ſafe conduct 
baek to Egypt, therefore what I have done, / tolomy mult anſwer; 
And thereupon he delivered the Letter ſealed with the Gzeat Seal 
of Egypt, the which was no ſooner bzoben up and read, but the 
Souldans eyes ſparkled like fire, and upon big countenance ap- 
peared theJmage of wzath and diſcontent, 

Thou art by the report of Pro/omy (ſaid the Souldan) a great 
Contemner of our Gods, and deſpiſer of our Laws: Therefore his 


pleaſureis, that I ſhould end thy dayes by ſome unhumane death, 


the which | ſwear by Mahomer, and all my Country Gods to ac- 
compliſh : and thereupon be gabe him in ke ping to an hundzedof 
the Janniſaries, tiil-the day of Execution, wbich was appointed 
within thirty days following. Pereupen they diſrobed him of his 
apparel, and attired him iu fmple and baſe array: bis Armes 
that late were employed to weld the mighty Target, and tols the 
weighty Battell⸗Axe, they ſtrongly fettered up in Jron Bolts: 
and thoſe. hands which were wont to be garniſþed with Sttely 
Gauntlets, they bound up in bempen bonds, that the purple blood 
trickled down from bis fingers ends, and ſo being diſpopled ef all 
Knightly Dignity, they conbeyd him to a deep, dark, and defolate 
Dungeon, wherein the * Dun did neber ſhew his tplendent 
Beams 
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Beames ,no2 never could the comfoztable light of Þeaben bee ſeen 
betwwirt the day & night, no difference could be makes 5 Summers 
parching heat, and Winters fre zing cold, were both alike 3 his 
chieceſt comfozts were to number the Perſians hte had ſlain in the 
conflict, one while pondering in bis reſtleſs thoughts the ingrati⸗ 
tude of Ptolomy the Egyptian King, another while remembzing 
his Lobe, and Uobo, and dep affection that he bare to the Egyp- 
tians Daughter, and how unkindly ſbre took bis departure, carbing 
her Picture with the nails of his fingers upen the Mals of the 
Dungeon: to which fenſelefſe ſubſtance he would many times 
thus complain. 

O cruelDeſtinies why is this grievous puniſhment allotted to 
my Penance? Haye I conſpired againſt the Majeſty of Heaven, 
thatthey have thrown this — — on my head ? ſhall I never 
recover my former liberty, that I may be revenged upon the cau- 
ſers of my impriſonment ? frown angry Heavens, upon theſe bloo- 
dy minded Pagans, theſe daring Miſcreants, and profeſſed enemies 
of Chriſt, and may the plagues ofPhaya'h light upon their Coun- 
treys, and the miſery of Oedipus upon their Princes: that they 
may be witneſſes of their Daughters Raviſhment, and behold 
their Cities flaming like the burning Battlements of Trey. Thus 
lamented he the lcſs of his liberty, accurfing his birth day, and 
hour of his creation, wiſhing that it neber might be mimbzed in 
the year, but counted ominous to all enſuing Ages. Bis fighs 
exceeded the number of the Ocean ſands, and his tears the water 
bubbles in a rainy dap, as one diminſhed, another pzefently ap- 
peared, 

bus fozrow was his companion, and difpair his chief ſoffict- 
toꝛ, til Hyperion with his Golden Ceachhadthirty times refted in 
Thetis purple PaHace, and Cynthia thirty times danc't upon the 
Cheiftall Waves , which was the bery time when as big moans 
would end, accoꝛding io theſebere and cuel judgment ofthe Soul- 
dan or Perſia. But by what ertraozdinary means he knew not. 
Do expecting every minute to entertain the wiſhed meſſenger of 
death, he heard a far off the terrible roaring ef two hunger⸗ſtar⸗ 
bedLyons, which foz thefpace of four dapes had ben reſtrained 
frem their food and naturafl ſuſtenance, only to deboure and 
tammch their himger-ſtarbed bowels with the body of this theles 
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renowned Champion: which cry of the Lyons co terrified his min d 
tbat the hair of bis bead gzew ſtiffe, and his bzowes ſweat wa ter 
thzougb anguiſh of his ſoul, ſs extremely be ſeared the remozſleſs 
ſtroke of Death, that by biolence he burſt the Chains in ſunder 
wherewith he was bound, and rent the curled Treſſes (rom big 
Head, that were of the colour of Amber, the which be wzapped a- 
beut bis Armes againſt the adault of the Lyons, foz bee gzeatly 
ſuſpectedthem to be the WeNengers of bis Tragedy, which indeed 
was ſo appointed, foz at that ſame inſtant they deſcended the Dun 

geon, bzought thither by the Janniſaries, only ts make a full peri- 

od ofthe Champions life. But ſuch was the invincible ſoꝛtitude of 
Saint George, andſopolitick was his defence, that when tbe ſtar⸗ 

bed Lyons came runnigg on him with open Jawes, be baſliantly 

thzuſt bis ſinewed armes into their thzoats (being wzapped about 

with the hair or his head) whereby they pzeſentlychoaked, and ſo 

be pulled out their hearts. 

Which Spectacle the Souldans Jannifaries beholding, were ſg 
amazed with fear, that they ran in all baſt to the Pallace, andcer- 
tified the Souldan what had happened, whs commanded every 
part of the Court to be Crotigly Guarded with armed Souldiers, 
ſuppofinghþ EngliſbKnight rather to be ſome monſter,aſcended (rom 
the deep, than any Creature of humane ſubſtance, oz elſe one poſ- 
ſeſſed with ſome Dibine Inſpiration, that bythe fozce of Arms 
bad accompliſhed ſo many adbenturous Stratagems : ſich a ter- 
rour aſſailed the Souldans heart, ſeeing be bad ain two Lyons, 
and laughtered two thouſand Perſians with bis own hands, and 
likewiſe had intelligence how he lew a burning Dꝛagon in Egypt, 
that be cauſed the Dungeon to be cloſed up with Bars of Iron, 
leſt be ſþotii>by Policy oz Foztitiiderecober bis Liberty, & ſo en- 
danger the whole Countryof Perlia: where he remained in want, 
penuryp,4 greatneceſsity,io the term of ſeben Winters, living 
only upon Kats and Tice, with other creeping Moꝛms which he 
caught in the Dungeon. 

During which time hee never toaſted the bzead of Cozn but of 
Ban, aud Channel water, which dayly was ſerbed him thozow Jt 
ron Gates, where new we lcabe Saint George languiſhing ingzea- 
mite, and return again into Egypt, where we left Sabra, the 
Champions betrothed Lady, lamenting the want of bis company, 
whom ſpe loved dearcr then any Knight in the world.

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Sabra that was the ſaireſt Paid that eber moztall epe beheld, 
in whom both Art and Nature ſemed to excell in curious Moꝛk⸗ 
mancpip, ber body being ſtraiter then the ſtately Cedar, her beau- 
ty purer than the Paphian Queens: the one with ober burthened 
grief was quite altered, and the other tained with floods of bzakiſþ 
tears, that daily trickled down from ber fair Checks: where upon 
fate the very image of diſcontent, the Map of Moe, and the only 
Wirroꝛ of Sozrow,ſhe accounted all company lothſome to her ſight, 
and excluded the feflowſbip of all Ladies, onely betaking ber ſelf to 
a ſolitary Cabinet, where ſbe ſate ſowing many a wofull Rozy up- 
on a crimſon-coleured Sampler: whereon ſometimes ſþe bathed 
wounded hearts, with luke warm tears that fell from the conduits 
of her epes, then pzeſently with ber criſped locks of bapr which 
dangled down ber Jbory necks ſþe dzied up the moyſture of her 
fozrowfull tears: then thinking upon þ plighted pzomiſes of her dear⸗ 
Iy beloved Knight,fell ints theſepaſsions 6 pittifull complaints. 

O Love (ſaid ſber) more ſharpMan the pricking bryar, with 
what inequality doſt thou torment my wounded heart, not linking 
my dear Lord in the like affection of minde? O Venus, if thou be 
imperious in thy Deity to whom both Gods and men obey, com- 

mand my wandring Lord to return again, or grant that my ſoul 
may flie into the Clouds, that by the winds it may be blown into 
his ſweet boſome, where now kves my bleeding heart. But fooliſh 
fondling that I am, he hath rejected me, and ſhuns my company as 
the Syrens (elſe liad he not refuſed the Court of Fgype where he 
was honoured as a King) and wandred the world to ſeek another 
Love · No, no, it cannot be: he bears no ſuch unconſtant minde, & I 

reatly fear, ſome treachery hath bereaved me of his ſight, or elſe 

Las ſtony Priſon includes my George from me. If it be ſo, ſweet 
HMeorphens,thou God of Golden Dreams, reveal to me my Loves 
abiding, that in my ſleep his ſhadow may appear, and report the 
cauſe of his departure. After this paſsion bzeathed from the 
manſſan of her ſoul, ſhe committed ber watchfult eyes to the go- 
bernment of ſweet Sleep, which being no ſconer cloſed, but there 
appeared as ſhe thought, the ſhadow and bery ſbape of her dearly 
beloved Lozd, Saint George of England, not as be was wont to 
be flouriſhing in bis glittering Burgonet of Steel, noꝛ mounted 
am a ſtately Jennet, dict with a crimſon Plume ofſpangled Fea.

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thers, but in ober · woꝛn and fimple Attyze, with pale loks, 6 lean 
body, like to a Ghoſt riſen from ſome hollow Gꝛabe, bzeathing as 
it wore, theſe ſad and wofull paſsions:

But after this ſhall happen wondrous things, 
For from thy wombe ſhall ſpring three mighty Kings. 


This range and we full Speech was no ſooner ended but ſhe 
awaked from her lleep, and pꝛelentiy reached fozth her white hands 
thinking to imbzace him: but ſhe catched nothing but beittle Aize, 
which cauſed her to renew her fozmer complaints. O wherefore 
died I not in this my troubleſome dyeam (ſatd the ſoꝛrowful Lady) 
that my Ghoſt might have haunted thoſe inhymarie Monſters 

; | which 
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which have thus faſly betrayed the braveſt Champion under the 
Copeof Heaven! For his ſake will I exclaim againſt the ingrati- 
tude of Egypt, and like raviſht Ph;/omel, fill every corner of the 
Land with Ecchoes of his wrong: my woes ſhall exceed the ſor- 
rowes of Dido Queen of Carthage, mourning for Aeneas, With 
ſuch like paſsions wearied ſhe the time awer: till twelbe Months 
were (ulip finiſhed: at laſt her Father underſtanding what terbent 
affection the boꝛe to the Englith Champion, began in this manner 
to relate. 

Daughter (ſaid the Egyptian Ring,) Icharge thee by the band 
of Nature, and the true obedience thou oughteſt to bear my age, 
to baniſh and exclude all fond affect ons from thy mind, and not 
thus to ſettle thy love upon awandring Knight, that is unconſtant 
and without habitation: thou ſeeſt he hath forſaken thee,and re- 
turned into bis own Country, where he hath wedded a Wife of 
that Land and Nation: therefore] charge thee upon my diſplea- 
ſure to affect and love the black King of Morrocco, that righefully 
bath deſerved thee in marriage, which ſhall be ſhortly honourably 
kolden to the honour of Egypt; and ſo he departed without any 
Anſwer at all: By which 4 ah knew he would not becroſt in his 
will and pleaſure ; thereloꝛe ſhe fighed out theſe lamentable woꝛds: 

O unkind Father, to croſs the affection of his Child, aud to force 
love where no liking is: Yet ſhall my mind continue true unto my 
dear betrothed Lord although my body be forced againſt nature 
to obey, and Almador have the honour of my Marriage Bed, Eng- 
liſh George ſhall enjoy my true Virginity, if ever he return again to 
Egypt ; and thereupon ſhe pulled forth a Chain of Gold, & wrapt 
it ſeven times about her lyory neck. This (ſaid ſhe) hath been ſe- 
ven dayes ſteept in Tygers blood, and ſeven nights in Dra- 
gons milk, whereby it hath obtained ſuch excellent vertue, that fo 
long as I wear it about my neck, no man on earth can enjoy my 
Virginity : though be forced to the ſtate of Marriage, and lic ſe- 
ven years in Wedlocks Bed, yet by the vertue of this Chaiz I ſhall 
continue a true Virgin, 

Which woꝛds were no ſocner ended, but Almidor entred her ſoz. 
rowful Chamber, and pzeſented ber with a Medding Garment, 
which was of the pureſt Pedian Silk, imboſt with Pearl and 
rich reßned Geld, pi rſumed with ſweet @yzian Powders: it was 
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of the colour ofthe Lillie when Flora bath bedeckt the fields in 
May with natures oznaments : gloztous and ccftlp were her Ue- 
ftures,andſo ſtately were her Nuptial Rights Solemnized, that E- 
gypt admired rhe bounty of ber Wedding : which foz ſeben days 
was bolden in the Court of Ptolomie, and then remobed to Tripo- 
lie, the chief City in Barbary, where Almidors fozced Bzide wes 
crowned Queen of Morocco: at which Cozenation the Conduits 
ran with Gzeekiſh Mines, and the Streets of Tripolie were beeu⸗ 
tified with Pageants, 6 delightful @hewes. The Court reſcunded 
ſuch melodious Marmomp as theugh Apollo with bis filler Þarp 
bad deſcended from the Heabens: ſuch Tilts and Turnaments 
were perfozmed betwirt the Egyptian Knights, and the Knights 
of Barbary, that they exceeded the Nuptialls of Hecuba the beau- 
teous Queen of Troy - which honourable pzoceedings we leave 
foz this time to their own contentments, ſome Making, ſome 
Dancing, ſome Reveſling, ſome Li ting, and ſome Banqueting, 
Alto leabing the Champion of England Saint George, mourning 
in the Dungeon in Perſia, as ycu heard befoze, and return to the 
other fix Champions of Chziſtendoine, which departed irom the 
Sꝛazen Pillar, every one His jſeverall way, whefe Knigbtly and 
nobleadbentures, if the Mutes gzant me 5 bounty of fair Caſtalian 
ſpzings, I will moſt amply diſcover to the honour of all Chziſten- 


dome,

How S. Dennis the Champion of France lived ſeven years in the 
ſhape of an Hart, and bow proud Eg'antine the Kings Daugh- 
ter of Theſſalie, was transformed into a Mulburie Tree, and 
how they both recovered their former ſhapes by means of Saing 
Dennis his Horſe. 


Alling now to minde the long and wearie Trabels ©, 
Dennis the Champion of France endured, after bis de⸗ 
parture from the other fix Champions at the Bꝛazen 
Pitlar, as pou heard in the beginning ar ehe-fozmer 
Chapter, from tohich he wandzed thꝛaugd many be and 
Wilderneſs, without any adbenture woztby the tl be 


arrived upon the Bozders of Theſſalie (being a Land as — in⸗ 
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Fabited only with wild Beaſts:) wherein be endured ſuch a peuur p 
and ſcarcity of bittuals, that he was fozced the ſpace of ſeben pears 
to feed ypon the Þerbs of the Field, and the fruits of Trees, till 
the hairs of his Pead were like the Eagle feathers, and the nails 
of bis fingers to birds claws : his dzink the dew of Heaven, the 
which he licked from the Flowers of $eddows,the Attire be cloa- 
thed his body witball, bay leaves and bzoad Docks, that gzew in 
the Wood, his Shcoes the barks of Trees, whereon he trabefled 
though many a thozny bzake : But at laſt it was bis ſoztune oz 
cruell deſtiny, (being ober pꝛeſt with the extremity of hunger) to 
taſte and ted upon the Berries ot an Enchanted Pulberry Tree, 
whereby he leſt the libelp Fozm and Image of bis bumane fub- 
ſtance, and was transtoꝛmed into the ſt ape and likeneſs of a wilde 
Part:Which ſtrange eſuddain Transfozmation,this noble Cham- 
pion little miſtruſted till be eſpied his miſbapen foꝛm in a cleer 
Fountaine, which nature had erected in a col and ſhady Ualley : 
but when he bebeld the ſbaddow of his defozmed ſubſtance, and 
bow his bead late honoured with a Burgonet of Steel, now diſþo- 
net.red with a pair of Silban hoꝛne: his face whereon the coun- 
tenance oftrie Nobility was lately charactred,now cobered with a 
 beaſtlike fimilitude,s bis body late the true Image of magnanimt- 
ty, new ober-ſpzead with a bairy hide, in colour like tothe falloto 
Fields; which ftrange alteration, not a little perplexed the minde 
of . Denis, that it cauſed him with all ſpeed (having the natural 
reaſon of a man ſtill remaining) torepair back to the Pulberrie 
Tree again, ſuppoſing the Berries be had eaten, to be the cauſe gf 
bis.Transfozmation,under which Tree the diſtreſſed Knight layd 
bis defozmed limes upon the bare ground, and thus wotully be⸗ 
- gan to complain, 

What magick Charms (ſaid be) or other bewitchiug Spels, re- 
main within this curſed Tree? whoſe wicked fruit hath confound- 
ed my future Fortunes, and converted me to a miſerable eſtate ; 
O thou Celeſtiall directer of the World, and all you pittifull Pow- 
ers of Heaven, look down with kindly countenance upon my ha p- 
leſs Transformation, and bend your 5 to heat my wofull la- 
mentation : I was oflate a man, but now a horncd Beaſt, I was a 
Souldier, and my Countreys Champion, but now a loathſom 
Creature, and a prey for Dogs; my gliſtering Armouris exchang- 
| ed 
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FTHide of Hair, and ye : " 
'» Earth: henceforth inſtead of Princely f +; theſe ſh 
oods muſt ſerve to ſhrowd me in: wherein my Bed of Dowa 
be a heap of Sun-burn'd Moſſe: my ſweer recording Muſick 
bluſtring Winds, that with tempeſtuous Guſts, do make the 
derneſs to tremble : the company I dayly keep muſt bethe Sil- 
e Satyres, Driades,and airy Nymphs, which never apear to 
rldly eys, but in twilights, or at the prime of the Moon, the 
sthar beautiſie the Chryſtall Vayl of Heaven ſhall henceforth 
e as Torches to light me to my wofull Bed: the fcowling 
uds ſhall be my Canopy : my Clock 'to count how time runs 
ling on, the ſound of hiſſing Snakes, or elſe the croaking of 
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bus deſcribed be his own miſery, till the watry tears of ca- 
ity guſbed out in ſuch abundance from the Conduits of bis

So upon a time as be la- 
ted the loſſe of Natures Qꝛnaments, under the branches of 
Enchanted Wulbery Tree, which was the cauſe of bis Trang- 
nation, he beard a moſt grie vous and terrible groan, which be 
ſed to be the induction of Come admirable accident that would 
e: Pofikingtrucefo a time with toꝛrowes, bee heard a hol- 
voice bzeath from the Trunk of that Wulberrie Tre, theſe

long appointed puniſpment conſtratned bis thoughts to lofe thei 
naturall.underſtanding + But pet at laſt recobering bis ſences, 
thoygd.not bis bumane likeneſs, be bitterly complained of bis 
dard misfoztunes, 1 
O unbappy creature (ſaid the wofull Champion) more miſera- 
ble than Pregne in her Transformation, and more diſtreſſed then 
Adeos was, whoſe perfect picture I am made: His miſery continu- 
ed but a ſhort ſeaſon, for his own Dogs the ſame day tore him in 
thouſand pieces, and buried his Transformed, Carkaffe in thei 
Hungry bowels: mine is appointed by the angry deſtinies, til! 
leven times the Summers Sun hath yearly repleniſht * — 
rightne 


Seven years in ſhape of Hart thou muſt remain, | 
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brightneſs, and ſeven times the Winters Rain bath waſht me with 
the ſhowres of Heaven, Such were the complaints of the Trang: 
fozmed Knight of France, ſometimes remembzing bis ſozmer foz- 
tunes, how he had ſpent his dapes in the honour of bis Ceunteey: 
Tometimes thinking © upon the fate of bis Natibity, re- 
nowned France, the Nurſe q other of his life: ſometimes tread- 
ing with bis foot (asfoz hands he had none) in ſandy gzound, tbe 
pꝛint of the wozds the which the Pulberry Tree had repeated, and 
menytimes numbing the minutes of his long appointed puniſh- 
ment, with the Flotsers of the Field. Len thouſand fgbes be 
daily bzeatbed from bis beaſt, and ſtill when the black and pitedy 
-mantles of dark night bad oaverſpzead the Azurd -Firmamente, 
and dzawn her Sable Curtaing befoze the bzightſeme windows 
of the Heavens, all Creatures trok their Tweet repeſed.reft; and 
committed their tyred op#' to quiet iRpes4 All things were fi- 
lent, except the murmuring of the ttmning Maters, whoſe found» 
ing Puſick was the chiefen ca mfozt this diſtreſſed Champion en- 
joyed: the gliſtering Queen of night, clad in ber cheiſtall Robes 
there hundꝛed times a year, was witneſs of his nightly Lamenta- 
tions: the wandeing Powlet, that neber fings but in the Nidbt 
ſate yelling oder his Head: the tufull weeping Nightingale with 
mournfuſt melody, cheerfully attending on his Perſon : foꝛ during 
the limitation of bis ſeven pears miſery, his truſty Steed neber 
fozſook him, but with all lobe and true diligence attended upon him 
day and night, never wandzing awap, but eber keeping bim com- 
pany: If the extream beat of Summer grew intcllerable, oZthe 
pinching cold of Winter violent, his Þozſe would be a ſhelter to 
defend him, 

At laſt, when the tearm of ſeben years was fully finiſþbed, and 
that be ſpeuld recober bis fozmer ſubſtance, and humane Shape, 
bis good Þozſe which he tendzed as the Aple of his eye, clamber- 
| eda bigh aud ſteep Wountain, which nature had beautified with 
all kind of fragrant Flowers, as odireferous as the Garden of He- 
ſperides : from whence be pulled a bꝛanch of purple Keſes, and 
bzought them betwixt his teeth to his diſtreſſed Maſter, and being 
in his fozmer paſsrons of diſcontent, under the Pulberry Tree, 
The which the Champion of France no ſooner beþe!d, but he re- 
4 membzed that by a purple Rote be ſhould recober bis fezmer fimi- 
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milltude and ſo jopfuſly received the Roſes from bis truſty Steed: 
then caſting be his eys up to the Celeſtiall Thzoneof Peaben, be 
conveyed theſe conſecrated Flowers into his empty ſtomach. 

After which be laid bim down upon the boſome of his Wother 
Earth, where be fell into ſuch a found lep that all bis Senſes 
and bitall Spirits were withont mobing foz the ſpace of four and 
twenty hours, In which time the TAindowes and the Doozs of 
Þeaben were opened, from whence deſcended ſuch a ſhower of 
Kain, that it waſþed away his bairy Fozm and Beaſt-like Shape: 
bis bozned head and long Wiſage were turned again into a libelp 
Countenance, and all the reſt ofþis members, both Arms, Legs, 
Hands, Feet, Fingers, Toes, with all the reft of Parures Gifts, 
teteibed their ſoꝛmer Shape, 

ut toben the god Champion awaked from his Sleep, and per- 
etibed the wonderful wozkmantbip of the Peabens, in Trausfozm- 
ing bim to bis bumane likenefſe » Firſt, be gabe bonour to Al- 
mighty God: next kiffed the Ground, whereon be had libed ſo long 
in miſery : then bebolding bis Armour which lay bard by him, be- 
Qafned and almoſt ſpoyled with ruſt : his Burgonet end keen edg- 
£d Curtle⸗Axe beſmeared ober with duk: Then laſtly, pondzing 
in minde, of the faithfull ſerbice bis truſty Steed had done him, 
during the time of his calamity, whoſe ſable coloured Wane bung 
frizling down bis bzatny Neck, which vbeſoze was wont to bs 
Pleated curioully with Artiſtciall knots, and his Fozehead which 
was wont to be beautified with a Tatony Plume of Feathers, 
now disfigured with ober grown hay? : whereat the god Cham- 
pion Saint Denis of France ſo much griebed, that be ſtroked down 
bis Jetty back, till the bayze of bis body lay as ſmoth as Arabian 
Silk: then pulled he out his truſty Fauchion, which in many fierce 
aſſaults and dangerous combats had been bathed in the blood of 
bis Enemies, which by the long continuance of Time idle, was al- 
moſt conſumed with cankered Ruſt, but by bis labour and indu⸗ 
irious pains, be recobered the fozmer beauty and beighrneſs a- 
gain, , 
Thus both bis Swezd, bis Pozſe, bis Partiall Furniture, and 
all other Pabiliments foꝛ War being bzouybt to their firft and p2o- 
per qualities, the Noble Champion intended to perſebere and go 
tozward in thesontute, in cutting down the Mulberrie Tree: 
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Do taking bis Swozd, which was of the pure* Spaniſh Stee, 
gabe ſuch a ſtroke at the root thereot that at one bo be cut it quite 
in ſunder,whereeut pꝛeſently flaibed ſuch a mighty Flame of Fire 
that rhe Wane from bis Yozſe Neck was burned, and likewiſe 
the bayze of bis Head bad been fired, if his Helmet bad not pzeſer- 
bed him: and no ſooner was the Flame extinguiſhed, bur there al⸗ 
cended from the bollow Tre a naked Uirgin (in Shape like 
Daphne which Apollo turned to a Sap Tre) fairer than P:gma- 
leons Jbozy Amage, oꝛ tbe Nozthern dziben ſnow, ber Eyes moze 
cleer than the Jcie Pountains, ber Cheks like Koſes dipt in 
Milk, ber lips moze lobelier than the Turkiſh Rubies, her Alaba- 
ſter Lieth like Indian Pearls, her Neck ſeemed an Jbozy Tower, 
ber datnty Bꝛeaſtsa Garden where miſk white Dobes ſate & ſung: 
the reſt of Natures lineaments a ſtain to Juno, Pallas, oz Venus, 
at whoſe excellent deauty, this baliant and undaunted Champi- 
on moze admired than ber wonderfull Transfozmation : Foz his 
epes were ſo raviſhed with ſuch exceeding pleaſure, that bis tongue 
could endure no fonger filent, but was fozced to unfol? the ſecrets 
of bis beart, and in thete terms began to utter bis minde. 

Thou moſt Divine and ſingular ornament of nature, ſaid he, 
fairer than the feathers of the ſilver wan that ſwim upon Mean- 
ders Chryſtall Streams, and far more beautifull than Aurora. 
Morning Countenance, to thee the Faireſt of all faires, moſt 
humbly and onely to thy beauty do I here ſubmit my affections: 
Alſo I ſwear by the honour of my Knight-hood, and by thelove 
of my Country of Fraxce (which vow I will not violate for all 
the Treaſures of rich e Fmericay or the golden Mines of higher 1»- 
dia) whether thou beeſt an Angel deſcended frem heaven, or a 
Fury aſcended from the vaſt Dominions of Proſerpine: whether 
thou beeſt ſome Fairy or Silvan Nymph, which inhabits in the fa- 
tall Woods, or elſe an Earthly Creature, for thy ſins transformed 
into this Mulberrie Tree, I am not therefore judge. Therefore 
ſweet Saint, to whom my heart muſt pay his due devotion, unfold 
to me thy Bith, Parentage, and Name, that I may the bolder pre- 
ſame upon thy Courteſies. At which demand this new born Vir- 
gin, with a ſhamefaſt look, modeſt geſture,ſover grace, and bluſh- 
ing countenance, began thus to Reply. 

Sir Knight, by whom my life, my love, and fortunes are to be 
commanded, 
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commanded, and by whom my humaneShapeand naturall Form 
is recovered : Firſt know thou Magnanimous Champion that I 
am by Birththe King of Theſſalies Daughter, and my Name was 


called for my beauty, proud Eglantine: For which contemptu- 


ous pride, I was trans formed into this Mulbertie Tree, in which 
green ſubſtance I have continued fourteen years. As for my love 
thou haſtdeſerved it, before all Knights in the World, and to 
thee do I plight that true promiſe before the Omnipotent Judger 
of all thing: and before that ſecret promiſe ſhall be infringed, 
the Sun ſhall ceaſe to ſhineby day, and the Moon by night, and 
and all the Planets forſake their proper nature, | 

At which wozds the Champion gave her the courteſie of his 
Country, and ſealed her pzomiſes with a lobing kiſle. 

Aiter which, beautifnll Eglantine being aſbamed cf her naked- 
neſſe, weabed her ſelf a Garment of green Ruſbes, intermixed 
withſuch variety of ſundzy; Flowers, that it ſurpaſſed fox wozk- 
manſpip the Indian Bafdens curious Webs : ber criſped Locks 
of hapꝛe continued ſtill of the colour of the Pulberry Tree: where- 
by the ſeemed like Flora in her greateſt repaltꝑ, when the Fields 
were bedecked with Natures Tapeſtry. 5 

After which ſþ& waſhed her Lilly Hands, and Rcſe-coſeured 
Face in the dew ol Peaben: which ſhe gathered from a. Bed of 
Uiolets, Thus in her green Ueſtments, ſbe intends in compas» 
ny sf her true Lobe, (ths baliant Knight of France) to fake her 
journey to her Fathers Court, being as then 5 Ring of that Ceun- 
try: where after ſome few days T2avell, they arrived ſafe in the 
Court of Theſſaly, thoſe welcomes were àccoꝛding to their wiſhes 
and their entertainnients moſt honourable : foz no ſooner did the 
King behold bis Daughters ſafe appzoach,of whoſe ſtrange Trans⸗ 
fozmation he was ever ignoꝛant, but be fell in ſuch a deadly Cwoun 
though the exceeding jop cf ber pzeſence, that foz a time bis 
ſenſe were without vitall mating, his heart imbꝛaced ſo kindly 
her dainty body, and pꝛoffered ſuch courteſie to the ſtrange Knight, 
that Saint Denis accounted him the mirroꝛ of all Ceurteſie, and 
the pattern of true Nobility. 

Alter the Champion was unarmed, bis ſtiffe and weary Limbs 
were batbed in net Wilk and white wine, he was conbeyed to wert 
ſmeſling fire made of Juniper, and the fair Eglantine conducted 
by 
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by the Paidens of Bone to a pzibate Chamber where ſhe was 
diſpobed of ber ilban Aty2e, and apparelled in a Pall of purple- 
Sik; in which Court of Theſſaly we will leabe this aur Champion 
of France with bis Lady, and go fozward in the Diſcourſe of rhe o· 
ther Champ diſcobering what Adbentures hapned to them 
during the ſeben years: But firft how Saint James the Champi- 
on of pain fel in lobe with a fair Jew, and how foz ber ſake he 
continuedſeven years dumb: and after, if Apollo grant my Muſe 
ths giit of Scholeriſm,s dip mp Pen in the Ink of Art, J will not 
reſt mp wearp hand till I babe explained the honourable poceed - 
ings of the knights of England, France, Spain, Italy, Scotland. 
Wales, and Irland, to the honour of Cbziſtendom, and the difþo- 
nour ot all the pzofeſſed Enemies of Chzilt,

How Saint James the Champion of Spain, continued, ſeyen years 
dumb for the love of a fair Jew, and how he ſhould have been 
ſhot to death by the Maidens of Jeruſalem, with other things 
which chanced in his Travels, 


w mut fy ute ſpeak of the range Adbentures of 

Saint lames of Spain, the third Champien and renown- 

ed Knightof Chꝛiſtendom, and what bapned unto bim in 

l bisſeven years Travels thzough many a ſtrang Count: p 
both by Sea and Land, where his bencrable Acts were ſo dange- 
raus and full of wonder, that J want skill to expzeſſe, and Art ta 
7 alſo J am fozced foz bzebities ſake, to paſſe ober his feat⸗ 
fulland dangerous battell with the burning Dzake upon the fla» 
ming Mount in Sici), which terrible combat continued foꝛ the ſpace 
of ſeden days and ſeben nights. Likewiſe J omit his Travell in 
Capadocia, thzough a Wilderneſs of Ponſters : with bis paſſage 
ober the red Seas, where bis ſhip was deboured with Wozms, 
bigmarriners dzowned, and himſelf, his Þozſe and furniture ſafe- 
Iybzougbt to Land by the Sea Nimpþs and Wermaides: where 
after his long Travels, paſſed perils, and dangerous Tempefts, 
amongſt the boyſterous billows ofthe raging Seas, be arrived in 


the unhappy domintons of Juda,unhappy by reaſon of the long and 
troubleſome 
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troubleſome miſery be endured ſoz the lobe of a fair lew. Foz, 
comming to the beautifull City leruſalem, (being in that Age the 
wonder ofthe Wezld, foz bzave Buildings, Pzincely Pallaces, 
gozgeous Me untsins, and time wondzing Temples) bee ſo admi- 
red the gioztous Situation thereof (being tbe richeſt place that e- 
ver his eys beheld) that he ſtood befoze the Mals of Jeruſalem, one 
while gazing upon her golden Gates gliſtering againſt the Suns 
bzight countenance, another while beholding ber ſtatelp Pinna- 
cles whoſelofty pe ping tops ſeemed to touch the Clouds; another 
while wondzing at her Towers of Jaſper, Jet, g Ebonp, ber ſtrong 
and foztified Mals rhze times double about the Citp, the gliſtering 
Spires of the Temple of Sion, built in the ſaſtion and fimilitude of 
the Piramidts, the ancient Bonument of Greece, whoſe Battle- 
ments were cobered with ſteel, the Walls burniſbt with Silver, 
and the gzound pabed with Tin. Thus as this Ennebled and fa- 
meus Knight at Arms ſtood beholding the Situation of Jeruſalem 
there ſuddenly thundzed ſuch a peale of Oꝛdnance within the Ci- 
rp, that it ſeemed in his rabiſted conceir, to ſhake the Male of 
Heaven, and to mobethe deep Foundattons of the faſtned Earth; 
whereat his Pozſe gabe ſuch a ſudden ſtart, that he leaped ten foot 
from the place whereon he ſtood, Aſter this he heard the ſound of 
Dꝛums, and the cherfull Ecchoes ot Bzazen Trumpets, by which 
the Ualiant Champion expected ſome boncrable Paſtime, oz ſome 
gzeat Turnament to be at hand, which indeed ſo fell cut: foz'ns 
loc ner did he caſt his bigilant eys toward the Eaſt fide of the City

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but he bebeld a Troop of well-appeinted Pozſe come Marching 


thzorgh the Gates: after tbem twelbe armed Knights-mounted 
on twelbe Warltke Courſers, bearing intheir hands twelbe bloo 


red Streamers whereon was wrougbt in filk the pidifre of A. 
donis wounded with a Boar : after them the King dawn in ag cha 
riot by Spanniſh Jennets,(which being a certain kind of Steeds 


engend?cd by » Wind) The Kitigs Guard were a hundzed-naked 
Wozes, with Turkiſh Bowes and Darts, feathered mith Kavens 


wings: after them marched Celeſtine the King of Jeruſalems fair 


Daugbter, mounted on a tame unicoꝛne. In her hand a Jabelin of 
Silber, and Armed with a bzeaſt plate of Gold, artiſſtially wꝛought 
like the Scales ot a Pozcupine, her Guard were an bundzed Ama⸗ 
zonion Dames clad in gzeen #ilk ; after them followed a number 


of 
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of Squires and Sentlemen, ſome upon Barbarian Steeds, ſome 
upon Arabian Palferies, and ſome on foot, in pace moze nimble 
than the tripping Deer, and moze ſwifter than the tameſt Þart 
upon the Pou ntaines of Theſſaly. 

Thus Nebuzaradan Gzeat Ring of Jeruſalem (foz ſo was be cal 
led) ſolemnly hunted in the Wilderneſs of Juda, being a Country 
very much annoyed with wild Beaſts, as the Lyon, the Leopard, 
the Boze, and ſuch lize; in which exerciſe, the King appointed 
as it was pzoclaimed by his chief Perald at Armes, (the which le 
beard repeated by the Shepheard in the Field,) that whoſoebet 
flew the firft wilde beaſt in the Fozeſt, ſhould babe in reward a 
Cozfler of Steel, ſo richly ingzaben,that it ſhould be wozth a thoſt- 
ſand ſþeckles cf fer. Df which honourable enterpziſe when the 
Champton bad underſtanding, and with tohat liberall bounty tbe 
adbenturons Kntghrs would be rewarded, bis heart was traught 
with invincible courage, thirſting after glozions attempts, not 
onely foz hope of gain, but foz the deſire of honcur, at which his il⸗ 
luftrions and undaunted minde aimed at, to eternize bis deeds in 
the memozable rerozds of James to ſhineas a Cheyſtall Mitte ut 
to-all enſutng Times. So closing down bis Feber, and locking 
on bis furniture; be ſcoured ober the Plains befoze the Hunters of, 
Jeruſalem, in pace moze ſwift than the winged winds, till be ap⸗ 
poached an oldunfrequented Fozeft, wherein he eſpied a buge and 
mighty wild Boꝛe lying befoze bis Moſſy den, gnatving upon tbe 
mangled joynts of ſome Paſſenger, which be had murthered as 
be travelled thꝛough the Fozeſt, 

This Boze was of wonderfull length and bigneſs, aud ſo terri- 
ble to behold, that at'rþe firſt ſight be almoſt daunted the Courage 
of the Spaniſh Knight : foꝛ his monſtrous head ſeemed ugly and 
defoꝛmed, his eps ſparkſed like a fiery Furnace, bis Tuskes moze 
ſharpe then pikes of Steel, and from his noſtrils fumed ſuch a vi⸗ 

olent breath, that it ſeemed like a3 Tempeſtuous Whirle-wind, 
his Bꝛiſtles were moze harder than ſeven times melted 15zafſe,and 
bis Tat! moze loathſomethan a wꝛeath of Snakes: near whom, 
when Saint James appꝛoached, and beheld bow be dzank the 
blood of Humane creatures, and deboured their flefþ, he blew 
his filber Þozn, which as then hung at the Pummell of bis Sad- 
dle, in a Scarfe of gzeen filz: L dene the furious Ponſter rouz. 
ed 
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ed himſelf, and moſt fiercely aſſailed the Noble Champion, 
which moſt nimbly leaped from bis Pozſe, and with his 
Spear ſtroke ſuch a violent blow upon the bzealt of the Woze, 
that it ſþibered into twenty pieces, Then dzawing bis good 
Fauchion from his fide, he gabe him a ſecond encounter: but all 
in vain, foꝛ he ſtroke es it were upon a Rock of Stone, o2 a Pillar 
of Fron, nothing burtfull to the Boze: but at laſt with ſtaring 
eys, (which ſparkled like burning Steel) and with open Jawes, 
the greedy Monſter aſſailed the Champion, intending ro cwallow 
bim alive + but the nimble Knight as then truſted moze upon 
policy, than to foztitude, and fo foꝛ adbantage skipped from place 
to place, till on a ſudden he thzuſt his keen edged Curtle-Ax down 
bis inteſtine thzoat, and Co moſt baliantly ſplit bis þeart in 
under, The which being accompliſhed to his own defire, be 
cut off the Bozes Head, and ſopzeſented the honour ofthe combat 
to the King of Jeruſalem, who as then with his mighty Train 
ef Knigbts were but now entred the Fozeſt : who babing gaci⸗ 


ouflp receibed the gilt, c bonntifully fulfilled bis pꝛomiſes, deman - 


ded the Champions Country, his religion, and place of bis 
Nativity : who no ſooner had intelligence that he was a, Chei⸗ 
ftian Knight, and bozn in the Territozies of Spain, but pzeſently 
dis patience exchanged into great fury, and by theſe words ex- 
pꝛeſſed his cankered ſtomack toward the Chziſtian Champion. 
Knoweft thou not, bold Knight (ſaid the King of Jeruſalem) 
that it is the Lato of Juda ta harbour ne uncircumciſed man, 
but either to baniſþ bim the Land, oz end his dayes by 
tome untimely Death? Thou art a Chzeiſtian and therefsze 
ſhalt thou dye: not all thy Countrey Treaſures, the Wealthy 
Spaniſh Pines, noz if all the Apels, which divide the Coun- 
rreys of Italy and Spain, wers turned to Pills of burniſþt 
Gold, and made my lawfull Peritage, they ſhould not redeem 
thy life. Pet foz the honour then baſt done in Juda J gzant 
thee this fabour by the Law of Arms to chooſe thy death, elſe 
hadſt thou ſuffered a rigozous tozthent, Which ſebere judge- 
ment ſs amazed the Champion, that deſperately be would 
dade killed himſelf upon his own Sword, but that be thought it 


a moꝛe Yonour to his Country to die in defence of —— | 
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So litze a true Gnobled Knight Fearing neither? rhzeats of 5 Jews, 
noz the impartial ſtroke of the fatal Siſters, be gave this ſentence 
of his own death, Firſt, he requeſted to be bound to a Pine Tree, 
with bis bzeaſt laid open naked againſt the Sun: then to babe an 
hours refpite ro make his ſupplication to big Creatoz, and after- 
wards to be ſhot to death by a true Uirgin, 

Which Mods were no ſwner pzonounced, but they diſarmed 
bim of bis furniture, bound him to a Pine Tre, and laid dis 
beaſt open, ready to entertain the blody ſtroke of ſome unrelen- 
ting Maiden: but ſuch pity, m&kneſs,mercy,and kind lenity lodged 
in the heart of ebery Maiden, that none would take in band oz 
be the bloody Executioner of ſo bzabe a Knight: At laſt 5Tyzanneus 
Nabuzaradan gabe ſtrict commandment upon pain of Death rbat 
Lots ſouldbe caſt among rhe Maidens of Juda that were there 
pzeſent, and to whom the Lot fell, ſbe ſbould be the iarel Executio- 
ner ofthe condemned Chꝛiſtian. But by chance tbe lat tell to Cele- 
ſtine the Kingsown Daughter, being the paragon of beauty, and the 
ſaireſt Maid then living in Jeruſalem, in wheſe beart no ſuch ded 
of cruelty could be harboured, noꝛ in whoſe hand no bloody weapon 
could be entertained. Inſtead of deaths fatal inſtrument, ſbe ſhot 
towards his bꝛeaſt a deep ſtraigned ſigb the true Peſſenger of love, 
and afterwards to heaben, ſbe thus made her humble ſupplication. 

Thou great Commander of Celeſtial moving Powers, convert 
the cruel motions of my Fathers mind, into a ſpring of pitiful 
tears , that they may waſh away the blood of this innocent 
Knight, from the habitation of his ſtained purple ſoul. O Judah 
and Jeraſalem, within whoſe boſomes lives a Wilderneſs of Ty- 
gers, degenerate from natures kind, more cruel then the hungry 
Caniba's ; and more obdurate than untamed Lyons : what merct- 
leſs Tygerscan unripthar breaſt, where lives the image of true 
Nobility, the very pattern of Knight-hood,and the Map of a noble 
mind? No, no, before my hand ſhall be ſtained with Chriſtians 
blood, Iwill like Sci la, againſt all nature, ſel! my Countries ſafety, 
or le Medta wander with the Golden Fleece to unknown Na- 
tions. 

Thus, and in ſuch manner complained the beaiteous Celeſtine 
the Kings Daughter cf Jeruſalem , till ber figts topped the paſ- 
ſage of her ſperch, and her tears tamed the natural beauty of her 
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Koffe ches: her hair which gliſtered like to golden wires, ſhe 
beſmeared in duſt , and difrobed her ſelf from her coſtly Gar- 
ments, and then with a Train of her Amazonian Ladies, went 
ts the King her Father, where after a long ſute, ſbe not only 
obtained his life, but liberty, pet therewithal bis perpetual Ca⸗ 
niſhment from Jeruſalem, and from all 5 bozders of Judaztbe want 
of whoſe ſight moze griebed her heart, then the loſs of ber own 
life. So this Noble and p:aife woztby Celeſtine returns to the 
Cheiſtian Champion, that expectedebery minute to entertain the 
ſentence of Death, but this expetation fell out contrary : foz the 
awd Ladpafter ſpe bad ſealed two oz thz& kiſſes upon bis pale 
lips, being changed thzough the fear of Death, cut the bands 
chat bound his body ta the Tre, into many peices , and then 
with a flood of ſalt rears, the metibes of true lobe, (be thus reveal- 
ed her mind. 

Moſt Noble Knight, and true Champion of Chriſtendom , thy 
life and liberty 1 — gained , but therewith thy ba niſhment 
from Jada, which is a Hell of horror to my ſoul : for in thy 
boſome have I built my happineſs, and in thy heart 1 account the 
Paradiſe of my true love: thy firlt ſight — lovely countenance 
did raviſh me, for when theſe eyes beheld thee mounted on thy 
Princely Palfry, my heart burned in affection towards thee: there- 
fore dear Knight, in reward of my love, be thou my Champion, 
and for my ſake wear this Ring, wich this Poſie engraven in it, 
Ardes affectione, and fo gibing bim a King from ber finger, 
and therewithal a Kiſs from ber Pouth , ſbe departed with a 
fozrowful figh, in company of her Father, and tbe reſt of big 
Ponourable Train, back to the City of Jeruſalem, being as then 
ner the ſetting of the Sun. But now S, James the Champion 
of Spain, babing eſcaped the danger of Death, and at full liber- 
tp, to depart from that unhappy Nation, be fell into many cogita- 
tions, one while thinking upon the true love of Celeſtine (whoſe 
name as pet he was ignorant of) another while upon the 
eruelty of her Father: then intending to depart into his own 
Country, but loking back to the Towers of Jeruſalem his mind 
ſuddenly altered, toꝛ thither be purpoſed to go, hoping ts have 
fight of his Lady and Wiſtreſs , and to live in ſome diſguiſed 
Cozt in her pꝛetence, and be bis lobes true Champion againſt all 
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Commers. So gatbering certain black Berries (rom the trees 
be couloured bis body all over lite a blackamoze : but pet confider- 
ing that his country ſpeech would diſcober bim, entended like- 
wiſe to continue dumb all the time of bigrefidence in Jeruſalem. 

So all things e2dered acezding to his defire, be tik bis Jour- 
ney tothe City, where with \ignes and other motions of dumb- 
neſs , be declared his intent, which was to be entertained in 
the Court, and ro ſpend his time in the ſerbice of the King, Whoſe 
countenance when the King bebeld , which ſeemed of the natural 
colour of the @©2s , be little miſtr bim to be the Chꝛiſtian 
Champion whom befoze be greatly enbied, but accounted bim 
one of rhe bzabeſt Indian Knights that eber bis eye bebelo ; 
therefoze he enſtalled him with the honour of Knight-bed , and 
appointed him to be one of bis Guard, and likewiſe bis Daugh- 
ters onelp Champion. Thus when . James of Spain ſaw him- 
ſelf inveſted in that honourable place, bis ſoul was radiſbed with 
ſuch excteding jop, that be thought no pleaſure comparable to bis, 
no place of Eliſium but the Court of Jeruſalem, and no gwdneſs 
but bis beloved Celeſtine. 

Long continued be dumb, caſting fozth many a lobing figh, in 
the pzeſence of bis Lady and Miſtriſs, not knowing bot to tebea! 
the ſecrets of his mind. 

So upon a time, there arrived in the Court of Nabuzaradan, 
the King of Arabia, with the Admiral of Babylon, both pzeſu- 
ming upon the lobe of Celeſtine, and crabing her in the wap of 
Marriage, but ſhe exempted all their motions of lobe ſrom ber 
chaſt mind, only building her thougbts upon the Spaniſh Knight, 
which ſbe ſuppoſed to be in his own Countrep. 

At whoſe melancholly paſſions ber impoztunate Sutozs, the 
King bf Arabia, and the Admiral of Babylon marbeſled: and 
therefoze intended upon an ebening to pꝛeſent her with fore rare 
deviſed Pask. So chuſing out fir cenſozts foz their Courtly pa- 
ſtimes, of which number the King of Arabia was chief, and firſt 
Leader of the Train, the great Admiral of Babylon was the ſe⸗ 
cond, and ber own Champion S. james the third, who was called 
in the court by the name of the OU umb Knight, in this manner the 


Wask was perfozmed- 
Firſt entred a moſt excellent Confozt of Pufick, after them 
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the afozeſaid Maskers incloth of Gold, moſt curiouſip imbeoide+ 
red, and danced a courſe about the Ball, at the end whereof the 
King of Arabia pzeſented Celeſtine with a coſtly Swozd, at the hilt 
whereof bung a ſilver Globe, and upon the peint was erected a 
Golden crown: then the Puſirk ſounded another courſe, of which 
tbe. Admiral of Babylon was Leader, who pzefented ber with a 
Ueſture of pure ſilk, ot the colour of the Kain-bato , bzought in by 
Diana, Venus, and Juno: which being done, the muſick ſounded the 
third time, in which courſe. James (though imknown) was the 
Leader ofthe Dance, who at the end thereof pꝛetented Celeſtine 
with a Garland of fwef flowers, whieh was bzought in by the rhz& 
graces, and put upon her head. Afterwards the Chꝛiſtian Champi- 
on intending to difcober bimſelfunto his Lady and Miſtreſs, tog 
ber by tbe lilly hand, and led her a ſtately Moriſco Dance, which 
mas no ſwner finiſþed,but de offered her the Diamond King which 
Ge gave bim at bis departure in the woods, the which ſhe pzeſentip 
knew by the Polle, and ſpoꝛtly atter bad intelligence, of bis long 
continued dumbneſs , his ceunterfeit colour, his changing of na⸗ 
ture, and the great danger he put Himſelf te foz her ſake : which 
cauled her with aſl the ſped ſþe could poſſibly make, to bzeak off 
ecnipany', and! to retire into a chamber which ſbe bad by, 
where the ſame evening ſbe had a long conference with ber true 
and faithful Löber and adbenturous Champion: and to conclude 
they made ſome agreement betwixt them, that the ſame night, un⸗ 
known to any in the Court, ſhe bad Jeruſalem adue, and by the 
tight of Cynthia's gliſtering beams ſtole from her fathers Pallace, 
where in company of none but St. James, ſhe tok her journey to- 
wards the Countryof Spain. But this noble Knight-by policy 
pzebented all enſuing dangers, foꝛ he ſhod bis Hozſe backwards, 
whereby when they were miſſed in the Court, they might be kol⸗ 
towed the-contrery way. 

By this means eſcaped the two Jobers from the fury of the 
Jews, and arrived ſaivly in Spain, in the City of Sivil, wherein 
the bzabe Champion St. James was been: where now we leave 
them foz a time fo their own contented minds. Aſo peſſing ober 
the hurty burly in Jeruſalem feꝛ the lc ſs cf Celeſtine, the rain pur- 
ſuits of adbenturous Rnighte, in ſtopping the Pe's and Patens, 
the pzeparing of freſþ Hoꝛte to folle w them, and ihe mute ring of 
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Souldiers to purſue them, the frantick paſſions of ths King foz bis 
Daugbter, tbe melanchdly, moan of theAdmiral of Babylon fez bis 
Piltreſs, and the woful lamzntation3f the Arabian King, foz bis 
Lady and lobe: we will return to the. Adbentures of the other 
Chꝛiſtian Champions. 


CHAP. VI 


The terrible Battel betwixt St. Anthony the Champion of Italy, and 
che Gyant Blanderon; and afterwards of his ſtrange entertain- 
ment in the Gyants Caſtle, by a Thracias Lady, and what hap- 
ned to him in the ſame Catile, 


A was at the ſame time of the year,when the carth was 
ey es newly deckt with ber @ummers liderp, when the noble 
and Peroical mindedCbampion . Anthony of Italy 
arrived in Thracia, where be ſpent bis ſeben years 
trabels to the bonour of his Country, the glozy of God, and to bis 


. Bon (till laſting memezy : Foz after he had wandzed thzough 


Weds and Weilderneſſes, by Hils Dales, by Cabes and Dens, 
and other unknoton paſſages, he arrived at laſt upon the top of an 
bigh and ſteeyy Pountain, whereon ſtod a wonderful buge and 
frong Caſtle, which was kept by the moſt mighty Gyant under 
the cope of Peaben, whoſe puiſſant fozce all Thracia could not 
overcome, noꝛ once attempt to withſtand, but with þ danger of their 
whole Country. The Gyants name was Blanderon, bis Cattle 
of ihe pureſt Marble ſtone,his Gates at pellow Bꝛats and over the 
pztaciple Gate was graben theſe Mertes following. 

Within this Caſtle lives the ſcourge of Kings, 

A furious Gyant, whoſe unconquered power, 
The Thracian Monarch in ſubjection brings, 
And keeps his Daughters Priſoners in his power: 
Seaven Damſels fair the monſtrous Gyant keeps, 
That ſings him Muſick while be nightly fleeps. 


His bars of Steel a thouſand Knights bave felt, 
Whick for theſe Virgins ſake havs loſt their lives: 


For 
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For all the Champions bold that with him dealt, 
This moſt inteſtine Gyant ſtill ſurvives: 
Let ſimple paſſengers take heed in dime. 
When up this ſteep Mountain they do clime. 


But Knights of worth, and men of noble mind, 
If any chance to travel by this Tower, 

That for theſe Maidens ſake will beſo kind, 

To try their ſtrengths againſt the Gyants Power, 
Shall have a Virgins prayer both day and night, 
To proſper them with good ſucceſsful fight 


After be had read what was wzitten ober the Gate, defire of 
Fame ſo incouraged bim, and the thirſt of Honour fo imboldned 
his balliant mind, that he either bowed to redeem thore Ladies 
from their ſerbitude, oz dye with honour by the fury of the Gyan, 
Su going tothe Caſtle Gate, he ſtroꝶ ſo vehemently thereon, wich 
the Bummel of his Swozd, that it ſounded like a mighty thundet⸗ 
clap; whereat Blanderon ſuddenly ſtarted up, being faſt aſtep cloſe 
by a Fountains ſide, and came pacing foꝛth of the Gate with an 
Dke Tree upon bis neck: who at the fight of the tallan Champion 
to ligbtly flourtiþed it about bis bead, as though it bad bern a 
light Curtle- Axe, and wich theſe words gabe the Noble Champion 
entertainment. 14 ö n 

What fury hatb incenſt y ovetbeldned mind ( proud pincock) 
thus to adventure thy feeble force 3: againſt the violence of my 
—— I tell thee, hadſt thou the ſtrength of Hercules, whõ 
bore the Mountain A his ſhoulders, or the policy of Uliſſes 
by which the City of Troy was ruinated, or the might of Xerxes, 
Whoſe Multitudes drank up the Rivers as they paſſed: yet all too 

feeble, weak and impotent to encounter with the mighty 8 
Blanderon, thy force | eſteem like a blaſt of wind, and thy iroaks 
as a few drops of water: Therefore betake tliee to thy Weapon, 
which I compare to a Bul-tuſh ; for on this ground wil I meaſure 
out thy grave, and after ciſt thy feeble Pälfery wich one of my 
bands, headlong down this ſteepy Mountain. | 

Thus boaſted the baiti-glozious Gyant, upon his own ſtrength. 
During which time, # balarous and hardy Champion had alighted 
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from vis Pozſe where aſter.be had made bis bumble ſupplication 
to the Heavens feꝛ bis good ſpeed, and committed bis faztune to 
the imperiall Queen of deſtiny, be appꝛoached within the Gyants 
reach, who with bis gzeat Dke ſo nimbly beſtird bim, with ſuch 
behement blowes, that they ſeemed to ſhake the earth, 5 to rattle 
againſt the walls of the Caftle like migbty thunder-claps,# bad not 
the politick Knight continually skipped from the fury of bis blows 
be bad been bzuiſed as ſmall as fleſþunts the pot, toz ebery ſtroke 
that the Gyant ga be, the root of bis Dke entred at the leaſt two ex 
thz& inches deep into the gzound. But ſuch was the wildem aud po⸗ 
lice of the woꝛtby Champion, not to withſtand the ſozce of bis 
weapon, till the Gyant gzew bzearbl. ſs, not able thzough bis long 
laboz ts lift the Dke ebobe bis bead, s likewiſe the beat of the Sun 
was ſo intolerable (by reaſon of the extream beightb of the moun- 
tain, and the mighty waigbr of bis Jron Coat) that the ſweat 
of the Gyants bzowsran into his eps, and by the reaſon be was ſa 
extream fat, be vzetw ſo blind, that be could not ſx to endure combat 
with him any longer, and as far as be could perceibe would habe 
retired oz run back again into his own Caſtle, but that the Italian 
Champion with a bold courage aſſatled the Gyant ſo fiercely, that 
he was fozced to let his Dke fall. g ſtand gaſping foz bzeath which 
when this noble Knight beheld,with a freſþſupply be redoubled his 
blowes ſo couragiouflp, that they battered on the pants Armour 
like aſtozm of winters bail, whereby at laſt Blanderon was com- 
pelled to ask the Champion mercy,and to crave at his hauds ſome 
reſpite of bzeathing : but his demand was in bain, toz the baliant 
Anigbt ſuppoſed now oz neber to obtain the honour of the dap, and 
therefoze reſted not his wearp arm, but redoubled blow after blow 
till the Gyant foz want of bzeath, and th:zouygh the anguich of bis 
deep gaſþed wounds, was fozced to gibe the world a farewell, and 
to yield the riches of his Caſtle to the moſt renowned conqueroꝛ S. 
Anthony, the Champion of Italy: But by that time the long and 
dangerous encounter was finiſhed, and the Spant Blanderon's 
bead diſſebered from his body, p Sun ſate mounted on the bigbeft 
part of the Elements, which cauſed the day to be extream bot and 
ſultry, the Champions Armour ſo ſcalded bim, that he was con- 
ſtrained to unbzace his Cozflet, and to lap alide bis 1Burgonet,and 


to caſt his body on the cold earth, onelp to mitigate bis oberbur- 
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thened heat. But ſuch was the unnaturall coleneſs of the warth, 
andſo unkindly to his ober-laboured body, chat the melted greaſe 
of his inward parts was ccoled ſuddenly, hereby his body recefved 
ſuch unnatural diſtemperature, that the bapozs of the earth ſtroke 
preſentiy t6bis heart, by which bis vitall air of life excluded, and 
his body without ſenſe oz mobing:where in the mercy of pale Death 
he lay bereaved of feeling foꝛ the ſpace of an bour, 

During wich time fair Roſſalinde (one of the Daugbters of 
the ThraciayKing being as then Pꝛiſoner in the Caſtle) by chance 
looked ober the Male, and eſpyed the body of the Gyant bead- 
leſs, under whoſe ſubjection ſhe bad continued in great ſerbitude, 
foz the time of ſeben moneths, likewiſe by him a Knight unarmed 
as ſhee thought panting foz bzeath, the which the Lady judged 
to be the Knight that bad Cain the Gyant Blanderon, and þ man 
by whom her delibery ſhould be recovered, ſbe pꝛeſentiy deſcended 
the Mals ofthe Caſtle, and ran with all ſpeed to the adbenturous 
Champion, whom ſhe found dead. But pet being nothing diſcou- 
raged of his recoberp, feeling as yet a warm blood in ebery mem⸗ 
ber, retired back with all fpeed to the Caſtle, and fetcht a Woxe of 
pꝛecious Balm, the which the Gyant wes wont to pcur into bis 
wounds after bis encounter with any Knight : with which balm 
this courteous Lady chafed eberp part of the bzeathleſs Champi- 
ons body, one while waſhing bis iff Limbs with ber ſalt tears, 
the which like pearls fell ſtrom her eps, another while dzying them 
with Treſſes of her golden hair, which bung dangling in the wind, 
then chafing his libeleſs body again with a balm of a contra- 
ry nature, but pet no fign of lite could ſhe eſpie in the dead Knight 
which cauſed her to gzow deſperate of all hope of bis recoberp. 
Lherefoze like a lobing, mek and kind Lady,confidering he had leit 
bis life foz her ſake, ſhe intended to bear him ccmpany in death, 
and with her own hands to fmiſ up ber days, and to die upon his 
B:eaft,as Thisbe died upon the bzeaſt ot her true Pyramis: there- 
foze as the Swan ſings awhile befoze ber death, ſo this ſoꝛrowful 
Lady warbled fozth this @wan-like Song ober the body ol the no⸗ 
ble Champion. 


Muſes come mourn with dolefull melody, 
Kind Silvan Nymphes that ſit in roſie bowers, 
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Wich brackiſh tears commix your harmony, 

To waile, with me both minutes, days and hours. 
A het vie, ſad and Swan-like ſong ſing I, 
To caſe my heart a while before I dye. 


Dead is the Knight for whem I live and "Ir, 
Dead is the Knight which for my fake is flain : 
Dead is the Knight, for whom my carefull cry, 
With wounded foul, for ever ſhall complain, 
A heavie, ſad and Swan-like ſong ſing I, &c. 


Ile lay my breaſt upon a ſilver ſtream, 
And ſwim in Eliſiums Lilly fields: We 
There in Ambroſian Trees Ile write a theam, 
Of all che wofull ſighes my ſorrow yeelds, 
A heavie, ſad and Swan-like ſong ſing I, &c. 


Farewellfair Woods, where ſing the Nintingales, 
Fairwell fair Fields, where feed the light foot Doe, 
Farewell you Groves, you Hils, and Flowry Dales, 
But fare you ill the cauſe of all my woes : 
A heavie, ſad, and Swan-like ſong ſing I. &c. 


— out my ruth, you hollow Caves of ſtone, 
Both Birds, and Beaſts, with all things on the ground: 
You lenſeleſs Trees be aſſiſtant to my moan, 
That up to heavenmy ſorrowes may reſound, 
A heavie, ſad, and Swan-like ſong, ſing I, &c. 


Let all the Towns of Thrace ring out my knell, 
Andwritein leaves of Braſs what I haveſaid : 
That after ages may remember well, 
How Rofalinde both liv'd and dy'd a Maid : 

A heavie,ſad, and Swan-like ſong ſing I, &c. 


This woful ditty was no ſoner ended, but the deſperateLady un» 
lbeathed the Champions Swoꝛd, which as pet tas albefpzinckliea 
with the Gyants blood, and being at the bery point to execute ber 
intended Tragedy,and the _ edged weapon directly againſt her

The Honourable Hiſtory of the 


Ivozy bꝛeaſt, ſþe heard the diftrefed Knight give a greivous and 
terrible gzoan, whereat ſhe ſtopped ber remozſeleſs hand, and with 
mos diſcretion tendezed ber own ſafety : foz bythis time the balm 

wöherewith ſhe anointed his body, by wonderful operation, reco- 

bered the dead Champion , infomucþ that after ſome few gaſps 

and deadly fighs,be raiſed up his ſtiff limbs from the cold Earth, 

where like one caſt into a trance, foꝛ a time be gaiſed up and doton 
the Mountain, but at the laſt habing recovered bis loſt ſenſes,eſpied 
the Thracian Damtel Rand by, not able to ſpeak one woꝛd, her joy 
fo a bounded: but after ſome continuance of time be rebealed to ber 
the manner ef his dangerous encounter, and ſuccesful bictozys and 
the the cauſe of his recobery, and her intended Tragedy, Where, 
after many kind ſalutattons, ſbe courteouflp tiok bim by the band, 
and led him into the Caſtle , where foz-that night ſbe lodged his 
dearylimbs in an eaffe bed, ſtuffed with Turtle feathers, g ſofteſt 
thiſtle down:the Chamber where be lay, bad as many Windows 
as there were Poneths inthe year, and as many Dos es their 
dere quarters in a year, and to deſcribe the curious Architecture, 

and the artificial woꝛkmanſpip of the place, were to tedious, and a 
toozk without end. 

But to be ſhozt, the noble minded Knight Cept Coundlp after bis 
dangerous Battel, without miſtruſting of Treaſon, oz Kebellious 
cogitations., till golden Phoebus bad him god-mozrow. Then ri- 
fing out of his oatþful bed, be attyred himſelf, not in his wonted 
Habtliments of war, dut in purple garments accoꝛding to the time 
of peace, and ſo intended to oberbiew the rarities of the Caſtle: 
But the L. Roſalinde al the mozning was buffed in lozing to bis 
Hoꝛſe, pꝛeparing delicates foz his repaſt, g in making a fire againſt 
his upzifing, where after he had refreſht his weary ſteps with a 
datntp1Banynet,and carouſed down two or thzee Bowls of Gzeek- 
ih wine, he aſter by the counſel of Roſalinde, ſtripped the Gyant 
from his iron furniture,and left bis naked body upon a cragay rock, 
to be deboured of hungry Rabens: wbich being done, the Thracian 
Uirgin diſcobered all the Caſtle to the adbenturous Champion: 
Firft, ſbe led him to a leaden Tower, where hung a bundzed well 
appzobed Collets, with other martial furniture, which were the 
fpoyls of ſuch Knights as be bad biolently Cain : after that, ſbe 
bzaugbt him ro a Stable, wherein Nod a pundzed ä 
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which dayly fed upon nothing but humane fleſþ, againſt it was di⸗ 
reciy placed the Gyants oton lodging, his Bed was of Iron, Coz- 
ded with mighty bars of steel, he Teſtern and Csbering of carbed 
15B:aſs,the Curtains were cfieabes of Sold, and the reſt of a 
ſtrange and wonderful ſutſtance of the colcur of the Element: 
after this ſte led bim to a bzoad pond of Mater, moze clear then 
quickfilver, the ſtreams lohereot lay continually es ſmmtbas chzy- 
ſtal,whereonſwam ſix milk white Swans with Crowns of Geld 
about their Necks. 

O here, ſaid the Thraician Lady, begins the Hell of all my 
grief. Ar which words a pearled ſhower of tears ran (rom the con⸗ 
duit of her epec,that fozatime thep ſtapd the paſſage cf her tongue: 
but babing diſcharged ber heart from a few fozrowtil ſigps:ſße be- 
gan in this manner to tell her ſoꝛpaſſed foztunes : 

Theſe lix milk- white Swans, moſt honourable Knight, you be- 
hold ſwimmming in this River (quoth the Lady Roſalinde) be my 
natural iſters, both by birth and blood, and all Daughters to the 
King of Thrace, being now Governour of this unhappy Country, 
and che beginning of our impriſonment began in this unfortunate 
manner * 

The King my Father, ordained a ſolemn hunting to be holden 
through the Land, in which honourable paſtime,my ſelf, in Com. 
pany of my ſix ſiſters was preſent, So in the middle of our ſports, 
when the Lords and Barons of Thracia were in chaſe after a mighty 
ſhe Lyon, the Heavens ſi ddenly began to lour, the Firmament 
overcaſt, and a general darkneſs overſpread the face of the whole 
earth : then preſently roſe ſuch a ſtorm of 1 and thunder, 
as though Heaven and Earth had met together : by which our 
Lordly troops of Knights and Barons were ſeparated one from 
another, and we poor Ladies forced to ſeek for ſhelter under che 
bottom of this high and ſteepy mountain: where when this cruel 
Gyant Blanderon eſpyed us, as he walked upon his battlements, 
he ſuddenly deſcended the Mountain, and fetche us all under his 
arm up into the Caſtle,where ever ſince we have lived in great ſer. 
vitude ; and for the wonderful transformation of my ſix S ters, 
thus it came to paſs as followeth: 

Upon a time the Gyant being overcharged with Wine, grew 


enamoured upon our beauties, ana deſired much to enjoy the plea- 
ſures 
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fare of our Virginities,our excellent gifts of nature ſo inflamed his 
mind with luſt, that he would ba ve forced us every one to fatisfie 
his ſiaſul deſires, he took my lix ſi ters one by one into his Lodg- 
ing, thinking rodeflou reth*m, bu: their ear neſt prayers ſo prevail- 
ed in che ſight of God, that he preſerved their Chaſtities by a moſt 
ſtrange and wonderful miracle, and turned their comely bodies in- 
to the ſhape of milk-white Swans, even in the ſame forme as here 
you ſee them Swimming. So when this monſtrous Gyant ſaw 
that his intent was croſt, and how there was none left behind to 
ſuppiy his want, but my unfortunate ſelf, he reſtrained his filthy 
juſt, not violating my honour with any ſtain ot infamy, but kept 
me ever ſince a moſt pure virgin,one'y with ſweet inſpiring Mufick 
to bring him to his ſleep. 

Thus have you heard (Moſt Pie Knight) the true Diſcouſe 
of my moſt unhappy fortunes, #14 r1e wonderful Transformati- 
on of my fix Siſters, whoſe loſs ro + day is greatly lamented 
throughout all T hracia : end with i: + word the made an end of 
her Tragtcal diſcourſe , not able to writer the reſt fox weeping, 
Whereat the Knight being oppzeſſed t+:11 withlike ſozrow imbꝛa⸗ 
ced her about the lender waſt, a thus h indly began to comfozt her: 

My moſt dear and kind Lady, within whoſe countenancel ſee 
how vertueis inthronized, and in whoſe mind lives true magnani- 
mity, let theſe few words ſuffice to comfort thy ſorrowful Cogita- 
tions. Firſt, think that the Heavens are molt benificial unto thee, 
in preſerving thy chaſtity from the Gyants inſatiate deſires: then 
for thy delivery by my means from thy laviſh ſervitude : thirdly 
and laſtly,that thou remaining in thy natural ſhape- and likeneſs, 
mayſt live to be the means of thy Siſters transformations : There- 
fore dry up theſe Chryſtial pearled tears, and bid thy long conti- 
nued ſorrows adue for grief is companion with deſpair, and de- 
ſpair a procurer of infamous death. 

Thus the woful Thracian Lady was comfteted by the Noble 
Chꝛiſtian Champion: wbere at er a few kind gratings, they in⸗ 
tended to travail to her fatherg Court, there to relate what bap- 
ned to her Siſters in the Caſtle, tikewiſe the E pants confuſion, 
and her oton ſale delivery, by the iſtuſtriaus pzoweſs cf the Chei⸗ 
ſtjan Ktityht, So taking the keys of the Caſtle , which were of a 

wonderful weight, they lockedupthe gates, and paced hand in 
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band downt be ſlerpy Pountain, tifl they appzoached the Thracian 
Court, which was diſtant ſrom the Caſtle ſome ten miles: but by 
that time they bad a ſight of the Pallace the ſun was wandzed to 

the under Moꝛld, and the light of Heaben ſat muffled up in clouds 
of pitch,the wbich not a little diſcontented the weorp Tradeſlers: 

but at laſt comming to ber Fathers gates, they beard a ſolemn 

found of Bels,ringing tie funeral knell of ſeme ncble State: the 

cauſe of which ſolemn ringing they demanded of the Pezter, who 

in this manner expꝛeſſed the truth ef the matter unto them. 

Fair Lady, and moſt renowned Knight (ſaidthe Pozter ) for ſo 
you ſeem, both by your ſpeeches and honourable demands , the 
cauſe of this ringing is for the loſs of the Kings ſeven Daughters, 
the number of which Bells be ſeven, called after rhe names of the 
ſeven Princes, which never yet have ceaſed their doleful melody. 
{ince the departure of the unhappy Ladies, nor never muſt, until 


joyful news be heard of their ſafe return. 


Then now their tasks be ended, (ſaid the noble minded Roſa- 
linde) for we bring happy news of the ſeven Princeſſes abidings. 
At which wozds the Pozter being rabiſbed with jop, in all haſt ran 
to the Steeple, and cauſed theBelstoceaſe, whereat the King of 
Thrace being at bis royal Supper, and bearing the Bels to ceaſe 
their wonted melody, ſuddenly ſtarted upfrom his Pꝛincely ſeat, 
and like a man amazed ran to the pallace Gate, whereas he found 
bis Daughter Roſalinde in company of a ſtrange Knight : which 
when he beheld, his jop ſo exceeded, that he ſounded in bis Daugh- 
ters boſome, but being recobered to his fozmer ſenſe be bzought 
them up into bis ,Pzincely Mall, where their entertainments 
were ſo honourable , and ſc gracious in the eyes of the whole 
Court, that it were to tedious and oberlong to deſcribe: but their 
joy continued but a ſhozt ſeaſon, foz it was pzeſently da ſht with 
Roſalindes Tragical Diſcourſe : foꝛ the god Old King when he 
beard of his Daughters transfozmatians, and how they lived in 
the ſhape of milk-white Swans , he rent his locks cf filber hair, 
which time had dyed with the pledge cf kiſdeme : bis rich Im⸗ 
bzopdered Garments he toze in many peices, « clad his aged limbs 
ina diſmal black, and ſable 1ne!1tle as diſcontented then as tre 
woful King of Troy, when he beheld his cwn Son dzagnged by the 
hair of the h?ad up and de wn the ftreets : alle be commanded that 
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bis Knights 6 adbentureus Champions, inſtead of gliftering Ar- 
n:our, ſhould wear the Wierds of Death, moze black in hue than 
Winters darkeſt nights, and all the Courtly Ladies and gallant 
Thracian Maidens, in ſtead of filken beſtiments „ he commanded 
to wear both beaby, ſad, and malancholly D:zzaments, and eden 
as unto a ſolemn funeral, to attend him to the Gyants Caſtle;and 
there obſcquioufly to offer up unto the angry Deftines, many a bit- 
ter ſigh and tear, in remembeance of his transfezmed Daughters; 
which Decre& of the ſozrowſul Thracian King was perfozmed with 
all convenient ſped: (oz the next moꝛning no ſooner bad Phoebus 
calt his beauty into the Kings Bed chamber, but be apparelled 
bimſelf in mourning Gar ments, and in cempany of his melan- 
cholly Train, ſet fozwardto his woful Pilgrimage, But here we 
muſt not lozget the Pzincely minded Champion of Italy, nez the 
Noble Lady Roſalinde, who at the Kings departure towards the 
Caſtle, crabed leabe to ap behind, and not ſo ſuddeniyto begin 
new Travels: whereunto the King quickly condeſcended,conſider- 
ing their late journey the etening befoze: ſo taking the Caſtle keys 
trom the Champion, be bad his Paſlace adue, and committed his 
Foztune to bis lozrowful journey ; where we leabe him in a wozld 
of diſcontentedpaſſrons, and a while Diſcourſe what happened to 
the Chꝛiſtian Champion and his beloved Lady: foz by that time 
the Sun bad thzice meaſured the Moꝛld with bis reſtleſs St&ds, 
and thzice his Siſter Luna wandzed to the Meſt, the Noble Italian 
night grew weary cf his long continued reſt, and thought it a 
great Difbenour and a Scandal to his baliant mind, to remain 
where nougbt but Chamber ſpozts were refident,and defired rather 
to abide in aCcurt that entertained þ doleful murmuring of trage - 
dies, 02 where the joyful ſound of Drums and Trumpets ſbould be 
heard: thereioze be twok Roſalinde by the hand, being then in a 
dump foz want of her Father, ta whom the Noble Knight in this 
manner exp2efſed his ſecret intent: 

My moſt devoted Lady and Miſteſs (ſaid the Champion) a 
ſecond Dids for thy Love, a ſtain to Venus for thy beauty, Pexelo- 

compare for conſtancy, and for chaſtity the wonder of all 
Maids : the faithful love that hithercol have found lince my arri- 


val, for ever ſhall be ſhrined in my heart, and before all Ladies un- 


der the cope of Heaven, thou ſhaltlive and dye my loves true God- 
deſs: 
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deſs : and for thy ſake Ile ſtand as Champion againſt all Knights 
in the World: But to impare the honour of my Knighthood,and 
to live like a Carpet Dancer in the laps of Ladys I will not: though 
I can tune a Lute in a Princes Chamber, Ican ſound a fierce Alarum 
in the field; honour calls me forth, dear Roſalinde,and fame intends 
to buckle on my Armour,which now liesruſting in the Idle Court 
of Thrace. Therefore I am conſtrained (though moſt unwilling) 
to leave the comfortable ſight of thy beauty, and commit my for- 
tune to a longer Travel; but I proteſt whereſoever I become, or in 
what Region ſoever 1 be harboured, there will I maintain to the loſs 
of my life, that both thy love, conſtancy, beauty and chaſtity, ſur- 
paſſeth all Dames alive : and with this promiſe, my moſt Divine 
Roſalinde, bid thee farewel. But betoze the honourabls minded 
Champion cculd finiſh what he purpoſed to utter, the Lady being 
woundedinwardly with extreamgrief, not able to indure ro kep 
filent anp longer, but with tears falling from ber eyes , bzakeoff 
big ſpeech in this manner : 

Sir Knight (ſaid ſhe) by whom my liberty hath been obtaind: the 
Name of Lady and Miſtreſs wherewith you entitle me, is too 
high and proud a Name, but rather call me Hand-Maid, or ſervile 
llave, for on thy Noble perſon will I evermore attend: It is not 
Thrace can harbour me when thou are abſent, and before I do for- 
ſake thy company and kind fellowſhip, Heaven ſhall be no Heaven, 
the Sea no Sea, nor the Earth no Earth: but if thou proveſt un- 
conſtant as Minus did to Sci la, who for his ſake ſtole her Fathers 
purple Hat, whereof depended theſafety of his Country, or like 
wandring Aezeas forſake the Queen of Carthage : theſe tender 
and ſoft hands of mineſhall never be unclapſed but hang upon thy 
Horſe Bridle, till my body like The/ea;Son be daſhtin ſunderagainſt 
hard flinty ſtones: Therefore forſake me not, dear Knight of Chri- 
ſtendom. If ever Caina proved to her Sinatat, or Alſione to her 
Cen v Reſalinde will be @ true to thee : ſo with this plighted pro- 
miſe ſhe caught him faſt about his Neck, from whence ſhe would 
not uncloſe her hands, till he had vowed by the honour of true 
Chivalry,to make her ſole companion, and only partner in his tra- 


- vels: and ſo in this oꝛder it was eccompliſhed: 


They being both agreed, ſhe was meſt trimly attired like 


Aa Page, in green Sacenet,her ha D bound up moſt cunningly with 
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a Silk liſt, artificially wzought with curious knots, that ſhe might 
trabel without ſuſpition oz blemiſhþ of honour: her Napier was a 
Tur kiſp blade, and her Poyniard of the fineſt faſhion, which ſhe 
woze at her back tryed with an Oꝛange tawnie coloured Scarfe, 
beautified with Taſſels of unknown ilk, her Buskins of 5 ſmcorheſt 
Kids skins, ber Spurs of the pureſt Lydian Steel, In which when 
the noble and beautifull Lady was attired, (be ſeemed in ſtature | 
like the God of love, when he ſate dandled upon Didoes Lap, oz ra | 
ther animede, loves Minion, oz Adonis, when Venus ſbewed her 
white ekin to entrap his eys to her unchaſt defires-!But to be bzeife 
all things being in readineſs foz their departure from Thrace, this 
famous wozthy Knight mounted on his eager Steed and the mag- | 
nanimous Roſalinde on ber gentle Palfrap, in pace moze eaſie 
than the winged Winds, oz a Cock-boat floating upon Chep⸗ 
ſtall ſtreams, they both bade adue to the Countrep of Thracia- and 
committed their journey to the Queen of chance: Therefoze ſmile 
Þeavens, and guide them with a moſt happy Starre,untill thepar- | 
ride where their ſouls do moſt delire. The bzabeſt a boldeſt Knight 
that ever wandzed by the wap, andthe moſt lobelieſt Lady that e⸗ 
eber eye bebeld. | 
In whoſe Travels my Muſe muſt leave them foz a ſeaſon, and 
fpeak of the I hracia n Wourners, which by this time had watered 
the earth with abundance of their Ceremanious tears, and made 
the Elements true witneſſes of their ſad Laments, as hereafter 
follotoeth in this next Chapter. 
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How Saint Andrew the Champion of Scotland, travelled into 2 
Vale of walking Spirits, and how he was ſet at liberty by a go- 
ing Fire, after his journey 11to I hracia, where herecovered the 
fix Ladies to theirnatural ſhapes, that had lived ſeven years in 
in the likeneſs of milk white Swans, With other accidents that 
befell the moſt Noble Champions. |

WIE Ccven years Trabels were as ſtrang as any ofthe other 
Sw Champions: Foz after he bad departed from the bzz- 
zen Pillar as you heard in the beginning of the Hiſtozy, be trabel⸗ 
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led thzoughmany a ſtrange a unknown Nation,bepand the Circuit 
of the Sun, where but one time in the year he ſpetos bis bzight- 
tome beames, but continually darkneſs ober ſpzeads the whole 
Country, and there libes a kind of people, that habe beads like 
dogs, that in extremity of hunger do devour one another, (rom 
which people this noble Champion was ſtrangelp delibered, where 
after be had wandzed ſome certain dayes, neither ſeeing the glad⸗ 
ſome bzightneſs of the Sun, noꝛ the comfoztable countenance of 
the Boon, but onely guided by duskie Planets of the Elements, 
be hapned to a Wale of walking Spirits « whtch be ſuppoſed ta 
be the very Dungeon of burning Acheron:thecre he beard the blots- 
ing of unſeen fires, bzoyling of Furnaces, ratling ef Armour,tran- 
pling of Pozſes, gingling of Chains, lumbzing of Fron, roaring 
of Spirits, and ſuch lie hozrible noiſes, that it made the Scot- 
ifþ Champion almoſt at his wits end, But yet habing an undaun⸗ 
ted courage, exempting all fear, be humbly made bis ſupplication 
to heaven, that God would deliver him trom that diſcontented place 
of terroꝛ, and ſo pzeſently as the Champion kneeled down upon the 
barren gzound (whereon g:zew neither herb, flower, gzaſs, noz any 
other gzeen thing ) he beheld a certain flame of Fire, walking up 
and down beſoꝛe him, whereat he gzew in ſuch an extalie of feare, 
that he flood foꝛ a time amazed, whether it were beſt to go fozward 
oꝛ to ſtand ſtill; bur yet recalling his ſenſes, be remembzed bim- 
ſelf, bow be bad read in fozmer times of a going Fire called Ignis 
fatuus, the Fire of deſtiny, by ſome, Will witb the Wiſp, oz Will 
with? Lanthozn:andlikewiſe,by ſome fimple Country people, The 
fair maid of Ireland, which commonly uſed to lead wandzing Tra. 
bellers out of their ways: the like imaginations entred the Cham- 
pions minde. So encouraging himſelf with bis own conceits, and 
chearing up bis dull ſenſes late oppzeſſed with extream fear, he di- 
rectly followed the going Fire, which ſo juſtly went befoze him, that 
by that time the guider of the night had cſtmed twelve degzees in 
the Zodiack, be was ſafely delivered from the Wale of walking 
Spiritsby the direction of the going fire. 

Now beganthe Sun to dance about the Firmament, which he 
had not ſen in many moneths betoze:whereat his dull ſenſes much 
rejopced, being long covered befoze with darkneſſe, that every ſtep 
be trode, was as pleaſurable, as though be had walked in a Gar- 
den bedeckt with all xjud of fragrant lowers, 9 2 At 
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At laſt, without any further moleſtation, be arribed within the 
Territozies of Thracia, a Colintry as you habe beard in the foz- 
mer Chapter, adoꝛned with the beauty of many fair woods and Fo⸗ 
2efts tbꝛough which he trabelled with ſmall reſt, and leſs Heep, till 
be came to the foot of the Mountain, whereupon ſtod the Cattle 
wherein the woful King of Thracia in company of bis ſozrowful 
ſubjects, till lamented the unbappy deſtinies of bis fix Daughters 
turned into Swans babing Crowns of gold about their necks 3 
When the valiant Champion S. Andrew beheld the lofty ſcituation 
of the Caſtls, and the inbincible ſtrength it ſeemed to be of, he ex- 
pected ſome ſtrange adbenture to befal him in the ſaid Caftle, ſo 
Pzeparing bis Swoꝛd in readineſs,and buckling clofe his Armour 
which was a ſhirt of fiſber Mail foꝛ lightneſs in Travel, be climed 
the mountain, ohereupon he eſpied the Gyant lying upon a crag- 
gyrock, with his Limbs o members all rent and tozn, by the fury

Inſcence, with ſweet Arabian Frankincenſe, upon a religious 
Shꝛine, which they offered to the Sun as chief governour of that 
day, thinking thereby to appeaſe the angꝛy Deſtinies, and to reco⸗ 
ber the unhappy Ladies to their fozmer apes: upon Pondaps, 
clad in Garments after the Si banes, a colour like to the wabes of 
the Sea, they offered up their woſul tears to the Moon, being the 
guider, and Piſtreſs of that day: upon Tueſdays like Souldiers 
trailing their banners in the duſt, and Dꝛums founding ſad and 
doleful melody, in ſign of diſconrent, they committed their peo⸗ 
ceedings to the pleaſure of Mars, being ruler 6 gutder of that day; 
upon 
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upon Wedneſday like Schollars, unto Mercury: upon Thurſday 
like Potentates,to Lovezupon fridaps like lobers wirhſweet ſound⸗ 
ing Wulick to Venusʒ and upon Saturdap like manual pzoteſſos, 


to the angry & diſcontented Saturn, 7 
Abus the woſul Thracian King,and his ſoꝛrowlul ſubjects, con: - 


tumed ſeben Woneths awap, one while accufing Feztune of de- 


ſpigbt, another while 5 Heavens of injuſtice:the one fo? bis chil- 
dzens transfoꝛmations, other foz their long limited puniſhments, 
But at laſt when the Scoti} Champion heard what bitter moan 
the Thracian made about the Aiber, he demanded the cauſe and to 
what purpoſe they obſerved ſuch Ceremonies, contemning the Wa- 
jeſty ot Jehovah, and only wozſhipping but outward and bain Gods 
to whom the King alter afew ſad tears ſtrapned from the condu- 
its ol his aged eys, Keplyed in this manner. 

Moſt noble Kn ght, for ſo you ſeem by your geſture and other 
outward appearance, (quoth the Ring, ) if you deſire to know the 
cauſe of our continual grief, prepare your ears to hear a Tragick 
and woful tale, whereat me thinks Iſee the elements begin to mourn 
and cover their Azured countenance with ſable Clouds; Theſe 
milk white Swans you ſee, whoſe necks are beautified with golden 
Crowns, are my fix natural Daughters, transformed into this 
Swanlike ſubſtance,dy the appoinment of the Gods: for of late 
this Caſtle was kept by a cruel] Gyant named Blanderon, who by 
violence would have raviſhed the n, but the Heavens to preſerve 
their chaſtities, prevented his luſtful deſires, and transformed their 
beautifull Bodies to theſe milk white Swans: and now ſeven years 
thecheerfull ſpring hath renewed the earth with a Summers live- 
ry: and ſ ven times the nipping Winter Froſts have bereaved the 
Trees of leaf and bud, ſince firſt my Daughters loſt their Virgin 
ſhapes : Seven Summers have the ſwum upon this Chriſtal Stream 
where, in ſtead of rich attyre, and imbroidered Veſtments, there 
ſmooth ſilver coloured Featherr adorn their comely bodies: Prince- 
ly Pallaces, wherein they were wont, like tripping Sea-Nymps, to 
dance their meaſures up down, are now exchanged into cold

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Thus have you heard (moſt wozthy Knight) The woful Tra- 
gedy of my Daughters, for whoſe ſakes I will ſpend the remnant 
of my days heavily, complaining of their long appointed puniſh- 
ments, about the banks of this unhappy River. Which ſad diCf- 
courſe was no ſooner ended, but the @cottiſþ Knight (babing a 
mind ſurniſbed with all Pzincely thoughts, and a tongue waſht in 
the Fountain of Eloquence)thus replped, to the comfozt and great 
re jc peing ofthe Company. 

Moſt Noble King (ouoth the Champion) your heavy and do- 
lorous diſcourſe hath conſtrained my heart to wonderful paſſion, 
and compelled my very ſoul to rue your Daughters miſeries, But 
yet a greater grief and deeper ſorrow than that hath taken poſſeſſi- 
on in my breaſt, whereof my eyes have been witneſs, and my ears 
unhappy bearers of your misbelief, I mean your unchriſlian faith: 
For Ihave ſeen ſince my firſt arrival into this ſame Caſtle, your 
prophane and vain Worſhipping of ſtrange and falſe Gods, as of 
Phabus, Luna, Mars, Mercury, and ſuch like Poetical names, 
which the Majeſty of high 7ehowah utterly contemns. But Mag- 
nificent governour of 1hracia , if you ſeek to recoyer your 
Daughters humble prayers, and to obtain your ſouls content by 
true tears, you muſt abandon all ſuch vain Ceremonies, and with 
true humility beleive in the Chriſtians God, which is the God of 
wonders, and chief Commander of the rouling Elements,in whoſe 
quarrel this unconquered Arm, and this undaunted heart of mine 
ſhall fight: and now beitknown to thee, great King of Thrace, 
that Jam a Chriſtian Champion; by birtha Knight of Scotland, 
bearing my Countries Armes upon my breaſt (for indeed thereon 
he bore a ſilver Croſs, ſet in blue ſilk) and therefore in the ho- 
nour of Chriſtendome, Ichallenge forth the proudeſt Knight at 
Armes, againſt whom J will maintain that our God is the true

Which ſudden and unexpected Challenge, ſo daunted the Thras 
cian Champions, that they ſt amazed foz a time, gazing upon 
one another, like men dꝛopt from the Clouds: but at laſt conſulting 
tcgether, how the challenge of the ſtrange Knight , was to the 
diſponour of their country, and utter ſcandal of all knightlp digni⸗ 
ty: they with a general content crabedleabe of the King that the 
challenge might be taken,who as willingly condeſcended ag they 


demanded, 
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demanded, So both time and place was appointed, which was the 
next mozning following, by the Kings commandment, upon a 
large and plain Medow cloſe by the Rivers fide, whereon the fix 
Swans were ſwimming, whereupon after the Cheiſttan Chawpt- 
on had caſt down his eely Gauntlets , and the Thracian Knight 
accepted thereof, ebery one departed foꝛ that nigbt, the Challenger 
to the Eaſt ſide or the Caſile to bis lodging, and the deſendants to 
the Weſt, where they flept quietly till the next mozning, who by 
the bꝛeak of day were wakned bya Perald of Arms:tut all the paſ- 
ſed night, our Scottiſh Champion never entertained one motion 
of reſt, but buſted himſelf in trimming his Hozfe, buckling on bis 
Armour, Lacing on his burgonet, and making papers to the di- 
vine Majeſty of God, foꝛ the conqueſt and vbictozy, till the mez- 
nings beauty chaſed away the darkneſs of the night, and no ſ@w- 
ner were the windows of the day full opened, but the valiant and 
noble minded Champion of Chziſtendom entred the Liſt, where tbe 
King in company of the Thracian Lozds was pzeſent to behold the 
Combat: and ſo after . Andrew had ttoice oz th:ice traced his 
Hozſe up and dzwn the Lifts, bzavely flouriching his Lance, at the 
top whereof hung a Pendant ot Gold, wheſe Pefie was thus wzit- 
en in filber Letters, This day a Martyr or a Conquerour : Then 
entered a Knight in exceeding bright Armeur, mounted upon a 
Courfer as white as the Nozthern Snow, whoſe Capariſon was 

of the colour ot the Elements, betwirt whom was a fierce En- 
counter: but the Thracion had the foil, and wih diſqrace departed 
the Lifts. Then ſecondly, entred another night in Armour, 
Uarniſped with green Uarniſþ , his ſteed of the colour of an Aron 
Gzay 5 Wwholtkewiſe had the repulſe by the woꝛthy Chꝛiſttan. 
Thirdly,entered a Knight in a black Copflet,meunted upon a big 
boned Paltrep, covered with a bale of Sable Silk, in his band be 
boze a Lance nailed round about with plates offtel:twhich knight 
among the Tracians was accounted the ſtrongeſt in the wozld, 
except it were thoſe Gyants that deſcended from a menſtrous Li- 

nage: but no ſoner encountered theſe hardy Champions, but their 
Lances ſhibered in ſimder, and flew to biolently into the apr, that 

it much amazed the beholders, then thep a!ighted from theis 

ſt&eds, and to baltantle beſtirred them with their keen Faulchions, 

that the #erp ſparkles flew ſo fierce (rom theſe Noble Champions 

ixlp 
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f&ly Pelmets, as from an Jron Anvil: But the combat endured 
not berp long, befoze the moſt hardy Scotiſh Knight eſpyed an ad- 
vantage, wherein he might ſpew bis matchleſs fo:titude : where- 
upon he ſtruck ſuch a mighty blow upon the Thracians Burgonet, 
that it cleabed his head juſt down to bis ſhoulders : whereat the 
King ſuddeniy Rartedfrom his ſeat , and with a wzathful counte- 
nance thzeatned the Champions death in this manner: 

Proud Chriſtian (ſaidthe King) thou ſhalt repent his death, and

curſe the time that ever thou cameſt to Thracia: his blood we will 


revehge upon thy head, and quit thy committed cruelty with | 


ſudden death : and ſo in company of a hundzed armed Knights, be 
encompaſced the Scottiſh Champion, intending by multitudes to 
murder him. But when the Ualiznt Knight S. Andrew ſaw bow 


be wes ſuppzeſt by treachery, and inbironed with mighty Trops, } 
he called to Heaven foz ſuccour, add animated binſelf by theſe Þ 


wozds ofencouragement ; Now for the honour of Chriſtendom, 
This day a Martyr or a Conquerour : and therewithal he ſo valt- 
antly behaved bimſelf with bis Curtle-Ax , that be made lanes of 
murtbered men, and felled them down by multitudes, like as the 
Harveſt men doth moto down ears of ripened Cozn, whereby they 
fell be'c2e his face like leaves from trees, when the Summers pꝛide 
declines her glozy. So at the laſt, after much bleod⸗ſhed, the Thra- 
cian Bing was compelled to peild to the Scottiſh Champions 
mercy who ſwoze him foz the ſafety of his life, to fozſake bis pꝛe⸗ 
phane Reliyicn,and become a Cheiſtian,whoſe living true God the 
Thracian King bewed foz ebermore to wozſbip , and thereupon be 
kift the Champions Swozd, 

This converſion of the Pagan Ring, ſo pleaſed the Majeſty of 


God, that be p::ſently gabe end to his Daughters puniſhments, # 


and turned the Ladies to their fozmer ſhapes. But when the King 


bebeld their moth Feathers, which were as white Lillies, ex-

changed to natural fairneſs , and that their black Bills and len. 


der necks were converted to their firſt created beauty (where fo: 
eternal fairneſs the Qu not lobe might build ber Paradice) he 
bad adue to his grief and long continued ſozrows, p:otefiing eber 
aſter tu continue a true Chziſtian fo? the Scortiſh Champions ſake: 
by whom and by whoſe Divine ODꝛiſons, bis Daugbters obtains 
ed their fozmer features: ſo taking the Chziſtian Knight in com⸗ 
panp 
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pany of the fix Ladies, to an excellent rich Chamber pzepared 
with all things accoꝛding to their wiſþes, where firſt the Chꝛi 
ſtian Knight was unarmed, en his wounds wa ſhed with White® 
wine,new-milk, and roſe Mater, and ſo after fome dainty repaft, 
conveyed to big n igbts repoſe. - The Ladies being the joyfulle& 
creatures under beaben, never entertained one thought of ſeep, 
but pafſed the night in their Fathers company, (whbeſe mind was 
tabiſhed with unſpeakable pleaſures) till the moꝛnings meſſenger 
bad them geod moꝛrow. |; 
bus all things being pꝛepared in a readineſs, they departed 
the Caſtle, not like Poutners to a heaby fimeral , but in trium- 
phing manner, marching back to the Thracian Pallace, with 
ſtreaming banners in the wind, Drums and trumpets ſounding 
joyful melody, and with wert inſpiting Puſick, cauſed the Ayr ta 
reſound with Harmony : But no ſ@ner were they entered the 
Pallace (tobich was in diſtance from the Gpatiits Caſtle,fome ten 
miles) but there Triumphs turned ta excæding ſozrow, foꝛ Roſa- 
linde with the Champion of Italy, as pou babe heard betoze, was 
departed the Court; which unexpected news ſo daunted the whole 
company, but eſpecially the Ring, that the triumpbes foz that time 
were deferred, and Peſſengers diſpatcht-iti purſuit of the adbentu⸗ 
rous Italian, and the lobely Roſalinde. | 
Likewiſe when . Andrew of Scotland had intelligence how it 
was one of thoſe Knigbts which was impzifoned with him under 
the wickedenchantreſs Kalyb, as pou heard in the firſt beginning 
of the Piſtozy, bis Heart thirſted foz bis moſt honourable cempa- 
ny, and bis eres ſeldom cleſed quietly, noz t any reſt, until 
be was likewiſe departed in the purſuit ot his ſworn friend, which 
was the next Night following , without making any acquainted 
with bis intent: Tikewiſe , when the fix Ladies underſtod the ſe- 
cret departure of the Scottiſn Champion, whom they affected 
dearer then any Knight in all the Wozld , they ſtozed rhemſelves 
with ſutficient treaſire, and by ſteaith tk their journeys from 
their Fathers Pallace, intending eitheir to find out the bictozious 
and appzobed KnightofScocland,oz to end their lives in ſome Foꝛ⸗ 
raign Region, 1 4 f 
The rumour cf whoſe departure no ſwner came to the Kings 
ears > but he purpoſed the like travel, either to obtain the 5 
E | is 
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bis Daughters again, oz to make his Tomb beyond the Circuit of 
the Sun. So attiring bimfelf in bomelp Ruſſer, like a Pilgrim, 
with an Ebon ſtaff in his hand tipt with flber , twk bis journey 
all unknown from bis pallace, whoſe ſudden and ſecret departure 
ſtruck ſuch an extream and intollerable beabineſs in the Court, that 
the pallace gates were ſealed up with ſable Wourning Cloath. The 
Thracian Lozds exempted all pleature, and like flocks of ſbiep 
tra ped up and down without ſbepbeards, tbe Ladies and Courtly 


Gentles ſate ſigbing in their pꝛibate Chambers : where we mill ; 


leabe them fo? this time, and ſpeak of the iuccefs of the other 
Champions, and how Foztune tmiled on their adbenturous p70- 
cedings. 


CHAP. VIII. 


How St. Patrick the Champion of Trelandredeemed the ſix Thra- 
cias Ladies out of the hands of thirty bloody -minded Satyrt, 
and of their purpoſed Travail in NIE after the . of 
Scotland. 


Aut now of that valiant and hardy Knight at arms, DS, 
2 Patrick, the Cha mpion of Ireland, muſt I ſpeak, whoſe 

adbenturous accidents were fo nobly perfozmed, that if 
my pen were made of ſteel, yer ſhould J wear it to the 
— ſufficiently. to declare bis pzoweſs , and woztby Adben- 
tures, When he departed from the Bzazen Piflar,from the other 
Champions, the PÞeabens ſmiled with a kind Aſpect, andſent him 
Cuch a ſtar to be his guide, that it led him to no Courtly pleaſures, 
noꝛ to bain delights, but to the Thzone of fame, where honom 
ſate enſtalled upon a ſeat of Gold, Thither trabelled the-WarJike 
Champion of Ireland, whofe illuſtrious battels the Poꝛthern Jles 
babe Chzonicled in Leabes ofBzafs : therefoze Ireland be p2oud, 
foz from thy bowels didſpzinga Champisn, whoſe pzoweſs made 
the Enemies of Chꝛiſt to tremble , and watered the Earth with 
fireams of Pagans blood: witneſs whereof the Jle of Rodes, the 
key and ſtrength of Chriſtendom, was recobered fromthe Turks, 
by his Martial and invincible Pzoweſs / where his dangerous 
Battels, fierce encounters, bloody skirmiſþes , and long — 
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wonld ſerve ro fill a mighty boſume, all which Jpaſs ober, a tobol 
ſp difcourſeof things appertaining ta this Piſtozy. Foz after the 
wars of Rodes were fully ended, S. Parrick(accounted idle eaſe the 
nurſe of cowardiſe) bad Rodes farewel, being then ſtrongly fozti- 

fied with Cheiſtian Souldjers, and took his journey thzough maniy 
an umknown Country, where at laſt, it pleaſed ſo the Queen of 
Chance, to direc his ſteps into a ſolitary Wilderneſs, inhabited 
onely by wild Satyrs, and a people of inhuma ne qualities, giving 
their wicked minds onely to Burther, Luſt and Rape : wherein the 
Noble Champion travelledup and down many a weary ſtep, not 
knowing how to qualifie his hunger, but by his own induſtry in 
killing of Ueniſon,and pꝛeſſing out the blood between tcoflat ſtones, 
and daily roaſted it by the beat ofthe Sun, his lodging was in the 
hollow trunck ofa blaſted tree, which nightly pzeſerbed bim from 
the dꝛopping fhowerg of Þeaben, his chiet companions were ſweet 
reſounding Ecchoes, which commonly reanſwered the Champi- 
ons words. 

In this manner lided S. Patrick the Triſh Knight in the weods, 
not knowing bow to ſet þimſelf at liberty, but wandzing up and 
down as it were in a maze wzought by the curious wozkmanibip 
ofſome excellent Gardiner, it was his chance at laſt to come into 
a diſmal ſpady thicker, beſet about with baleful Miſletoe, a place of 
bozrour, wherein he heard the crpes of ſome diſtreſſed Ladies, 
whole bitter lamentations ſtemed to pierce the Clouds, and to 
crave ſuccour of the hands of God, which unexpected crys not a 
little daunted the Iriſh Knight, ſo that it cauſed him ts pzeparebis 
Weapon in readineſs,agafnft ſome ſudden Encounter: So crouchs 
ing himſelfcloſe under the rot of an old withered Oak (which had 
not flourtſhed with greenleabes many a pear) he eſpyed a far off a 
crewof blody minded Satyrs, haling by the hair fix unhappy 
Ladies, thzougb many a thoznie bzake and veyer , whereby the 
beauty of their crimſon cherks was all betpꝛent with purple goze, 
and their eyes (within whoſe clear Glaſſes one might behold the 
God of lobe dancing) all to be rent and toꝛn by the Fury of the 
Byers, whereby they could not ſi the light of Þeaben, noꝛ the 
place of their unfoztunate abiding: which wolul ſpectacle fozced ſuch 
a terroꝛ inthe heart of the Iriſh Knight, that he pzefentlp made 
out foz the reſcue of the Ladies, ” redeem them from the fury - 
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the mercileſs Satyzs, which were in number about ſome thirty, 
every one habing a club upon bis neck, which they bad made with 
ruots of poung Das and Pine trees; pet this adbenturous 
Champion being nothing diſcouraged,but with a bold and reſolute 
mind, let dzive at the furdiell Patyz,whoſe Armour of defence wag 


made of Bulls hide, wbich was dzpedſo hard againft the Sun that 


the Champions Curtle Ax pzebailed not: aſter which the fell 


Satyrs encompaſſed the Chziſtian Knight round about, and lo 


mightily oppꝛeſt him with down-right blows, that bad be not by 
god foztune leapt under the boughs of a ſpzeading Tree , bis life 
had been fozced to gibe the Wozld a ſpeedy ſarewell, But ſuch 
was bis nimblenefs and aftibe policp,that ere long be ſbeathed bis 
warp pointed Fanchion in one ofthe Satys bzeafts : which woful 
taht cauſed all the reft to flie from bis pzeſence , and left the fi 


Ladies tothe pleaſure and diſpoſition of the moſt Noble and ceu- ' 


ragious Chziftian Champion: 

Who after he had ſufficiently bꝛeathed, and celed dimtelf in the 
chil Apr, (being almoſt windleſs thzough the long encounter, and 
biody 8kirmiſþ)) be demanded the cauſe of the Ladies Trabels, 
and by what means they bapned into the hands of thoſe mercileſs 
Satpꝛes, whocruelly and tyzannically attempted the ruine and 
endleſs ſpoyl of their unſpotted Uirginities, Ts wbich curteous 
demand one of the Ladies, after a deep-fetcht fighoz two, (being 
trained from the buttom ol her moſt ſezrowful heart) in the behalf 
ef ber ſelf and the other difirefſed Ladies,Replyed in this oꝛder: 

Know brave minded Knight, that we are the unfortunate 
Daughters of the King of Thrace, whoſe lives have been unhappy 
ever ſince our births. For firſt we did endure a long impriſonment 
under the hands of a cruel Gyant & after the Heavens topreſerve 
cur chaſtities from the wicked deſire of the ſaid Gyant, transform- 
ed us intothe ſhape of Swans, in which likeneſs we remained ſeven 
years, but at laſt rerovered by a worthy Chriſtian Knight, named 
St. Andrew, the Champion of Scorland, after whom we have tra- 
velled many a weary ſtep, never croſt by any violence, until it was 
onr angry fates to arrive in this unhappy Wilderneſs, where our 
eyes have been true witneſſes of out misfortunes, Which ſad dit 
couſe was no fooner finifþed, but the woztby Champion thus be⸗ 
gan ta comtoꝛt the diũtreſled Ladies. . 

The 
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The Chriſtian Champion after whom you take in hand this wen 
ry Travel (ſaid the Iriſþ Champion) is my approved friend, for 
whoſe company and wiſhed ſight, I will goe more weary miles, then 
there be Trees in this vaſt Wildernefs,and number my ſteps with 
the ſands hidden in the Seas: Therefore moſt excellent Ladies, 


 erueornaments of beauty, be ſad companionsin my Travels, for 


I will never ceaſe till I hive found our honourable friend, the 
Champion Scet land, or ſome of thoſe brave Knights, whom I have 
not ſeen theſe ſeven Summers, 

Theſe Wozds ſo contented the ſozrowſful Ladies, that without 
any exception they agzed, and with as much willingneſs conſent- 
ed as the Champion demanded. So after they had recreated them» 
ſelves, eaſed their wearineſs, and cured their wounds, which was 
bythe ſecret bertues of certain Þerbs gzowing in the ſame 
Weds, they tok their journeys anew under the conduct of this 
wozthy Champion St, Patrick, where, aſter ſome daystrabel they 
obtained the fight of a bzoad beaten way, where committing their 
foztunes to the Dacaſl Liſters, and ſeting their faces toward the 
Eaſt, the merriiy journxed together. In whoſe fozunate travels 
we leabe them, and ſpeak of the ſebenth Chziſtian Champion, 
whoſe adbenturous exploits and Knightly Ponours deſerve a gold- 
en pen, dipt in ihe Ink of true fame to diſcourſe at large. 


CHAP. IX. 
How St. David Champion of Wales, flew the Count Palatine in 
the Tartarian Court, and after how he was ſent to the Enchant- 


ed Garden of Ormondine,whercin by Magick art he ſlept ſeven 
years. 


Aint David the moft Noble Champion of Wales aftsr 
bis departure from the Bꝛazen Pillar, whereas the 0- 
ther Champions of Chziſtendome divided themſelbes 
ſeberally to ſtek fozraign adbentures, he atcheibed many 
memozable things, as wefl in Chziſtendeme, as in thoſe Nations 
that acknowledge no true God:which foz this time J omit, and 
only difcoutſe what hapned unto bim among the Tartarians : Foz 
being in the Emperour of Tartaries Court (a place very much hs- 
noured with valorous Anigbts, and bighly graced with a Train e 
deautesus Ladies) where the Emperout upon a time _ ed 
em 
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ſolemn Juſt and Turnament to be holden in the honour of bis | 
Birth day: whether retoꝛted at the time appointed, (ftcm all the 
doꝛders of Tartary) the beſt and the hardieſt Knights there re- | 
maining. In which honourable and Pzince'y exerciſe, the noble 
Knight S. David was appointed Champion foz the Emperour, 
who was mounted upon a Morocco Sreed, betrapped in a rich | 
Capariſon, wzeught bythe curious wozk of Indian TWomen, upon 
whc te ſbield was ſet a golden Griffin rempant in a Field of Blew, ' 

Againſt bim came the Count Palatine, Son and heir apparent 
to the Tartatian Empercur, bzcught in by twelbe Knights, rich- 
Iyfurniſbed with Pabiliments oi Þonour, who paced rþzee times 
about the Liſts, befoze the Emperour and many Ladies that were 
pzeſent to behold the honourable Zurnament. The which being 
done, the twelde Knights deported the Liſte, and the Count Pala | 
tine pꝛepared himſelfe to Encounter with 5 Chziſtian Knight, (be- 
ing «ppointed chief Champion toz the dapʒ) who likewiſe pzepared 
himſelſe, and atthe Trumpets ſound by the Peralds appointment, 
thep ran ſo fierceip each againſt other, that the gzound ſeemed to 
ſhake under them, and the Skies to reſound Ecchoes of theit 
mighty ſtrokes, ö 

At the ſecond Race, the Champions ranne, St. David had the 
woꝛſt, and was conſtrained though þ fozcible ſtreygth of the Count 
Palatine, to lean backward almoſt beſide bis Saddle, whereat the 
Trumpets began to ſcund in fign of bictozy : but pet the baltant 
Cbꝛiſtian nothing diſniayd, but with a courage (within whoſe 
eys ſate Unightly revenge) ran the third time againſt the Count 
Palatine, and by the violence of bis ſtrength, he oberthzetv both 
Pezſe «man whereby the Ceunts body was fo extreamly bzuiſed 
with the (all cff tis H eſe, that His heart blood iſſued fozth by bis 
meuth, and his vitali ſpirits peiſed from the mand on of his bꝛeaſt 
ſo that Le was lozced to gibe the woꝛld a farewell, % 

This fatal cberihzuw of the Count Palatine, abaſhed the whole 
company, but eſpcctal'y the Tartarian Empeteur, who habing no 
moꝛe Sons but him, cauſed thc Liſts to he bechen up, the Knights 
ts be unarmed, and themurt!cre0. Count ta be brought by for 
Squires into his þ allace, where atter be was diſpoyled of his fur⸗ 
| nture, and the Ch; dian Light receitcd in hononr of his Uictozp 
the wolul Empercur ba tied his Sous body with teers which dzop 
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Ped like chꝛiſtall Pearls from the congealed blod, and after many 
ſad fighes be bꝛeathed fozth this woſul Lamentat ion. 

Now are my Triumphs turned to everlaſting woes, from a Co- 
mical Paſtime, to a direful and bloedy Tragedy; O moſt unkind 
Fortune, neverconſtant but in change! Why is my life deferred 
to ſee the downfall of my dear Son, the Noble Count Pal tine ? 
Why rends not this accurſed Earth whereon I ſtand, and preſently 
ſwallow up my body, into her hungry bowels ? is this the uſe of 
Chriſtians? for true honour to repaydiſhonour? Could not baſe 
blood ſerve to ſtain his deadly hands wir hal, but the oy blood 
of my dear Son, in whoſe revenge the face ofthe Heavens is 
ſtained with blood, and cries for vengeance to the Majeſty of hea- 
of mighty Jove. The dreadful furies, the direful daughters of dark 
night, and all the baleful company of burning eAcheren whole 
loins be girt with Serpents, and hair behanged wich wreaths of 
Snakes, ſhall haunt, purſue, and follow that accurſed Chriftian 
Champion, that bath bereaved my country Tartari of ſo precious 
a jewel as my dear Son the Count Palatine was, whoſe magnani- 
mous Proweſſe did ſurpaſs all che Knights of our country. 

Thus ſozrowed the woful Emperour toz the death of bis Noble 
Son:ſometimes making the Ecchoes of bis Lamentations pierce 
the Elements: another while fozcing bis bitter curſes to ſintze to 
the deep foundations of Acheron: ane while intending to be re- 
benged on St. David the chziſtian Champion, then pzcſently his 
intent was croſt with a contrary imagination, thinking it was a- 
gainſt the law of Armes, and a gzear diſhonour to his country, by 
violence to oppꝛeſs a ſtrange Ruight, whoſe actions had ever been 
guided by true honour, but pet at laſt this firm reſolution entred 
into his minde. 

There was adjcpning upon the bozders of Tartary, an En- 
chanted Garden, kept by Magick art, from whence neber any re- 
turned that attempted to enter, The gobernour of which Garden 


was a notable and Famous Nicromancer, named Ormondine, to 


which Magician the Tartarian Emperour intended to ſendthe ad- 
enturous Champion S. David, thereby to rebenge the Count 
Palatines, death, So the Empercur after ſome. few days paſſed 


aud the obſequies of bis Sonn being no ſconer perfozmed, 


but he cauſed the chziſtian Knight te be bzovght into bis 
pzeſence, 
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pꝛetente, to whom he committed this heaby Task, and weary 
Labour. 

Proud Knight (ſaid the angry Emperour) thou knoweſt ſince 
thy arrival in our Territories; how highly Ihaye honoured thee, 
not onely in granting liberty of life, but making theechief Cham- 
pion of Tartarie, which high honour thou haſt repaid with great 
ingratitude, and blemiſhed true Nobility, in ating my dear bone 
Tragedy: for which unhappy deed thou rightly baſt deſerved 
death. But yet know accurſed Chriſtian, that mercy harboureth in 
princely minds, and where honour ſits enthronized, there juſtice 
is not too ſevere: Although thou haſt deſerved death, yet if thou 
wilt adventure to the Enchanted Garden and bring hither the 
Magicians head, I grant thee not onely life, but therewithal the 
Crown of Ta'tary after my deceaſe : becauſe I ſeethou haſt a mind 
furniſhed with princely thoughts, and adorned with true Magna. 
nimity- 

This heavy task, and ſtrange adbenture, not a little pleaſed the 
Noble Champion of Wales, whoſe mind eber thirfted after woz⸗ 
thy Adventures: and ſo after ſome conſiderate thoughts, in this 
manner Replyed : E k 

Moſt high and Magnificent Emperor , (ſaid the Champion) 
were this task which you enjoyn me to, as wonderfulas the labours 
of Hercules, or as fearful as the enterpriſe which Faſon made for 
the Golden Fleece, yet would I attempt to finiſh it, and return 
with Triumph to Tartarie, as the Macedonian Monarch did to Ba 
bylon, when he had conquered part of the wide World, Which 
woꝛds were no ſwner ended, but the Emperour bound him by his 
Dath of Knighr-heod, and by the lobe be boze unto his native 
Country, never to follow other adventure, till he had perfozmed 
bis pzomile, which was to bzing the Magician @rmandines head 
into Tartary: whereupon the Emperour departed from the Noble 
Knight S. David, hoping never to ſe him return, but rather to 
bear ot his utter confuſion, oꝛ everlaſting impzifonment, 

Thus the Waltant Chziſtian Champion, being bound to bis 
pꝛomite, within thzee days pzepared all neceſſaries in readineſs 
roz bis departure: and ſo trabelled Weft-ward, tiſl he appꝛoached 
the fight of the Enchanted Garden, the Situation whereof tome ⸗ 

what daunted his baliant Courage: foz it wag encompaſſed with 
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a Hedge of withered Thozns s Bꝛzpars, which ſemed continually 
to burn:upon þ top thereof ſat a number of ſtrange and defozmed 
things, ſome in the likeneſs of Night-Owls,wbich wondzed at the 
p:eſence of W. David 3 ſeme in the ſþape of Prognes transfozma - 
tion, fozeteſling bis unfoztunate ſucceſs , and ſome like Ravens, 
that with their harſh thzoats ring fozth hateful knels ot woful Tra- 
gediesz the Element which covered the Enchanted garden,ſ&emed 
to be ober-ſpzead with miſty clouds, from whence continually ſhot 
flames of fire, as though the Skies had ben filled with blazing Co- 
mets ; which ſearful ſpectacle,as it ſeemed the very pattern of bell, 
ſtruck tuch a terroꝛ into the Champions heart, that twice be was 
in mind to return without perfozming the Adbenture , but fo his 

Dath and honour of Knighthod, which be had pawned foz the ac- 

compliſpment thereof: Solaying bis body on tbe cold earth, being 
the firſt Ninfe and WVother of. his life, he made bis bumble petition 
to God, that his mind might never be oppzeffed with Cowardiſe, 

noꝛ bis heart daunted with faint fears, till he had perfozmed what 

the Thracian Emperoꝛ bad bound him to, the Champion roſe ſrom 

the ground, and with chearful loks bebeld the Elements, which 

ſeemed in bis conceit to ſmile at the enterpziſe, and to foꝛeſhew a 

lucky event. ; 

So the Noble Knight S. David with a valiant courage went to

sf the rich Sword, thinking pzeſently to pull it out from the En- 
$anted Rock of Ormondine : But no ſoner did be attempt that 
bain Enterp:ife, but his baliant courage and inbincible foztitude 
failed him, and all his ſenſes were ober-taken with a ſudden and 
beaby ſleep, whereby be was fozced to let gs bis bold, g to fall flat 
upon ; barren ground,where bis eyes were ſo faſt locked up by Pa- 
gick Art, and bis waking fenfes dzowned in ſuch a dead lumber, 
that it was as much impoſſible to recobered himſelf, from cep, as 
eo pull rhe Sun cut of the Firmament.

ep ſeven times badfroſty bearded Winter covered both

NC Chepſtal Flikles: ſeben times bad Lady Ver beautified e- 
—_——= bery field with Natures Dznaments; o ſeben times had 
withered Autumn robbed the Earth of ſpzing flowers, fince the un. 
foztunate S. George beheld 3 chterſul light ot heaben, but libed ob. 
ſcurely in a diſmal Dungeon, by the Souldan of Perſias com- 
mandment, as you heard befoze in the beginning of the Þiſtozy : 
bis unbappy foztune ſo diſcontented his rt ſtlets thoughts, that a 
thouſandtimes a year be wiſpt an end of bis life, and a thoufand 
times be curſedthe day of his creation: bis fighs in number did 
counterbail a beapof ſand, whoſe tey might ſeem toreachtbe 6k es, 
the which he bainly bzeathed ſozth againfl the walls of the Pziſon, 
many times making bis humble ſupplications to þ heavens, to re- 
deem him from that bale of miſery,and many times ſ&king occaft- 


on,deſperatele to abzidge his days 0 ſo triumph in his own * 
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But at laſt, when ſeben years were fully ended, it was the 
Champions luckie foztune to find in a ſecret copner of the Dunge- 
on a certain Jron Engin, which time had almoſt conſumed with 
ruſt, wherewith, with long labour be digged binifſelf a paſſage 
thꝛaugh the ground, tifl he aſcended juft in the middle of the Soul- 
dans Court, which was at that time of the night when all things 
were flent:the Peabens he then bebeld beautified with Stars, and 
bzight Cynthia, whoſe gliſtering beams he had not ſen- in many 
bundzednights befoze, feemed to ſmile at his ſafe delibery, and to 
ftay her wandzing courſe, tiff he moſt happily found means to get 
without the compaſs ofthe Perſians Court, where danger might 
no longer attend him, noz the ſtrong gates of the City binder his 
fight, which in this manner was perfozmed. Foz now the Noble 
Anight being as fearful as the bird newlp eſcaped from the Foty- 
ters Net, gazed round about, and liſtened where he might bear the 
boyce of people, at laſt be heard the Greoms of the Souldans Sta- 
ble, furniſþing fozth Þozſes againſt the next mozning fo? ſome No- 
ble Atcheibement. Whereupon the Noble Champion S. George 
taking the XFron Engin, wherewith he redeemed himſelf out of 
Pꝛiſon, he burſt open the Doe, where he flew all the Gꝛtoms in 
the Souldans ſtable : which being done, be tek the ſtrongeſt Pal⸗ 
ferp,and the richeſt Furniture, with other neceſſartes appertaining 
to a Knight at Arms, and fo rode in great comfozt to one of the 
City Gates, where he ſaluted the Pozrer in this manner: 

Porter, open the Gates, for S. George of England is eſcaped, and 
hath Murthered the Grooms, in whoſe purſuit the City is in 
Arms. Which woꝛds the ſimple Perſian beleibed foz truth, and ſg 
with all ſpeed opened the Gates, whereat the Champion of Eng- 
land departed, and leſt the Souldan in his dead ſleep, little mi⸗ 
truſting his ſudden eſcape, 

But by that the purple ſpotted mozning bad parted with ber gray, 
and the Suns bzigbt countenance appeared on the Wountain tops, 
H. George had ridden twenty Miles om the Perſian Court, and 
befoze bis departure was bzuted in the Souldans Pallace, the 
Englich Champion bad recovered the fight of Grecia, paſt all dan- 
25 of the Perſian Knights, that fellowed him with a ſwift pur- 
ſuit. 

S this time the extremity ot hunger ſo ſharply tozmentedhims 
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that be could trabel na further, but was ce nſtrained to ſuſtain bim⸗ 
telt with certain wild Cheſnuts inſtead of Bzead, and ſower Oꝛan⸗ 
ges inſtead of dzink, and ſuch faint fod as grew by the wap as be 
travelled, whore the necefſity and want of Uicuals compelled the 
Noble Knight to bzeath fozth this pittiful complaint. 

O hunger, hunger, (ſaid tte Champion) more ſharper then the 
ſtroak of Death , chou art the extreameſt puniſhment that ever 
man endured : If 1 were now King of Armenia, and chief Poten- 
tate of eſa, yet would 1 give my Diadem, 1 with all 
my provinces, for one ſhiver of brown bread : O that this Earth 
would be ſo kind, as to open her howels and caſt up ſome food, to 
ſuffice my want : or that the Ayr might be choakt with miſts, 
whereby feathered Foul for want of breath might fall, and yeild 
me ſome ſuccour in this my Famiſhment, and extream penury : or 
that the Oceans would out-ſpread their branched Armes, and co- 
ver theſe ſunburne valleys with their treaſures, to ſatisfie my hun- 
ger, but O now I ſee, both Heaven and earth, hils and dales, skies 
and ſeas , fiſh and fouls, birds and bcaſts, and all things under the 
cope of Heaven, conſpire my utter over-throw : better had it been 
if I had ended. my days in Perſia, then here to be famiſhed in the 
broad world, where all things bynatures appointment are ordained 
for mans uſe. Now inſtead of Cour tly delicates, l am forced to eat 
the fruit of trees, and inſtead of Greekiſh ine, l am compelled to 
quench my thirſt with morning dew, which nightly falls upon 
the blades of Graſs. 

Thus complained . George, till glittering Phoebus had moun- 
ted the top of beaben,and dzawn the miſty bapozs from the ground, 
whereby be might behold the pzoſpects of Grecia, and which wap 
to trabel moſt ſafelp, And as be looked, he eſpped directly befoze bis 
face a Lower, ſtanding upon a Chalky Clift, diſtant from him ſome 
thzee miles, whither the Champion intended to go, not to ſeek fox 
adventures, but to reſt himtelf after his journey, and to get ſuch 
Uicuals as therein be could find to ſuffice his want. 

So ſetting foꝛwa rd with a ſpeedy pace, the Þeabens ſeemed to 
ſmile, and the Birds to ring chirping peals of melody, as though 
they did Pzognofticate a foztunate ebent. Ah? way be found ſa 
plain, and the journep ſo eaſle, that within balf an hour be ap⸗ 


pzoached befoze the ſaid Lower: where upon the Wall ſtod a moſt 
Beautiful. 
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Beautiful Woman, attpred after the manner of a diſtreſſed Lady, 
and her lwks beabie, like the Quen of Troy, when fſþe bebeld her 
Pallace on Fire. The Ualiant Knight . George, after be had 
alighted from his Þozſe,be gabe her this counrteous Salutation. 
Lady (ſaidhe) for ſo you ſeem by your out ward appexrance, 
if ever you pictied a Traveller, or granted ſuccour to a Chriſtian | 
Knight, give to me one meals meat, now almoſt famiſhed. To | 
whom the Lady after a curſt frown oz two,anſwered in this oꝛder. 
Sit Knight (quoth ſþ&) I adviſe theewith all your to depart, 
for here thou getteſt but a cold Dinner: my Lord is a mi s 
ant, and believethin Aabemet, and if he once doe und nd that 
that thou art a Chriſtian Knight, not all the Gold of higher Jadia 
nor the riches of wealthy Babylon can preſerve thy life. Now 
the honour of my Knight-bood.(Keplyed St, George,) and by 
the great God that Ghriſtendom adores, were thy Lord more 
ſtronger than mighty Hercules, that bore Mountains on his back: 
here willl either obtain my Dinner, or die by his accurſed hand. 
Theſe Moꝛds ſo abaſbed the Lady, that ſbe went with all ſp&d 
from the Tower, and told the Gyant how a Chziſtian Knight re- 
mained at the Gate, which had ſwozn to ſuffice his hunger in de⸗ 
ſpight of his will,: whereat the ſurious Gyant ſuddenly ſtarted up 
being as then in a ſound lep, foz it was the middle of the day: 
who tooke a bat of Jron in his hand and come down to the Lobo. 
er Gate. Bis Stature was in beigtb fibe yards, his bead beiftled 
like a Boze, a ft there was betwixt each bzow, his eps hollow, 
his mouth wide, bis lips were like to flaps of tel, in all his pꝛo⸗ 
poztion moze like a Devil then a man. Which defozmed Monſter 
ſo daunted the courage of S. George, that be pzepared bimſelfe to 
death: not thzough fear of þ monſtrous Gpant, but foz hunger and 
fdleneſs of body: but bere God pzobided foꝛ bim, and fo reſts- 
zed to him his decayed ſtrength, that be endured battle until 
the cloling up of the Evening, by whicb time the Gyant gꝛew al- 
moſt blind, thzough the ſeat that ran bown from bis monftroug 
Bꝛowes, whereat Þ,Gaorge got the adbantage,and wounded rhe 
Gyant ſo cruelly under the ſpoꝛt Ribs, that he was compelled to 
fall to the gzound, and to gibe end to his life. 
After which happy ebent of the Gyant laughter, the invincible 
Champion Þ, George lirſtgave the honour of þigbictozy unto God 


in 
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in whole power all his foꝛtune confiſted. Then entring the Totes: 
er, whereas the Lady, pzeſented him with all manner of delicatey 
and pure Mines; but the Engli Knight, ſuſpecting Treacher 
to be hidden in her pzoffered courteſte, canſed her firſt to taſt of e- 
berp difþ : likewiſe of bis wine, teſt ſome violent poyſon ſhould be 
theretn commirt : finding all things pure and wholeſome es 
nature required, be ſufficed big hunger, reſted his weary body, and 
refreſhed his Pozſe. 

And ſo leabing the Lower in keeping of the Lady, be commit- 
ted his foztune to a net travell : where bis rebibed ſpirits neber 
entained longer reſt, dut to the refrewing of himſelf g bis Bozſe, ſo 
travelled be thzough part of Grecia, the confines of Phrygia, and 
into the bozders of Tartary, within whoſe Territozies he bad nor 
long journied, but he approached the light of the Enchanted Gar- 
den of Ormondine, ſuhere . David the Champion of Wales bad fo 
long llept, by Magick art. But no ſooner did he behold the wonder- 
ful Scituation thereof, but he eſpied Ormondines Swozd encloſed 
in the Enchanted Rock: where after he had read the ſupetfcriptt- 
on mitten about the Pummel, be aſſaped to pul it out by ſtrength: 
where be no ſooner put his hand into the Milt, but he dzew it fozth 
with-much eaſe, as thougb it had ben hung by a thted of umttoiſt⸗ 
edfk : but when be beheld the gliſtering bzightnefs of the Slade, 
and the wonderful richneſs ofthe Bummel, be accounted rhe pzize 
moze wozth than the Armour of Achilles, which caifed Ajax 
to rum mad, and moze richer than Medeas Golden Fleece: But by 
that time. George had circumſpecly lot into every ſecret of 
the werd, he heard a ffrange- and diſmal vopce thunder in the 
Skirs, a terrible and mighty lumbeing in the Earth, whereat both 
Pils and Vountaines wk, Rocks removed, and Dakes rent in- 
to pieces: After this, the Gates ofthe Enchanted Garden flew 
open,wbereatincontinentlp came fozth ormondine the Magician 
with his hair Roaring on his head, bis exes ſparkling, bis cherhs 
bluGing; his hands quivering, dis degs trembling, and all the reft 
vihis vod diſtempered, as though Legions of Spirits bad encom- 
Hſthilitabout;he came directly to þ wozthy Engliſh Kt. þ remained 
Hilldpthe Enchanted Rock; trum whence he had pulled the Wagt- 
vans ee: whence afterthe Necromancer had tutficientipbe. 
held his Mincely conntena eom true honour ſare enthꝛo⸗ 
2 nt a 
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niztd,and biewed his poztly Perſonage,the mage of true Kittight» 
hed, the which ſeemed in the Pagicians eys to be the rareſt worn 
that ever nature framed : Firſt he teok the moſt valiant and mag- 
nanimous Champion St. George of England, bp the ſtiely Gant- 
let, and with gzeat humility kifſed it, then pzoffering him the cour- 
teſtes due unto ſtrangers, which was perfozmed very gzacioufip z 
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be afterward conducted him into the Enchanted Garden, to the 


Cabe where the Champion of Wales was kept Ceping by the four 
Uirgins ſinging delightful ſongs, and after ſetting bim a Chair 
of Ebony, Ormondine thus began to relate of wonderful things. 
Renowaed Knight at arms (ſaid the Negzomancer } Fames wor- 
thieſt Champion, whoſe ſtrange Adventures all Chriſtendome in 
time to come ſhall applaud : be ſilentcill 1 have told my tale, for 
never after this. muſt my tongue ſpeak agein: The Knight 
which thou ſeeſt here wrapt in this Sheet of Gold, is a Chriſtian 
Champion; as chou art, ſprung from the ancient ſeed of Trojunt 
Warriours,who likewiſe attempted to draw this Enchanted ſword, 
but my Magick ſpels ſo prevailed, that he was intercepted in the 
enterpriſe, and forced ever ſince to remain ſleeping in this Cave: 
but now the hour is almoſt come of his recovery, which by, thee 
muſt be accompliſhed:thou art that adventurous Championguboſe 
invincible hand muſt finiſh up my deteſted life: and ſend may fleet 
ing ſoul to draw thy fatal Chariot upon the bancks of burning 
Acberen: for my time was limited to remain no longer in this en- 
chanted Garden, but till that from the North ſhould come a 
Knight that ſhould pull this ſword from. the. Enchanted Rock, 
which thou happily haſt now performed) therefore I know my 
time is ſhort, and my hour of deſtiny at hand. What I report, 
write it in brazen lines, for the time will come whenthis Diſcourſe 
ſhall highly benefit thee. Take heed thou obſerve three thiugs: 
Firſt, that, thou take to Wife a pure maid: Next, that:thot erect 
a monument over thy, Fathers grave: and laſtly that thon conti- 
nue a profeſſed foc to the enemies of Chriſt Jeſus, bearing atwslin 
the honour andpraiſe of thy Country. Theſe things being truly 
and juſtly obſerved, thou ſhalt attain ſuch honour, thats ali King 
domes of Chriſtendom ſhall admirgthy dignity : WHA NIL ſpeck bs 
upon no vain Imagination, ſprun — a frastich hun, but 
pronounced by the myſtic all and art of Negromanty- 1 4 
ws tho bete 
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T befe wozds were no ſooner ended, but tbe moſt honourable 
and foztuunate Champion of England, requeſted the Magician te 
difcribe his paſſed foztunes, and by what means be came to be 
Gobeenour of the Inchanted Garden. 

To tell the Diſcourſe of my own life(Replyed Ormondine) will 
breed a new ſorrow in my heart, tke remembrance of which will 
rend my very ſoul : but yet (moſt noble Knight) to fulfil thy re- 
queſt, I will force my tongue to declare what my heart denies to 
utter: Therefore prepare thineear to entertain the wofulleſt tale 
that ever tongue delivered. And fo aſter S. George had ſate a while 
filent, expecting bis diſceurſe, the Bagictan ſpake as tolloweth.

chaſt without any ſpot of diſhonour. Oh ʒ wo to thee unconſlant 
Knight, thy flattering eyes deceived me, and thy glozing tongue 
enticed me to commit that fin, which all the Ocean ſtreams can ne- 
ver waſhaway : Why ſtand Irelating thus in vain ? the deed is 
done, and Floridon will triumph in the ſpoyl of mi virginity,while 
he ly es dallying in my Siſters Armes: Nay, firſt, the fatal lights of 
Funerals ſhall mask abont his Marriage bed, and his Bridal blaze 
lle quench with blood: for I will go unto their Marriage Cham. 
ber, where as theſe hands of mine ſhallrend my Siſters Womb, be- 
fore ſheſhall enjoy the intereſt of my bed: rage heart, inſtead of 
love delight in Murder, let vengeance be ever in thy thoughts un- 
til thou haſt quencht with b ood the furies of diſloyal love. 

Thus complained the woful Caſtria, robing up and down the 
Court of Scythia, until the Biftreſs of the Night bd ſpent fibe 
months: at the end of which time, the appointed Marriage of Flo- 
ridon and Marcilla dzegwv nigh, the thought thereof pzobed an 
endleſs terroꝛ to her heart, and ofa moze intollerable burthen, tban 
the pains of her Momb; the which ſhe girded in ſo extreamly foz 
fear offuſpicion, and partly inder colour to being about her inten- 
ded tragedy. Which was in this bloody and execrable manner age 
compliſhed and brought about, 

The day at laſt came, whereon Floyidon aud Marcilla ſhouldtye 


that ſacred knot of Marriage, and the Prince, and Potentates of 
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S$eytbia were all preſent to ſee Himens Holy Rites : In which Ho- 
nourable Aſſembly, n one were more buſier then Caſtria, to beau- 
tific her Siſters Wedding. The Ceremonies being no ſooner per- 
formed, and the dayſpent in all pleaſures fitting the honour of ſo 
great and mighty a train, but Caftris requeſted the uſe of the coun- 
try, which was this, that the firſt night ofevery Maidens Marriage, 
a known Virgin ſhould lye with the Bride, which honourable task 
wascommittedto Caſtria: who provided againſt the hour appoin- 
ted a ſilver Bodkin, and hid it ſecretly in the crammels of her hair, 
wherewith ſhe intended to proſecute revenge. The Brides Lodging 
Chamber was appointed far from the hearing of any one, leſt the 
noyle of people ſould hinder her quiet ſleep. 

But at laſt; when the hour of her wiſhes approached , that the 
Bride ſhould take leave of her Ladies, and Maidens that attended 


her to her Chamber, the new Married Ploridon in Comp:ny of ma- 


ny Scythian Knights, committed Marciiia to her quiet reſt, little 
miſtruſting the bloody purpoſe of her Siſters mind. 

But now behold, how every thing fell out according to her de- 
fires, The Ladys and Gentlewomen were no ſooner departed, 
and ſilence taken poſſeſſion of the whole Court, but Cafria with 
her own hand locked the Chamber Door, and ſecretly conveyed 
the Keys under the beds head, not perceived by the betrayed Mar- 
cilla; which poor Lady after ſome ſpeeches departed to bed;where- 
in ſhe was no ſooner layed, but a heavy ſleep overmaſtered her 
ſenſes, whereby her tongue was forced to bid her Siſter good- 
night, who as then fate diſcontented by ber bed ſide, watching 
the time, wherein ſhe might conveniently act the bloody tragedy: 

upon a Court-Cupbord ſtood two burning Tapers, that gave light 
to the whole Chamber, which in her conceit ſeemed to burn blue: 
which fatal ſpectacle encouraged her to a more ſpeedy perfor- 
mance : and by the light of the two lamps ſhe unbraced her Ve- 
ſtures, and ſtripped her ſelt into her milk- white Smock, having not 
fo much upon ber head, as a Caul to hold up her golden hair: after 
this ſhe took her filver Bodłin, that before ſhe had ſecretly hidden 
in her hair, and with a wrathful countenance, (upon whoſe bzows 


ſat the image at pale Death) ſhe came to her new Married Siſter, 


being then overcome with a heavy flumber, and with her Bodkin 


ſtarted 


pierced her tender breaſt : who immediately at the ſtroke thereof 
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ſtarted from her ſleep, and gave ſuch a pittiful ſcrike, that it would 
have wakened the whole Court, but that the Chamber ſtood far 
from the hearing of Company, except her bloody minded Siſter, 
whoſe hand wasready to redouble her fury, with a ſecond ſtroke. 

But when Marci/la beheld the ſheety and ornaments of her bed 
diſtaind with purple gore, and from her breaſt ran ſtreams of crim. 
ſon blood, which like to a fountain trickled from her boſome, ſhe 
breathed forth this cruel exclamation againſt the cruelty of 


Caſtria. 

0 Siſter ( quoth ſbe)hath nature harboured in t aſt a bloody 
mind ! What fury hat h incenſt thee thus to. commit my Tragedy? 
In what have I miſdone, or wherein hath my tongue offended thee? 
What cauſe hath been occaſion, that thy remorſeleſs hand againſt 
nature, hath converted my joyful Nuptials, to a woful Funeral; 
This is the cauſe (Keplyed Caſtria, and therewitbal chewed ber 
Womb, grown big tbzough the burden of her Child) chat 1 have 
bathed my hands, in thy deteſted blood. 

Ste, ſee, Marcilla (ſaid the) the unhappy bed, wherein thy 
accurſed Husband hath ſown his ſeed, by which my Virgins honor 
is for ever ſtained, this is the ſpot which thy heart blood muſt waſh 
away, and this is the ſhame that nothing but death ſhall finiſh 5 
therefore a ſweet revenge, anda preſent murther likewiſe will I 
commit upon my ſelf, whereby my loathed ſoulin company of my 
unborn babe ſhall wander with chyGhoſt along the Srigian Lakes. 
Which wozds being no ſooner finiſhed, but ſhe biolently peirced 
ber own bzeaſt, whereby therwo Siſters blood were equally ming- 
led together: but now Marcilla being tbe firſt wounded, and the 
nierer dꝛawing teward death, ſhe wofully complained with this 
dying Lamentation. 

Draw neer (ſaid the) you blazing Stars, you earthly Angels, 
you imbroidered girls, you lovely Ladies, and flouriſhing Dames 
of Scythia, behold her woful end, whoſe glories — to the 
elemnts, behold my Marriage bed, here beautified with — 
converted to deaths bloody habitation, my brave attire to earthly 
Mould, and my princely Pallaces to Flizium ſhades, beinga place 
appointed for — lived and dyed true Virgins: for 
_— feel the pains of Deatl cloſing my lives windows, and my 


heart ready to entertain the ſt: cx of deſtiny. Come Tloridon, , 
come, 
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- ome inſtead of Arms, get Eagles wings, that in thy boſome I may 
breathe my murthered Ghoſt. World fare thou well, I was too 
proud of my inticing pleaſures : thy Princely Pomp and all th 
gliſtering Ornaments, I muſt for ever bid adue. Father, farewe 
withall my masking I rain of Courtly Ladies, Knights and Gentle- 
women: my Death I know will make thy Pallace deaths gloomy 
Regiment; and laſt of all, farewell my noble Flori don, for thy 
ſweet ſake Marcilla here is murthered. 

At the end of which wozds, the dying Lady being faint with thg 
abundance of that iſſued (rom her wounded bzeaſt, gave up 
the Ghoſt. NoWnner had pale death ſeized upon ber liveleſs body, 
but Caftria thzougb the extremity of her wound toas ready to en ter- 
tain the ſtroke of the fatall Siſters, who alſo complained in this 
manner: Harken pom loving Girles, (ſaid ſhe) to you A 
ſpeake,tbat know what endleſs griefe,diflopall and falle lobe bꝛæds 
in conſtant mindes, the thought whereof is ſo intolerable to my 
ſculthar it exceeds the tormentsof Danaus Doughters,which con- 
tinually lill water in bottomleſs Tubs in Þell- Oh that my ears 
had never liftned to bis ſugzed ſpeecbes, oz neber known what. 
Courily p:eaſures meant, where Beauty libes a bait foz ebery luſt» 
ſul eye: but rather to habe libed a Countrep:Laſs, - where ſweet- 
content is harbourcd, and beauty h2ouded under true bumility, 
then had not Floridon bereabed me of my ſweet Uirginitp,noz bad 
this accurſed hand committed this cruell murther ; Wat Ob! J 
feel my ſoul paſsing into Elizium ſhades where Creuſas ſhadow and 
Didoes Ghoſt habe their abidings : thitber doth mp ſpirir-flie, to 
be entertainedamongſt thoſe unhappy Ladies whom untonftant 
lebe bath murthered: Thus Caſtria nor being able to ſpeak any 
longer, gabe a berp griebous ſight and ſo bad adus to the Moti. 

Now when the mozning Sun-badichaſed away the darkſortie 
nights Floridoa wholittle miſtruſted the Tragedy ot the td Si⸗ 
ſtors, repatred ta the Chamber Do, with a confoet- df Shilfal) 
ufittans, where the inſpiring Harmony ſounded to the Waits, 
and Floridons mozning ſalutarions were ſpent in bain: foe death 
ſo ftopt the two Princes ears. , that no refound of thanks at all ra- 
anſwered bis wozds, which cauſed/Floridon to depart, thinking 
them to de afleep, and tu return within an bour after, ho wich» · 
out any company came to the Chaber-Doze, where he again found 
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all dient: at twhicd — — future ebent, be burſt open the 
Doe, where being no -fooner eatred, but be found the two Ladies 
woltr ing in ide ir own gozs; which wou ſpettacſe p2eſentiy*ſo de- 
readed him of his wits, that like a frantic man be raged up and 
down, ond in this manner bt-terly complained. 

Oh immortal Powers, open the wra / hful Gates of Heaven, and 
in your Juſtice puniſn me, for my unconſtant Love hath murthe- 
thered ewo of che br-»eſt Ladies chat eve: nature framed, revive 
ſweet Dames of Soythia, and hear me ſp ak, that am the wofulleſt 
wretch that evenipake wich a tongue: If Ghoſtmay here be given 
for Ghoſt, dear Lady take my ſou! and live, or if my heart might 
dwell within your breaſts, this hand ſhall equally divide it: Bur 
words L ſce re vain, and my pcoter cannot purchaſe life, nor re- 
cover your breaching ſpirits: yet ve ce ſhall you ha ve, this 
hand ſhelf une wine my fatall twiſt, and bereave my bloody breaſt 
of life, whereby my happy Ghoſtſhal} follow you through Tar- 
ear Gulfes, through burning Lakes, and through the lowring 
ſhades of dreadful Corytus: gape, gape, ſweer earth and in thy 
Womb make ail our Tombes together. 

Which woll Lamentarion being no ſooner bꝛeathed from his 
ſezrowful bzeaft,but he ſiniſhed his days, by the ſtroke of that fame 
accurfed bodkin that was the bloody inftrumeut ofthe two Siſters 
death z; the which he found ſtifl remaining i 
of Caftria. 2 

Thus have yon heard (moſt worthy Nn 
ofthree of the moſt goodlieſt Perfonages that ver nature framed: 
but now with diligent —— unto the anforrunate diſcourſe 
of mine own mfery; which in this unhappy munner fell out: for 
no eder Ayingnews of che 42 Princes to my 
ears, oe into ſucha diſcontented pa ſſion that l abandoned 
my ſelf from company of people, and fare for ſeven moneths in a 

ſti on, lamenting rhe Jofs of my Children, like weeping

Nis, whithr was the forowfulleſt Lady that ever lived. 


During which time, the repoztof-Floridons unhappy Tragedy 
IL Körber ears, being tte ole King of Armenia: 


te grief to exceeded the doumds of reaſon, that with all cone, 
nient ſpeed he gathered the greateſt ſtrength Armenia could make 
and in revenge or his Sons murther, entred my Zerritozies, —5

with bis well appꝛobed Warriozs ſu my DPꝛobinces, flaugh- 
tred my AKculdiers, conquered my Captains, flew my Commons, 
burnt my Cities, and left my Country Willages deſolate, where, 
when I beheld my Country ovber-ſpzead with Famine, Fire, and 
Sword, thzte inteſtine plagues, wherewith Þeaven ſcourgetb the 
tins of the wicked, J was fozced ts ſafeguard mp lite, to fozſake 
mp native Pabitation, Kingly Goberment, only committing my 
Foztune (like a baniſpt exile) to wander in unknown paſſages, 
where care was my chief companion, and diſcontent my oni 
foliciter : at laſt it was in mp deſtiny to arribe in this unbapp?

ſurance. Then pzeſently be placed befoze my face this enchanted 
Swoꝛd, ſo ſurely cloſed in ſtone, it ſpould neber be pulled uot, but 
by the hands of a Chzeiſtian ànigbt; and till that tagke was per- 
fozmed, I ſhould live exempt from all danger, although all the 
Kingdoms of the Earth aſſayled me: which Lask (moſt adventu⸗ 
rous Champion) thou haſt now perfozmed, whereby J know the 
bour of my death cheth, and my time of confuſion is at hand. 
This difcourſe nced by the Negzomancer Ormondine, 
was no ſzoner ed, but the wozthp Champion . George

be two Champions after caurteousembearings; 6 
greetings, rebealed each to other The firange Ab ugs lber bat 
paſſed, S. David told how he was bound by the oath of Rnight- 
bood, to perfozm the adventure of Ormoudiae : Eo Saint 
| corge 
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George p2eſent!y deliberedthe Enchanted Swozd, with the Ne- 
gzomancers Head into the hands of S. David, the which he pc- 
cently diſlebered ſrom his body. But here muſt my weary Mule 
leabe S. David travelling with Ormondines Þead to the Tartari- 
an Emperour, and ſpeak of the following Adbentures that hapned 
to Saint George, after bis departure fromthe Enchanted Garden, 


CHAD. XI. 


How S. George arrived at bis co. in Barbary, where he ſtole a- 
way Sabra the Kings Daughter of Egypt, from the Blackmore 
King, and how ſhe was known to be a pure Virgin by the 
means of the Lyon, and what hapned unto Fim in the fame ad- 


venture. 


Aint George, after the recobery of S. David, as you 
beard in the fozmer Chapter, diſpatched bis jcurnep to- 
ward Chziſtendom, whoſe pleaſant Banks be long de- 
fired to behold, andthought ebery day a pear, till bis 
eps enjoyed a ſtvee! fight of bis Patibe Countrey England, upon 
whoſe Chalky Clitfes be had net rod in many a weary Summers 
day: therefoze committing his journep to a foztunate ſucceſs, be 
travelled though many a dangerous Countrep: where the people 
were not only of a bloody diſpoſition, giben to all manner of wick- 
edneſs, but the ſopl gzeatly annoyed with wild Beaſts, thzough 
which be could not well trabell without danger: therefoze he car- 
ried continually in one of bis hands a weapon ready charged, to 
encounter with the Peathen People. if occaſion ſbould Terbe, and 
in the other hand, a bzight blaze of fire to defend him from the fury 
of wild beaſts, it by violence they aſſapled him, 

Thus in extream danger trabefled the Noble and adbenturous 
Champion S. George, till be arrived in the Territozies of Barba- 
ry, in which Countrey be purpsſed fe? a time to remain, and to 
ſeek foz ſome noble atchiebement, whereby his fame might be en- 
creaſed, and his bonaured name ring thzough all the Kingdomes of 
the Wozld : and being encouraged with this Pꝛincely cegitation, 
the Noble Champion ot England climted to þ top ofa huge Moun⸗ 


tain 5 where he unlocked his Bever, which beſo;e had not been „ 
lifred 
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liſted up in many a dap, and bebeld the wide and ſpacieus Coun⸗ 
trep, bow it was deautified with lofty Pines, a adozned with ma- 
ny godly P allaces. But amongſt the numher of the Towers and 
Cities which the Engliſh Champion beheld, there was one which 
ſ&med to exc&d the reſt both in ſituation and bzabe Buildings, 
which he ſuppcſed to be the chiefeſt City in all the Countrep, and 
the place where the King uſually kept his Court: to which place 
Saint George intended travel, not to furniſp himſelf with any 
ne dfull thing, but to accompliſh ſome honourable adbenture,where- 
by his wozthy deeds might be eternized in the Boks of memozy, 
So after he had deſcended from the top ofthe ſtecpy Mountain and 
had tradelledin a low Uaſley about ſome two oz the miles, he 
appzoached an old, and almoſt ruinated Permitage ober-yzown 
with Mols, and other weeds, befoze the Entry of which Permi⸗ 
tage late an ancient Father upon a round Stone, taking the beat 
of the warm Sun, which caſt ſuch a comfoztable bzightneſs upon 
the Hermits face, that his white Beard ſ&med tb gliſter like Cl- 
ver, and his Head to exceed the whiteneſs of the Nozthern Jficles 
to whom alter S. George had giben the due reberence that belong⸗ 
ed unto Age, he demanded the name of the Countrep, and the Ci- 
ty he trabelled to, and under what King the Country was Gc- 
verned: Lo whcm the courtecus Permit thus replped: 

Moſt Noble Knight, for ſo I geſs you are, by your furniture and 
outward appearance, ycu are now in the confines of Barbary, 
the City oppolite before your eys is cailed Tripoly remaining un- 
der the Goverment of Almidor, the black King of Morocco, in 
which City he now keepeth his Court,attended on by as many 
gallant Knights as any King under the cope of Heaven. 

At which words the Poble Champion of England ſuddenly 
ftarted, as though be had intelligence of ſome baleful news which 
deeply diſcontented his Peincely mind: bis beart was pzefently 


incenſt with a ſpeedp rebenge, and his mind ſo extreamly thirſted 


after Almidors & ragedp, that he could ſcarce make anſwer again 
to to the Permits woꝛds: But bꝛidling his fury, the Angry Cham- 
pion ſpake in this manner: 

Grave Father (ſaid he) through the treachery of that accurſed 


King, Iendured ſeven years impriſonment in Perſia, where I ſuf- 


fered both hunger, cold, and extream miſery;but if1 had ny good 
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sword Askalon, and my truſty Palfray which left in the Egyp- 
tian Court where remains my betrothed love, the Kings daughter 
of Egypt, I would be avenged upon the head of Almidor were his 
uard more ſtrong then the Army of Xerxes, whoſe mulwtudes 
Co Rivers dry. Why ſaid the Hermit, Sabra the Kings daughter 
of Egypt, is Queen of Barbary, and ſince her nuptials were ſo- 
lemnly performed in Tripoly, are ſeven *ummers fully finiſhed. 
Now by the honour of my Country England(repliedS. George) 
the place of my Nativity, and asi ama true Ghriſtian Knight, 
theſe eys of mine ſhall never cloſe, this undaunted heart never en- 
tertain one thought of peace, nor this unconquered hand receive 
one mirfutes ret,until I have obtained a fight of the ſweet Prineeſs 
for whoſe ſake] have endured fo long impriſonment : therefore 
dear Father be thus kind to a Traveller, as to exchang thy clo- 
thing for this my rich furniture and luſty Steed, which I brought 
from the Souldan of Perſia, for in the habit of a Palmer I may en- 
joy the fruition of her ſight without ſuſpicion : otherwiſe I muſt 
needs be conſtrained by violence with my truſty Fauchion to make 
way into her Princely pallace: where l know ſh is attended on 
moſt carefully, by ma''y Valiant and Couragious Knights: there- 
fore courteouſly deliver me thy Hermits gown, and I will give 
thee to boot with my Horſe and Armour, this Boxe of coſtly jew- 
els : which when the grave Hermit beheld, he humbly thanked the 
Noble Champion, an d ſo with all the ſpeed they could poſſible 
make: exchanged apparrel, and in this manner departed 
The Palmer being glad, repaired to his Hermitage with Saint 
Georges furniture, and Saint George in the Palmers apparel towards 
the City of Trypoly , who no ſooner came to the ſumptuons build- 
ings of the Court. but he eſpied a hundred poor Palmers knee- 
ling at the Gate, to whom S. George ſpake in this manner, not with 
lofty and Heroical ſpeeches, beſeeming a Princely Champion, but 
with meek and humble words, like to an aged Palmer. 
My dear brethren (ſaid the Champion) for what intent re- 
mein you here, or wha t expect you from this honourable Court ? 
We ab ide here (anſwered the Palmers) for an Alms, which the 
Queen once a day hath given this ſeven years, for the ſake of an 
Engliſh Knight named S. George, whom ſhe affecteth above all 
the Knights in the World: But when will this be given (ſaid St. 
rge, M 2 In 
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In the afternoon (Replyed the Palmers) until which time up- 
on our dended knees we hourly pray for the good fortune of 
that moſt noble Engliſh Knight. Which Speeches ſo pleaſed the 
BUaliant-minded Champion . George, that be thought eberp 
minute a whole year till the golden un bad paſt away the middle 
part of Þeaben : foz it was but newly riſen ſrom Aurora's Bed, 
whoſe light as pet with a fhamefaſt radiant bluſþ, diſtained the 
Eaſtern Skie. : 

During which time, the moſt baltant and magnanimous Cham- 
pion, . Gorge of England, one while remembeing the extreme 
miſery be enduted in Perſia, fo? ber ſake, whereat be let fall manp 
Chꝛiſtal tears from bis eyes : another while thinking upon the 
terrible Battell he bad with the burning Dꝛagon in Egypt, where 
de redeemed ber from the fatal jawes of death: at laſt it was bis 
chance to walk about the Court bebolding $ ſumptucus Buldings, 
and the curious engzaben Wozks by the atebiebement ot man, be- 
ſtowed upon the gliſtring Windowes: whcre be beard to bis 
exceeding pleaſure, the beabenly boice of his belobed Sabra, de⸗ 
ſcending froma Window upen the Weſt fide of the Pallace, 
bbere tbe warbled ſoꝛth this ſozetuful ditty upon her Jbozy Lute, 


Die all defires of joy and Courtly pleaſures, 
Die all deſires of Princely Royalty, 

Die all deſires and worldly treaſures,» 

Die all deſires of ſtately Majelty : 

Sith he 1s gone that pleaſed moſt mine eye, 
lor whom I wiſh ten thouſand times to die. 


O that mine eys might never ceaſe to weep, 
| Othat my tongue might evermore complain, 
O that my ſoul miglit in his boſom ſleep, 
For whoſe ſweet ſake my heart doth live in pain, 
In woe ] ſing with briniſh tears beſprent, 
Out- worn with grief, conſum'd with diſcontenc.

Which ſozrowful Ditty being no ſooner ended, but the departed 
tbe Mindow, quite frcm the bearing of the Engliſh Champion, 
that ſtood gazing up tv $ Coſements, pzeparing his eers to enter- 
tain ber ſtveet tuned melody$ ſecond time: ut it was in bain,wbers- 
at he gzew into meꝛe perplexed paſsions, then Aeneas, when he bad 
loſt bis belobed Cruſa among the Army of the Gzecians : ſome 
times wiſhing the day to baniſh in a moment, that rhe hour ot her 
benebolence might apPzoach, othor times comtozting his fad co- 
citations with the remem bzance of her true chaſtiry ,and ſong con- 
tinuedconftancy foz his ſake ; comparing her lobe imto Thisbes, 
ber chaſtity to Diana's, and her conſtancy to Peneopes. 

Thus ſpent be the time away, till the glozious Sun began to 
decline the Weſtern parts of the Earth, when the Palmers ſhould 
receive her wanted benebolence : againſt which time, the Enalifþ 
Champion placed himſelf in the nijoſt of them, that expected the 
wiſhed hour ofher comming, who at the time appointed, came to 
the Pallace Gate, attired in mourning Ueſture like Prolixena 
King Priams Daughter , when ſhe went to Cacrifice 3 ber bair 
aſter a careleſs manner hung wabering in the wind. almoft chang- 
ed from yellow barniſbt bzightneſs, to the colour of filver, rþzougb 
ber long continued ſs2rows and grief of heart, her eys ſeemed to 
babe wept ſeas of tears, and her wonted beauty to whoſe fairneſs, 
all the Ladies in the wozld did fomtimes peeld obexſance) toas 
now ftaind with the pearled dew that trickled down ber ch&ks: 
where after the ſoꝛrowful Queen badguftly numbzed the Palmers, 
and with bigilanr ey:s bebeld the Pꝛincely countenance of St. 
George, her colour began to change (rom red to white, and from 
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white to red, as though the Lilly and the Roſe had ſtrobe foꝛ ſu 
Periozitp ;but pet colouring ber cogitations nnder a ſmcoth bzow,- 
ür ſt delivered her Almes to the Palmers, then taking . George, 
all de, with him ſbe thus kindly began to confer : Palmer (ſaid ſhe) 
thou reſembleſt both in Princely countenance and courteous beha- 
viour, that thrice honoured Champion gf Exgland, for whoſe ſake 
I have daily beſtowed my benevolence for this ſeven years: his 
name is St. George, his fame I know thou haſt keard reported in 
many a Country to be the braveſt Knight that ever buckled on ſteel 
Helm: therefore for his ſake wili I grace thee with the chiefeſt ho- 
nour in this Court:nſtead of thy ruſſet Gaberdin I will cloath thee 
in purpi'e ſilk, and inſtead of thy Ebon Raffe, thy hand ſhall weild 
the richeſt Sword that ever Princely eye beheld. To whom the 
Noble Champion S. George replyed in this couttecus manner. 

I have heard (quoth he) the Princely Atchievemensts and mag- 
nanimous Adventures of that honoured Engliſh Knight which you 

ſo dearly affected, bru'tedrhrough many a Princes Court, and how 

for the love of a Lady: be hath endured a long imp:iſonment, from 
whence he acver looked to retuin, but to ſpend the remnant of 
his days in laſting miſery : at which the Queen let fall from her 
eps ſuch a ſhow? of pearled tears, and ſent ſuch a number of firain- 
edſighs from her griebed heart, that ber fozrow ſeemed to exceed 
the Queens of Carthage, when ſhe had foz eber loſt the ght of ber 
beloved Led. But the bzabe minded Champion purpoſed no long- 
er to continue ſecret, but with bis diſcovery to convert her ſozrow- 
ful Moang to fmiling jop: and fo caſting off his Polmers weed; 
acknowledged himſelf to the Queen, and therewithall ſhewed rhe 
balf Ring whereon was iugraben this Poſie Ardeo affeRione: 
which Ring in fozmer time (as you may read befoze ) they had 
rerp equally divided betwixt them to be kept in remembzarice of 
their plighted Faiths. X 

Which unexpected ſight highly pleaſed the beauteoug Sabra, 
and ber joy ſo exceeded the bounds of reaſon, that ſhe could 
not ſpeak one twozd, but was conſtrained thzough ber new 
conceived pleaſure to bꝛeathe a ſad tghoz two into rhe Cham- 
pions boſome, who like a true ennobled Knight, entertained 
her with a lobing kiſſe, where afrertheſe two Labers had fully 
diſcourſed each to other the ſecrets of their ſoules, Sabra bow 
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ſpe continued foz bis lobe a pure A irgin, thzough the ſecret bertue 
of a golden Chain ſteept in Trgers blood, tbe which ſhe woze 
ſeben times double about her Jbozyneck, took him by the gentle 
hand, and led him into ber busbands Stables, where ſtoogbis ap- 
pꝛobed Pallray,which ſbe foz ſeuen years had fed with ber own 
hands: who no ſooner eſpied the return of his Paſter, but be 
moꝛe pꝛoud of his pꝛeſence, rbeg 2ew Bucephalus of the Macedo- 
nian Wonarch, whenhe moſt joptullp teturned in Tryumph from 
any Uictozious Conqueſt, 

Now is the time (laid the excellent Pꝛinceſs Sabra) that thou 
mayelt ſeal up the quittance of our former loves: therefore with 
all convenient ſpeed take thy approved Palfray, and thy truſty 
Sword Arke/on, whicti Iwill preſently deliver into thy hands, 
and with all celerity couvay me from this unhappy Country : for 
the King my husband with all his adventurous Knigłkts, are now 
rod forth on hunting, whoſe abſence wil further our flight: but 
if thou ſtay till his return, it is not a hundred of the hardieſt Knights 
in the World can bear me from this accurſed Pallace. At which 
wozds S. George having a mind gzaced with all excellent vertues 
Replyed inthis maneer: 

Thou knoweſt, my divine Miſtreſſe, that for thy love I would 
endure as many dangers, as 74% ſuffered in the lle of (eos, 
ſo I might at laſt enjoy the pleaſure of true Virginity, For how 
is it poſſible thou canſt remain a pure Maid, when thou haſt been 
a Crowned Queen theſe ſexen years, and every Night haſt enter- 
tained a King into rhy Bed ? 

If thou findeſt me not a true Maid (quoth ſhe) in all that 
thou canſt ſay or doe, ſend me back again hicher unto my foe, 
whoſe Bed 1 account more lothſome than a den of Snakes, and his 
fight more ominous than the Crocodiles. As for the Morocco 
Crown, which by force of friends was ſet upon my head 1 wiſh 
that it might be turned into ablaze of quenchleſs fire, ſo might 
not endanger my body and for the name of Queen, I account it 
a yain title; for I had rather be the Engliſh Lady,tban the great- 
eſt Emp: eſs, in the World. 

At tb ſpeeches S. George willingly condeſcended, g with all ſpeed 
purpoſed to go into England: s therewithal ſcaled an aſſu- 
rance with as ſweet a kiſſe, as Paris gabe to lovely Helena 
when ſhe contented to fozſake her Native Country, and 
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totrabel from ber Pusband Menelaus into Troy, Do lofing no 
time, leaſt delay might bzeed danger, ara furniſþed ber ſelf with 
Cuffictent treaſure, and ſpeedily delib ted to S. George his truſty 
Sword, whict ſbe bad kept ſeben pears fo2 his ſake, with all the 
Furniture belonging ta his appzobed Steed, who uo fooner recei⸗ 
ved ber pꝛoffered giſts, which he accounted dearer than the Aſian 
Monarchp, but pzeſently be ſadled his Þozſe, and beautified bis 
ſtrong Limbs with rich Capariſons. Jn the mean time, Sabra 
thꝛough fair ſpeeches and pꝛomiles, obtained the good will of an 
Eunucb, that was appointedfoz ber Guard in } Kings abſence. to 
accompany them in their travel, and to ſerbe as a truſty guide, if 
occaſion required: which with the Lady ſtood ready at the Cham- 
pidnscommandementz whe no ſooner had furniſhed bimſelf with 
Þabifirfents of War belonging to ſo dangerous a journey but 
be ſet his beloved Miſtris upon a gentle Palfray, which always 
kneeled dawn untill the bad aſcended the Saddle: and likewiſe her 
Eunuch was mounted upon onother Steed, whereon all their rich 
Furniture with coſtly Jewels and ot her Treaſurewas bozne. 

So tbeſe thzee wozthp Perſonages committed their Trabels 
to þ guide of foꝛtune, who pzeſerbed them from the dangers of pur- 
ſuing enemies, which at the Kings return from hunting, followed 
amain toevery Pozt and Haben, that dibided the Kingdom of Bar- 
bary from the confines of Cheiſtendom. But kinde deſtinp ſo gui- 
dedtheir ſteps, that they trabelled another wap, contrary to tbeir 
expectations : foz tohen they looked to arribe upon the Territozies 
of Europe, they were caſt upon the fruitful Banks of Grecia: in 
which Countrep we muſt tell what hapned to the thzee Trabellers 
and omit the vain purſute of the Morocco Knights, the w:athfull 
melancho1ye( the King, and the beuted rumour that was amongſt 
the Commons ofthe Queens departure, who cauſed the larums- 
vels to be rung cuf, and the Beacons, to be ſet on fire, zs though 
the Enemy hadentredtheir Country, 

But now Melpomene, thou Tragick Siter of the Mutes, re- 
poꝛt what unlucky crefſcs bapned to theſe theee Tzabellers in the 
Contines of Grecia, aud how their ſmiling Comedy was by ill 
Hap turned into a weepiug Tragedy: fo wben they had journied 
ſome thzee 02 tour leagues ober many a lolty Hill, they came nigh 
unto a mighty and vaſt wildernefſe thꝛough lohich the ways ſeemed 
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fo long and the Sun-beams ſo exceedingly blowed, that Sabra 
what foz wearineſs in Trabel, and the extream heat cf the day 
was conſtrained toreft under the ſbelter of a mighty Dake, whoſe 
bzancbes had not been lopt in many a year : where ſhe had not 
long remained, but her heart began to faint foz hunger, and her 
colour that was but a little betoze as fair as any Ladics in the 
wozld, began to change foz want of a little dzink : whereat the 
moſt famous Champion S. George balfe dead with bery griefe, 
comfozted her as well as well he cculd after this manner: 

Faint not my dear Lady (ſaid he) here is that good Sword that 
once preſerved thee from · the burning Dragon ; and before 
thou ſhalt die fer want of ſuſtenance, it ſhall make way to every 
corner ofthe Wilderneſs ; where I will either kill ſome Veniſon 
torefreſh thy hungry ſtomack, or make my tomb in the bowels 
of ſome monſtrous Beaſt : therefore abide thou here under this 
Tree in company of thy faithful Eunuch, till I return eitber with 
the fleſh of ſome wilde Deer, orelſe ſome flying bird, to refreſh 
thy ſpirits for a new Travel: 

Thus left he his beloved Lady with the Eunuch to the mercy 
ot the Moods, and travelled up and down the Wilderneſs till he 

2ſpied a Herd of fatted Deer, from which con pan be lingled out 
the faireſt, andlike a tripping Satyze courſed her to death: then 
with a ken-edged ®wozd cut our the godlieſt Hanch of Ueniſon 
that eber Þunters epe beheld; which Gilt her ſuppcſed to be moſt 
welcome to his Beloved Kadp. But mark what hapnedin bis ab- 
ſence to the two weary Travellers abiding under the Tree: where 
after . George's departure, [they bad not long fitten  dif- 
couriingz one while of their long journeys, another while of their 
ſafe delibery from 5 Blackamoze King, ſpending the ſtealing time 
away with-maxy an ancient ſtozy, but there appeared out of a 
thicket two huge and monſttous Lyons, which come directly pacing 
towards the two Travellers ; which fearful ſpectacle when Sa- 
bra bebeld, habing a heart ober charged with the extream fear of 
death, wholly committed ber ſcul into tbe hands of God, and her 
bodp almoſt famiſped fo: Fosd to Cutfice the hunger of the 
two furious Lyons : wha by the appointment of Peaben, p20- 
terrednotſo much as to lap their wzathful Pawes upon the ſmal- 


leſt part of her Garment, but with _ nioodaſſayled the = 
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until thep had buryed his body in the empty baults of their bun⸗ 
0zp Bowels : then with their Teeth lately imbzued in blood, rent 
the Eunuches Steed into ſmall peces : which being done, ther 
came to the Lady, which tate quaking half dead with fear, and 
like two Lambs couched their Heads upon her lap, where with ber 
tands ſhe C:roked down their bziſtled hairs, net daring almoſt to 
breath, till aheabre zxp had over-Waftered their lurious ſenſes 
dy which time the Pꝛincely minded Champion S. George return⸗ 
ed twitha peece of Ueniſon ien the point of his @wezd:who at 
that unexpetted fight, Rood in a maze, whether it was beſt to flie 
{oz ſafeguard of His lite, oz to venture bis foztune againſt the furt- 
cus Lyons. But at laſt the lobe of his Lady enceuraged bim to a 
Fozwardneſs, whom he beheld quaking befoze the diſmal-gates of 
Death: So laying down bis Ueniſon, like a victozious Champt- 
on, ſheathed his appꝛobed Fauchion moſt furiouſly in the bowels 
of one of the Lyons, Sabra kept the cther eeping in her lap till 
his pꝛolperous band likewiſe diſpatched bim: which adbenture 
being perfozmed, be firſt thanked Peaven fo? the victozy, and then 
in this kind manner ſaluted his Lady, 

Now (Sabra ſaid he) I have by this ſufficiently proved thy true 
Virginity ; for it is the nature ofa Lyon, be he never ſo furious 
Kot to harm the unſpotted Virgin, but humbly to lay his briſtled 
Head upon a Maidens lap. Therefore, divine Paragon, tho art 
the Worldschief wonder for Love and chaſtity, whoſe honoured 
vertues ſhall ring as far as Phebxs ſends his lights, and whoſe con- 
ſtancy I will maintain in every Land where I come, to te the tru- 
eſt under theCircuit of the Sun: at which wozds he cafi his eps afide 
and beheld the bloodyſpectacle of the Eunuches Tzagedy, which by 
Sabra was woſuſllp diſcourſed, to the great grief of S. George, 
where ſad fighs ſerbed foz a doleſnl knel to bewafle his untimely 
death; but habing a noble minde net ſubject to bain ſozrow, where 
all hope ef life is paſt, ceaſed bis griefe, and pzepared the Ueniſon 
in readineſs fc his Ladies repaſt, which in this ozder was dꝛeſſed. 

Be had in his Pocket a Fire-lock, wherewith be Nrok fire and 
kindled it with Sun burnt Poſs, and encreaſed the flame with o- 
ther dey wood which be gathered in the Wilderneſs:agairſt which 
they roſted the Ueniſon,and ſufficed theniſelbes to their own con- 
tentments, after which jopful repaſt, theſe two Pzincely Perſons 
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ret fozwards to their wonted Travels, whereby the happy guide ot 
Heaben ſo conducted their ſteps, that befoze many dapes paſſed, 
they arribed in the Grecian Court, eben upon that day, when the 
Marriage of the Grecian Emperour ſhould be ſolemnly holden : 
which Koyal Nuptials, in fezmer times had been bzuſted into e- 
berp Nation in the Wozld, as well in Europe, as Africa and A- 
fia ; at which honourable Marriage the bzabeſt Knigbts'then li⸗ 
ving on Earth were pꝛeſent: foz golden Fame had bzuted the re- 
pozt thereof to the ears ofthe ſeben Champions: in Theſſaly, to 
D. Dennis the Champion of France, there remaining with bis 
beauteous Eglantine: into Civill, to Saint James the Champion 
of Spaine, where be remained with bis lobelp Celeſtine : to Saint 
Anthony the Champion of Italy, then trabeſling into the Bozzers 
. of Scythia, with his Lady Roſſalinde: likewiſe to S. Andrew, the 
Champion of Scotiand : to S. Patrick the Champion of lre and 
and to S. David the Champion of Wales, who all atchiebedmany 
memozable Adventures in the Kingdome of Tartary, as you babe 
beard beſeze diſcourſed at large, 

ut now Fame, and ſmiling Foztune conſented, to make their 
Knightly Atchievements to ſpine in the eys of the whole Wozld, 
therefoze by the conduction of Peaben, they generally arrived in 
the Grecian Emperours Court: of whoſe Tilts and Turnaments 
therein perfoꝛmed, to the honour of bis Nuptials, my wearie Wiſe 
is bound to diſcourſe, | 


CRAP XI, 

How the ſeven Champions arrived in Grecia at the Emperours 
Nuptials, where they performed many Noble Atchievements, 
and how after open Wars were proclaimed againſt Chriſten» 
dome by the diſcovery of many Knights, and how every Cham- 
pion departed into his own Countrey. 

O ſpeak of the number of the Knights, that aſſembled 

in the Grecian Court together, were a labeur over tedi⸗ 

| ous, requiring the Pen of Homer: Therefoze will I 6- 

mit the Ponoꝛable Train of Knighrs and Ladies that 

did attend him tothe Chinch; their coſtly Garments and gliſte⸗ 

ring Oꝛnaments, erteeding the Ropalty of Hecuba, the beauteous 


Queen of Troy, And alſo I paſs * rhe ſumptuous Banquets, 
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the honourable ſervices, and delicious Chear that beautified the 
Emperours Nuptials, with the ſtately Wasks and Courtly Dan- 
ces perfozmed by many Noble Perſonages, and chteflp Diſcourſe 
of the Knightly Atchiebements of the ſeben Champions of Chzt- 
ſtendom, whoſe honourable pzoceedings, and magnanimous En⸗ 
counters babe deſerved a golden Pen to relate: foz after ſome tew 
days ſperit in Chamber ſpozts, to the great pleaſure of the Grecian 
Pꝛince, the Emperour pꝛeſently pzoclaimed a ſolemn Juſting to 
be holden foꝛ the ſpace ef ſeben days, in the honour of his Warriage 
and appointed foz bis chief Champions tbe ſeben Chziftian 
Knights;whoſe Names as then were not known by any one except 
their own attendants, 

Againſt the appointed dapthe Turnaments ſbould begin, the 
Emperour cauſed a wonderful large frame of Timber-wozk to be 
erected: whereon the Empzeſs and her Ladies might ſtand, foz the 
better view ofthe Tilters, and at pleaſure behold the Champions 
Encounters, moſt nobly perfozmed in the honour of their Miſtreſſes: 
likewiſe in the compaſs of the Liſts were pitched ſeben Tents of 
ſeven ſeberal colours, wherein 5 ſeven Champions might remain 
till the ſound of the filber Trumpets ſummoned them ts appear. 

Thus every thing pzepared in readineſs, fitting ſo great a Kop- 
alty, the Pzinces andLadies placed in their Seats, the Emperour 
with bis new married Empzeſs inveſted on their loſty Thꝛones, 
ſtrongly guarded with a hundꝛed Armed Knights, the Kings Pe⸗ 
ralds ſolemnlp pꝛoclaimed the Turnaments, which in this moſt 
ropall manner began, 

T be firſt day S. Dennis of France was appe inted chief Champion 
againſt all commers, who was called by the title of the golden Kr. 
who at the ſound of the Trumpet entred the Liſts, bis Tent 
was of the colour of the Parigold, upon the top an artificial Sun 
kramed, that ſeemed to beautiſie p whole Aſſembly: bis bozſe of an 
Jon Gꝛap, graced with a ſpangled Plume of Feathers : befoze 
him rod a page in purple filke, bearing upon his Creſt thet golden 
Floure de luces, which did fignifie his Arms, Thus in this Ropal 
manner entred S. Dennis the Liſts : where after he had traced 
twice oz thꝛice up and down, to the open view ef the whole com- 
pampanp, be pzepared himſelfe in readineſs to beyin the Turna- 
ment:againſt whom ran many Greciag Knights, which were Fop⸗ 

led. 
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led by the French Champion, to the wonderful admiration of all 
the bebolders: but to be byief, be ſo wozthp!ly behaved himſelf,and 
with ſuch Foztitude, that rhe Emperour applauded him (oz the 
bꝛabeſt Knight in the Wozld. 

Thus in great Royalty, to the exceeding pleaſure of the Empe- 
rour, was the firſt day ſpent, till dark Evening cauſed þ Knights 
to bzeak off company, and repair to their Rights repoſe, And rhe 
next mozning no ſtoner did Phoebus ſhew his ſplendant beightneſs 
but the King of Heralds under the Empercur, with a noyſe of 
Arumpets awaked > Champions ſrom their ſilent leep,who with 
all ſpeed pzepared foz the ſecond days Exerciſe- The chief Cham- 
pion appointed foz that dap, was the bictozious Anigbt S. James 
of Spaine : which atter the Emperour and Empzeſs had ſeated 
themſeltes with a ſtatel p train of beautiful Ladies, entred the 
Liſts upon a Spani{ Gennet betrapt with a rich Capariſon : di- 
rectly ober againſt the Emperours Thzone, bis Tent was pitcht, 
which was of the colour of Quick-ſilber, whereon was poztrayed 
many fine devices: befoze the Tent atrended four Squires, bear- 
ing feur ſeberal Scutchions in their bands, whereon were curiouſ- 
Ip painted tte four Elements: likewiſe be had the title of the Sil- 
ber Knight, wbo bebabed bimtelf no leſs wozthy of all Pꝛincelp 
eommendations than the French Champian the dap befoze. The 
third day S. Anthony of Italy was chief Challenger in the Tur- 
nament, whoſe Tent was of the colour of the Skies, bis ſteed fur⸗ 
niſbed with coftly habiliments, bis Armour after the Warbarian 


manner, his Shield plated round about with ſteel, whereon was 


painted a golden Eagle in a Field of Blew, which ſignified the an 
cient armes of Rome:ltkewiſe be had the title of the Azure Knight 
whoſe matchleſs Chibalry foz that day won the p2ize [rem all the 
Gzecian Kuights, to the great rejopcing of his Lady Roſalinde, 
the King of Thracia's Daughter that till remained in Pages at- 
tire, wherein (foꝛ the dear lobe ſbe boze B. Antkony) difguiſedly 
the ſtole from the Court, whoſe diſcovery ſhall hereafter be expzec- 
ſed. The fcurth day by the Emperours appointment, the valiant 
and woꝛt by Knight S. Andrew cf Scotland obtained the Foncur, 
as to be chief Challenger foz the Turnament:his Tent was framed 
in the manner of a ſhip, ſwimming upon the wabes ofthe Sea, in- 
bironed about with Dolphins, Tritons, à many ſtrange contrived 
Mer maides: 
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Mermaides: upon the top ſod the picture of Neptune the Gad of 
the Seas bearing in bis hand a Streamer, whereon was 
wꝛought in Crimſon-Silk a cozner Croſs which ſeemed to be his 
Countries Arms:he was called the red Knight, becauſe his Pozſe 
was covered with a blody beil, his wozthy atchtebements obtained 
ſuch fabour in the Empercurs eps, that he thzew him his filver 
Gantler, which was p2:ized at a thouſand Poztagues, where after 
bis Noble Encounters, be enjayed a ſweer repoſe, The fift day 
S. Patrick of Ireland, as chief Champion entred the Liſts upon an 
Iriſh Hobbie, cobered with a beil of Gzeen, attended ou by tx Sil- 
bane Knights, ebery one bearing upon bis ſhoulder a bloming 
Tr&: The Tent reſembled a Summers Bower, at þ entry where- 
of ſtd the picture of Flora beautified with a wzeath of ſweer-Cmel- 
ling Roſes: he was named the Gzeen Knight whoſe wozthp Pzow- 
eſſe ſo daunted the defendant, that befoze the Turnament began, 
they gabe him the honour of the day. Upon the fixt day the Þe- 
roical and noble minded Champion of Wales obtained ſuch ſabonr 
at the Emperours hands, that he was likewiſe chiefe Challenger 
who entred theLiſtsupon a Tartarian Palfray, cobered with a 
beyl of Black, to fignifie a black and Tragical dap ſhould befall to 
theſe Grecian Knights that durſt app:obe his invincible foztitude; 
bis Tent was pictht in the manner and fozm of a Caſtle, in the 
Meli ſide of the Liſts, befoze the entry whereof, hung a gelden 
Shield, whereon was libely poztrayed a Ader Gꝛiffin rampant,up- 
on a golden Helmet, which fignified the ancient Arms of Britain, 
Mis Pꝛincelp atchiebements, not only obtained due commen⸗ 
dations at the Emperours hands, but of the whole Aſſembly of the 
Grecian Ladies wherewith they applauded him to be the moſt No- 
ble Knight that ever ſþibered Lance, and the moſt foꝛtimate Cham- 
pion that eber entred inte the Grecian Court. Upon the ſeventb 
and laſt day of theſe Ponourable Turnaments and moſt Noble * 
proceedings, the Famous d Ualiant Knight at Arms, S. George | 
of England, as chief Chaſlenger, entred the Liſts upon a Sable- 

coloured Steed, betrapt with bars of durniſpt gold, his foze-head 
beautified with a gozgeous Plume of purple Feathers, from 
whence hung many pendants of gold, bis Armour of the pureſt 
Ledtan Steel nailed faſt together with filber Plates, his Velmet 
engraben very curioufly, beſet with Indian Pearl, and Jaſper 
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ſtones : befoze his Bzeſt-plate bung a filber Table in a damask 
Scerfe, Khereon was Pictured a Lyon rampant ina bloody field 
bearing thzee Golden Crowns upon bis bead:befoze his Tent ſtwd 
an Idoꝛy Chaorior gi:2rded by twelbe cole-black Negroes 3 where 
in his beloved Lady, and Ptidreſs,Sabra, ſate inbeſted upon a fil- 
ber Globe, to behold rhe Meroical enccunters of her moſt Noble, 
and magnanimous Chempter S. George of England: his Tent 
was as white as the Swans Feathers, gliſtering againſt the Sun 
ſuppozred by four joyntleſs Elephants ſramed of the pureſt 1Bzaſs, 
about bis Þelmer be tied a w2eath of Uirgins hair, where hung 
bis Ladies glote, which he woze to maintain her excellent gits of 
nature to exceed all Ladies on b earth. Theſe coſtlpy Pabiliments 
rabi ſped the bebelders with ſuch unſpeakable pleaſire, that they 
ftood gazing at bis Furniture, nat able to withd:at their eys from 
ſo beabenly a light. But when they beheld bis bictozions encoun* 
ters againſt the Grecian Knights, they ſuppoſed him ta be the in- 
bincible Tamer of that ſeben-hzaded Ponſter that clambzed ro the 
Elements, offering to pufl Jupiter from bis Th:one, Pis Steed 
never gave encounter with any Knight, but be tumbled Pozſe and 
man to ß ground, where they lay fo2 a time berefr of ſenſe. TheTur- 
naments duredfoz that day, from the Suns riſing, till the cole- 
black Evening ſtar appeared, in which time he conquered fibe bun- 
dzed of the bardieſt Knights then living in Alia, and ſpibered a 
thouſand Lances, to the wonderful admiration of the bebolders. 
Tbus were the ſzben days bzought to end by the ſeben wozthy 
Champions of Chꝛiſtendome, in reward of wboſe noble atcbeive- 
ments, the Grecian Emperour being a man that bighly fabourgd 
Knigbtly pzoceedings, gabe them a golden Tree with ſeben bzan- - 
ches, to be divided equally amongſt them. UWbich boncurable 
Pꝛize they conbeyed to S. George's Pabillion, where in dividing 
the branches the ſeben Champions diſcovered themſelbes each to 
other, and by what good foztune they arribedin the Grecian Court, 
whoſe long wiſhed fight ſo rejoyced their hearts, that they all ac- 
counted that bappy dap of meeting, the joyfulleſt day that eber 
tbepbebeld. Bur now after the Turnaments were fully ended, and 
TtbeKnights reſted 1bemſelbes ſcme few days, recobering their 
wonted agility of body, they fell to a new exerciſe cf Pleaſure, not 


appearing in glittering Armour befoze the Tilt, noz (ollowing the 
| toud 
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loud ſounding Dꝛums and filber Trumpets, but ſpending away 
the time in Courtly dances amongſt their beloved Ladies and Wi- 
ſtreſſes, in moze Royalty than the Phrygian Knights when ther 
zeſented the Paragon of Aſia with an Enchanted Pesk. There 
wanted no inſpiringBulick to delight their ears, no pleaſant Son- 
nets to rabiſy their ſenſes, ne2 no curious Dances to pleaſe 
their eps. Sabra ſhe was the Wiftreſs of the Kebels,who gracedthe 
whole Court with ber excelient beauty, which ſeemed to exceed 
the reſt of the Ladies in fairneſs, as far as the Moon ſurpaſſerh 
ber attending ſtars in a lroſty night, and when ſbe danced, the ſee- 
med like Thetis triping on the filver ſands, with whom the Sun 
did fall in lobe: and it tþe chanced to ſmile, the cloudy Elements 
would weep , and d2op bown heavenly dew as though they 
mourned fo? love. T bere likewiſe remained in the Court the fi 
Thracian Airgins, that in fozmer time libed in the ſbape of Swans 
which were as beauttiul Ladies as eber epe bebeld, alſo many o- 
ther Ladies attended the Empzeſs, in whoſe companies the ſeben 
Champions daily delighted : ſometimes difcourfing of amezous 
conceits : other times delighting tbemtelbes with ſweet ſounding 
Muſick :; then ſpending the day in Banguetting, Revbelling, Dan⸗ 
cing, and ſuch like Paſtimes, not once injuring their true betro- 
ched Ladies. But their Courtly pleaſures continued not long, fo: 
they were ſuddenly daſbed with a certain newes of open Mars 
pꝛoclapmed againſt all Chziftendome, which {ell out contrary tothe 
expectation of the Chzilttan Knights. There arrived in the Greci- 
an Emperours Pallace, a hundzed Heralds of a hundzed ſeveral 
Mobinces, which pzoclaimed utter defiance to all Chziſtian Aing⸗ 
do mes, by theſe words. 

Ve che high and mighty Emperours of Aſia and Africa, great 
Commanders both of Land and Seas, Proclaim by gencral conſenc 
of all the Eaſtern Potentates, utter ruine and deliruction to the 
Kingdomes of Chriſtendome, and to all choſe Nations where any 
Chriſtian Knights are barboured : Firſt the Souldan of Perſia, in 
revenge of a bloody flaughter done in his Pallace, by an Exglis 
Champion: Pro/omy the Egyptian King in revenge of his daughter, 
violently taken away by the (ame Knight : Almidor the black King 
of Morocco, in revenge of his Queen, likewiſe taken a #ay by the 
laid Engliſʒ Champion: The great Governonr of Theſſaly, in re- 

t venge 
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- venge of his Daughter, taken away by a French Knight: The King 
of Jeraſalem, in revenge of his Daughter, taken away by a Spaniſ 
Knight: The 7 rtarias Emperour, in revenge of his Son Count 
Palatine, flain by the unhappy hand of the Champion of Wales: 
the Tbraciax Monarch, in revenge of his yain Travelafrer his ſe- 
ven Daughters, now in keeping of certain Chriſtian Knights: in 
revenge of which injuries, all Kingdomes from the furcher parts 
of Preſter Fohns Dominions, to the borders of the red Seas, have 
ſee down their bands and ſeals to be aidersin this bloody War. 

This Pzoclomation was no ſoner ended, but the Grecian Em- 
perour likewiſe conſented to their bloody determination, and there- 
upon gabe ſpedy commandment te uſter up the greateſt ſtrength 
that Grecia could affozd, to jon With the Pagans, to the utter ru- 
ine and confuſton of Chziſtendonic : which bloody Edit, oz rather 
inbumane judgment pzonounced by the accurſed Infidels, compel- 
led the Chꝛiſtian Champions to a ſpeedp departure, and eber one 
to baſten to his own Countrep, there to pzobide foz the Pagans 
entertainment; ſs after due coniderations the Champions depart⸗ 
ed, in company of their betrothed Ladies, who choſe rather to 
live in their Husbands boſomes, then with their misbeleeving Pa- 
rents: where atter ſome tew days they àrribed in 5 ſparieus Bap 
of Portugall zin which Haben rbey bowed by che bonour of true 

Knight-hood, to meet again within ſix Banths enſuing, there ts 
conjoyn all their Ch:iſtian Armies into one Legion: upon which 
plightedreſolution, the wozthy Champions departed 0112 from a- 
nother : D. George into England, S. Dennis into Franc*, Saint 
James into Spain, S. Anthony into Italy, @, Andrew into Scor- 
land, S. Patrick into Ireland, B. Darid into Wales: whoſe plea- 
fant Banks, thep had not beheld in many peats betoze: where 
their entertainments were as bonouzadle as their bearts deftred: 
but to ſpeak of the Puſiering up of Souldizrs in every Cheiſti⸗ 
an Kingdome, and what ſtrength arrived at the appainted time in 
the Bap of Portugal: ſþall be diſcaurſed in the ſequel of this Þifto - 
rp,and how troubleſome Mars ober-ſpzead the whole Earth, where 
the Þeroicall deeds of theſe noble Champions ſpall at large be de- 
ſcribed; Alſo the overthzow of many Kings and Kingdomes, 
ruines of Towns and Cities, andthe decay of many flouriſhing 

Common-weales : Likewiſe of the bloody Tragedies of many un- 


chꝛiſtian Pꝛinces: whereat tbe Þeavens will mourn, to ſee the e- 
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fifton of blood trickle from the bavaſts of murthered Infants, the 
beaps of flaughtered Damſels trampled to pirces by Souldierg 
Pozſe, and the Strcetsofmany a City fpzinkled with the blood of 
reverend Age : Therefoze gentle Reader, accept of this mp labour 
with a \mooth bzow and a kind countenance, and my wearp Muſe 
ſhall never reſt, till J habe finiſþed the pleaſant Þiſtozy of theſe 
Þeroical Champions, 


CAAP, XIII. 

How the ſeven Champions of Chriſtendom arrived with all their 
Troops in the Bay of Portugal : the number of the Chriſtian 
Armies, and how Saint George made an Oration to the Soul- 
diers. 


Fter the ſeben Champions of Chziſtendome Arrived in 
their native Countreys, and by true Kepozts had blazed 
Neg abzoad to eberpyPzinces ear, the bloody reſolution of 

SEW the Pagans,and how the Pzohinces of Africa and Aſia 
bad Muſtred up their Foꝛces to the Inbaſion of Europe: all Chi- 
Kian Kings than at the entreatp of the Champions appointed 
mighty Armies of well-appzobed Souldiers, both by ea g Land 
to entercept the Infidels wjcked intention. Likewiſe by the whole 
tonſent of Chꝛiendome, the Noble and foztunate Champion of 
England, S. George, was appointed Chief General, and peinct- 
pal Leader of the Armies, and the other fix Champions were E- 
letted ſoꝛ his Councel and Chief Aſsiſtants in all attempts that 
appertained either to the benefit of Chziſtendom, oz the furthe- 
rance of their Foztunate Pzoceedings. 

T bis Honourable War fo fired the hearts of many youthful 
Gentlemen, and ſo encouragedthe minds of ebery common Souls 
dier, that ſome mozgaged their Lands, and at their own p2oper 
charges furniſhed themſelbes : ſome fold their Patrimonies 
to ſerbe in theſe Þonourable Mars: and other ſome fozſook Pa⸗ 
rents, Kindzed, Wife, CHhildzen, Friends, and acquaintance, and 
without conſtraint of pzeſſing, offered themſelbes to follow ſo No- 
ble a General, as the renowned Champion of England, g to ſpend 
their blood in the juſt quarrel of their natibe Country. To be bzief 
one might behold the Streets ef ebe Town and City tþzougbout 
all the Dominions of Europe, beautified with Troops of Soul- 
dters, which thirfed alter nothing but Fame and Honour, Then 
the joxful-ſoundoF thundzing Dzums, and the Ecchoes of filber 
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rumpeta ſummoned them to Armaʒ that followed with as mucb 
willingneſsas the Crecians followed Agamemnon to the wofull 
oberthꝛow of Troy: foz by that time the Chziſtian Champions had 
ſpozted themtelbes in the boſome of their kinde Wiftreſſes, the fo: 
ward Taptaines taken their Courtly Paſtimes, and the willing 
Souldiers bade adue to their friends and acquaintance,the Spꝛing 
bad cobered the Earth with a new Liberp: which was the appoint- 
ed time the Cheiſtian Armies ſpould meet in Portugal, there to 
joyn their ſeberal Troops into oye Legion — pzomiſe cauſed 
the Champions to bid adue to their natibe Courftreys, and with 
all ſpeedto buckle on their Furnitures, to hoyſe up Sayles, where 
after a ſhozt time, the wind witha calm and pꝛoſperous Gale, caſt 
them happily into the Bay of Porcugal. 

Che firſt that arribed in that ſpacious Paben, was the noble 
Champion S. George, with an butidzed thouſand couragious 
Engliſh Soldiers, whoſe fozwardneſsbetokened a foztunate ſucceſs 
and their willing minds, a joy{ul bictiozy. Pig Army ſet in Battle 
Ray, ſeemed to counterdail the number of the Macedonian Soul- 
diers wherewith wozrby Alexanderconquered the Weſtern Mold: 
bis Pozſe-men being in number twenty thouſand, were armed aſl 
in black Cozflets ; their Lances bound about with Plates of Neel 
their Steeds cobered with Maile thzee times doubled: their Co- 
lours were the ſanguine Croſs, ſuppozted by a golden Lyon: bis 
ſturdy Bowmen, whoſe conquering gzap-Gooſe wing in fozmer * 
times bath terrified the circled Earth, being in number likewiſe 
twenty thouſand,clad all in red Bandilians, with caps of the fame 
colour, bearing thereon liketoiſe a ſlanguine Croſs, being the true 
badge and honour of England: their Bowes of the ſtrongeſt Pew, 
and their Arrowes of the ſoundeſt Aſp, with fozked beads of feel, 
and their Feathers bound an with green wax and twiſted fflk;Þis 
Muskettiers being in number ten rhcuſand, their Puskets of the 
wideſt boze, with Fire locks wzought by curious wozkmanſbip,yet 
er ſuch wonderſul ligbtneſs, that they requiredno reſt at all to eaſe 
their right aiming Arms, Þis Caliver ſhot likewiſe ten thouſand 
cf theſmafller timbꝛed men, but yer cf as couragious minds, as 
the talleſt Souldiers in his Army. Mis Pikes aud Bils to guard 
the wabing Enfigns, thirty thouſand lad all with glittering 
bzight Armeur:likewiſe folowed ten thouſand labcuring Pioners 


ifoccafion ſerved, to undermine any Loton oz Caſtle, to intrench 
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Foꝛts oz Sconces, oꝛ to make a paſſage thzoughÞils 6Pountains, 
as woꝛthy Hanibal did, when as he made a way foz bis Soldiers 
though $ lofty Alpes, that divide the Countreys of Italy 8 Spain. 
Tbe next that arribed within the Bay of Portugal, was the 
Pzincely minded Champion D. David of Wales, with an Armp of 
fifry tbouſand of true bozn Britains, furniſped with all Þabiliments 
of War, to ſo Neble and Ualiant a Service, to the high renown 
of his Countrey, and true honour of bis Pꝛogenp: their Armour 
in richneſs nothing inferiour to the Engliſh mens: their Colours 
were a golden crofs, ſuppozted by a ſilber Gziffin : which @cuche- 
on fignifieth the ancient Arms of Wales: foz no ſdaner 
bad Saint George'a ſight of the Ualiant Britains, but be cau- 
ſed bis Puskettiers pzeſently to entertain them with a Molly of 
Sbot to expzeſs their happp 6 joyful welcome to ſhoze, which ſper- 
dily they perfoꝛmed ſo couragiocuflp with ſuch a ratling noyſe, as 
thaugh the Firmament had burſt in ſunder, and the Earth made 
Eccho to their thundzing melody. 

But no ſooner were the Skiescleared from the ſmoak of þ reak- 
ing Powder, and that S. George might at pleaſure diſcern the 
Noble and Wagnanimous Champion of Wales, wbo as then 
rode upon a milk-white Yobbie in ilber Armour, guarded with a 
Tra in of Rntghts in purple Ueftures:but he greeted S. David with 
kind courteſies, and accompanied bim to the Engliſh Tent,which 
thep bad crected cleſe by the Pozt fide, where foz that night theſe 
two Champions remained ſpending tbe time with unſpeakable 
pleaſure : and ſo uponthe next day after, S. David departed to bis 
ewn Tenr, which be had cauſed to be pitcht ſome quarter of a 
League frum the Engliſh Armp. 

Abe next that arribed on the ſruitſul Wanks of Portugal, was 
Paint Patrick, the Noble Champiowof Ireland, with an Army 
likewiſe of fiftp-thouſand, attired after a ſtrange and wonderful 
manner: their Furnitures were of the skins of wild Beaſts, but 
per moze unprerceable than the ſtrongeſt Armour of Pzof : 
tbep boze in their hands mighty Darts, tipt at the end with pꝛick⸗ 
ing Steel, which 3 couragiousand Ualiant Jriſh Soldiers by the 

; agilitp ot their Arms, could thzow a full flight ſpoat, g with fozct- 
ble ftrength,wouldfirike thee oz four inches into an Dke, c with 
fuch a certain aim, they weuld not miſs the bzeadth ofa foot. 

Theſe adventurous and hardy Souldiers no ſooner arrived on 

the ſhaꝛe, but the Englich Musketriers gabe them a Pꝛincelp en- 
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tertainment,and pzeſentlp conducted the noble minded Cha mpion 
S. Patrick, tothe Engliſh Tent, where the thete Champions of 
Enland, Wales, and Iteland, paſſed awey the time with exceeding 
great Kopaltp, laying down plots how to pitch tbeir Camps rg 
the moſt diſesdbantage of the misbe'eebing Enemte, and ſerring 
perſect directions which way they were beſt to march, and ſucb like 
devices foz their own ſafeties,and the bent fit of Chziſtendom, 

Abe next that landed en the Banks of Portugal, was S. An- 
drew the wozthp Champion of Scotland, with thze&fceze thous 
ſand of well appzobed @ouldiers : his Hezſemen , the bold adben- 
turous Gallewayes, clad all in quilted Jackets, with Lances cf 
the Turkiſh faſbion, thick and ſhozt, bearing upon their Weavers 
the Arms of Scotland, which was a cozner croſs ſuppezted by a na- 
ked Uirgin : His Pikemen the ſtiffe and hardy wen of Orcady, 
which continually Iye upon (r&zing Bountains, the Ilie Becks 
and the Snowie Wullies : his ſbot- the light footed Palidoniars, 
that if occaſion be, can climb the higheſt Bil, and foz nimbleneſs 
in running ober-goe the ſwift footed Stag. 

Theſe bold adbenturous Scottiſh men in all fozwardneſs, de- 
ſerved as much honour at the Engliſh Champions hands as any 
ofthe other Nations befoze: thereſoze be commanded his ſhot on 
their firſt entry on Land, to gibe them a Ncble Entertainment, 
which they perfozmed moſt Kopally, and aiſo conducted 5. An- 
drew to the Engliſh Tent, where after be bad giben S. George 
the Curteſie of bis Country, departed to big Tent, which was 
diſtant from the Engliſh Tent a mile, 

The next that arrived was S. Anthony the Champion of Italy 
with a band of fourſcoze thouſand bz abe Italian Sculdiers, moun⸗ 
ted on warlike Courſers every Moꝛſman attended on by a naked 
Negros bearing in bis band a Streamer of watchet Silk with 
the Arms of Italy thereon ſet in Cold,ebery footman furniſþed with 
appzobed ſurniture in as ſtatelp manner as the Engliſhmen, who 
at their landing received as Royalen eviertaimnent, as the o⸗ 
ther nations, and like wiſe S. Anthony was as highly boanoured by 
thy Eng'iſh Champion, as any of the other cheiſtian Knights. 
The next that Arrived was S. Dennis the tictozious Champion 
of France, with a band of fourſcoze thouſand. After him marched 
Dukesof twelve ſeberal Dukedomes, then under the Gobernment 
of the French King, eberp ane at bis own pꝛoper c:f and charges 
maintained two thouſand Souldiers, in theſe chziſtian Wars: 
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The laſt of all rhe Chziſtian Champions that arrived upon the 
ſruitful Banks of Portugal, was the magnanimous Knight Saint 
James of Spain, with a band likewiſ: of fourſcoze thouſands with 
bim he bzought from the Spaniſh Mines ten Tun of refined Gold, 
only to maintsin Souldiers in the defence of Chziſtendom, who 
no ſooner Landed wit bh bis Trops,but the ſix Champions gabe him 
the Ponourable welcome of a Souldier, and ozdained a ſolemn 
Banquet fez the general Armies, whoſe number juſtly ſurmounted 
five bundzeo thcuſand z which Legions they conjopned into one 
Camp Roxal, and after placed their Wings and Squadzons Bat- 
t:1-wiſe, chiefly by the direction of . George, being then chief 
General by tbe conſent of the Chziſtian Kings : whs after he bad 
oberbeiwed the Cheiſtian Armies, bis countenance ſeemed to 
pzogoſticate a crowned Uictozy, and to fozetel a fatal ovgrthzoto 
to the misbeleebing Potentates: therefoze to encourage bis 
Pꝛincely Fellowers to perſebete in their wonred willingneſs, pz0- ' 
nounced this Pzincely Oꝛation. 

You men of Ezrope (ſaid be) and my Country-men, whoſe con- 
quering Fortunes never yet have feared the enemies of Chriſt, 
you ſee we haye forſook our native Lands and committed our 
Deſtinies to the Queen of chance, not to fight in any unjuſt quar- 
rel, but in the true cauſe of 1ſ-ae!s Anointed, not againſt nature 
to climb to the Heavens, as Nimyed and the Gyants proffered in 
former time: but ro prevent the Invaſion of Chriftendom, the 
ruine of Europe, and the intended overthrow of all Chriſtian 
Provinces : cke bloody minded Infidels ha ve muſtered up Legions, 
in numbers like blades of graſs, that grow upon rhe flouriſhing 
downs of Italy, or the Stars of Heaven in the coldeſt Winters night 
proteſting to fill our Countreys with Seas of blood, to ſcatter our 
Streets with mangled limbs, and convert our glorious Cities into 
Flames of quenchleſs fire: Therefore dear Countrey-men, live 
not to ſee our Chriſtian Virgins ſpoyled by luſtful rape, nor — 
ed along our Streets, like guiltleſs Lamts to a bloody ſlau 
rer: nor live to ſee our harmleſs Babes, with bruiſed brains 
daſhtagainſt hard flinty Stones; nor live to ſee our unluſty age 
whoſe hair reſemble ſilver Mines, lye bleeding onthe marble Pave- 
ments: But like true Chriſtian Souldiers fight in thequarrel of your 
countries. What though the Pagans be in number ten to one, yet 
Heaven I know will fight for Chriſtendom and eaft them down 
. be fore 
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befgre our faces, like drops of April Showers. Be not diſmaid to 
ſee them in ordered ranks, nor fear not when you behold the 
Streamers hovering in the waving wind, when as their ſteeled 
Pikes like to a thorny Foreſt will over ſpread whole Countrys : 
thouſands of them 1 know will have no heart to fight, but ie 
with coward'y fear like flocks ofſheep before the greedy Wolf, | 
am the Leader of your noble minds, that never fought in vain,nor 
nor never eu tred Eattel but returned with conquett. Then every 
one with me build upon this Princely reſolutidn : for Chriftendem 
we fight, for Chriſtendom we live aud die. 

This Bouldier-like Dzation was na fooncr finiſhed, but the 
whole Army with a general voice crped, ta Arms, to Arms with 
Uictoꝛidus George of England: which Noble reſolution of the 
Pouldiers, ſo rezoyced the Engliſh Champion, and likewiſe en- 
couraged the other Cheiſtian Knights with ſuch a fozwardneſs 
of minde, that they gabe ſpeedy commandement to remobe their 
Tents, and to march with eaſie journeys towards Tripoly in Bar- 
bary, where Almidor the black King of Morocco had refidence: in 
which Travel we muſt lea be foz a while the Chꝛiſtian Army, and 
fpeak of the innumerable Troops of Pagan Kuights, that arrived 
at one inſtant in the Kingdome of Hungary, and bow they cell at 
variance in the Election of a General: which civil mutiny caufed 
much efufion of blood ta the great hurt both of Africa aud Aſia 
as here followeth.

Of the diſſention and diſcord that hapned amongſt the Army of 
the Pagans in Hungary: the Battel betwixt the Chriſtians and 
and the Moors in Barbary :- and how Almidor the black King of

He ireful Pagans aſter they had levied their Partial ſoz- 

Sboth by Sta and Land repaired to their general place 

meeting, there to conclude cf the utter ruine of Chei⸗ 

ftiendom ; fozno ſooner could TWiinter wich dzato his chil froſt from 
the Earth, and Flora togk poſseſsion of his place, but the King- 
dome of Hunggry ſuffered exceſsive penury, thzough the number- 
leſs Armies of the sccurſed Infidels, being their ©ppointed place 


of meeting: foꝛ though Hungary of all ether Countreys both — A- 
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friea and Aſia, then was the richeſt and plentiſulleſt of Wickuals 
ts maintain a Camp of men:xet was it mightily ober-pzeſt  great- 
Ip burthened with multitudes, not only with want of neceſsaries 
to relieve Seuldiers but with extream cruelty of thoſe bloody mind- 
ed Piſcreants, that thzough a civill diſcoꝛd which hapned amongſt 
them, abeut the Election of a General, they conberted their union 
to a moſt inhumane laughter, and their triumphant vickezp to ſa 
dilmal bloody Zzagedy : Foz no ſooner arribed their Legions up- 
on the Plaines of Algernos, being in length s bzeath one & twenty 
Leagues, but the King of Hungary cauſed their muſter Rolls to be 
publickly read, and juſtly numbzed in tbe hearing of the Pagan 
Knights, which in this manner was p:oclaimed though Camp. 

Firſt, Be it known unto all Nations that fight in the Quarrel of 
of Africa and Aſia, under the conduct of our three great 
Gods, Mahomet, T armagant, and Apollo, what invincible Forces 
be now arrived in this renowned Kk'ngdom of Hungary, and Land 
honoured through t ie World, not only for Arms, but curious 
Buildings, and plentified with all manner of Riches. 

Firſt, \Ve have from the Emperour of Conſtantinople two hun- 
dred thouſand Turks. From the Emperour ot /7recia, two hundred 
and fifty thouſand, From the Emperour of TI artazy, a hundred 
threeſcore and three thouſand, From the Souldan of Peyſ6a, two 
hundred thouſand. From the King of Feraſalem, four hundred 
thouſand. Of Moors one hundred and twenty thouſand. Of cole- 
black Negars, one hundred and forty thouſand. Of Arabians, one 
hundred and ſixty thouſand. Of Babylenians, one hundred and 
thirty thouſand and odde. Of Armenians, one hundred and fifty 
thouſand. Of Macedonians, two hundred and ten thouſand. Of 
Siracgfians, fifteen thouſand ſix hundred. Of Hungarians, three 
hundred and ſix thouſand. Of Scilians, ſeven thouſand three hun- 
are d. Of Scythians, one hundred and five rhouſand. Of Parths; 
ans, ten thouſand and three hundred. Of Phyygians, ſeven thou- 
ſand and three hundred. Of Fthiopians,lixty thouſand. Of T- 
ciant, fourſcore thouſand, Likewiſe (rom the Pꝛobinces Preſter 
Fohn, thzee bundzed thouſand of unconquered Knights, with many 
other petty Dominions and Dukedomes, whoſe number J emit 
fez this time, leſt J ſhould ſeem over tedious to the rgader. 

But to couclude ſuch a Campof Armed Seuldicrs Arribed in 
Hungary, that might in one Poneth babe deſtroped Chziſtendom 
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had not God defended them from thoſe Barbarcug Nations , and 
by his invincible power confounded the Pagans in their own 
pzacices : foz no ſwner had the Yeraulds pꝛoclaimed thzough the 
Camp, what a number of Nat ions joyned in Arms togetber, but 
the Souldiers (ell at diſention one with another, about tbe election 
ofa General ; ſome bowed to fallow none but the King of jeruſa- 
lem: ſame Ptolomy the Egyptian Bing: and ſcme the Sculdan 
of Perſia, either to pet ſebere i their cwn wills, cz to loſe their 
libes in the ſame quarrel, 

Thus in this manner, parts were taken on all ſides, not encly 
by the meaner ſozt, but by Leaders and Cemmanders ot Bands; 
whereby the Kings and Potentates were i zc:d is commit their 
wils to their Souldiers pleaſure, This cibil bzovle Co difceuraged 
tbe whole Army, that many withdzewetbeir tozres and preſently 
marched bomewards, as the King of Morrocco with big Tawny 
Mos, and colz-black Negirs : likewiſe the Seuldan if Perſia, 
Ptolomy the Egyptian King, the Kings of Arabia and Jeruſalem, 
every one departed into their own Countries, curung the time they 
attempted firſt ſo bain an enterpziſe. The ret , nat minding ta 
pocket up abuſes, fell irom bzawliing boaſts to 5owir-right blows, 
whereby grew ſuch ſharp and bloods Mar, that it coaſt moge Seul⸗ 
diers lives, then the cibil Putiny at the deftruction of Jeruſalem, 
Which battel by the ireful Pagans continued without creating (oz 
tbe ſpace of thzee days, in which encounter, the murthered Infi- 
dels, like ſcattered Coꝛn, oberſpzead the fields of Hung iry: the 
frutt\ul Walleps lap dzowned in purple goze : tbe fields of Coen 
conſumed with flames of ire ; their Towis and Cities ruinated 
with waſting Mar 5 wherein the Fathers were ſad witneſſes of 
their Childzens ſlaughters, and the Sens behel>their Parents re- 
berend bairs, moze tobite then tryed Giver, beſmeared withclodded 
blood : there migbt ibe Mothers ſ& the barmeleſs Babes bozn up 
and don the ſtreets upon Sculdiers Lances: there might they (re 
their filken Oznaments and rich Attpre in pœls ct blood lpe ſwims 
ming up and down: there might they ſee rhe bzaines cf honeſt 
Dames and pure Uirgins dacht againit h:rd flinry lones; there 
might they ſee their Ceurts and Pallaces by Dauldters turned to 
the Gzound, there might they ſee hoto Councellars in their Scar; 
tt Et bons lap burning in the firc: there might ther ſee hot Kings 
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and Queens were arm in arm conſumed to aſhes:there might tbep 
beho!d and ſee how melted gold in choaked Sinkslayebery where: 
there might they ſee the blodieft Tragedies that ever epe beheld, 
and the wofulleft news that eber Chꝛiſtians ears heard told. In 
this long and bloody War, one ſucking Child was not leit alive to. 
repozt the ſtoꝛy to enſuing Ages, no not a Souldier to carry Arms 
throughout þKingdom of Hungary, ſo juftlp was $ bengeance of God 
th:own upon þ beads of chete misbeleibing Wiſcreants, chat durft at- 
tempt to lift cheir hands againſt his true annointed Naitons:foz no 
doubt but $ inbincible Army of Pagans had ruinated þ bozders of 
Europe, had not the mighty hand of God with bis nſpeakable mercy 
been Chꝛiſtendomes defence, and confounded the Infidels in their 
own cibil Mars, which bloody and ſtrange oberthzow of thoſe un- 
chꝛiſtian people, let us foꝛ eber bury in the lake of oblibion,and per- 
ſevere in the foztunate — of che ſeben Champions of Chzt- 
ſtendom, tho had entred the Bozders of Barbary, befoze Almidor 
the black King of Morocco, with his ſcattered troops of Moors and 
Negars returned from Hungary, and by fire and Swoꝛd had waſted 
man of bis chieſeſt Towns aud Fozts, whereby the Country was 
much weakened,and the Commons compelled to ſye foz mercy at 
the Champions hands, who bearing true Chziftian minds, wich⸗ 
in their hearts continually, pittied,barboured,bouchſafed to grant 
mercy to thoſe that yeilded their libes to the pleaſure of the Chzi- 
ſtian Knigbts : but when S. George had intelligence of Almidors 
appꝛoach with his weakened Troops, be pzeſently pzepared bis 
Souldiers in readineſs to gibe the Pos a bloody Banquet, which 
was the next Wozning by bzeakof dap pezſoꝛmed, to the high Po⸗ 
nour of Chꝛiſtendom: but the Night befoze, the Mos knowing 
the Ccuntrybetter then the Chꝛiſtians, got the advantage both of 
Mind and Sun: whereat S. George being ſomething diſmayed, 
but pet not diſcouraged, tmboldned bis Souldiers, with mam 
beroical ſpeeches, pꝛaffering them francklpthe Enemies ſpoyles, | 
and ſo with the Suns uprifing entred Battel, where the Pos fell | 
befoze the Chꝛiſtians Swoꝛds, as ears of Cozn beſoze the Keapers 
Sickles. 
During tbis conflict, the ſeben Champions ſtill in the Foze front 
&f the Battel, ſo adbenturoutfip behabed themſelbes, that thep flew 
moꝛs Negats then a hundꝛed cf the bzabeſtknig þts in the Cw 
rmies.

Armies. At laſt Foztune intended to make S. George's P:oweſs 
to ſhine bzighter then the reſt, ſingled out the Morocco Bing, be 
twirt whom and the Engliſh Champion , was along and dange- 
rous Fight : but S. George ſa couragicufly behabed himſelf with 
bis truſty Swoꝛd, that Almidor was conftratned to pteld to his 
mercp. Lhe Army of the Pes ſteing their King taken Pziſoner, 
pzefently would babe fled: but that the Chꝛiſtians being the lighter 
of ſot, oberteoz them, and made the greatit laughter of them that 
eber hapned in Barbary, 

Thus after che Battel ended, and the joyful ſound of Uticozy 
rung thzough the Cheiftian Army, the Souldiers furniſhed them- 
ſelbes with the Enemies ſpoyls, and marched by . Georges dt- 
rettion to the City of Tripoly, being then almoſt unpecpled thzough 
the late flaughter which was there made: in which City after they 
bad reſted ſome days, and reſreſbed themſelbes with wolſe me fwd, 
the Engliſh Champion, in revenge of his fozmer pt ffered injuries 
by the Morocco Ring. gabe this ſebere ſentence of death. 

Firft, he commanded a bꝛazen Cauldzon to be filled with boy- 
ling Lead and Bziniſtene ; then Almidor to be brought ro the 
place of death by twelve ofthe Nobleſt Peers in Barbary, therein 
to beconſumed, fleſþ,blod, and bones: which was duly perfozmed 
within ſeben days foſlowing, The Bꝛazen Cauldzon was erected 
by the appointment of . George, directly in the middle of the 
chiefeſt Parket place, under which a mighty bot fire continually 
burned, foz the ſpace of eight and fozty hours:tohe reby the boyling 
Lead and Bzimſtone ſemed to ſparkle like fiery Furnaces in bell, 
and the heat to exceed the burning Oben at Babylon. 

Now all things being thus pzepared inreadineſs,and the Chzt- 
ftian Champions pzeſent to behold the weful ſpectacle,the condem- 
ned Black-a-more King came to the place of Execution, in a ſhirt 
. of fine Indian ſilk, bis hands ppnioned together with a Chain cf 
gold, and his face cobered with a Damask Scart, bis attendants 
and chief conducters twelve Pos Peers, clad in ſable Gctouns ef 
Taffaty, carrying befoze him the UWibe&l of Fo*tune, with the 
Pidure of an Uſurper climbing up, with this Motto en bis bzeatt, 
I will de King in ſpite of Fortune: upon the top cf the Wheel the 
Picture of a Monarch vaunting, with this Motto on bis bead; 1 


am a King in ſpight of Fortune: Laſtlp, on the other fide cf the 
P 2 Abe 
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avte!, the Picture oz perfect Amkge of a depoſed Potentate, 
telling with bis Bead down-wards, with this Motto on his Bzeaſt 
Ih ave been a King while pleaſed Fortune: which plainly ſignified 
the chance of Mar, and of inconftant deſtiny; his Guard wag a 
hundzed chꝛiſtian Sauldiers, holding foztune in diſdain: after them 
attended a hundzedof Morocco Uirgins in black Dznaments,ther 
bair bound up with Silber Mpers, and cobered with Weyls of 
black Silk, fignifying the ſozrow oftheir Countrey foz tbe lets of 
their Soberaign. Jn this mournful manner came the unfoztunate 
Almidor to the bopling Cauldzon 3 wbich when be game near, his 
heart wazedccld, and his tongue debopd of utterafire (oz a time, 
at laſt be bzake foꝛth into theſe earneſt Pzoteſtations, poffering 
moze foz bis lite, then the whole Kingdom of Barbary could per- 
fozm. * d 


Moſt mighty and invincible Champion of Chriſtendom (quoth 
be) let my life beranſomed, and thou ſhalt yearly receive ten 
Tuns of tryed gold, five hundred webs of woven ſilk, the which 
our Izdiax Maids ſhall ſit and ſpin with ſilðer Wheeles: a hundred 
Ships of Spices and refined Sugar ſhall be yearly paid thee by our 
Barbary Merchants: a hundred Wagons likewiſe laden with Pearl 
and Jaſper Stones, which by our cunning Lapidift; ſhall be year- 
ly choſen forth and brought thee home to England, to make that 

R Land within the Dominions of Europe: 
iſe I will deliver upmy Diadem, withall my Princely Digni- 
ties, and in company of theſe Aforocco Lords, like bridled 
Horles, draw thee dayly in a ſilver Charriot up and down the c'r- 
cled earth, till death give end co our lives Pilgrimage: therefore 
moſt admired Knight at Arms, let theſe ſalt tears that trickle 
fromthe conduitsof my eyes, obtain one grant of comfort at thy 
hands, for on my — knees I beg for life,” that never before 
this time did kneelto mortal man. 


Thou ſpeakeſt m vain (replped Saint Georg?) not the Trea- 
ſures hidden in the deepeſt Seas, nor all the golden Mines of rich 
America, (hall redeem thy life: thou knoweſt accurſed Homicide, 
thy wicked practices in the Egyptias Court, where thou prof- 
fered(t wronglully to bereave me of my life through thy treache- 


ry.

ry, I endured a.long impriſonment in Perßa, where for ſeven 
yea'sT drank foul Channell water, and ſufficed my hunger wich 
bread of Bran Meal: my food was loathſom fleſh of Rats and 
Miſe, and my reſting place, a diſmal! Dungeon, where neither 
Sun nor the chearful light of Heaven lent me comfort du- 
ring my long continued miſery: for which inhumane dealing 
and proffered injuries the heavens intorce me to a ſpeedy revenge, 
which in this manner ſuall be accompliſhed. 


Thou ſeeſt the torment prepared for thy death, this brazen 
Cauldron fild with toyling lead and brimſtone, wherein thy 
curſed body ſhall be ſpeedily caſt, and boiled, ti'l thy deteſted 
limbes be conſum:d to a watry ſubſtance in this ſparkling 
liquour : therefore prepare thy ſelf to entertain the vio- 
lent ſtroke of death, and willingly bid all thy Kingly — 
ties farewell: but yet I let thee underſtand, that mercy har- 
bours in a Chriſtians heart, and where mercy dwels there 
faults are forgiven upon fome humble penitence : though 
thy Treſpaſſe deſerves no pity but ſevere puniſhment, yer upon

ſtened in the Faith of Chriſt. Thirdly , and lafily, that 
thy three Kingdomes of Barbarie , Morocco and India, 
{wear true Allegiance to all Chriftian Kings, and never to 
bear Arms, but in the true quarrel of Chrift, and his annointed 
Nations. Theſe things duly obſeryed, thy life ſhall be pre- 
ſerved, and thy liberty obtained, otherwiſe look for no mercy but

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Great Potentate of *Exrope( replyed Almidor) by whoſe mighti- 
neſs Fortune ſits fettered in the (Chains of power, my Golden 
Diadem, and Legal Scepter by conſtraint I muſt deliver up : bur 
beforg1 for ſake my countrey gods, Iwill endure a hundred deaths; 
and before my conſcience be reformed to a new faith, the earth 
ſhall be no Earth, the Sea no Sea, the Heaven no Heaven. 
Thinkeſt thou now proud Chriltian , by thy threatned 
torments, to tnake me forget my Creator, and believe in thy God 
the ſuppoſed King of the ; and baſely born under an Oxe's 
Stail ?

This wotul ſpectacle ſtroꝶ ſuch a grief inta the Engliſh Mer⸗ 
chapts heart, that be could ſearce endure to ſpeak foz weeping : 
bis wife, when ſhee bebeld the beads ol her lovely Sons lying upon 
the Table, as it were looking to Yeaben to2 revenge, bzeathed 


fozth this dying Lamentation : 
; Q D 
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O filly Babes, would pou bad bien ſtrangled in my Womb at 
at pour firſt conception: then ſþould not theſe accurſed Inſideis 
babe triumpht thus in your unbappy Tragedies, nog pour unfop- 
runate Parents beheld this luckleſs dap: whereon A pzay that 
never Sun map ſþine again, but be accounted an ominous day 
thzoughout the whole wozld, foz Heaben JI hope (pw; Babes) wil 
rain a ſpotoꝛe of bengeance on their heads, that babe cauſed this 
our 8 death: and with this pzayer J now bid the Mold 
fare * 

At which woꝛds der grief ſo excteded the bounds of reaſon, that 
it taped tbe paſſage of her bzeath, whereby ſþe was fozced to pteld 
der ſoul to the Paradiſe of peace. She being no ſooner dead, but the 
ſozrotoful Merchant likewiſe bitterly exclapmed againſt tbe in⸗ 
juſtice of Foztune, and the Tyranny ofthe Barbaroug Moors ac- 
counting bis Deſtiny moze bapleſs then the Thracian Kings, that 
buried bis childzen in bis own bowels : and the cruelty of theſe 
Infidels to exceed the Tyranny of Nero, that cauſed bis Mothers 
Womb to be opened that be might bebold the place ef bis concep- 
tion: but when the Þerchant bad fufficiently bewayled the Mur: 
ther of bis Childzen, the death of bis wife, and bis own miſery 
te ye&elded his ſoul to the furious ſtroak of death. The end of whoſe 
long languiſhments , when the wicked Moors had, inteſli- 
gence of, they cauſed their dead bodies to be carried to the top 
of a bigh Mountain, and there left foz rhe pzep of hungry Rabens: 
But the Sun confumed them like the moznings dew, and by 
the wonderful wozkmanſbip of Heaben , in the ſame place 
fpzung a Bower of Koſes to fignifie the unſpotted honour of the 
Merchant and his bertuous Wife ; which Miracle we leabe to the 
wonder of the Moors, and ſpeak of the Chziſtian Champions pzo- 
cedings, that by his time were arribed in the Kingdom of Egypt.

CHAP.XI, 


How the Chriſtians arrived in Egypt, and what hapned 
to them there. The Tragedy of the luſtful Earl of Co- 
ventry, How Sabra was bound to a ſtake to be burned, 
and how Saint George redeemed her : Laſtly, how 
the Fgyptian King caſt bimſelf from thetop of a Tow- 


er, and broke hisneck, 


Uring the time of the blady murther w2ougbt 
by the Barbarous Moors upon the Engliſh Berchant 
and bis Mife, with his ſeben Childzen, as you heard 
in the fozmer Chapter, the Champions of Chziſtendom 
arribed upon the Territozies of Egypt, where they ſuppoſed to 
bave met with Legions of Armed Sculdiers, and to habe adben- 
tured their lives upon the Chance of Mar: but all things fell eut 
contrary to their expectations: found the Gates of ebery City 
ſet open, and every Wiſlage and Town unpeopled , foz tbe 
Commons at the repozt of rhe Cheiſttans Arrival, ſecretly bid 
their Treaſure in the Caves of the Earth, in deep wels, and 
ſuch like obſcure places, anda general fear and extream terrour ac 
ſatled the Egyptians, as well the Peers of the Land, as the um- 
ple Countrey people: manny fled into woods and wilderneſs 
and cloſely bid themſelbes in hollow Trees: many digged Caves 
in the Gꝛound, where they thought beſt to remain in ſafetp : and 
many fled to high Mountains, where they long time libed in great 
extremity, ſ&ding upon the Gzaſs of the Gꝛoimd: ſo greatly the 
Egyptians ſeated the Army of the Chziſtians that they expected no- 
thing but the ruine of their Countrep, with rhe leſs of their own 

libes: and the murther of their Wives and Childzen, : 
But to ſpeak of the Chziſtian Champions, who finding tbe 
Country deſolate of people, ſuſpected ſeme deep policy of the E- 
gyptiant, thinking them to hade muſtered their warlike fozces to 
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bid them Battell: therefoze Saint George gabe commandement 
thꝛougb the whole Camp, that not a man upon pain of death, 
ſþould bzeak bis Rank, but march adbiſedly with their weapons 
ready pꝛeſt to encounter Battel, as though the Enemies bad 
dizectly placed themſelves oppoſite againſt them: which ſpeci⸗ 
al charge the chziftian Souldiers duly obſerbed, lozing neither 
aſter the wealth of Cities noz the ſpoyl of Uiſlages, but cir- 
. -cumſpectly marched accozding to their Leaders directions along 
the Country of Egypt, till they appzoached the fight of King Pto- 
lomies Court : when the Noble Champion of England be 
beld, in this manner encouraged he his Followers. 


Behold (ſaid her) you inbincible Captains of Cheiftendom, 
ponder curſed Towers where wicked Prolomic keeps bis 
Court; thoſe Battlements, I ſay, were they as richly built as 
the great Pyramides of Greece, pet ſpould they be ſubberted 
and laid as lebel with the Gzound, as the City of ( arthage; there 
bath that accurſed Prolomy his refidence, that ſoz pzeſerbing his 
Daughter from the burning Dꝛagon, treacherouſlp ſent me into 
Perſia, where ſoz ſtben pears J lided in great extremity ina 
difmal Dungeon, where the Sun. did neber gibe melight, noz the 
company of people comfozt :.An rebenge whereof, my beart ſhall 
never reſt in quiet, till I ſ&e the Buildings of bis Pallace ſet on 
fire, and converted into a place of deſolation, like to the glozious 
City in Phrygia, now ober-ſpzead with ſtinking weeds and loath- 
ſome puddles: therefoze let all Cheiſttan Bouldiers, that fight 
under the Banner of Chziſtendom , and all that lobe George 
ct England your choſen General, dzaw fozth pour warlike UWea- 
pong, and like the angry Gzeeks, oberturn thoſe gliſtering 
Battlements: leave not one ſtone upon another, but lay it as 
lebel with the ground, as the Parbeſt Keapers do Fields of ri⸗ 
pened cozn 5 let pour W2athiul furies fall upon theſe Towers 
like dec ps of April ſpowers, oz like ſtozms of winters Þaile , 
that it map be bzutedthzough the whole wozld, what juſt venge⸗ 
ance did light upon the Pꝛide of Egypt: leabe not (Jap) as pou 
lobe pour General, when you habe ſubberted the Pallace, not 
one man alibe,no, not a fucking Babe, but let them ſuffer benge- 
ance foz the wickedneſs of their King. This is my Decree, bꝛabe

Knights of Chziſtendom, therefoze march fozward : Beaven and 
Foztune be pour god ſped, 


At which wozds the Souldiers gabe a general ſbout, in 
ſign of their willing minds. Then began the filken Streamers 
to flouriſh in the Air, the Dꝛums cbeartully to ſound ſozward, 
the tber Trumpets recozded Ecchoes of Wictozie : the barbed 
Steeds v2ew pzoud of this attempt, and would ſtand upon no 
ground, but leapt and danced with as much courage, as did 
Bucephalus the PYozle cf the Macedonian Alexander alwaps be- 
foze any notable Wicozy; pea, ebery thing gabe an evident 
fign of god ſucceſſe, as well ſenſeleſs things as libing crea- 
tures. 

With this reſolution marched the Chziſtians, purpoſing the 
utter confuſion of the Egyptian, and the wofull ruine and de- 
ſtruction of Pcolomies ſumptuous Pallace. But when the Soul- 
diers appzoached the Gates with wzathſiul Weapons. ready 
to aſſault, there came pacing out thereat, the Egyptian King, 
with all the chiefeſt of bis Nobles, attyred in black and mourn- 
ful Dznaments, bearing in their hands Olide Bzancbes: 
next them the bzabeſt Souldiers in Egypt, bearing in their 
bands bzoken weapons, ſbibered Lances, and tszn Ancients: 
likewiſe followed, thoufands of Women and childzen , with 
Cypzeſſs Wzeaths about their Peads, and in their Bands 
Olive 1Bzancbes, crying foz mercy to the Chꝛiſtians. Thar 
they ſhould not utterly deſtroy their declining Countrey, 
but ſhew mercy to unhappy Egypt: This unexpected ſight, oz 
rather admirable wonder, cauſed Saint George to ſound. a re- 
treat, and gabe commandment thzough the Cbeiſtien Army, 
to wirhbold their fozmer vowed vengeance from the Egyptians 
till he underftod what they reauired: which charge being gibeu 
and duly obſerbed, Saint George with other the tx Champions 
came together, and admitted the Egyptian Kiug with bis No- 
bles to their pzeſence, who in this manner began to ſpeak foz bis 
Country. 


You unquered Knights of Chriſtendom, whoſe worthy Victo- 
ries and Noble Atchievements the whole World admires, let —— 
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that never kneeled to any man till now, and informer times dif- 
dained to humble himſelf to any Potentate on Earth, let him 1 ſay, 
eye moſt unfortunate Wretch alive, crave mercy , not for my, 
ſelf, bur for my Country; my Commons blood will be required 
at my hands: our murthered Infants will call to Heaven for re- 
venge, and our ſlaughtered widows ſink down to Hell for re- 
venge : So will the vengeance of Heaven light upon my ſoul, and 
the curſe of Hell upon my head. Renowned Champion of Eng- 
land, under whele cuſtody my dear Daughter is kept, even fer 
the love of her be merciful to Egypt · The former wrongs I proft- 
fered thee when I ſent thee, like a guilcleſs Lamb into Perſia, was 
contrary to my will: for I wasincenſed by the flattery of that ac- 
cuſfed Blackmoor King, whoſe ſoul for evermore be ſcourged with 
whips of Wyre, and plagued with the puniſhment of Tantalus in 
Hell: if my life will ſerve for a juſt revenge, hereis my naked 
Breaſt, let my heart blood ſtain ſome Chriſtians Sword, that you 
may bear he bloody witneſs of my death into Chriſtendom, or let 
me be torn into a thouſand pieces by mad untamed Steeds, as was 
Hippolitus Son of Theſeus in his charmed chariot. 

Moſt mighty Controlers of the World, command the deareſt 

things in Egypt, they beat your pleaſures, we will forſake our 

ods, and beleive in that God which you commonly adore: for 
be is che true and living God, ours falfe and hateful in the fight 
of Heaven. | 

This penitent Lamentation of the Egyptian King cauſed 
the Chziſtian Champions to relent. but eſpecially Saint George, 
who h bing a heart beautified with a well ſpzing of pity , not 
en-Ip granted mercy to the whele Countrep, but baouchſated 
Ptolony liberty of lite , upon condition that be would perfozm 
what be bad pzomiſed,which wos, to fozſake bis falſe gods, and 
beleibe in cur true God Chꝛiſt Jeſus. 

This kindneſs ot Saint George almoſt rabiſbed Pcolomy with 
jop, and the whole Land, both Peers and Commons moze re- 
jazced at the ſriendſpip of the Chiſtians, then it thep bad ben 
made Lezds e the Weſtern Mol. The news of this bappy uni · 
ty was beu ted in all the parts ot Egypt: wherebythe Commons 
that befoze fled fo fear into Weds and Mtlderneſſes, Dens and 


Cabes, Hills and Pountains, returned jopſully to their con 
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Dbellings,and cauſed Bonefires to te made in cberp City, Town 
and Ulage : the Bells of Egypt rung day and night, foz the 
ſpace ot a wh: in every place was ſen Banquetting, Dancing, 
and asking: Sezrow was baniſhed, Mars tozgotten,and Peace 
pzoclaimed. 

The King at bis otor charges ezdained a ſumptuous and coſt» 
y Banquet lo? the Chziſtian Champions, wherein foz bounty it ex- 
ceded that which the Trojans made, when Paris returned from 
Greece with the conqueſt at Menalaus Queen, Lbe WBanquetting 
deute was built with Cypzeſs wood, ccvered with the pure Ada- 
mant ſtone 5 ſo that neitber St&l noꝛ baſe jron cculd come there⸗ 
in, but it was pzeſently dzawn tothe top ofthe Bof': as fez the 
bariety of Services which graced fozth the Banquet, it were to 
tedious to repeat: But to be bzeif, what both the Land and Sea 
could affozd was there pzeſent. The Servitours that attended the 
Champions at the Banquet, was attired in Damask Ueſtments, 
wꝛoug kt with the pureſt Silk the Indian Wirgins ſpun upon their 
filver Wheels 5 at ebery courſe the Serbitours bzougbt in a con- 
ſozt of Egyptian Ladies, who on their Jbozed Lutes ſtzained frzth 
ſuch adnzjred barmonp, that it ſurpaſſed Arions muſick,which when 
be was caſt ints the ſea, cauſed the Dolphins to bzing bim falt ta 
the ſhoze,o2 thr ſweerneſs of Orpheus filber harp. which made both 
ſtones & trees to dance 5 oz the melody of Apollo's inſpiring muſick, 
when be deſcended to the lower parts foꝛ the lobe of Daphne. 

Theſe Pleaſures ſo rabiſped the Chziſtian Champions, that 
they foꝛgot the found of Warlike Dꝛums, wbith were wont to call 
them fozth to bloody Wattels. But theſe delights continued but 
a fþczt time, foz there arrived a Knight frzm England, that 
bzought ſuch unexpected news to St. George, that changed bis 
jops into extream ſozroto: foz after this manner began the Peſſen- 
ger to teſl his woeiul Tale, 

Fair Englands Champion ( ſaithe be) inſtead of Arms 
get Swallows wings, and flye to England, if ever thou wilt 
thy beloved Lady; for ſhe is judged to be burned at a ſtake 
for murthering the AZ of Coventry: whoſe luſtful Defires 
would have ſtained her Honour with Infamy , and made her 
the ſcorn of Vertuous Women: Yet this mercy is granted by 
the King of England, that if within twelve Moneths a —— 
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on may be found, that for her ſake will venture his life, if it be 
ls fortune to overcome the Challenger of her death, ſhe ſhall 
live t but iſ it be bis fataldeſtiny to be conquered, then muſt ſhe 
ſuffer the heavy jndgement before pronounced; therefore as yon 
joe the life of your chaſt and beloved Lady, haſt into England, 
delay no time; for delay is dangerous, and her life in hazzard to 
be loſt. 

This woful Diſcourſe ſtruck ſuch a terroꝛ ts St. Georges heart, 
likewiſe te rhe Egyptian King ber Father, that toz- a time thep 
ſto ad gazing-ons in anothers face, asthough thep had bien diſtract 
of their wits; net able to ſpeakene word ; but at laſt S. George 
rÞcobered his fezmer ſenſe, and bzeatþed foꝛth this ſozrewful La- 
mentation, | 

O England, O unkind England, have I adventured my life in 
thy defence, and for thy defence have lain the field of Mars, 
buckled on my armor in many a parching Summers day, and ma- 
ny a freezing Winters night, when you have taken your quiet 
ſteeps on beds of down: and will you repay me with this diſcout- 
relie, or rather n ndeſerved _ ro adjudee her ſpotleſs body 
ro ronſuming fire? whoſe blood if it be ſpite before I comg, I vo 
never to draw my truſty Sword in Englands quarrel mdre, nor 
never account my ſelf her Champion, but 1 will rend my warlike 
colours into a thouſand pieces, the which 1 wear on my Burgoner, 

mean the crimſon Croſs of England) and wander nnknown 
*ountries, obſcurely from the ſight of any Chriftian eye? is it 
poſſiblethar England willbeſoungrateful to her friend ? can that 
Renowned-Country harbor ſuch a luſtful Monſter, to ſeek to diſ- 
honour her, Within. whoſe beart the fountain of Vertue ſprings 2 
Or canthar Noble City, cheNurſe and Mother of my life enter - 
tain ſo vile a Homicide, that will offer vidlence to her, whoſei 
chaſtity and true Honour bath cauſed tameleſ Lions to ſleep in 
her lap „„ -_ 
In this fore ful manner wearied St. George ths time away, 
until the Egyptian Kyng, whoſe ſczrow being as great as his, put 
him from t imcemplaints, and requeſted the Engliſh Knigbt to tell 
the trre diſcenrſe.ct Sabra's pꝛetfrred violence, and bow ſhe. mur⸗ 
thered the luſtfal Earl of Coventry; ts whem aftet a bicterfigh 
tztwo the Meſſenger thus repiped, in this manner; 
Molt 
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Poſt Noble Pꝛinces and Potentates of the Earth,pzepare pour 
ears toentgrtain the wofulleſt tale that eber Engliſh Knight dif- 
courſt , and your eres to tviep Deas of bzackilh tears ? J would A 
bad ns tongue to tell it, noz beart to remember it. Wut ſ ing I 
am compelled thꝛeugb the lobe and diu J ow to the Noble Cham- 
pions of Cheiſtendome to expecſs it, then thus ft was. 

It was the foztune , nay Amay ſay , imbappy deſtiny of peut 
belobed Lady, upon an ebening , when the Sun bad almost 
lodged in the Weſt , to walk without the Walls of Coventrey, 
to take the pleaſures of the ſivert flelds, and fleuring meadows, 
which Flora had beautified in a Summers Libery? but as (be 
walked up and down,ſometimes taking pleaſure to bear the cþirp- 
ing Birds bot they ftrained their Mer notes ? other times 
taking delight to ite how nature had cobered botþ Pills and dales 
with ſundry ſorts af Flowers: then to l the che 
running Rivers, the murmurring Pulle of wþ:fe streams 
exceeded the reſt foz pleaſure, But ſþe (ind Lady) delighting 
ber ſelf by the River fide , a ſudden/ and ftrange alteration 
troubled her mind ? foz the Chain of Gold that te did 
wear about ber Neck , pzeſentiy changed colour, rom a pel- 
low turnifþt beigbtnets, toa dim paleneſs 3 Per Kings fen from 
ber fingers, and from ber noſe fell dae ps of bled : bobereat ber 
heart began to thaod , her ears to glow, and ebery joyn to trem- 
ble withſear. This ſtrange accident cauſed her ſpeedily to haſt 
bomeward : but by the way ſhe met ihe Earl of Coventry, talk» 
ing at that time to take the pleaſure of theebening Ayr, with ſacb 
à train of wozthy Gentlement, as though be had been the greatel 
Peer in all England: whoſe fight when ſhe beheld a far of, 
ber heart began to miſgibe , thinking that foztune bad allotted 
thoſe Eentlemen to pecffer her ſcme injury; fo that upon her 
cheeks fear had ſet a bermillion die, wheredy her beauty grelw 
admirable 5; which when the Earl beheld , be was rabiſped 
therewith, and deemed her the exceſlenteſt creature that eber 
nature framed , their meeting was filent : fe ſþewed the by- 
militp of a dertuous Lady, and be the courtefle of a kind Een- 
tleman : ſhe deparred hometyards , and be into the fields, ſhe 
thinking all danger paſt , but be pzaciſed in bis mind her utter 


mine and dewnfal : foz the dart of Lobe bad ſßot from hes bean- 
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lious cheeks into bis heart, not true lobe, but Inft ? ſo that 
nothing might quench his defire , but the conqueſt of her chaſtity, 
ſuch extream paſſion bewitched his mind, that he cauſed his ſer- 
bants eberyone to depart: and then like a diſcontented man he 
wandzed up and down t be fields, beating in bis mind a thouſand 
ſundzp ways to obtain his defire : foz without be enjoyed her lobe, 
de waslikely to libe inendleſs languiſpment ? but at laſt he figbed 

out this paſſion of lobe. 
O you immoztal power, whp babe pou tranſpozted her from 
an carthiy Lady to a beabenly Angel ? Sabra is no wozldly 
creature , but a dibine ſubſtance 5 ber beauty is a ſtain unto the 
Queen ot Lobe, and her countenance of moze Pajelipthen Juno's 
grace: her twinckling eyes that glifter like the flaming Stars, 
and her beautecuscheeks' moze pleaſant then Rel s dipt in milk, 
dave pierc't my heart with the pzicks of Lobe, and her Lobe J 
will enjep „ oz loſe mp Wie. O! but there is a bar which 
thwarts kind affections , and hinders my defires, St George 
JI mean , is ber true and Lawſul Pusband, the Þonour of 
whoſe bed ſþe will not biolare foz all the Kingdomes of rhe 
Mold. Tuſh, faint bearted fool that Jam, Sabra is beau- 
tiful , and therefoze to be tempted ; ſte is a Woman and 
thereloꝛp eafie to be won, ber Husband be is ſpozting in the fields 
of Mars, then whp map not ſbe take pleaſure in the chamber 
of Venus: I willuſe my flattering gleſſes, meny kind ſpeeches, 
and many ſweet embzaces , but J will crop that bud, which 
but to taſt, J would gibe my wbole. Lands and Rebenues : 
J will tell ber St, George is a wanderer, and one that will 
neber return , uhereas J am a mighty Peer in England, and 
ene that can accempliſh whatſceber ſce deffres. Panp other 
circumfiances this luſtiul Earl uſed, to flatter himſelf in this 
bain conceit. At leſt, the ſcawling night with pitchy Clouds be- 
gan to oberſpzead the bzightfome Peabens, whereby be was 
to2ced te repair bemewards, and to ſmother up bis Lobe in 
filence, no guiet flecp that night could enter into bis execs, 
tut fend and reſtleſs Dzeen's: ſcmetimes be theught be had 
bis Lede Wiflriſs in bis Arms ,, dallying like the Paphian 
© ueen upon ker Minions knee ; tut pzeſently awaking, be 
(13d jt but a giiding Fadew , uhich added new grief to 
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bis lobe fick paſſions : then by and by be thcught be ſat he 0 
the wzarbfiull Champion with bis dzeadful bloody fauchion , came 
to rebenge bis Ladys rabiſbment: whereat the rroubled Earl 
ſtarted from bis bed , and with a leud boyce cryed to his Cham- 
berlain foz belp , ſaying , that St. George was come to mur- 
ther him: wbich ſudden outcry nor onely awaked the Chamber- 
lain but the whole houſe , which generally come to bear him 
company : they ſet up Champhyze Tapers to gibe ligbt, and 
made bim ÞPulick to comfezt bim, and to dzibe all fond fancies 
from his mind: but no ſwner ceaſed rhe Pufick, but be ſell into 
bis fozmer cogitations , pondering in bis mind which way be 
migbt cbtain bis purpoſe : whereat a diſmal Night Raven beat 
ber Wings againſt his chamber Window, and with a barſh boxce 
gave bim warning of a bad ſucceſs. Then pzeſenrly began the 
Tapers to burn blue, as though a trop of gaſtlp Spirits did en- 
conipaſs bis Lodging, wbich was an evident ſign that ſome 
firange and unbappy Purther ſhould wozthly follow, All which 
could nething withdzaty the luſtful Earl from bis wicked enter- 
pzize , noz convert bis mind from the ſpcpl of fo t a Lady. 
In this manner ſpent he the night away , till ih Suns b:ight 
countenance ſumms ned him frem bis reftleſs bed: from whence 
being no ſoner riſen but be ſent foz the Steward of bis bcuſe, 
and gabe him a charge ro pꝛobide a moſt ſinmptuous and cc>l 
Banquet, foz be intended to indite thereunto all the pꝛincip 
Ladies in Coventry: what bountiful cher was pzovided, I think 
it needleſs to repeat: but to de boxt, at rhe time and hour ap- 
pointed, the invired Ladies repaired: the Banquer was bꝛougbt 
in by the En trbants, and placed upon tbe Table by rhe Earl 
bimtell: obs after many welcomes giden, began thus to mobe the 
Ladies delight. 

I think my bouſe moſt higbly bcnoured (ſaid he) that yen hate 
bouchſafedro grace it with your pꝛetenc e: e my thinks ycu beau⸗ 
tiſte mp Pall, as the twintz ing Stars beautifre the bail of Hea- 
ben : but amangt the number of pon all ycu habe a Cinchia, 
a gliſter ing filber Pon, that foz bzightneſs excteded all ths 
reſt: tez the is fairer then the Quten of Cypreſs , I:velier then 
Dido, when Cupid ſat u pon her kn& , wiſcr then the Pꝛepbe⸗ 
reſs of Troy: of Perſonage moꝛe cemely then che Gzeeian Dame, 
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and of moze Wajeſty then the Quin of Lebe: Se that an 
the Buſes with their Jbozy pens map write continually , 
and pet not ſufficiently deſcribe her excellent oznaments of 
nature. 

This commendation cawed a general ſmile of the Ladys, 
and made them I0k one upen another whom it ſhould be.

Aniahrs and Champions, to ſ. cd an extaſle of mind, that ebery 
one departedto their Lodging Chambers with dumb fignes of 
fcarsw , deim not able te ſyeak one woꝛd ; where to that night 
they lamented the miſþap of ſo Uertwous aLavy, The Egypri- 
an Ring ber father, de abandoned the fight of ell companies: 
and repaired ta the top of a high Tower built of Parble Stone, 
wherein he barred himteif ſo faſt with Jren Bees, that none 
could come within the bearing of his lamentatipns: then raged 
be up and dotdwlikefrantick Oedipus, rearing bis eyes from their 
Natural Cells , accufing Peaben of Jnjuftice, condemning earth 
of Iniqaity , and accurſing man foz ſuch an execrable Crime; 
one while wiſþing that bis Daughters birth day bad ben ber 
Furial dap: another while that fome unlucky Planet would de- 
ſcend thefirmament , and faſl upen his miſerable head Being 
in this extrram paſſion , be neber bop) to ſ his Daughters 
Countenance again: and ſo abeut Pidnigbt, being a time when 
Deſperate men pzattiſe their own deſtructions , be caſt bim- 
ſelf beaVong from the top of the Lower, and bzoke his Neck, 
and — bcfpzinkled the Flinty Pabements with his blod and 
Weains. 

No'ſconer was the night vaniſhed , and bzight Phoebus entred 
theZcdiack of Peaben, bur his bꝛuiſed body livelets and ſenſe- 
teſs , was found by bis Serbauts lying in the Pallace pard all 
deaten in peices againſt the greund. The woſul netos of this \clf- * 
willed Burther they pzeſentiy told to certain Egyptian Aniabte, 
obs tok his ſcattered Limbs and carried them to St. Georges 
Chamber , whom they found arming bimſelf fox bis departure 
rewards England: but at this woſul ſpectacle he to a ſegend con- 
ceited griet in ſu extream manner, that ir bad almcC 
coft kim bis life, but that the Egyptian Knights gabe him ma- 
np comfozrable ſpeches, and by the conſerit of many Dukes, 
Earls , Teras, and Barons , with many other of the late 
Kings Pziby Ccunf:l , they elected bim the true fucc&ding 

ing of „ by whe Parriage of Pcolomies Daugbter: 
pzofer St. G reuſed not, but tok upory bim 
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wbich | 
tbe Regiment of the wholE"Tountry , \ that fez a ſþozt time 


is journep towards Ergland was daped, and upon the third 
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day following his Cozonation was appointed, which they ſo 
lemnly perfozmed , to the high honour of all che Ch:iftian Cham- 
pions , fez the Egyptian Peers cauſed St. George to be apparel- 
led in Ropal beſtures like a Ring , be bad on a ſuit of flaming 
Green like an Emerauld , and a mantle of Scarlet bcry richly 
furd, and wzough curioully with Gold: then the otþer fix Cham- 
pions led him up to the Kings Thzone , and ſet him in a Chair 
of Ebony , which had pummels of filber, which tod upon an Ala- 
blaſter Elephant; then came thzee of the greateft Lozds in Egypt, 
and ſet a Crown of gold upon bis Headz then fellowed the Knights 
with a Scepter, and a naked Sword, to ſignifie that be was 
chief Gobernour of the Kealm , and Lozd of all that appcrtained 
to the Crown of Egypt. This being pertoꝛmed in moſt ſun'ptu- 
aus and ſtately manner, the Trumpets with other Jnſtruments 
began toſound, whereat the generalcompany with joyſul boyces 
creed altogetþer , Long live St, George, true Champion for Eng» 
land, and King of Egypt. Then was be conducted to the Koyal 
Pallace , where foz ten days be remained amongſ his Lezds and 
Knights , ſpending the time in great joy and pleaſure ; che which 
being finiſhed , bis Ladies diftreſs conſtrained him to a ſudden 
departure: therefoze he left the guiding of bis Land to twelbe 
Egrptian Toꝛds, binding them all by Dath to deliber it at his 
return: likewiſe charging them to inter che body of Ptolomy in 
a ſumptuous Tomb befirting the Body et ſo Royal a Potentate: 
Alſo, appointed the fix Champions to ratſe their Tents, and Mu⸗ 
ſter up a new their Souldiers,and with all ſped march into Perſia, 
and there by Dint of bloody war revenge his fozmer injuries upon 
the curſed Souldan. 

This charge being given, the next mozning by bzeok of dap, 
be buckledon bis Armour, mounted on his ſwitt (oted ſteed, and 
bad bis friends in Egypt foꝛ a ſeaſon adue? and ſo in cempany of 
the Knight that bzought him that unlicky news, be rok bis 
Journey with all ſp&d towards England; in which travel we will 
leabe him foꝛ a time: Alſo paſſing over the ſcptedy p2ovifion made 
by the Chꝛiſtian Champians in Egypt, foꝛ the Invaſion of Perſia, 
and return to ſozrowful Sabra being in Pꝛiſon, awaiting each Wi⸗ 
nute to teceibe the final ſtzoke of impartial Death: foz now had the 
rowling plannets bzought their _ jeurney io an end: pet 1 
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had ns Intelligence of any champion that would defend her cauſe, 
therefoze ſhe pꝛepared her delicate body to receibe her lateſt bzeath 
of life, The time being come, ſbe was bzcught to the place of 
execution, whirher ſhe went as willingly, and with as much jop, 
as eber ſhe went befoze time unts ber Parriage : ſhe bad made 
bumble ſubmiſſion to the Moꝛld, and unfeignedly committed her 
\cul to God. She being at the State, obere the King was pꝛeſent 
with many thouſands , as well of woful perſonages, as of Com- 
mon people, to behold this woful Tragedy, the Deaths man ſtrip- 
ping off ber Garment, which was ol black Sarcenet, and in her 
Snow white Smock bound her with an Jron Chain unto the 
Stake: then placed they round about her tender body, both Pitch 
and Turpentine, and Gunpowder , with other mercileſs things, 
thereby to make her death the moze eaſte, and her pain the ſþoz- 
tet: which being done , the King cauſed the Perauld to ſum- , 
mon in the Challenger, who at the ſound of the Trumpet came 
tracing in upon a roan coloured Steed without any kind of mark, 
and trapped with rich Trappings of Gold and pzeciaus ſtones of 
great pzice : there came fozth at the Hozſe mouth, two Turks 
like unto an Elephants, bis Noſtzils were very large and big, 
bis bead little, his bzeaſt ſomewhat bzoad, well pitcht,and ſo hard 
that no Swozd were it never ſo ſharp , was able to enter in 
thereat. The Champion was called the Baron of Cheſter, a 
bolder and hardier Knight, they thought lived not then upon the 
face of the whole Earth: he fo advanced himſelf up and doton, as 
though he had been able to encounter with an bundzed Knigbts- 
Then the King cauſed the Herald to ſummon in the Defendant,

At which words Sabra began to grow pale as aſbes, and 
ber Foynts to tremble like to Aſpen teabes 3 ber Tongue that 
befoze continued filent, began to recozd a ®wan-like dying tale, 
and in this manner uttered the pafſion of ber heart: Be witneſs, 
Heaven and all your bright Celeſtial Angels: be witneſs Sun 
and Moon, all true Bebolders of my fact; be witneſs thou 
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clearFirmament , and all the World be witneſs of my innocen- 
cy: the blood I ſhed was for the ſafeguard of my Honour and 
unſpotted chaſtity ; great God bf Heave 1 , if the prayers of my 
unſtained heart may move thy mighty Majeſty , or my true in- 
nocency prevail with thy immortal power , command that either 
my Lord may come to be my Champion, or ſad beholder of my 
Death. But if my bands were ſtained with blood about ſome 
wicked enterpriſe , then Heaven ſhew preſent vengeance upon 
me, elſe by ſome Noble Champion ſave my body alive. At 
which inſtant ſhe heard the ſcund of a ſþzil Trumpet, the which 
St, George cauſed to be winded: (foz as then be was near) 
which cauſed the Execution a while to te deferred. Ar laſt 
they beheld afar cf aſtately Banner wabing in the Apr, the 
which a Squire carried beioze t. George. then they eſpyed near 
unto the Banner, a moſt baliant armed Knight mounted upon a 
cole black Pallrap, with a Warlike Lance ſtanding in bis reſt : 
by which ſudden appzoach they knew him ro be the ſame Champi⸗ 
en that would defend the diſtreſſed Ladys lite. Then the King 
cemmanded the Dꝛums and Trumpets to ſound ; wbereat the 
pecple gabe a general ſhout , and the pez Lady balt dead with 
fear began ts revive, and her bluſhing Cheeks to be as beautiful 
as red Roſes dipt in Milk, oꝛ blood mingled with Snow, But when 
St. George appzoe ched the ſ:ghr of bis conſtant Lady, whom be 
found chained to a Stake, incompaſſed with many inſtruments of 
Death, bis heart ſo relented with grief, that be almoſt fell befide 
bis Pozſe:yet remembꝛing whereioze he came be recalled bis cou- 
rage, and intended to try his foztune in the Combate , befoze be 
would diſcover himſelt unto his Lody. And ſo when the Trum- 
pets ſounded Deaths Alarum, the two Knights ſet Spurs to their 
Pozſes, and made them run ſoficrceiy, that at the fift encounter 
they ſwivbered both their Lances to their hands, then ruſhed they 
together ſo rigezouflp with the Bodies and Helmets, that they fell 
do don both to the Earth: but St. George whe wes the moze luſt y 
Knight,nimily leapt upon bis int without any hint, but the Caron 
of Cheſter lay ſtill with his bead downwords , caſting from his 
DBcuth abundance of blood, fo: he wes mightily bꝛuiſed with the 
fall, but when he revibedtrom his Trance , be wk his Shield, 
Tzakwing cut a _niighty Faiichicn , and with a weathſul coun- 
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tenance ran at S. eorge. Now pꝛoud Unight (qusth be) Icwear 
by all the Saints of beaben, to rebenge my bod which thou haſt 
ſped: and therewithal he ſtruck ſo biolenty upen St. Georges 
Shield, that it cleaved quite aſunder. Then began be rc werangrp, 
and took his Swozd in great wzath,and gabe the Baron of Cheſter 
Cuch a ſtzoke, that he cut away Arm and @houlder,a1'd aff the flefh 
of his fide to the bare Ribs, and likewiſe cut his Leg aImoſec'can 
a ſunder, in the thickeſt place of bis Thich,and yet fez aſl that the 
Stoozd entred half a fot intothe earth: then fell the Baron of 
Chetter to the ground, and bzeathed fozth this le mentable cry, 

Now frown,you fatal Stars eternally: that did pꝛedominate at 
my birth, foꝛ he is ſlain and vanquiſhed, that neber Rope to 
any Knight befbze this dap: and thereupon the bleod ſtaped the 
paſſage ot bis ſptech, and his ſcul went flying ro Elizium: where- 
at the whole companp admired and applauded Saint George 
foz the me ſt ſoꝛtunate Knight in the Wozld. Tien the King deli 
bered Sabra with his own hands to St, George, who meſt 
ceurtect.flp recetbed her , and like a kind Knightcaſt a @car- 
ter Mantle ober her body , the which a Lady ſtanding by beſtew⸗ 
ed upen him ; yet he minded not to diſcover Finiſelf , but ſet 
ber jupon his peztly Steed, that pzeſently grew proud in car- 
tping fo rich a burthen ) and with bis ewn hands led him 
by the bzidle wzains. So grear was the jep thzougheut the 
City, that the Wels rung without ceaſing that whole day together, 
the Citizens thozow ebery place George ſtould paſs , did hang 
fozthat their windows, and on their Mals, Cloth of Gold and 
Silk, with rich Carpets, Cuſbion-coterings of green Uelber lay a 
bzoadin ebery window: the Clergy in Copes of Gotd and Sflk, 
mer them with ſolemn pzoceſſion : the Ladies and beautiful Dam: 
ſels ftrewedeberyſtreet whereas he paſt with Reſes and moſt plea» 
Cant Flowers. and crowned him with a wzeathof green Bays, in 
fign of bis T:tumphant Uictoezpand Congneſt. 

In this manner went he to the Rings Pallece , net knen 
by any Whit be ſhould be , but that be wes a Bnight of a 
Orange Country ? Pet Sabra many times as thcp paſſed 
along, defired to (& his face and know his Name , foz that 
de had adventured ſo (ar foz her ſake , and that foz Her de⸗ 
ber he had benq uicßt the bzabeft Knight in England. Pet 
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foꝛ all ber perſwafions , be kept bimfelf undifcobered till a trop 
of Ladies in company of Sabra , got bim into a chamber richlp 
bung with Arras cloth, and there unlacedhis Beber: whoſe coun- 
tenance when (be be(W , and ſaw that it was ber Lozd and 
Þusband which had red&med ber ſrem death, ſþe fell into a dead 
ſwcun foz bery jc y: but St. George ſpzinckled a littlecold water 
on her foce and ribived her pzef.ntlp. Afrerthis he gabe ber many 
a kind and fobing kiſs , calling her the nie trueſt , and the mo 
'opallef Le dy that (ber n2tire framed , chat to the very death 
weuld net le ſe ene jet of ber unſpeted Poncur. Likewefe ſhe ac- 
counted bim tbetrueſt KNiphr, and tbe Lopaleſt Pusband, that 
ever heatenly Hymen linckt in bands et Parriage with anz Mo⸗ 
man. But wen the King had notice that it was St George his 
Countreys Champion, which atcbeibed that noble Conqueſt in 
tenquiſſ in the Baron ot Cheſter, be as rabiſted with ſuch joy, 
ther be came running in all be te the Chamber, and moſt 
kindly imbꝛaced him, and after he was unstmed, and his wounds 
we ſhed in kite ine and new Wilk, the King conducted him 
with his Lat y to his Banqurtting Beuſe, where they feaſted foz 
that ebening, and alter be kept cpen ecutt foz eſt commers fo 
long as St. George continued there, which was foz the ſpace of 
one Poneth ? At the end whereof he twk bis Ladp and ene Page 
with him and bade England adue , and then be trabelled towards 
Perſia , to the other Chziſtian Champions , whoſe dangerous 
journey, and ſtrange adbentures you map read in this Champter 
following,

How Saint George in his Journey towards Perſia, arri- 
ved 1n a Country inhabited onely by Maids, where he 
atcheived many ſtrange and wonderful Adventures: 
Alſo of the Raviſhment of ſeven Virgins in a Wood, | 
and how Sabra preſerved her honour from a terrible 
Gyant. 


Fter St, George with bis bertuous Lady de- 
A parted from England, and bad trabelled 
thzough many Countries, taking their direct 
courſes towards Egypt, and the confines of 
Perſia , where the other fir Champions re- 
mained with the Warlike Legions : At laſt, 
they arribed in the Countrey of the Ama zoni- 
ans, àa Land inhabited by none but Momen: 
In which Region Saint George atcheibed many babe and 
Pꝛincely Adbentures , which are moſt wonderful to rchearſe , as 
after is declared: foz trabelling up and down the Country , they 
found every -Town and City deſolate of people, yet bery ſun ptu- 
ouſly built, the Earth likewiſe untilled , the Paſtures unche- 
riſped, andebery field obergrown with weeds : whereby be deemed 
that ſome ſtrange accident had befallen the Country, eitheaby 
Mar, oz mozt ality of ſome gretibcus Plague, fo? thep cMIld 
neither ſet eye of Man, Moman, noꝛ Child, whereby thep were 
fozced to feed on Berries and Bote, and inſtead of bzabe Pal- 
laces, they were conſtrained to lie on bzcad Paſtures, upon the 
bancks of Moſs, and inſtead of Curtains ef (Ik, they had black 
and dark clcuds to cober them. 

In this extremity they trabelled up and down fo? thirty 
days „ but at laſt it was their happy foztunes to arribe be- 
fnze a rich Pabillion, fituated and ſtanding in the open fields, 
which ſtemed to be the moſt glozious (ght that eber oy 
| held, 
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held, foz it was wzcught of the richeſt Wozk in the UWozd, all 
of green and Crimfon Satten, bozdered with Gold and Azure, 
the Poſts that bare it up were of Jbozy , the Coꝛds of green filk, 
and on tbe top thereof there ſtd an Eagle of Gold, and at 
the two Cozners, two gren Silber Geiffins ſhining again 
the Sun, which ſeemed in richneſs to exceed the Ponument of 
Mauſolus, being one of the UWozlds twelbe Wonders, I 
had not there remained long, admiring at the Beauty of th, 
Wozkmonſbip , bur at the Entry of the Pabilion there appear 
ed a Maiden Queen Crowned wich an Imperial Diadem, who - 
was the mcſt faireſt creature that eber he fam. On her attended 
Amazonian Dames, bearing in their Þands Silber Bows 
of the Turkiſh Faſhion , and at their Backs hung Quibers 
full of Golden Arrows, upon their Peads they woze Hilber 
Cozonets , beſet with Pearls and pzecious Stones: their 
Attire comely and gallant : thetr Faces fair and gentle to be- 
hold, their Fozebeads plain and white „ che Tramels of their 
Pair like burntt Golo: their Bzows ſmall and pzopper, ſome 
what dꝛewing ts a bzown colour, their Uiſage plain, neicher 
tio Long noz to Bound, but coloured like Roſes mixt with Lil 
lies, their Noſes long and ſtraight , their Ruddy Checks ſome- 
what, Smiling, their Eyes lobely , and all the reſt of their 
parts andLineaments, by nature framed moſt excellent, who bad 
made them in beauty without compare: The Mueen her ſelf was 
clothed in a Gown of Gzeen, ſtraight girt unte ber body with a 
lace of Sold, ſo that ſomewbat ber Kound and Lilly white 
ꝛeaſt might be ſeen, which became her wonderful well: befide all 
this ſhe had on a Crimſon Rertle, lined wich M iolet Welbet, and 
ber wide fleebes were likewiſe of Gzen Silk, embzopdered with 
Flowers of Gold, and with rich Pearls, When St. George bad 
ſufficiently bebeld the beauty of this Maiden Quten, he was almoſt 
entrapped in ber lobe, but tat che dear atfection he bare to his own 
Lady pzebented bim, whom be would not wzong foz all the Area» 
ſures betwixt the digbeſt Þeaben and the loweſt Earth. At latt, he 
alightedfzom bis Þozſe, and humbled himſelf unts ber excellenep, 
and thus courteoullp begaij to queſtion with her aſter this man- 
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Poli divine and fair of all fairs , Queen ef ſweet beauty (ſaid 
be) let a travelling Knight obtain this fabeur at your hands, that 
both bimtelf and his Lady whom you behold here wearied with 
travel, map take our reſt within your Pabtlion foz a night : Fez 
we habe wandꝛed up and dawn this Country many a dap, neither 
ſte ing man to give us lodging, noz finding fwd to cheriſh ue, 
which made us wonder that ſo bzabe a Countrep, and ſs beautiful 
with natures Ornaments as this is, ſbeuld be left deſolate of 

people, the cauſe hereof is ſtzange J know , and ſull of won- 
der. 

This Queſtion being courteouſly demanded by St. George, 
cauſed the Amazonian Mugen as kindly to reply: Sit Knight 
guoth ſhe ( ſoꝛ ſo you ſeem beth by pour behabiour and gallant ſta- 
ture) what fabour my Pabilion may ofc2d be aſſnred of : But 
the remembzance of my Countreps deſolation which you ſpeak 
of bzeadsa Sea of ſozrow in mp ſoul, and maketh me figh when 
AI remember it: but becauſe you are a Knight of a ſtrange 
Land, I will repozt it though unto mpgreif: about ſome twelve 
pears ſince, it was a Negromancers chance to arribe wichin 
wis Country, bis name ts Oſmond , the cunningeſt Artiſt cis 
day libing upon the Earth, foz be can at his cell raiſe all the 
Spirits out of Pell, and with his Charms make Peaben to 
rain continuelly fbowzes of blood: mp Beeutp at that inftant 
rempred bim to Love, and dzowned bis ſences ſo in defire, 
that be aſſailed by all perſwaſions that eicher Wit oꝛ Art could 
debiſe to win me to his will: but J baving Uiswed mp ſelf tg 
Diana's cheſtity, to libe in ſingleneſs among theſe Amazonian 
Waids, contemned bis Lobe, deſpiſed his perſon , and ac- 
counted his perſwallons es emminous Bnakes 5 fe2 which be 
w2ought the deftuetion of this mp Ream and Ringdome : foz by 
bis Pagick Art and damned arms , be raiſed from the earth a 
Migbty Tower , the Wozter wheres! be mingled with Mirgins 
blood, wherein are ſuch enchantments wzought, that tbe light of the 
Sun, and tbe bzightneſs of the Skies is quentbed, and the Earth 
blaſted with a terrible Uapour,an d black Miſt, that aſcendetb from 
we Lower, whereby a generall dazbneſs overſpzead cur Land, 
te cempaſs of four and twenty leagues, ſo that this countrep - 
is clean w3ſted and deſtroyeo , and my pe: pla fled cut theresf. 
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This Tower is haunted day and night with gaſtly fiend : and at 
bis departure into Pera, where he now by lachantment aidsthe 
Souldian in his Wars againſt the Chriſtians ,. be left the guarding 
of the ſame to a miglity and terrible Gyane ; fot ſhape the ug- 
lieſt monſter tbat ever eye beheld, or ear heard tell off; for 
he is thirty foot in length: his head three times larger then 
the Head of an Ox : his Eyes bigger then tro Pewter Viſhes, 
and his Teeth ſtanding out of his Mouth more then a Foot, 
wherewith he will break both Iron and Sttel : his! Armes 
big and long without any meaſures and his 'body-as black as 
any Coal, and as hard as Braſs : alſo of ſuch a ſtrength, 
that he is able to carry away at once three Knights Armed: 
and he never eateth any other Meat, but raw fleſh of Man-

Thus have you heard moſt Noble and courteous Knight, the 
true difcourſe of my utter Ruine, andthe Vengeance ſhe wed 
upon upon my Country, by this wicked Negromancer : for 
which I have remained ever ſiace in this Pavilion amongſt my 
Maidens, where we pray both day and night, that ſome unhappy 
fortune terrible yengeance may fall upon thiswicked Conjurer, 

Now as I am 2 true Eng'iſh Kaighe,: (replpod Þt, George) 
no ſooner;ſhalithe Mornings Sun appear, but I will take my jour- 
ney to that Inchanted Tower : in which lle entet in deſp ght of 
the Gyant, and break the Inchantment , or make my Grave 
within the Monſters Bowels: which if I happily perform, then 
will I tra vel into Pers, and fetter up the moſt wicked Negromark

Moſt dangerous is the adventure (quoth the Amazonian Queen) 
from whence as yet did never Knight return. But if you be ſo re- 
ſolute & noble minded, as to attempt the Enterpriſe then happy 
be your ſurtuneʒand know brave Knigbt , that this Tower lyeth 
welſtwa adfrom hence ſome thirteen Miles, and thereupon ſhe rouk 
him by the hand, and cauſed Sara =_— to aliphr nes"

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ſray, and led them both inte her Pabilicn, where they were feeft- 
td moſt royally, and foz that night Clept ſecurely. But when the 
de ys bzight Windows spened, and the mezning Sun began to 
gliſter,in-all haſt St. George that valiant minded Champton, ert ſe 
{rom bis tert content, and Armed binifelt ; where sfter be had 
taken bis leabe of the Quan, and gabe her thanks e bis courre- 
eus entertainment, he alſo took bis leabe of Sabra , whem be luft 
in company ofthe Qutes Baidens, till bis return wich conqueſt, 
and fo rode fozth till it was Neon, and then he entred into a twp 
Wallep,and eber he rode ls wer and le wer. It wes then a ſair day, 
and the Sun ſhined clear: but by that time he bad zidden ten 
Miles and a half, be had leſt both the Light and the Sun, end alſo 
the fight of Þeaben : fozit was there as dark as Nighr, and moze 
dilmal then the die peſt Dungeon.

with bis Shield, which coberedþis:whels body, be had been pier» 
ced to the heart. 
An this dangerc us manner rode be on, till be come to the Gates 
af the Juchanted Lc wer, whereas che E pant ſat in bis Jron Cost, 
upon a block, with a Pace of Attel in his band „ who at the firk 
fight et . Ceor ge, beat his te th fo mightily togetber,that they rang 
like the Crcak cf an Andile, and he ran raging like a fiend ol Pell, 
wii king to habe taben the Champien , Poꝛſe and all in bis long 
eth, that were as arp as dll and to have bon them pyeſently 
o ihe Tower, But u ben S. CC oi ge perceived his mauch c pen. 
be tan his werd, and i zuſt it therein fo ſar, at it made the Gy» 
ant te rear ſd loud, that the Elf ments ſe med to ff under, and ibe

earth to fremble : his Wouth ſmoakt like a fiery furnace, and his 
Eyes rowled in bis bead, like bzands of flaming fire: the 
wormd was ſa great, and the blod iſſued ſo ſaſt (rom the Gyants 
Woutb , that bis courage began to quail, and againſt hig. will 
be was fozced to peild ta the Champigns mercy, and to geg fo2

At 
laſt be came to the bofrim! , and therehe feund a fair great Ueult, 
where heſelt te terrible a heat that be ſweat exceedingly , and ag 
be felt about bim, be perceived that be apꝛaached neer tte fite, 
atrd going, #fttietnrther be e\pted out the fountain, whereat he 
greatiyrejoyced?' and lo he tot his ſbleld, and baretherein FT: 

In conctull 
on, be laboured fo long till the fire was clean quenched: then de⸗ 
an the Skies to receibe their peif2c lightneſs , and the Golden 
un to ſhine moſt clearly abcut him, where he plainly perceived 
bow'ther? fired upon the Stairs many great Images of Bzaſs, 
holding in their bands mighty Maces of Stel, the wbich bad

* Thus toben St. George $:ough bis invincible foꝛtitude had 
perfozmed- this dangerous adbenture , he grew wearygf Travel,

This humble fiibmiſſion of the 'Gyant cauſed the Champion 
to rejopce, not fo? bis obertzo bo, but that he had gotten ſo mighty 
a Sethant, then unlated WA pix yy and lap down after bis 
had fufieatiy. reſted himſelf, 


eaty ter >, 
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who like a kind, modeſt, and bertusus wife , during aff the time 
of der Pugbands abſence , continually pzayed to the immoztal 
powers of Þeaben fo? his foztunate ſucceſs and happy return, 
othertviſe reſolving her ſelf , if the lowzing Deſtinies ſhoulderofs 
bis intent, and unluck ih end bis days befoze the adbenture were 
accompliſhed, then to ſpend the remnant of her life among 
tho'e bappy Virgins. But on the ſudden befoze the Meen and 
her Virgins were aware, S. George arribed befoze the Pabillion 
dutifully attended on by the Gyant, whe beze upon bis ſþaulder 3 
body of a tall Dat, by whichthe Queen knew that his Pzoweſs 
bad redeemed her Ccuntry from darkneſs, at d A lidered ber from 
Fer ſozrow, care, and trouble: fo in company of her Paids bery 
cgozgroufly attyred , ſhe conducted the Champion to a Bower of 
Rotes, intermingled wirh creeping bines , the which in his ab- 
fence they hadplanted ſoꝛ bis Ladies delight.

But tu ſpeak bow the Amazonian Muren feaſted them, and in 
what manner ſpe and her Batds devifed pafl ime foz their con 
tents, were to tedicus to repeat: but then night gabe end to 
their picefures , and lep ſummoned afl things to a quiet Mence, 
the Quten bzought them to a bery ſumptucus Lodging, wherein 
flood a Bed framed witz Eben Mod, ober - hung with many pen⸗ 
dants of Gold, the Lick was ſtuft wich Down cf Turtle Doves, 
the Sheets of Medion iN: theteon la a rich Quilt wought with 
Cotten, cobered with Damask , and ſticht wich chꝛeads of gold. 
The Cuten beftowed upon Sr, George at bis going to bed, an 
bzcpdered Bbizt, curidully w2ought with many rare devices, as the 
Labours of Herculus, the Triumphs of Mars, and the loves of 
many Potentates, w2ojtght in ſuch curious manner, as thoughart 
ber ſelf had been thecontriber. 

Sabra at her going to Bed was likewiſe pꝛetented by the 
Antens Maidens, wich alight Rirtle of Sangeable Utolet, fome- 
what bluſhing on a red colour.

caſt a mantle of green Silk, which made the bed ſeem moze beau- 
tifulthen Floraes richeſt Dznaments. Wy them the Queen and 
her Mirgins ſat , making wert mufick upon their filber tuned 
Lutes » till golden ep bad cloſed up their epes; the which be- 
ing done, the Queen with her Ladies departed likewiſe to their 
natural reſts, But all this while the Gyant neber entredthe Pa- 
billion, but epr as ſoundlp at the Kot of a Pine tre, as Saint 
George did in his embzcydered Bed: ſoz be knew not what plea- 
Cures belonged thereunto , ncz neber betoze that time bebeldany 
Womans Fare, Atlaſt , the night witbd;ew her black Curtains, 
and gabe the niozning leabe to appear, whoſe ple ſant light cau- 
ſed St. George to fozſakebis bed, and to walk ſeme few miles 
to ober-biew the Country: In which journey be rok ſuch exceeding 
ple aſie , that he thougbt it the godlieft Kealm chat eber be ſaws, 
foz he perccived well bow it was (ull of ezloly Wealth, 

At laſt, be climbed up to the top of an high Pountain, being 
ſome two miles from the Qitens Pabilion, whereou he td and 
deheld many ſtately Lotus and Towers, bigh and mighty Ca- 
vies , man large woods and Peddows, and many pleaſant Ki- 
bers ; and about the Towns lair Mines, godly Paſtures and 
Fields. At laſt, be bebeld the City of àrgenia ſhining againſt the 
Sun, the place where the Queen in fozmer time was wont td kep 
ber Court ; which City was inbircned with deep Ditches, the 
Mall ſtrongly builded, and moze then fibe bundzed Lowers made 
of Lime and Stone: alfo be ſaw many fair Cturcheg cobereꝭ wich 
Lead, habing tops and Spires of Gold, ſhining moſt gozgecully, 
with Weather-Corksof Silber, gliſtering againſt the Sun, Alla 
be ſaw the Burgeſſes Þouſes and like Pallaces cloſed with high 
and ftrong walls,barred with Chains of Jron from houſe to houſe 
wbereat in bis heart he pꝛaiſed much the nobleneſs and richneſs 
of the City, and ſaid to himſelf, that it might well be called 
Argenia , foz it ſxmedtobe of Argent, that is as much as to ſap 
of über. 

During the time of the Champions pleaſurable walk, which 
continued [rem the bzeak cf dap, to the clofing of the Even- 
ing „ bapned a woſt!! Tragedy, ner unts the Queens Pabilion, 

committed by the Poiftrous Grant whom St. George dzought

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from the Enchanted Tower: ſoz that ſame mozning wben the 
Sun bad mounted tome (ew degrees unto the Firmament, 
feben of the Muens Uirgins in Sabras cempany , wolked in 
to a pleaſant thicker of Ares adjoyning to ber Pabilion, 
not onely to take the plezſiire of the mezning Ayr, but to bear 
the chirping melody of Birds: in which thicket 62 Gzobe, under 
a Pine-A ree, this Gyant lodged the paſſed night : but no ſtoner 
came theſe beauti ul Ladies under the 1Bzarcbes ol the tres, but 
the E pant ceſt! is tycupecn them , twbeſe rare perfection ſo fired 
the heart ef the luſt ul Gpant , that be muſt either quench bis de- 
tres with the ſp. ils oi their Chaſtittes, oꝛ end his days in ſome 
menfrous manner 2 thereloze he ſterts up from the place where 
be lap, end with a wathfulccuntenance ran attonaſtthe Ladies, 
and catcbing them all eigbt ar once tetwire bis Arms, be boze 
them to the ſurcher lde ct ihe Gzobe, where be Rabitþed ſeben of @@ 
tte Sutens Maidens, and afterwards bebeured them alibe into bis 
lech ſe rm be wels, Sabra being rhe ceghth cf that wiful number, 
vat ich in her {gl t Ge bebeld butchered by that bloody WMolf : but 
continuing tte time of their Rebiſhii eim, FEmade her ſupplica- 
tion tothe Ceds , that thcy weuld in 11eep defend ber chaſti- 
ty {rim the luſiful Rape of fs: wicked a We nſter: and immsdiate⸗ 
Iy upen theſe wozds fbe ſaw an ugly Load come crawling befoze 
ter , thzcugh which by policy ſhe ſabeò ber life, and peeferbed 
ber boneur : foz ſte tak the Tread betwizt ber bands, and 
cruſhed tbe benenie trem. ber impophhea bowels 4, wherelwics 
te all defpzinkled her face, ſo that Netantly der fair beauty 
was changed into lot pom b liſters „ fez ſhe ſtemed moe lite a 
creature di fozmed with Lepꝛoſie, then a Lady of excellent Fea- 
tete. Atlength tbe being the laſt of all, ber time came that ſhe 
ſrould be dcfAloured, andrbe ſuſtſul Gyant tame to fetch her: but 
when he beheld her d. iſage ſs indent med, he lothed her fight, ſeek» 
ing ne it ber to Rabiſh ber, noz pꝛt ffer ing to debeur her, but dif- 
ce ntentediy wandzing awap greatly greived at the committed 
crime, and ſozely repenting himtelt of ſo wicked a deed, not one iy 
loꝛ the ſpop{-ofthe ſeben- Mirgins, but oz the wong pee Eexed-to 
fo Hoble d Anigbr: u honor onely granted bim liberty at lite, 
brit reer ved im into dis ſervice ::therefoze be re ged un and down 


tie Eꝛobe, making ihe Earth ts tren ble at bis — _— 
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while curling bis foztune and hour of creation: another while 
banning bis Sire and deviſlifh Dam: but when be remembzed 
the noble Champion St. George, whoſe angry ſroton be would 
Fatt foz all the Wozld , then to pzebent the ſame , he ran bis 
dead moſt furiouſly again a knobbed Tak, and bzayned bimſelc; 
where we will leabe him now weltring in bis blod , and ſpeak 
what became cf Sabra aſter this blody accident: ſoz aſter ſbe had 
wandzedup and down the Thicket many a weary ſtep, incenting 
Peaben againſt the Gyants cruelty, the Sun began to ſet and the 
dark night dzew on, which cauſed her thus to complatrn : 

O you immortal Powers of Heaven, and you eleſtial Planets, 
being the true Gviders of the Firmament, open your bright

At. which 
ſpiethesz ſþe too her chain ( which was doubled. twenty times a beut 
her Heck) and left it lying. all befmeared in the blood of thoſe 
Utrging whom theGpant bad Ra biſped and lain, and ſo betwk 
her felfto a ſad and ſolitary life, intending neber to come in the 
fight of men, but to ſpend her daes wandzing in the Weds: 
where we will line weile leabe her lor a time, and ſpeak of St. 
George, who Icy was feturned ta the Aurens Pavilion, 


where he miſſed. his Lady, and had iutelligence, bow that ſhe in 
company of ſeben other Ladies, walked in the 110zning into a 
pleatant Stove to hear the melody of Birds; and ſince that time 
no nets bath dien heard of them: for a tben it grew toward 
night, which cauled St. George grratlyta miſtruſt that ſame mi

before I could defloure the eighth, in a ſtrange manner her bright 
beauty was changed into a loathſome Leproſie, whereby Idet 
her light, and left her chaſtity unde filed, but by her ſad complaint: 
I ſince have under ſtood, how that ſhe is your Lady and love, and to 
this hour ſhe hath her reſidence within the circuit of this Thicket:

Se diſrourfed to him the truth of this blody ftratagem, where ſbe 
remained till the Amazonian Quien bad cured her Lepꝛoſte dy the 
ſecret vertue of her gil! : of whom after they had taken leave, aud 
ben her thanks foz der kind courtefies, . George with bis 
Lady tod their journey towards Perfia , where the Chziſtian Ar- 


mies lap 1 at whoſe arrtbal,you ſhall hear ſtraug and wow 
derful things, the li was never done in any age.

| chanted Lower, and Sabra, the futy of the Tuſtſul Gp- 
| ant, they reok their journey towards Perſia, where the 


Chziſtian Champions lay encamped befoze the Soul- 
dans great City of grand Belgor , a place moſt ſtrongly fozrified 
with Spirits, and other gaſtly illuſtons, by the Enchantment of 
Oſmond, whom pou heard befoze in the laſt Chapter, to be the ra- 
reſt Negromancer in the Moꝛld: but as the Engliſh Champion 
with bis Lady trabelled chitherward, they ha pned into a Deſert, 
and mighty Wilderneſs obergrown with lofty Pines, and Cedar- 
Trees, and many buge and mighty Dakes, the ſpzeading bzanches 
whereofſ&med to withbold the light of heaven from their untroden 
paſſages, and tops foz exceeding beighth to reach into Elements, 
the inhabitants were Silbanes, Satyrs, Fapꝛies, and other Weody 
Himphs, which by day tpoꝛted up and down the Foꝛreſt: and by 
nigbt tended the pleaſures to Proſerpinethe Fayrie Me n. The 
Wuſick of filver ſounding Birds, ſo chearfully reſounded thzougb 
the Mods, and the whiſtling Mind made ſuch melody amengſt the

andfragrant.graſs,dzawn out in round Circles, by Fayries dances, 
ſo long till they bad loſt themſelves amongſt the unknoton paſſages, 
not knowing bow, noz by what means to recover the perfect * 
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of tdeir journey, but were conſtrained to wander in the Wilder- 
neſs like Solitary Pilgrims, ſpending the day with weary deps, 
s thenight with vian imaginations, eben as a child when be bath 
loft bimſelfin a populous City, runneth up anddown,not knotwing 
god to return to bis nftibe dwelling : eben ſo it happened to theſe 
two loſt anddifconſolate Travellers, foz when thep bad wandzed 
ma np Days one way, and finding no end of their toyis, they reti⸗ 
red backward to tbe place of their firſt ſetting fozth : where they 
were wont to hear the Moyſe of people reſound in Country Uila- 
ges,and to met trabellers poſting from place to place, but noto they 
beard nothing but bluſtering of Winds, ratling in ide Md, ma- 
king the Bza mbles to whiſtle, and the Trees to groan , and now 
and then to meet a ſpeckled Beaft like to the Kain-bow, weitring 
from his Den to ſick his natural ſuſtenance: in their Trabel by

which be erened ber1wixt two pleaſant Pills: where inſtead of a 
P:incely Cabrnet, bebrmg with Arras, and rich Tapeſtry,ſhe was 
conſtrained to fuffice ber relt with a fmple lodging covered with 
Reſes, and other Fragrant flowers: ber bed he made of gr&@n 
Weſs, and Thiſtle Down, beſet curioufiy round about with Olive 
bzanches, and the ſpzigs of an Dzange trie, which made it ſem 
moze beautiful then Floraes Pabillion, oz Dianaes Panſon : but 
at laſt, when Se keit the pain of her Womb grow intoſlerable, 
and 
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and the Sted ready to be reaped,and how ſhe was in a Wilderneſs 
devoid of womens company, that ſbould be ready to aift ber in ſs 
ſecret a matter, ſþecaſt her ſelf down upon ber Poſſie bed, and 
with a bluſhing countenance ſþe diſcovered ber mind in this man; 
ner to St. George 

My molt Dear and loving Lord (quoth ſhe) my true and onely 
Champion at all times and ſeaſons except at this hour, for it is the 
painful hour of my delivery, therefore depart from out of the 
bearing of my crys, and commit my fortune to the pleaſures of the 
Heavens: for it is not convenient for any mans eye to behold the 
ſecrets of a Woman in ſuch a caſe: ſtay nor, I ſay, dear Lord, to 
ſee the Infant now ſprawlingin my Womb, to be delivered from the 
bed of his Creation, forſake my preſence for a time, and let me like 
the Noble Queen cf France, obtain the favour of ſome Fairy to 
be my Midwife, that my Babe may be as ha ppily born in this wil- 
derneſs, as was her valiant Sons Walentine and Dyfon , the one 
of them was cheriſht by a King, and the other by a Bear, yet both 
of them grew famous in their Deeds: my pain is great, dear Lord, 
therefore depart my Cabinet, and before Phœbus lodgeth in the 
Weſt, I ſhall either be a happy Mother, or a liveleſs body - thou 
a joyful Father, or a ſorroful Widower. At which wozds . 
George ſealed the agreement with a kiſs, and departed flentlp 
without any reply: but with a thouſand figbs be bad ber adue, and 
ſo tek bis way to the top of a Pauntain, being in diſtance from 
bis Ladies abiding. a quarter of a Mile, there knelcd be during 
the time of her trabel, with bis bare knees upon the boſome of the 
earth, neber ceafing pꝛapers, but continually ſoliciting the Paje- 
ty of God, to grant bis Lady a ſpeedy and eaſte delibery: at whoſe 
dibine Dziſens the Þeabens ſeemed to relent , and aſl the time of 
her pain, cobered the place with a Wale of darkneſs, by great 
flights of Birds, with troops of untamed Beaſts, that came flcck- 
ing about the mountain where be kneeled,and in their kinds aſſiſt» 
ed his Celeſtial contemplations : where J will leave bim foz a 
time, andſpeak what hapnedro Sabra in tbe middle of ber pains, 
and extremitp of her Travel : foz after B. Georges departure, the 
ſurp of ber grief fo raged in ber Womb, that it exceeded the 
bounds of reafon.,whereby her heart was conſtained to bꝛeath ſo 


many ſcozching ſighs, that thep ſeemed to blaſt the leaves of trees 
and 
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and to wither the flowers wþjch-heautified ber Cabinet, ber buy 
rh2nedtdamegaes cauſed ber ſtar beight' eres, like Fountains ro 
diſtil down fllver dzops, and all the reſt of her body to tremble like 
a Caftle in a terrible Eartbquake : ſo greibous were ber pains, and 
ruful were ber cryes,that fþe cauſed the mercileſs Tpgers to relent, 
and untamed Lyons , wirh o:her wild beaſts, like fiſly 
Lambs to fit and bleat: ber greibous cries , and bitter moans, 
cauſed the beavens, as it were, to bleed theis bapours down, and 
the Earth to weepa ſpzing oftears : both Perbs and Tzees did 
ſeem to deop, bard ftony Rocks to ſweat when ſþe complained. 

At laſt, ber pittiſul cries pierced down to 3 loweſt M aults of dire. 
ſul Dis, where Proſerpine fits crowned amongſt her Fapries, and 
ſo pzebailed, that in all baſt ſþe aſſended from ber Kegiment, to 
wozk this Ladies Cafe delivered, and ro make her Mother of thzee 
godly Boys, who no ſ&ner arrived in Sabras Lodging, but ſþe 
prattiſed the duty of a Pidwite, eaſed the burtþen of ber Womb, 
and ſafely bought her Babes into the Wozld : at whoſe firſt fight 
the Þeavens began to ſmile, andthe Earth to rejoyce, as a gn 
and token, that in time to come they would pode thee of the No- 
bleſt Knights in the Wozld, 

This courteous deed of Proſerpine was noſoner perſazmed, but 
ſte aid the thzee Boys, in thꝛee moſt rich and ſumptuous Cradles, 
the which tbe cauſed her Fapꝛies to ſerch inbiſibly from theee of 
the richeft Knights in the world, and therewithal Pantles of fx, 
with other things thereunto belonging: likewiſe ſhe caufed a 
winged Satyre to fetch from the furtheſt borders of India, a'cover« 
ing ol Dammask Taffaty Embzoydered with Gold, the. mo 
richeſt Dznament that ever moztal eye.bebeld : foz thereon was 
wzought and lively poztrayed by the curious skill of indian wea · 
ders, how Godcreated Heaven and Earth, the wandzing courſes 
both of Sun and Pon, and litzewite haw the golden Planets da 
do pzedominare: Allo there is no lazy in any. age remembꝛed ſiner 
the beginning of the world „ but it was thereon moſt perfectly 
weeught : So excellent it was, that Art ber ſelf could never deviſe 
a cunninger. With this rich and ſumptuous Oꝛnament ſbe co⸗ 
bered the Ladies Child-bed: whereby it ſeemed to ſurpafs in bꝛa⸗ 
bery the goꝛgeaus Bed of Juno the bzave Queen, when firſt the en- 

tettained impertous Jove. Alter this Proſerpine laid under every 


childs 
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Childs Pillowa filber Tablet,whbereon tvere Mi ten in Letters 
of Gold their god and happy Foztunes. 


Under the firſt was theſe Werſes Charactered, who at that time 
lay frowning in his Cradle like the God of Mat. 


A Souldier bold, a man of wondrous might, 
A King likewiſe this royal Babe ſhall die : 
Three golden Diadems in bloody fight, 

By this — Prince ſhall alſo conquered be: 
The Towers of fair Jeruſalem and Rome, 
Shall yeild to him in happy time to come.

——— the Fayrie Qucen bad ended ber Pzopheſie upon 
the Childen, and bad left them golden faztunes lying in their Cra- 
dles, ſhe vaniſhed away, leabiug tbe Lady rejopcing at ber ſale 
deliberp, and wondeing at the gifts of Proſerpine: whic þ the 
conjectured to be but ſhadows to dazle ber eyes , and thinysoffa- 
ding ſubſtance ; but when ſþe bad laid ber hands upon the rich co⸗ 


vering of Damaſk Taffe ty, which covered ber Poly bed, and 


celt that it was the ſclfſame fozm that it ſeemed, fþe caſt ber eyes 
with a cheartin lot up to the Pajeſty of Heaben, and not onely 
gabe thanks to in moꝛtal Jove ſoꝛ ber rich received benefits , but 
foz bis merciiful kindneſs in making ber the happy Pother of t hecr 
ſuch godly Cbii dꝛen. But we will now return again to the Noble 
Champion . George, whom we leſt pꝛaping upon the Mountain 
top, and as you beard befoze, the sies were overſpzead with table 
clouds, as though they bad been mourning Witneſſes of bis Ladys 
toꝛment: but befoze the golden Sun bad div'd into watre Tbetis 
Lap, the element began to clear, and to withdzaw ber fozmer 
mourning Mantles, by which be ſuppoſed that Þeaben bad pittt- 
ed bis Ladies pains, and granted bera ſafe deliverp: therefozp in 
all haſt he rerired back to the Silbay Cabinet; the which be found

wer was beaut ined to gozgeouſly, and the pzppownder of bis 
Childzens Pzcphefie : who with pA wii bluching Ike pur- 
ple mozning, replied inthis manner? 
My moſt dear and welbeloved Lord, the pains I. have endu- 
red to make you the happy Father of three lovely boys, hath been 
more 
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more-joyful then the ſtroke of death, but yet my delivery more 
joyful. then the pleaſures of this World: the Winds carried my 
gro ant to every corner of this Wilderneſs, whereby both trees 
and herbsaſliſted my 57,7877 » Beaſts, Birds, and Feather- 
ed Fowls , with every ſenleleſs thing that nature framed. on his 
Earth, ſeemed to pitty my moans: but in the midſt of my tor- 
ments, when my ſoul was ready to forſake this Worldly ha bita- 
tion, heir appeared to mea Queen Crowned with a Golden Dia- 
dem, inſtate and geſture like imperious Juno, andin beauty to 
Divine Oiana : her Garments for brayery,ſcemed to ſtain the 
Rairi- bow in her be bue, apd for diverſity of colonts, to 
ſurpaſs the flowers of th Field: on her attended many beautiful 
Nimphs, ſome clad in garments in colour of the Chryſtial Ocean, 
ſome in atcire as gallant as the pleaſant Roſe, and ſome more glo- 
rious then the Azured Firmaments: ber. wiſdome might compare 
wich Apollo's, ber jadgement with Pallas, and her skil! with Luci- 
na's: for no ſooner entred ſhe my preſence, but my trayclsceaſed, 
and my Womb delivered up her grievous burghen: my Babes bein 
brought to light by the vertue of her skill, ſhe prepared theſe rick 
and ſumptuous Cradles, the which were brought inviſible to my 
Cabinet; likewiſe theſe-Mantles, and this n Covexlet, 
abe 3 me, and ſo immediateſy va niſhed away.

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upon with bis faulcbion ready charged, he tracedß woods, lea bing no 
thoꝛny bzake noz moſſie cabe unſearcþt, till be had found a herd of 
fallow Meer: from which number he fingledout the fatteft, to make 
bis Lady a bountiful Banquet: but in time of bis abſence, there 
bappened to Sabra a ftrange and wonderful accident : foe there 
came weltring into the Cabinet thz&e moſt wild and monttrous 
Beaſts, aLyon , a Tygreſs , and s ſbe Wolf, which took the 
Babes out ot their Cradles, and boze them to their ſecret dens. 
At which fight , Sabra like one diſtraught of ſenſe, ſtartedfrom 
ber bed, and to her weak power offered to follow the Beaſts, but 
all in vain: foz befvze ſhe could get without ber Cabinet, they 
were paſt fight, andthe Childzens cry without her hearing: then 
like a diſrontented Woman ſþe turned back , beating ber bzeaft, 
rending her hair, and raging up and down her Cabinet, ufing all 
the rigour ſpe could devize againſther ſelf; and had not .

T bus wandzed . George up and down the Wilderneſs fo? the 
" fpace of two days, bearing no news of his unchꝛiſtened Childzen. 
At laſt be appzoached the f{gbt of a pleaſant Kiber,whichſmecotbly 
glided down betwirt twa Pountaines , into whofe'ftreamsbe 
purpoted to caſt himſeff, and fb by a deſperate death gibe end to bia 
ſozrows : But as de was committing bis body to the mercy ot the 
Waters, and his ſoul to the pleature ofthe beabens, he heard a 
kat off the ruful ſcrik,as be thonght of a comfoztleſs Bgbe : which 
Cudden noyſe, caufed him to refrain from his deſperate purpoſe,and 
with moze difcrerian to tender his own ſafety, Then caſting bis 
eyes aſide, it was bis bappy deſtinp to ſpie thete inhumane Beaſts 
Iying at the frot of the hill, tumbling themſelves againſt the warm 
Sun, and bis thx pzetty Babes ſuching from their Mombs, theit 
moũ unkindmilk: which fpectacle fo encouraged the Champion, 
that without further adbiſemeny, with his ſingle Swoꝛd, be aſſail-

asRomus and Romulus, the firſt Founders of Emperious. Rome, 
which in their in fancies were nurſed with the milk of a Ravenous 
Wolf: and as proſperous in your adventures as was that Perſian 
Potentate, which ted on the milk of a Bitch. At the end of which 
tpeeches , be appzoached the Cabinet, where be left his Lady 
mourning foz the loſs of her childzen : but at bis return he found 
ber without ſenſe oz mobing, being not able to gibe him a jopful 
welcome, whereat be fell into this extream paſſion of ſozrow, 


O Fortune, Fortune, (quoth be) how many griefs beapeſt 
thou upon my head l wilt thou needs enjoyn me to an endleſs for. 
row? See Sabra, ſee , I have redeemed our ſons, and freed chem 
from the Tygars bloody jaws, whoſe wrathful couptenance did 
threaten death. Which comfoztable ſpeeches cauſed her pzeſencip. 
to rt bibe, and to tatze tbe (illy Infants in ber Armes, laping them 
ſweetly upon her Jvozy boſome, at wobich they ſeemed to ſmile as 
pleaſantly, as Cupid in the lap of Dido, when Aeneas ſpozred in 
the Count of Carthage, The kind imbzaces, lobing ſpeeches, and 
jopful conference that paſt bettwixt the Champion and his Lady, 
tere now to long to be difcourſed : but to be ſpoꝛt, they remain- 
d inthe Wilderneſs without further diſterbance, either of Mild 
Beaſts oz other accident, till Sabra had recovered her Child-bed 
fickneſs-: and then keing conduged by a bappy Star, thep retur- 
ned back the ready way te Chriſtendom ; where after tome few 
days trabel, thep arrived in the Bohemian Court, where the 
þ King 
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King ofthat Country , with two other bozdering Pꝛinces moſt 
Royally Chiſtened bis Childzen. The Eldeſt they named Cuys 
the ſecond Alexander; and tbe third David: the which beiti g 
perfozmed, and the triumphs ended, which in moſt ſumptuoi s 
manner continugd foz the ſpace of one moneth, then the Bos 
hemian King foz the great lobe he bare to &.

- Firſt he appointedthzee ſeberal Emb aſſadoꝛs, with all things 
notettarp foz fo pzincelp a charge, to conduc the thꝛte Infants, to 
their ſeveral Coimtries. The firſt and Eldeſt, whoſe foztune was 
to be a Souldier , be ſent to the Emperial City of Rome (being 
then the wonder 'of the Wezld ſoꝛ martial Diſcipline)there by tbe 
Emperoꝛ to be trained up, - The Second, whoſe Feztune was to 
be a Courtly Pziuce, be ſent to the rich and plentiful Country 
of England , being the pzide of Chriftendom foz all delightful 
pleaſures. The Third and laſt, whofe Foztune was to pzobe a 
Scholar, he ſent into Germany, Untothe Uniberfity of Wittene 
berg; being thought at that time to be the Excellenteſt place of 
Learning, that remained thzoughout the whole Wezld, 

Thus were S. Georges Childzen pꝛobided oz by the Bohemian 
King 5 foz when the Embaſſadours were in readineſs, the Sbips 
foz their paſſage furniſþed,s their attendants appointed, S. George 
in company of his Lady, the King of Bohemia with bis Mugen, 
and a train ofLozds and Gentlemen, and Ladys, conduced them 
to Ship-bozd,where the wind ſerbed them pzoſperouſly, that in a 
ſbozt time be bad adue to the ſboze , and ſailed chearfully away. 
But as S. George returned back to the Bobemi n Court, it was his 
chance to come by an old ruinated Monaſterp, under whoſe walls 
in fozmer time his Father was buried, the which he knewby cer- 
tain Uerſes Carved in ſtone ober his Grabe by the Commons of 
the Country (as you may Read beſoze in the beginning of this 
Hiſtozy.) Ober the ſame he requeſted of the King, that he might 
erect a ſtately Monument, that the remembzance of his name might 
live foꝛ eber, and not be buried in the Gꝛabe of obſcurity. 

To which reaſonable demand the King moſt, willing p 
conſented , and pzeſently gabe ſpecial commandment that 
the cunningeſt Architectozs that remained within bis Demi 
nion „ ſhould fozthwith be tent foz , and withal gave a _ E 

. 
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Gold forth of tis own treaſury towards the perſozmance 
thereof, | 

The ſudden repozt of this memozable ded being bzuited abzoad, 
eauſed wozkmen to come from eberp place of thefr own aecozd, 
with ſuch willingneſs , that they in (þozt time finiſhed it, the 
foundation of the Tomb was ofthe pure Marble, whereon was 
engraben the frame of earth, and bow the watry Ocean wasde- 
bided, with Weods,Grobes,Þils,and Dales; ſo libely ture 
that it was a wonder to behold: the Pꝛops and Pinacles of Ala- 
blaſter, beſet with knobs of Jaſper ſtone 3 the fides and Pillars of 
the cleareſt Jet 5 upon the top leodfour golden Lions, holding up, 
as it were an Element, therein was curiouſly contrived the Golden 
Sun and Pon , and bow the Þeabens babe their uſual courſes, 
with many ether excellent things wzought both in Gold and Sil- 
ver, which foz this time J omie , becauſe A aim fozced at large to 
diſcourſe of the pꝛincely pꝛoctedings of . George, who aſter the 
Monument was finiſhed, with his Lady, moſt humbly teh their 
leave ofths Ring, thanked him fo bis lobe, kindneſs and courtefie, 
and ſo departed towards Egypt and Perſia , of whoſe adbentures 
youſþall bear moze in the Chapter following.

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CHAP. XVI. 


How Saint George with his Lady arrived in Egypt - of 
their Royal entertainment in the City of Grand 
Caire : and alſo how Sabra was Crowned Queen of 


Egypt. 


An ſtrange accidents, and dangerous adbentures, S, 
George with bis Lady paſſed,befoze thep arri bed wich · 
in the territezies of Egypt, wbich J memoꝛp te 
repeat, and art to deſcribe. But at laſt when foztune 
fmfled, which befoze bad long time croſſed their intents with ber 
inconftant chances, and had caft them bappity upon the Egyptian 
- $02e, being the Nurſe and Wother of Sabras firſt creation ; the 
twelbe Pers unto whom S. George befoze time had committed 
the guiding of 5 Land,andkeping of his Croton, as pou beard be- 
foze diſcourſed, now met him and his Lady at the Sea-fide , moſt 
richly mounted upon their coſtly trapped ſteeds, and wiſlingly ſur» 
rendzed up bis Scepter, Crown and Regiment: andafter, in com» 
pany of many Pzincely Eſtates , both ef Dukes, Earls, Lozds, 
Knights, and Nopal Gentlemen, they attended them to the City 
of Grand Caire , being then under the ſubjection of the Egyptian 
Monarch, andthe greateſt City in the wozld,foz it was in bzeadtþ 
full thz&ſcoze miles, and had by juſt account, within the walls 
twelve thouſand Churches, beſides Abbies, Pziozies, and Houſes 
ofReligion : but when S. George with bis ſtately attendants en- 
tred the Gates, they were pzeſenrlp entertained with ſub a jopful 
ſound of Bels, Trumpets, and Dꝛums, that it ſ&med like the in- 
ſpiring Wullck of beabenly Angels, and to exced the Kopaltp of 
Cæſar in Rome, when he returned from the Moꝛlds conqueſt. The 
ſtreets were beautified with ſtately Pageants, conttibed by Scho⸗ 
targ of ingenious capacity, the Pabement ftre wed with all mant er 
of Ddiriferous Flowers, andthe Mals pung with Indian Cover» 


lets and curious Tapeſtry. 
Thus 
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Thus paſſed they the ſtreets in gzeat folemnity,wondzing at the 
curioſity of the Pageants,and liſtening to their learned Mzations, 
till thep entred the Gates of the Pallace, where in tbe firſt entry 
of the Court was contrived ober heads, a Golden pendant Fir⸗ 
moment, as it were ſuppeꝛted by a hindzed Angels: from thence 
it ſeemed to rain Nectar and Ambroſia:Liketiſe there deſcended, 
as it were from 5 clouds, Ceres, the Goddeſs of plentyp,fitting upon 
a Thꝛone of Gold,beautified with all manner of ſpzinging things, 
as of Coen, Dlives, Gzapes, Pearbs, Flowers and Trees: who, 
at the coming by of S. George & bis Lady pzeſented them with two 
Garlands or Wheat, bound up moſt curioufly in bands offilber, 
ro lignifie that they were bappily returned to a plentiful Countrep, 
veth cf wealth and treaſure. But at Ceres aſcenſion up into the 
* Firmament, fhere was ſeen moſt ſtrange and pleaſant Fire-wozks 
foting from place to place, as though the fiery Planets bad de- 
ſcended from Þeaben, and had generally conſented to makethem 
delightful Paſtimes : but 8s W. George with his Lady, crowned 
with Garlands of wheat, paſſed thzeugh the ſecond Court, they 
bebeld a Pageant moſt ſtrangely contribed, wherein ſtod Mars 
the angry God of War, inbirond with a Camp of Armed Soul- 
diers, as itthep were with their Weapong ready chafged to aſ- 
fault ſome ſtrong Pold, oz inbincible City: their lber. trum - 
pets ſeemed to ſound cheartully, their thundering Dꝛums coura- 
ginully, their ſilken ſtreamers to flouriſh baliantly, and themſelbes 
romarch Trpumphantly : All which ſeemed to gibe moze content 
to ©: George, then all the delightful pleaſures befoze rebearſed : 
foz there was nothing in all the Moꝛld that moze re jopced bis 
heart, than to bear the pleaſant ſound of Mar, and to ſee Seuldi- 
ers bzandiſh fozththeir ſteeled weapons. After he had ſufficiently 

delighted hiniſelf in theſe Martial Spozts, and was readp.ts de- 
part, the Sod of War deſcended his Thꝛone, and pꝛetented bim, 
with the richeſt Armoz that eber exe beheld, and the bꝛabeſt Swoꝛd 
that eber Knight bandled: foz they had been kept within the City 
of Grand Cayer fo the ſpace of tibe hundzed years, and held foz 
the richefi Monuments in the Country, Alto be pꝛetented Sabra 
with a Pyzrour of ſuch an ineftimable pꝛice, that it was balued at a 
Kings Kanſome : foz it was made by Magick Art: the bertues and 
qt alities ther eot were ſo pꝛecious, that it. is almoſt incredible to 
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repozt : foz therein one migbt behold the ſecret Pyſteries of afl the 
liberal Sciences, and by Art diſcover what was pzactiſed in other 
Pꝛinces Courts: if ayy Pill oz Pountain within a thouſand 
Piles of the place where it remained wereenriched with a Wine 
of Gold, it would deſcribe the place and Country, and boto deep it 
lapcloſed in the Earth, by it one might truely calculate upon the 
birth of Childzen, Succeſſion of Princes, and continuance of 
Common-wealths, with many other excellent gifts and Uertues, 
which foz this time Jomit. Then in great ſtate paſſed . George 
to the third Court, which was as richly beautified with all gallant 
ſights as the other twain: foz their was moſt libely poztrayed the 
manner sf Elizium,bowJove and Juno ſat inveſted on thetr Royal 
T hzones, andlitewiſe how all rhe Gods and Goddeſſes to their 
places by degrees in Parliament: the fight was pleaſant, andtbe 
debice moſt excellent, tbeit Bulick admired,and their Songs bea- 


benlp. 

Thus paſſed S. George with bis Lady though the three Courts 
till they came to the Pallace : wherein was p2ovided againſt their 
coming a ſtatelter Banquet then bad the Macedonian Ponarch, at 
bis return ints Babylon, when be bad conquered the middle Earth: 
the curious Cates and well replenifht difbes were ſo many, that J 
want Art oz Eloquence to deſcribe them: but to be ſhozt, it was 
the fumptuouſt Banquet that eber thep beheld fince their departure 
from the Engliſh Court, and ſo artificially ſerbed, as though that 
all the Wozld bad been pzeſent, Many days continued this ſumptu- 
ous cher, and accompanied with ſuch pzincely triumps, as Art her 
ſelf wants memozy to deſcribe. 

The Cozonation of Sabra, which was Kopally perfozmed with» 
in th: monetbs following, requires a gelden Pen to wꝛite it, and 
a tongue waſht in the conſerbatives of the Puſes boney to declare 
it. Egypt was honoured with Triumphs , and Grand Caire with 
Tilts and Turnaments. Though every Town was pꝛoclaimed a 
ſolemn and Feaſtibal day, in the remembzance of their new crow- 
ned Queen ; no Teadeſman noꝛ Artificer was ſuffered to wozk 
that dap, dut was charged upon pain of Death to bold it foz a day 
of Tryumph, a day of joy, and a day of pleaſure, in which Kopal- 
ties S. George was a principal perfozmer , till thirſt of bonour 


ſummoned him to Armes: the remembzance of the Chꝛiſtian Cham- 
= * pions 
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pions in Perſia,caufed him to bzebiate the Paſtimes,andto buckle 
on his ſtely Cozllet, which bad not gliſtered in the fields of Mars 
in four and twenty days: of whoſe Noblggg&ds, and adbentureug 
" pzoceedings,J will at large difcourſe,and leave all other paſtime, 
to the new inbeſted uten and her Ladies. 


CHAP. XVII. 


The bloody Battel betwix* the Chriſtians and the Perſi- 
ans, and how the Negromancer Oſmond raiſed up by 
Magick Art, an Army of Spirits to fight againſt the 
Chriſtians : How the ſix Champions were Enchanted, 
and recovered by 8. George: The miſery and Death 
of the Conjurer, and how the Souldan brained himſclf 
againſt a Marble Pillar. 


ev ͤmutt we retwn to the Chziſtian Champions, and 
T*4l ſpeak of their Battels in Perſia, andwbat happened to 


them in S. Georges abſence,foz if pou remember befoze, 
2V being in Egypt,when be bad news of bis Ladies con- 
demnation in England, foz the Murder of the Earl of Coventry, 
be cauſedthem to march into Perſia, and encouraged them to re- 
benge bis wꝛongful Impꝛiſonment upon the Souldan bis pꝛobin⸗ 
ces in which Country after they had marched ſome fifty Miles, 
burning and ſpotting his territozies , they were intercepted by 
the Sculdans power , which was about the number of thz& 
bundzed thouſand fighting men: but the Muſter⸗Nolls of the Chei⸗ 
-tians were likewiſe numbzed, and they amountednot to abode one 
- bundzed thouſand able men: at which time, betwirt the Chziſti- 
ans and Pagans, happened a long and dangerous Battel , the 
like many age was ſeldome fought : foz it continued without cea- 
ling, foz the ſpace of fibe days, to the great. effufion of bi@d on both 
Parties, But at laſt, the Pagans bad t e wozſt :foz when they be- 
deld their Fields beurowed with mangled bodies, and 
a Ribers 
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Kibers ſoꝛ ttventy Miles compaſs did flow with Crimfon blood? 
their hearts beganto fail, and incontinentip fled like (b&p befoze 
the Wolf, Then the Maliant Chziſtians thirſting after rebenge, 
ſpedilp purſued them, ſparing neither Poung noz Old, till the 
ways were ſtrowed witþliveleſs bodies, like beaps cf ſcattered 
tand: in which purſute and honourable Conqueſt, they burned two 
bundzed Fozts and Towns, battering their Towers of Stone as 
lebel with the ground, as Parbeſt Keapers do fields of ripened 
Cozn : But the Souldan himſelf, with many of his beſt appzobed 
Souldiers eſcaped alive, and foztified the City of Gzand Belgor, 
being the ſtrongeſt Toton of War in all the Kingdom of Periia : 
befoze whoſe walls we will leabe the CheiſtianChampicnsplanting 
their puiſſant Fozces, and ſpeak ofthe damnable pzaciſes of Oſ- 
mond within the Town , where be accomplifht many adn.irable 
accidents by Pagick Ars: foz when che Cheiſtian Army bad long 
time giben Aſaults to the Malls, ſending their fiery Bullets to 
their lofty Battlements like Stozins of Winters Pail , whereby 
the Perſian Souldiers were not able any longer to refiſt,they began 
to peild, and commit their lives to the mercy of the 
Chziſtian Champions : but when the Souldan perceibed 
the Souldiers Cowardiſe , and how they would willingly 
refign bis happy gobernment to fozain Rule, be encouraged them 
ſtill to reſiſt the Chziſtians deſperate Encounters, and within thir- 
ty days, if they bad not the honour of the Mar, then willingly to 
condeſcend to their Countrys Conqueſt : which Pzincely reſolutt⸗ 
on encouraged the Souldiers to refit, intending not to peild up 
their City, till death had made triumpb on their bodies. Then de- 
parted he into a ſecret Tower, where be ſound Oſmond fitting in 
a chair, ſtudying by Magick how long Perſia ſhould remain uncon- 
quered:who at his entrance dzobe him from his Charms wich theſe 
Speeches. | 

Thou wondrous man of Art (ſaid the Souldan) whom for 
Negromancy the World hath made famous. Now is the time 
to expreſs she Loyalty and love thou beareſt thy Soveraign : 
Now is the time thy Charming Spels muſt work for Perſias 
good : thou ſeeſt my Fortunes are depreſt; my Souldiers dead, 
my Captains ſlaughtered, my Cities burned, my fields of Corn 
conſumed, and my Country almoſt Conquered; I that was wont 
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ta cover the Seas with Fleets of Ships, now ſtand amazed to hear 
the Chriſtians Drums, that ſound forth dolefal Fanecals for my 
Souldiers: 1 that was wont with armed Legions to drink up Rivers 
as we marched, and made the Earth to groan with bearing of our 
Multitudes ; I that was wont to make whole Kingdomes tremble 
at my frowns, and force Emperious Potentates to humble at m 
feet: I that have made the Streets of many a City to run wit 
blood, and ſtood rejoycingwhen l ſee their buildings burn: I that 
have made the Mothers Wombs , the Infants Tombs, and 
cauſed Cradles for to ſwim in ſtreams of Blood, may now behold 
my Countries ruine, my Kingdomes fall, and mine own fatal 
overthrew: Awake, great &/mend, from thy Dreaming Trance, 
awake | ſay, and raiſe a troop of black infernal Fiends to fight 
_ the Damned Chriſtians, that like ſwarms of Bees do flock 
about our Walls, prevent, I ſay, my Lands Invaſion , and as Iam 
great Monarch of Apa, Ile make the King over twenty Provinces, 
and ſole Commander ofthe Ocean, raiſe up I ſay, thy Charmed 
_ burning Acheron empty for a time, toaid us in this bloody 
Battel. 


Thefe wozds were no foner ended, but there ratled ſuch a peal 
of Canons againf the City Malls, that they made the berp earth 
take : whereat the Negromancer ſtarted from his Chair, and in 
this manner encouraged the Souldan : 


It is not Europe (quoth he) nor all their petty bands of Armed 
Knights, nor ail the Princes in the World, that ſhall abate your 
Princely Dignity : Am not I the great Magician of this Age, that 
can both looſe and bind the Fiends, and call the black- faced Furies 
from low Cocitus? Am not that skilful Artiſt , which framed the 
charmed Tower amongſt the Amazonian Dames, which all the 
Witches in the World could never ſpoyl ? I herefore let Learning, 
Art, and all the ſecrets of the deeps, aſſiſt me in this — 
and then let frowning Europe do her worſt: my Charms ſhall 
cauſe the Heavens to rain ſuch ratling ſhours of flones upon their 
heads, whereby the Earth ſhall be overloaden with their dead bo- 
Cys, and Hell overfilled with their hatefnl ſouls : ſenſeleſs Trees 
Mall riſe in humane ſhapes, and ſight for Perſia. If wiſe Medes 


Were 
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were ever famous for Arts, that did the like for ſafeguard of her 
Fathers ſtate, then why ſhould not Oſmond practice wonders lor 
his Soveraigns happineſs ? lle raiſe a Treop ot Spirits from the 
lowelt Earth, more black then diſmal Night, the which in ugly 
ſhapes ſhall haunt them up and down, and when they ſleep ay 2 
their rich Pavilions, Leigons of fierce Spirits will | up-raiſe from 
Hell, that like to Dragons ſpitting flames of fire , fhall blaſt and 
burn the damned Chriſtians in their tents of War: The fields of 
Grand Belgor ſhall be overſpread with venemous Snakes, Adders, 
Serpents, and mpoyſoned Toads, the which unſeen ſhall lurk in 
Mothe ground, and ſting the Coronels of Warlile Horſes: di wn 
from the Chryſtal firmament, I will Conjure a T:00pof Ayrie Spi- 
rits to deſcend, that like to Virgins clad in Princely Ornamenes, 

ſha ll link choſe <. hriſtian Champions in the Charms of love: their 
eyes ſhal be :ike the twinckling Lamps of Heaven, & dazle ſo their 
Warkke thoughts, and their lovely countenances more bright 
then Fayries.ſhall lead them Capti ve to a Tent of love, the which 
ſhall be artificiaily erected up by Magick Spels: their War-!ike wea- 
pons that were wont to ſmoak in Pagans blood, ſhall in my char- 

med Tent be hung upon the Bowers of peace: their gliſtering Ar- 

mours that were wont to ſhine wich'n the fields of Africa, ſhall 

henceforth for ever more be ſtaineh with ruſt: and themſelves ſu 
named for Martial Diſcipline, the wondrous Champions of the 
World, ſhall ſurfer with delightful loves; and ſleep upon the laps 
of AyrieSpirits, that ſhalldeſc:nd the Elements in Virgin ſhapes : 

terror and deſpair ſhall mightily oppreſstheir mercileſs Souldiers, 

that they ſhall yeild the Honrable conqueſt ro your Excellency : 

ſuch ſtrange and wonderous accidents by Arc ſhall be accompliſh» 

ed, that Heaven ſhall frown at my Enchantments, and the Earth 
tremble to hear my Conjurations. Therefore moſt mighty Perſian 

number up thy ſcattered bands, and to morrow in the morning 
ſet open thy gates, and march thitherward with thy Armed 

Souldiers: leave not a man within the City, but let every one 
that is able to bear Armes, fightin the Honour of Perſia, and 
before the cloſing of the night, lle make thee Conquerour, 
and yeild up the beaviog Chriſtiane as Priſoners to thy Mighti- 


neſs. 
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Tf this prove true renowned Oſmond , as thou haſt promiſed 


(ſaidthe Souldan) Earth ſhall not harbour that too dear for thee. 


for thou ſhalt have my ſelf, my Kingdoms, Crowns, and Scepters 
at command: the wealthy River Ganges, hall pay the yearly tri- 
bute with her treaſure, the place where Midas waſht his golden 
wiſh away. All things that nature framed precious, ſhalt thou be 
Lord and ſole Commander of, if thou prevent the invaſion of my 
Country: and thereupon be departed the Chamber and left the 
Negromancer in bis ſtudy : and as be gabecommandment, his 
Ceptains made in readineſs his Soutdiers , and furniſhed their 
War-like Pozſes, and by the Suns upriftng, marched into the 
fields of Be'gor, where upon the Nozth fide of the Enemy they 
pttcbt their Camp. On the other fide, when the Mar like Chziſti- 
ans had intelligence by their Courts of Guard, how the Perſtang 
were entred the fields ready to gibe them Batte!,ſudden Alarums 
ſeunded in tbeir ears,rumours of conqueſt enccuraged to the Soul- 
diers, that pzeſently they were in readineſs to entertain the Perfi- 
ans to a blody Banquet.BotFArmies were in fight,with blod-red 
Colours wabering in the Ayr: rhe Chziſtian Champions richlp 
mounted en their Warltke Courſers placed themſelbeg in the foze- 
front of the battel, lite couragieus Captains,fearing neither death 
noꝛ inconſtant Chance of Foztune, But the Souldan with bis per- 
ty Pzinces like Cowards,were inviron'd and compaſt with a ring 
of Armed Rnights,where inſteed ofnimble ſteeds, they ſat in Tron 
Chariots. Dibers Peroical and many Pzincely encouragements 
paſt between the two Armies,befoze they entred Battel: but when 
the Dꝛums began to ſound Alarum , and the filber Trumpets 
gave dzeadful ecchoes of Death: when the Croſs of Chzifiendome 
began to flouriſh,andthe Armes of Mahomer to be adbanced:even 
then began lo terrible and blody a battel, that the like was never 
found in any Age, foz befoze the Sun bad mounted to the top of 
Peaven, the Pagans receibed to great a Paſſacre,and fell ſo faſt be⸗ 
foze the Chꝛiſtian Champions, that they were foꝛſt to wade up to 
the knees in bleod,arid their Souldiers to fight upon heaps of llaugb⸗ 
tered men:the fields were altered from a green cclour, to a purple 
bue,the Dales were freept in crim on geze, the hills c mountains 
covered with Dead mens ratling bones, But let vs not loꝛget the 
wicked Negromancer Oſmond, that during the time of that dan- 
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gerous Encounter kneeled in a lato Wallep nter unto the Campss 
with bis black hair banging down, unto bis ſhoulderslike a weeatb 
of Snakes, and with bis lber wand circling the Earth ; where 
when be beard rbe ſound of Dꝛums thundering in the Ape, and the 
ꝛa zen Trumpets gibing dzeadful ſounds of War, be entred into 
theſe fatal and damned ſpeeches : 

Now is the battell (quoth he) furiouſty begun, for methinks I 
hear the Souldan cry for help: now is the time my charming Spels 
maſt work for Perfias Victory, and Europs fatal overthrow: whidp 
being ſaid,tbzice did he kiſs the earth, tbꝛice bebeld the Elements, 
and thꝛice befpzinckled the Circle with bis own bio), the which 
with a filber Razoz be let from his left Arm, and after began again 
to ſpeak in this manner: 

Stand ſtil} you wandring Lamps of Heaven, move not ſweet ſtars, 
but linger on, till Oſmonds Charms be brought to full effect. O 
thou great Demon, Prince of damned Ghoſts, thou chief Comman- 
der of thoſe fearful ſhapes, that nightly glide by misbeleiving Tra- 
vellers, even thou that holdeſt a Snaky Scepter in = hand, fitting 
upon a Throne of burning ſteel, even thou tha: bindeſt the Furĩes 
up in Chains, even thou that toſſeſt burning fire brands abroad, 
even thou whoſe eyes are like two unlueky Commets, even thee I 
charge to let thy Furies looſe, open thy Brazen Gates, and leave 
thy boyling ( auldron empty: ſend up ſuch Legions of Infernal 
Fiends, that may in number countervail the b'ades of Graſs that 
beautifiethefe bloody fields of Felgor. 

Theſef:tal ſpeches were no ſoner finiſped, but there appeared 
fuch a multitude of Spirits, doth from $ earth,warer,apr,and fire, 
p it is almeſt incredible to repozt,$ which he cauled to run into the 
Chziftian Army: whole burning Faucbions not onely annoyed the 
Souldters with fear 6 terroz,but alſo fired $ Þozſes Wanes,burned 
$ trappings,conſumed their banners,fcozcbed tries 6 berbs, g dim- 
med þ Elements with ſuch an extream darkneſs,as though; earth 
had bien cobered witheternal nigbt, de cauſed the ſpiritslikewiſsro 
raiſe ſuch a tempeſt, that it toze up mighty Dkes by tte tuts, re- 
mobed Pills and Mountains, and tlew men into the Air hoꝛſe and 
all: pet neither bis Magick Arts, noz all the Furies and wicked 
ſpirits could any whit daunt the moſt noble magnanimous minds 
of 5 iz champions of Chziſtendom:but like unconquer*d lyons they 


purchalt 


The Honourable Hiſtory of the 


purchaſt Honour where tber went, colouring their Swozds in 
Pagans bled, making the Earth true witneſſes of their bictozious 
and Heroical pꝛoctedings, whom they bad attired in a blod-red 
Libery : andthougb S. George ſ che tþiefeft Chiefeſt Champion of 
Cbꝛiſtendom faz Partial Diſcipline and Pzincely atcheibements) 
were abſent in that terrible Zettel: yet merited they as much He⸗ 
nour and Renown, as thaugh be had been there pzeſent : foz the ac⸗ 
curſed Pagans fell befoze their War like weapons, as thick as 
leaves do faſtſrom trees, when the bluſtering ſtozmes of Winter 
efiter on the Earth, But when the wicked Negromancer Oſmond 
perceived that his Pagick ſpels tek ſmall effect, e who in deſpite of 
bis Enchantment the Chziſtians got the better of the day, be ac- 
curſed his Art, and banned the hour and time wherein be firſt at- 
tempted ſo wicked an enterpziſe, thinking them to be pzeſerbed by 
Angels, oꝛ elſe by ſome Celeſtial means: but pet not purpoſing 
toleave off at the firſt repulſe, be attempted another wap by Ne- 
gromancy to oberthzow the Chꝛiſtians. 

Firſt, be exected up by Magick Art a ſtately Tent,outwardlp in 
ſrowlike to the compaſs of Earth : but ſurniſbed inwardly with 
all the delightfome pleaſures that either Art oz reaſon could in- 
vent, onely framed to Enchant the Chziſiian Champions with 
tnticing delights, whom he purpoſed to keep as Pꝛiſoners therein: 
then tell be again to bis Conjuration, and bound a hundzed Spirits 
by dne obedience to trangfozm themſelbes in the likenets of beau- 
titul Uirgins, which in a moment they accompliſþed , and they 
were framed in fozm and beauty like to the Darlings of Venus, in 
comelineſs comparable with Thetis dancing on the filber Sands, 
and in all pꝛopoꝛtion like Daphne, whoſe beauty cauſed Apol'o to 
to deſcend the Peabens : their limbs were like the lofty Cedars, 
the cheeks to Roles dipt in Wilk, and their eyes moze beight then 
the Stars of Peaben: alſo they ſemed to carry in their hands dil 
ber Bows, and on their backs bung Quibers of gclden Arrows, 
Likewiſe upon thetr Bzeaftsthey bad Pictured the God of Lobe 
daucingupon Mars his knee. ; 

Thus inthe ſhape of beautecus de mſels,caufed he theſe ſpiritsto 
enter the Cheiſtians Army, and with the golden bait of rbeir 
enticing ſmiles, to tangle the Champions inthe ſnares of Love, 
and with their ſmiling deauttes lead them from their Soldiers, 
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and to bzing them Pziſoners into his Enchanted Tent. Which 
commandment being no ſconer given, but theſe Wirgins, oz rather 
infernal Furies,moze ſwift then the winds, gliding into the Chzi- 
ians Armę, wobere their gliftering beauties ſo dazled the epes of 
the fix Chziflian Champions, and their ſober countenances ſo en- 
trapped their hearts with deſire, that their P:incely talours were 
abated,and they ſtd gazing at their excellent pzopoztions „ as 
though Meduſacs ſhadows bad ben pictured upon their faces , to 
whom the intifing Ladies ſpake in this manner. 

Come, princely Gallants, come, away with Arms , forget the 
ſounds of bloody War, and hang your angry Weapons on the 
bowre of peace, Venus you ſee, hath ſent her Meſſengers from 
Paphos, to lead you to the paradiſe of love: there Heaven will rain 
down Nectar and Ambroſia (weet for you to feed upon: and there 
the melody of. Angels will make you Muſick : there ſhall you 
fight upon beds of ſilk, and encounter with intiling kiſſes, Theſe 
golden promiſes ſo raviſhed the Champions, that tbeywere Enchan- 
ted with their loves, and vowed to take their laſt tarewel of Knight- 
hood and magna nimous Chivalry. 

Thus were they led from their Warlike Companies to the Ne- 
gromancers Enchanted Tent , leabing their Souldiers without 


SBuiders in danger ofconfuſion, But the Queen of chance ſo ſmi- 


led upon the Chziftians, that the ſame time . George arribed in 

Perſia with a freſp ſupply of Egyptian Knigbts':; of Whole Noble 
Atebiebements I purpoſe now to ſpeak. Fez no ſwner had he en- 
tredthe Bartel,and placed his @quadzons,but be had intelligence 

ofthe Champions miſadbentures, and bow thep lap Enchanted 

ina Pagick Tent, fleping in pleaſure upon the laps of Infernal 

Furies, tbe which Oſmond hadtransfozmed by bis Charms, into 

thelikeneſs of beautiful Damſels : which unexpected news con - 

ſtrained S. George to bzeath from his ſozrowful heert this woful 

lamentat ion: 

Unconſtant Fortune (quoth be) why doſt thon entertain me 
with ſuch bitter news: are my fellow Champions come from Chri- 
ſtendom to win immortal honour with their Swords, and lie they 
now bewitcht with beauty? Come they from Exrepe to fight in 
Coats of ſteel, and will they lyediſtraughtin tents of love ? Came 
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nate Countreys, and will they 7 their Victories to ſo foul diſ- 
grace? O ſhame and great diſhonour to Chriſtendom ! O ſpot to 
Knighthood and true Chivalry : this news is far more bitter to 
my ſoul, then was the poyſoned dregs that Antipater gave to A- 
lexander in his drunkenneſs, and a deadlier pain unto my heart, 
then was that juyce that Hannibal ſuckt from his fatal Ring. Come, 
Souldiers, come you followers of thoſe cowardly Champions un- 
ſheath your Warlike weapons, and follow him whoſe ſoul hath 
vowed either to redeem them from the Negromancers Charms, or 
dye with honour in that enterprize. If ever mortal creatures war- 
red with damned furies, and made a paſſage to Enchanted Dales, 
where Devils dance and warlike ſhadows in the night: then Soul- 
diers , let us March unto that black Pavilion, and chain the curſed 
Charmer to ſome blaſted Oak, that hath ſo highly diſhonoured 
Chriſtendom. 

Theſe reſolute ſpeeches were no toner finiſþed , but the whole 
Army, befoze daunted with fear, grew ſo couragious , that they 
pꝛoteſted to folloto him thzough moze dangers then did the Grecian 
Anights with Noble Jaſon in the Jle of Colcos. New began the 
Battel again to renew, and the Dꝛums to ſound tatal knels, foz 
the Pagan Souldier s, whoſe ſouls the Chziſtians Swozds by num⸗ 
bers ſent to burding Acheron : but . George, that in balour ex: 
cededthereft, as much as the golden Sun ſurpaſſeth the ſmalteſt 
ſtars in bzightneſs, with his Swoꝛd made lanes ot ſlaughtered men, 
and with bis angry Arm made peſſage thzough the thickeſt of tt eit 
Troops, as though that death bad been commander of the Battel: 
be cauſed Crowns and #cepters to swim in bled , and beadlefs 
Stteds with joyntleſs men to fall as faſt befoze big Sword, as 
dzops of rain befoze a thunder, and ever in great danger he encou⸗ 
raged his Sculdiers in this manner: Now for the fame of Chri- 
ſtendom, fight, Captains, be now Triumphant (orquerours, or 
Chriſtian Martyrs. 

Theſe wozds ſo encouraged the Souldiers bearts with inbinci- 
ble palour, that thep neither feared the Negromancers Charms, 
net all bis flaming Dꝛagons, noꝛ Gerce Dzakes , that fifled the 
Apr with burning lights, noꝛ daunted at the ſtrange encaumters of 
Þelli Legions, that like to armed men with burning F authions 
baunted them 3 fo foztunate were their pzocedings, that thep fol- 
lewed the inbincible Champion to the Enchanted Tent, W 
the 
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$ other Champions lay ſurfetting in lobe, whilſt thouſands of their 
friends fought in coats ofſtel,and merited renown bytbeir Noble 
atchiebements:foz no ſconer arrtbed S. George with his warlike 
followers befoꝛe the Pabilion, but he beard as it were the melody 
ofthe Puſes:1ikewiſe bis ears were almoſt ra biſhed with the ſugar- 
ed ſongs ofthe Enchanted Uirgins,wbich like the Puſick of Or- 
pheus Yarp, cauſed the ſtones and tries to dance, and made tbe 
elements to ſbew moꝛe bꝛigbter then the moznings beauty, with 
drops of hone? trickling down their chzyſtal cheeks : the Dobes 
did kiſs when they began to fing: the running waters danced, and 
every ſenſeleſsthing did ſtem to bzeath out ſighs fozlobe3ſo pleaſant 
and Heavenly were the fights in the Tent, and to delightful in bis 
eyes, that he bad ben enchanted-with'tbeir charmes if he had not 
continually bozn the bonour of Knight-bod in bis thoughts, and 
that the diſhonour would redown to Chꝛiſtendoms rep2cach:there- 
foze with his Swoꝛd he let dzive at the Tent, and cut it into a 

thouſand peices,the which being done, he apparently beheld where 
the Negromancer ſat upon a block of ſttel, ſteding bis Spirits with 
dzops of blod, whom when the Champion beheld , bs cauſed bis 
Douldiers to lay hold upon him, and afterchatned him faſt ts the 

ret of an old blaſted Dak : from whence neither Art, noz belp ot 
all bis Charms, noꝛ all the Legions of bis Devils could ever after 
loſe him: where we leabe him to hislamentations,fiſling the Ayr 
with Ecchoes ofcryes, and ſpeak bow ©. George redeemed the 
Champions from their Enchantments. 

Firſt, when he beheld tbem diſrobed of their warlike attyre, their 
Furniture bung up, and themſelves ſecretly Cxping upon the laps 
of Ladies, be fell into theſe diſcontented ſpeeches. 

O heavens (ſaid he) how my ſoul abhorg this ſpectacle, Cham- 
pions of Chriſteadom, ariſe, brave Knights, ſtand up, Iſay, and 
look about like men: are you the choſen Captains of your Coun- 
tries, and will you bury all four honours up in Ladies laps ? for 
ſhame ariſe, I ſay, they have the tears of Crocodiles, the Songs 
of Syrensto Enchant: to armes, brave Knights, let honour 
de your loves : bluſh to behold you Friends in Armes, and bluſh 
to ſee your Native Coun:rymen ſteeping the fields of Mayors 
with their bloods : Champions, ariſe, S. George calls, the Victo- 
ry will tary till you come: Ariſe, and tear the womaniſh at- 
tyre, ſurfeit not in ſilken Robes : put on your ſteely Corſlets, 
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your gliſtering Burgonets, and unſheath your conquering wea - 
pons, that Mayors fields may be converted into a purple Ocean. 
bete Peroical Sp&cbes were no ſwner finiſþed,but the Cham. 
pions like men amazed, roſe from their Ladies boſomes , and be- 
ing aſþamed of their follies, thep ſubmiſſibely crabed pardon, and 
bowed by pꝛoteſtations. never to ip in beds of Down, noz never 
unbuckle their Sbields from their weary Arms, till they bad won 
their Credits in the fields again: noz neber would be counted bis 
deſerbed followers, till their Lriumphs were enroled amongft the 
deds of Partial Knights. o Arming themfelbes with appzoved 
Cozſlets, and taking to them their truſty Swozds,they accompani- 
ed Þ. George to the thickeſt of their Enemies, and lefr the Negro- 


gmancer Chained to the Tree, which at their departure bzeathed - 


fozth theſe bitter Curſes: 

Let Hels horror, and tormenting pains (quoth be) be their eter 
nal puniſhment let flaming fire deſcend the Elements, and con- 
fume them in their warlike Triumphs, and let their ways be ſtrow 
ed with venemous thorns, that all their legs may rancle to thei” 
knees, beforethey march to their Native Countries. But why ex-* 
claim I thus in vain, when heaven it ſelf preſerves their happineſs? 
Now all my Magick Charmes are ended, and all my Spirits forſa- 
ken me in my need, and here am I ſaſt chained up to ſtarve and 
dye. Have I had power to rend the vales of earth, and ſhake the 
mighty Mountains with my charms ? Havel had power to raiſe up 
dead mens ſhapes from Kingly Tombes: and can I not unchain my 
ſelf from this accurſed Tree ? O no, for I am fetterd up by the im- 
mortal power of the Chriſtians God; againſt whom becauſe I did 
Rebel, I am now condemned to everlaſting fire. Come, all yon 
Negromancers in the World , come all you Sorcerers and Char- 
mers, come all you Scholars from the Learned Univerficies , come 
all you Witches Beldams,and Fortune: te lers, and allthat practice 
Devilliſh Arts, come take example by the ſtory of my fall. 

This being ſaid, be biolentiy with his own hands toze his cyes 
fzom his head, as a ſufficient rebenge, becauſe by the direction of 
thefrwils he was firſt trained in that damned Art: then betwixe 
bis t&tþ be bit intws his loathſome tcngue 5 becauſe it muttered 
fozth ſo manę fatal Charms: then into bis thirſty bowels he de- 
boured” bis þands, becauſe they had Co often held the flber wand, 

f where⸗ 
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wherewith de bad made bis Charmed Circles : andfo2 ebety Let- 
ter Park and Character, that belonged to bis Con urations, be 
inflicted a ſeberal tozment upon bimſelf ; andat laſt, with fight- 
lets eyes, ſpeechleſs tongue,bandleſs Arms and difmembzed body, 
be was fozced to gibe up his condemned Shot: where after his apt 
of life was baniſbed from big Earthiy Trunck, the Peabens ſiem- 
ed to ſmile at his ſudden fall, and Pell began ts rear attheconquef 
of his De ath : the ground whereon be died, was ever aſter that 
time unfoztunate, and to this pzeſent time, it is called in that 
Countrep, a Vale of Walking fpirits. 

Thus have you beard the damnable life,and miſerable fall ofthis 
accurſed Negromancer Oſmond, whom we wifi now leave to the 
puniſhments due to fuch a wicked offender,and ſpeak of rhe ſeben 
Noble and magnanimous Cheiftian Champions, 

After . George bad endedtheſe Enchantments , they neder 
eathed up their Swozds,noz unlocked their Armour, till the ſub- 
verfion of Perfia was actompliſbed, and the Souldan with bis 
Petty Cings tauen Pꝛiſoners. Seben days the Battel continued 
without ceaſing : theyflew two bundzed thouſand Souldiers , be- 
ſides a number that fled away and dzowned themſelbes : ſome caſt 
themſelves headlong down from the top of bigh tries, ſome made 
daughter of themſelves, and tome peilded to the mercies of the 
Cheiftians; but the Soudan wich bis Pꝛinces riding in their Jron 
Chariots,enduredthe Chefſtians encounters, tift the whcle Army 
wos diſcomfired, and then by fozce and violence the were conipe!- 
led to peild. The Souldan hapned in to rhe hands of . George, 
and ſir of his Uice-Koyes to the other fix Champiens,where after 
they bad won Allegiance to the Chꝛiſtian Knights, and bad pzo- 
miſed to fozfake their Mahomet,they where not onely ſer at Liber- 
ty, but uſed moſt honourably : but the Souldan bimfelf þabing a 
heart fraught wich Deſpight and T yzanny, contemnedthe Cham- 
pions courtefies, and utterly difdained their Cheiſtian Govern» 
ments, pzoteſting that the Þeavens ſpould firſt loſe their wonted 
brightneſs,andthe Seas fozſake their ſtveſling tides . befoze his 
heart Þguld peild to the ir intended deſires : whereupen S.Geor 
being reſoibed to rebenge his fozmer injuries, tommanded that the 
Souldan ſhould be difrobed from all Pzincely attire, and in baſe 
apparel tent to Pziſon, ebeu to the ſame Dungeon where he dies 
If 
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telt bad endured te long Impzifonment, as you beard in the begin- 
ning of the Þiſtozy t which ſtrict commandment was peefently per- 
fozmed : In wich Dungeon the Souldan bad not long continu⸗ 
ed, ſufficing bis hungry ſtomach with the bzead of miſty Bꝛan, and 
ſtanching his thirſt with Channel water, but be began to grow 
deſperate, and wearyof his life, and at laſt fell into this woful La- 
mentation: 

O Heavens (quoth be) now have you thrown a deſerved plague 
upon my head, and all thoſe guiltleſs ſouls that in former times my 
tyrannies have murthered, may now be fully ſatisfied ; for I that 
was wont to have my Table beautified with Kings, am now con- 
ſtrained to feed alone in a Dungeon, where ſorrow is my food, and 
deſpair my ſervitor : Ithat bave famiſhed thouſands up in Walls 
of tone, am now conſtrained to feed upon mine own fleſh or elſe 
to ſtarve and die: yet ſhall theſe cruel Chriſtians know, tbat as I 
lived in tyranny, ſo will Idye: for I will make a Murther of my 
ſeif, that after this life, my angry Ghoſt may fill their ſleeps with 
gaſtly viſions. ; 

This being ſaid, be deſperatcly ran bis bead againſt a Parble 
Pillar, ſtanding in the middle of the Dungeon, and dacht his bzoing 
from cut of his hateful Head : the news of whoſe death when it 
was bzuited in the Champions ears, they pꝛoſfered no biolence to 
bis livelets body, but Intembed him in a ſumptucus Sepulchze, 5 
after that . George too upon bim theGobernment of Perſia, and 
there eſtablifþed good and Chꝛiſtian Laws:alſo he gabe to the other 
fix Champions, fix ſeberal Kingdomes belonging ta the Czown 
of Perſia, and ſirnamed them bis Uice-Koys oz petty Kings.This 
being done be teck truce with all the Wozld , and triumphantiy 

marched towards Chziſtendom, with the conqueſt of the imperial 
Diadems, that is to ſap of Egypt, Perſia, and Morocco: In which 
jeurnep he erected many ſtately Monuments, in remembzance of 
his Uidezies and Peroical Atchiebements, and thzougb every 
Ccuntry that they merched, there floctzed to them an innumerable 
company of Pagans,that defired to follcow him into Chziſtendom, 
and to be chziſtened in their Faith,p:oteſting to fozſake their gods, 
whoſe wozſhippers were none but Tpratits, and ſuch es delighted 
in nothing but ſþedding of blod. To whoſe requeſts, S. George 
pzeſently condeſcended ; not onel in granting them their defires, 
bur 
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but alfo in honcuring them with the fabour of bis Pzincelp counte> 
nance. This courtefie of the Engliſh Champion merited ſuch a gli- 
ſtering glozy thzough the Wozld, that as far as eber the ſwelling 
Ocean flowed, and as far as eber the galden Globes of Þeaben ex- 
tended their li . Georges Ponour doas bzuited : and not on- 
ly bis matchlefs Adbentures characered in B2azen Tables,but big 
Martial exploits painted in ebery Temple : ſo that the Peathen 
Poets contribed Piſtozies ofhis dteds, and ſamouzed his Name 
amongſt the Wozthies of the Wozld. 

In this Pꝛincely manner marched S, George with his warlike 
Troops thzougb the territozies of Africa & Aſia, in greater Kopalty 
then did Darius with his Perſian Sculdiers towards the Camp of 
time-wondzed Alexander. Fut when the Chziſtian Champions ap- 
Poached the fight of the watry Wozld, and began to go aboard 
their ſhips, the earth ſeemed to mourn at their fert wells, and the 
ſeas torejopce at their pzeſence, the Wabes couched as ſmooth as 
chꝛiſtal Ice, and the Winds blew ſuch gentle Gales, asthough the 
ſea gods had been directozs of ibeir fleet, the Dolphins danced abobe 
the water, andthe lobelp Mair maids in multitudes lap dallping 
amidft the ſtreams,making them delightful paſttme:the skies ſ&m- 
ed to ſmile, andthe Sun to ſpew a gliſtering bzightnefs upon the 
chepſtal waters, that the Sea ſtemed to be fiſber. 

Thus in great pleaſure they paſſed the time away, committing 
their foztunes to the mercy ofthe winds and the waters, who didfo 
fabourably ſerbe them, that in ſpoꝛt time they arribed upon the 
banks of Chziſtendom : tobere heing no foner come on ſþoze, a pat 
the dangers of the Seas, but . George in the pzeſence of thou« 
ſands of bis followers,kneled doton on the ground, and habe God 
pzaiſe foz his happy arrival, by theſe wozds foilowing 2+ 

O thou omnipotent God of new Jeruſalem, we not onely give 
thee condign praiſe , for our late atchieved victories again thy 
enemies, who by their wickedneſs ſeek daily to pull thee from th 
Celeſtial Throne, but alſo do render thee hearty thanks, that ha 
delivered usſ.fely from the ſury of the raging Seas, that otherwiſe 
might have drenched us in her devouring gult, as thou didſt 
Pharaob, with his golden Chariots , and his invincible Legi- 
ons : therefore great King of Juda, under whoſe Name we have 
taken many things in hand, and have atchieved ſy many viRories, 

grang 
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grant that theſe true Dbligations of our thankful bearts may be 
acceptablein tby fight, which be no fained Ceremonies , but the 
i 1 ward-devotions of our ſou's:and therewitbal letting fall a ſbowre 
of tears (rom their eyes, o diſcharging a bollep of fighg from their 
beeaſts, as a fignification of the integritie of their couls, de held bis 
peace: then gabe be commandment that the Army ſhould be dif- 
charged, and every one rewarded acco2ding to big deſert , which 
within ſeven WMteks was perfozmed, to the bonour of Chꝛiſtendom. 
After this S. George earneſtly requeſted-the other fix Champi- 
ons, that they would honour bim with their pzeſence home to bis 
Ccuntry.of England, and there receive the comfozt of jopful eaſe, 
alter the bloody encounters ofſo many dangerous Battels. This 
motion of . George, not oneſy obtained their conſents, but ad- 
ded a fozwardneſs to their willing minds: fo incontinently they 
tet loꝛward towards England: upon whoſe chalky Cliffs they in 8 
ſwozt time arrived, and after this teh their journey towards the 
City of London, where their entertainments were ſs boncurabiy 
perloꝛmed, as I want the Eloqnence of Cicero, and the Rhotorick 
of Caliope to deſcibe it. | 
Thus gentle Reader, haſt thou heard the firſt Part of the Prince. 
ly Atchivement,Noble Adventures, and Honourable Lives of theſe 
Renowned and worthy Champions. The fecond part relates the 
Noble Atchievements and ſtrange Fortunes of S. Georges three 
Sons,the loves of many gallant Ladies , the Combates and the 
Turnaments of many valiant Knights, and tragedies of mighty 
Potentates. Likewiſe the reſt of the Noble Adventures of the Re- 
nowned Seven Champions, alſo the manner and places of their 
honourable deaths, and how theycame to be called rhe ſeven Saints 
of Chriſtendom.

© Yeſwift fofed@St&ds of Titans flerꝑ Carr bad 
almoſt Fniſhed a yer, ſince Sabra's Funcral 
was ſolemnized : in which time St. Georges 
ther Dons had viſited their Mothers Tomb 
oftner than were dayes in the year, and had 
g (hed me ze ſoʒrowłul tears thereon in remem- 
+ bzanceofher love, than are Stars in the gliſ- 
te augen : but at laſt theſe thzg dung Pꝛintes fell at a 
civil Dilcozd and moztal Strife, which of them ſhould bear the 
trueſt love unto their Pothers dead body, and whtch of them 
ſhould be held in gr eſteem. Foz befoze many dapes were 
expired, they concluded to offer u ſeberal Devoctons at her 
5 5 e Mace — the 
rangeſt qualify, ſhonld wozthy greateſt Yoncur, 
and acconted the nobleſt of them all. This determination was 
ſp&dily and in io ſhoꝛt a time, accompliſhed, that it is 
wonderkul to Diſcourſe. :

This Cer emoniaus gift cauſed his two other Wzotders 
toſwell in hatred like two chaſed Lyons, and run with Furpup⸗ 
on him, intending to catch dim by the hair of the Head, and to 
dꝛag dim round about their Methers Tomb, till bis Bzatnes 
were daſhed againſt the Marble Pabement. z his blod ſpzinkled 
up n ber Gꝛaͤbe: but this wicked Tnterpztze moved the Ma- 
jeſtp of heaven, that ere ther could accomplith their intents, oz 
ſtain their hands with bis Blood, they heard (as it were) the

Theſe wozds cauſed them to make the moꝛe ſpeed, and to run 
the neereſt wayfo2 the Maidens ſuccour, Where appꝛoaching 
ber pecſent, they found her tyed by the Locks of her own hair to 
the Crunk of an Gzange Tre, and thꝛe Cruel and tnhumane 
Negroes ſtanding ready to oiſpople her of her pure and undefile> 
Chaſtite, and with their & uſts to blaſt the bio ming Bud of her 
dear and unſpotted Ai: ginity. 

But wen t. George's Dons boheld her lovely Countenance 
beſmea red in Dult, toat befoze ſeemed to be as beautiful as Ro⸗ 
ſes in Milk, and ber Choyftial Eyes ( the perfect patterns of 
Baſhfulneſs) imbꝛed in Flods of Teares, at one inſtant they 
ran upon the Negroes, and ſheatted their ang w weapons in thetr 
kathſoms Bowels the Leachers being ſlain, their Blods 
ſpzinkled abont the Foꝛreſt and their Bodies caſt out as a Piep 
foz K vencus Beaſts to feed oa, they unbound the Maiden, and 
like Courieous Knights deman*edthe Cauſe of her Captivity,

ficlt C iuſe of ny mulecavie Foztane. | 
Py Father (quoth the ) wt ilſt Gentle Foꝛ une ſmiled upon 
bln, was a Duke, and ſole Commander ot the Sta t of No: as. 
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Yormandy, a Countrep now ſitnated in the Kingdom of France, 
whoſe Lands and Keve-nestahis Pꝛoſperity was ſo great, that 
tc continually kept as @tately a Train, both of Nnigots any 
gallant Gentlemen, a?: ane Pztnce in uioe: whereat the Kmg 
of France gꝛea ly envyed, and by Bld Mars depoled my Fa- 
ther from his do nnce iy Dignitp, who foꝛ Saſegard of his life, tn 
company of me his only Petreand Daughter, bet us to tyeſe 
ſelitar WL ods, where ever ſince doe have ſecretly rematne>in 
a poꝛe Cell oʒ Hermitage, toe which by our induſtrious Pains 
hath ben bullded with Plants of Utn:s azd Daken Bougys, 
and cove:edover-head with ciods of Tarth,and Tarfsef G:aſs :

This Tragical tale was no ſoner endes, but the ther kn 23 
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Eights ( with remo;ſeful hearts ſobbing with izhes) imbꝛated 
the ſo:rowful Maiden vetwirt their Atmes, # earneſtly requeſ- 
ted her fo conduct them uato the place wheceas the left der Father 
bound unte the withered Dan. {£9 wbich the willinglyconſens 
ted, and thanked them highly fo: their kindnels : but befoze t eg 
appzoach-d to the old mans pꝛeſence. what foz the guet of his 
bantſhment,and violent uſage of his ZD ughter, te was fozcedta 
peeld up bis mfſcrable life tothe mercy of unavaydable death. 

When Dt. Georges valiant Sons in company of thts ſo2rotw- 
ful Maiden) came to the Tr. and ( contrary co their erpeca. 
tions) found her Father cold x ſtiffe, devoyd of ſenſe and fg 
alſs bis hands and face covered with azen Pols,w!icht , 
pole tobe done by the Robin R:d»bzealt, and other little Birds, 
w?o dauſsnataraileto cover the bire parts of ano body th it they 
_ — in the Field, they all fell into a new confu'ed extremity 
of g2tef, 

But eſpectally his Daughter, having I t all jop and comfozt 
in thts Moꝛld, made both Heaven and Tarth reſcunded with 
der exceeding Lamenta tions, and mourned without comfozt, itke 
wa ping Niobe, that was tuned into a Rock of one, lament- 
ing foz the loſs of her Chilozen: thus wien the thzv young 
knights perceived the comfoztleſs ſozrow ofthe Airgin, and dow

In this (ru tful Dominion long time the C hziſtian C hampions 
reſted their wearp ſteps, and made their abode iu the houſe of artch 
and courtcous Jew, a man that ſpent his wea\th chiefly foz the ſuc⸗ 
tour andcomfo;t of Traveilers,and wandzing Pilgrims his houſe 
was not curiouſly erected up of carved Timber work, but framed 
with Quarrics « f blew stones, and ſuppozted by many ſtatelp 
Pillars of the pureſt Marble: the Gates and Entry of his Houſe 
were continually kept open, in ſign of h's bouutifull min? : over the 
Poꝛtal thereof did hang a bzazen Table, whercon was molt urteuſ⸗ 
ip engraven the Picture of Ceres the Hodde ſs of Plertp, at With, 
Gar lands of wheat, wreathers of Olives, bunches cf inte, and 
with all manner of fruitful things: the «< hamber wh rein tele 
Champ'ons tok their nightly repoſes and Golden Slæps, was 


zarnilhed with ag many indowes of Cheſtal glaſs,as there were 
D dax es 
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dayes in the yer, and the walls painted with as many Stozies ag 
— — 2 the bong Creation: it was likewiſe built foug 
ſquare,after the manner of the P4:amtides in Greece at the Eaſt end 
thereof was molt livtiy poꝛtrayed. might Phœdus riding fromAuroracs 
Gol en Bed, with agi-ltering countenance diſtapning the Element 
toꝛ her departure. It the we ſt⸗ude was libewile poztraped how 
Tact:s tripped upon the Hilver Sands when as Kip:rl ns Carr 
dꝛives to the waterp Ocean, and takes b lo nights repols upon his 
Lovers Boſome: onthe N2ozth-fide was painted high Mountaing 
of Snow, whoſe tops did ſeem to reach the Ti»uds, and mighty 
woods over-hung with Stiver-Jlkies, which is the nature of the 
Nozthern Climate. 

Laſtip, upon the wel de of the Chamber, late the God of the 
Deas ri! ing upon a Doiphins back, a Troop of er-mnaids follow- 
ing him, with their Golden trammels floating upon the diver waves, 
there the Trycons ſemed to dance about the hzpftal ſtreams: with 
a number of other fflver ſcaled Fiſhes that u. ade it ſeem delightful 
fo: pleaſure. 

O ver the Roof of the Chamber was molt perfectly pzotrayed the 
four Ages of the wotld, which ſermed to over-hang the reſt of the 
curious wozks. 

F r(t,thc Golden Age was pendant over the Eaſt: the ſccond be⸗ 
ing the 71ver ( a mettie ſomewhat baſer ) ſcemed to over-ſpzead the 
the freezing Noxth. The third which was the Bz zen Age beautt- 
fied the weſtern parts ; The fourth and laſt of all being of Jron, 
( the very baſelt of them all) ſamed to be fixed toward the Sonthery 
Climate. X 

Thos in this curious Chamber reſted theſe wearp Champions 
along ſeaſon, where their fad was not delictous,but wholeſome, and 
their ſer ices not curious,but comelp: anfwerable to the have minds 
of ſuch Heroycal Champions as they w re : the curt eous Jew their 
friendly Hoſt, whom nature hs d honoured with ſeven came ly Song, 
daily kept them company, and not only ſhewed them the curioſities 
of his Habitation, but aiſo deſcribed the plcaſant tuation of his 
countrep, ho the Towns and Cities were adozned with all manner 
of delights, whereby they ſeemed like the imperial Places of Jo e, 
where are heard molt delight ful Harmonies,and the pleaſant Fields 
and flouriſhing Medes ſo beautified with Natures glad ſome ozna- 
ments, that thepſeemed foz pleaſure to exceed the Palace of the great 
Turk,oz any other Potentate whatſoever in the wozld. 

Some dapcs wers ſpent awap in this manner to the exceeding 
great pleaſure of th Chill ian Knights, and evermors when the 

dark night appzoac hed, and the wonted time of cep ſummoned them 
to their lent and quiet reſts, the Jewes Chiidzen, being ſeven as 
bzave and comely Boyes ag tver Dame Nature framed, _— 
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feven champions cares with ſuch [wart and delicate melodie, gent. 
ly ſtrained from their Yvozy Lutes that not Arion ( when all the art 
ot wett Prſkck con ſented with his Tune, Uotce,and Hand, when 
he woon favour of the Dolph'n, being fozſaked of men ) was com- 
paravle thertto: whereby the Chziſtiaa mptons were Inchan⸗ 
ted with tuch delights that their eps to be as ple aſant as 
was the [wart ſopes of Rlizlum. 

But upon a time, after the courteous Jcw had intelligence how 
they were Chtiltian Knights, and ſuch admired Martial Champt- 
ons, whom Fame bad canon3ecd to be tac wonders of the Weꝛld fox 
Mar tial Diſcipline and Rnightly Adventures: and finding a fit og- 
poztun ty as he walked in theic companies, npon an evening under 
an Irboup t Uine-bzanches, hr revealcd to them the ſecrets of his 
Soul, and the cauſe of his ſo ſad and ſoli arp dwel ing. 

So ſtanding bare-hzaded in the middic of the Champions, with 
his white halte hanging down to his ſhogid. ts, in colout lite the ſti⸗ 
ver Swan, and ſofter then the Down of Thiſt es, os Median Silk 
untwilted, he began with a ſober countenan:s and gallant demcan= 
nour to ſpeak as followeth. 

A am ſure ( quothhe ) vou invinſ{b'c knights, that pe marvel at 
mp ſolitary courle of iding and that pon greatly mule Whercfozs 1 
exempt mp ſelf from the company of wozidlings, except my ſeven 
Sons, whoſe fights be my chief comfozt, and the only pzodagers of 
my like. Thcrefoze pzepare pour cares toentertain the trange 
diſcourſe that ever tongue pzonounced,0z over wearted old man ia the 
heigth of his cxtremity delivered. 

J was in mp fozmer years ( whillt Foꝛtune ſmiled upon wp hay= 
p:neſs ) the pʒinc ipal commander and chief owner of a certain Foun= 
tain of ſuch wonderful and pꝛec ious vertug, that it was valucd to be 
worth he Kingdom of ladia: the water thereof was ſo range in 
the operation, that in four and twenty hours it wo d convert an 
mettal, as of Bzaſs, r, Iron, Lead.oz Tinn,intorich refined 
Sold: the ſtony Flint it would turn into par Silver,and any kt 
of carth into ercellen : mettal. By the vertue wer col, J have m. de 
the leaves of Tres a flouriſhing F otreſt of R ches, and the blades cf 
graſs valuable to the zewels that be found in the Ceun ty of Ame- 


ics, 
. Th? vertne whereof was no ſonuer bznitedthzoug? the voꝛld, but 
it cauſed many fozeign s totry the Bdventurc,and by fozce of 
Irms to bereave me at the honoar of this ubt ain. 

But at that time nature graced ins w ti; one an» twenty Hong, 
wher of ſeven be pcr _ and the only comfozt of ur age. bat the 
ot ner fourteen ( Whom frowing Foztunc hath dere ved me of ) manp 
a day by their valian pzoWeſ and mat chleſs tot it udes de fended the 


Fountain from many great and furtoag aſſaplers: foz there was no 
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Knight in all the Wozld that was found ſo hardy oz of ſuch invincible 
conrage, that if they but once attempted to encounter with any of my 
valiant Mons, they were either either taken pziſoners, oz lain in the 
combate. : 

The Fame 0z their valours, and the riches of the Fountain rung 
th:ough many ſtrange reps and laſt ly, came to the cares of the 
furious Gpant,vwellt on the bozders of Arab a: who at the rc- 
po:t thereof came armed withh s Necly coat, with a mighty Batof 
Iron ou his nc:k, like to furious Hercules that burſt the Brazen 
Gates of Cerberus, and "cze the mighty Mountain Atlas upon his 
ſhoulders : he was the Con uecrour of mp Sons, and the firſt can 
fcr ot my ſudden down dal Bat when J thus had intciligence of 
the overch:ow of fourticen of my Sons, and that he had made conqueſt 
ot my wealthy Fountain, J with the ret of mp Childꝛen, thinking 
a1 hope of recovery to ve paſt, betook our ſelves ta this folttary 
courſe of life, where ever (Ince in this Manlton oz Hermitage we 
have made our abodeandreſidence, ſpending our wealth tothe relicf 
ot travelung Knight's, and wandzing Pilgrims : hoping once a- 
gain that ſmiling koꝛtune wonld advance us to ſoc better hap : and 
to be plain, right wozthp Champions, fince chen mp hope was nc- 
ver at the height of full pexfection till this pzeſent time, Whercin 
xour excellent pzeſences almoſt aſſure me that the hiddcous Monſter 
ſhall be C,gnquered,my Fountain reltozed,and my Sons deaths ( foz 
dead ſure they are) revenged. 

The ? hampions with great admiratton gave ear to the ſtrange 
diſcourſe of this reverend Jew, and intended in requital of his ex⸗ 
traozdigary kindneſs to undertake this Adventure. Ind the moꝛe 
to encofirage the other, Saint George tezan in this manner to ut- 
ter his mind, ſpeaking both tothe Jew theit Hoſt, and his Ualiant 
fe:ilow Chawptons. 

I have not without great wonder ( moſt reverend and courteous 
eld Yan ) yea? d the ſtrange Diſcourſe of thy admirable Fountain, 
and do nat a little lament that one of ſo Kind and Aiberala Diſpo⸗ 
ſition ſhoa.d be diſpoſſeſſe d of ſuch exceeding riches, neithcr am J 
leſs ſozrp, that ſo inhumane a Monſter and known enemy to all 
courteftc and kivdneſs ſhonid have the fruttton of ſo excecding great 
Treaſure: ko to the Wicked, wealth is the cauſe of rheir moze 
wickedneſs, 

But that which moſt grieveth me, 1: that having had fo many 
valient Knights to thy Sons, they all were ſo unfoztunate to fall 
into the hands of tyat Relentieſs Monſter. But de comfozted, kin) 
Old man, foz J hope by the Power ot my Waker, ve were dire- 
>edhither to punich that hatefni Gyant, revenge the injuries offe⸗ 
red to thine age, ſatis fle, with his death, the death of thy & hildꝛen, 
if theybe dead, and raſtoze to thy bounteons Poſſeſſion that admi- 
rable rich Fountain agam,

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And now to pou mp valiant Champions J ſpeak, that with me 
thzongh many dangers have adventured-: it ns Coltragtouſty at 
tempt this rare adventure, wherein ſuch Honour to our names, 
ſuch Happineſs to our friends, ſuch giozy to Godconfifts, mreco- 
vering Bight tothe wzonged, and puniſhed rightfully the ien 
gers of the opp:eſſed Ind that there be no content ion among us 
who ſhall degin this Adventure, foz I know all of pou thirſt aftcr 
Honour, there ozc let Lots be made, and to whomlceter the chief 
Lot falicty, let b m be fozmok in aflapling the Gpant, and ſo good 
Foztune be our Ginds, 

The exceeding iop which the Did Jew conceived at the ſpeeches 
of Haint George, had neet hend berett him of the uſe of ſcnſc, foz a- 
bove meaſure wag he ove” 1oyped. But at length, recovering uſc of 
ſpcech he thug thankfully b ake fozth. 

How infinitely J find my felt bound nnto pon, roa Famous and 
uudonbted Chetſttan Champions, all my ablene 8 is not abli to ex⸗ 
pieſs: only thankfuine!s from the depth of a truc heart ſhall to rou 
be rendzed. 

The Champions without moze woꝛds diſrobing themſelves from 
their Pilgrims attire, every once celeced fozth an Armour fitting 
to their Poztly Bodies, then ready in the Jews houſe, and inftcad 
of their S taves, tipt with Silver, thep Wielded ta their 
hands tee ed blades, ald their feet that had went to indure apain- 
fn Pilgrimage? npon the dare ground, were now ready pꝛeſt ta 
mount the Lofry St:rrop : but as I ſaid, thep parpoſed not genc- 
rallp to aſſatl . nt, but ſingly every one totry his own fo: - 
tune, thcreb n the greater Bononr, and their deer s to mc-

top of Heaven, he appzoached to the Gpants pꝛeſence, who as then 
late upon a Block of Steel directly befoze the golden Fountain, ſa⸗ 
tisfping his hunger with raw fied, and quenching his thirſt with

The fir ſight of his ugly and defozmed pzopoztion almoſt dann» 
ted the ralour of the French Cyampion,teat he ſtood in a maze.whe= 
tit it w1s bette / to try the adbeature oz return with di honout back 
to hſs ct ger fellow Knights. But h. u ag a heart turn im ed with 
a true magnanim ty, he choſe rather tc dye in the C n.ounter, than 
to return with infamp: ſo commiti ing higirnſt to the unc onſt ant 
Aneen of Chance, he ſpurred fozth his Hozſe, and aſlapled the Gy= 
ant ſo turtouſly, that the ſtroks «> his ſwoꝛd ſonnded Uke a watgh= 
ty biow hammered upon en Anvile. 

Nut ſo ſmally regarded the Gant the pniffant fozce of this ſlu⸗ 
gle Knight, that he would ſcarce riſe from the place where he late: 
but pct remembzing a ſtrang Deam, that a little befoze he had iny's 
fleep, which revealed unto him, how that a Knight would conic from 
the N:2thern Clymates of the Earth, Which lhoutid alone cud the 
Joventure of the F untain,and vanquiſy him by foztitude . there⸗ 
f22e not minding to be taken at an advantage, he ſ::ddenly ſtarted up 
ind with a Grim and furtons conntenance he ran upon Saint Den- 
cls, and t. ok him, Þozſe, amour, Fnrnitnre and ail, under his left 
arm, as lightly, as a ſtrong man would take a ſncking infant from 
his Cra ſe, and boze him to a hollow Rock of ſtone, bound acout 
about with bars of Iron, ſtandind neer anto the Fountain, in a 
Uallep betwirt two mighty Mountains Jn Þziſon he 
cloſec the French Champion amonglit fourteen other Knights, that 
were all ſons to the conrtcung Jew, as pou heard veſoze diſcourſed, 
and being pzoud of that attempt, he retareedto the block of Steel, 
Where we Will {cave him Utting glozping in canceit, and 
ſpeak of the other Champions remaining in t Yonſe, cx. 
pecting the French Rnighes Foztunate return: hen the (able 
Curtains of darkneſs were dzawn befoze the Chiſtal windows of 
the Day, and Night dad taken poſſeſſion of the Ele ments, and no 
news was he-rd of the Champions ſucceſs, they indged pꝛeſentlip 
— either he was lain in the Adventure, oz difcomfited and taken 
pzuilon er.

Fo in like man er on the next moꝛaing by bzeak of dap he atticed 
Himfelf in rity and coſtly Irmour like the other Cham ton, and 
moanted nzon a 5panth Senuet, in pac» moſt ſwifr and ſpecds, and 
in , oztly ſtate like to Bucepha'us the xc ud Reed of Macedonian Alex- 
ander: his Ca. ar ſon was incildiv like to the waves of the Sea, 

his B rg net wis beautidcd with a »pangied lune of Sable Fea- 


Thus 
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Thas in this Gallant manner departed he from the Jews Habt 
tation leaving the other Champions at their divine contemplations 
t. his happy ſucceſa,but his fortune chanced contrary te his with= 
es, fozat the Gyints firſt Eacountcr he was likewiſe boznts the 
Rock of Ston?, to accompany Saint Dennis, 

This Syant was the ſtrongeſt and hardieſt Knight at Srmes 
that ever ſet ſoot upoa the Confines of Camaſco, His (trength was 
ſo tnvt1cth e, that at one time durſt Encounter with and hundzed 
Knights : But now retyrn we agatn to the other Champion, whom 
when Night appzoache®, and like wiſe miſſing the company of Saint 
lames they calt Lots the third time, and it fell to the noble Champt- 
on of Itily, St. Anthony, who on the next moꝛning attiredhimſelf in 
Coſt ip Habiliments of wart and mount ed upon a Barbartan Palſrep, 
as richly as did the Maltant Ia'on, when he adventured into Ille cf 
Coſcos foz the Golden Flesce, and foi Meceas love: his Helmet gliſ⸗ 
tcreditke an Idle Mountain, Deckt with a Plum of Ginger colour⸗ 
ed Feathers, and beautrificd with many liver Pendants. But his 
ſhining glozy was ſon blemiſhed wtth a cloud of miſchance, foz al⸗ 
though he was as valtant a Knight ag ever Brandiſht weapon tn the 
Fields of Mars, pet he found a diſability in his foztitude, to withſtand 
the furtous bio wes of the Gpant, in ſuch ſoꝛt that he Was fozced ts 
peeld himſelf pziſoncr like the foꝛmer Champions. 

The next Lot that was caſt, chan ed to st. Andrew of Se tland, a 
Knight as highly hononzed foz Martial Diſcipline as any of tte reſt : 
his (teed was clad with a Capariſon after the manner of the Gzeci- 
ans, his Armour varniſhed with Gen Dplics, like the colour of the 
Fumm:r Fields, upon his bzeaſt he boze a Croſs of Purple silk, and 
on his Burgonet a goodly Plum of Feathers : but pet Foztune ſo 
frowned upon his Enterpztze, that he nothing pzevatiled, but com⸗ 
mitted his lite to the mercy of the Gpant, who likewiſe tmpziſoned 
him with the other Knights. ; 

The fifth Lot f. H to Ft Patrick of Ireland, as brave a Kntght as ever 
Nature created,and as adventurous in his Atchicvements : It ever 
Hector upon his Phzpgian Stad pꝛanced up and down the ſtrects of 
Troy, & made that age admire his f ñtitude this Ariſh Knight might 
countet vail His valour. 

Foz no ſooner h«dthe Aiver Moon fo: ſook the Tzure Firmament, 
and had commit ted her charge to the Golden Burniht Hun but St. 
Patric h appꝛoached the fight of the Gpart, mounted upon Hts Jriſh 
Hobpy clad in a Coꝛſiet of pꝛoot beautiſled with liver Naples: his 
Plan of Feathers of the colour of Uirgins Hapze,yis Yozſe c vered 
with a Uapl of Dꝛange Tawip Suk, and his Saddle bound about 
with P ates of steel, ke to an Iron Chair. 

The fight of this valtant Champion ſodaunted the conrage of the 
Grant that he thought him to be the Knight that the Aillon had re 
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vealed, and by whom the Adventure ſhould be accompliſhed : there- 
toꝛe with na Coward y foztitude he Aſlayled the Jriſh Knight, who 
with as. Pzincely U itoar indared the Encounter: but the unkind 
Deſtinics not intending to give him the honour of the Uiaozy, com 
pciledthz Champion to peeld to the Gyants foꝛce, and nike a Captive 
£2 accompany the other tmpziloned Champions. 

The next Lot feu to St. Dav'd of V Val s, Who nothing diſcour- 
aged at the diſcomfiture of the other Chzi?lan Knights, but at the 
Mo:ning Sun upriſe into the Yzure Firmamcat gliſtercd in his 
ver Armour befoze the Fountain, with GG4dcn Griffon (hining 
o: his bzeaſt, where he indured along and dangerous combat with 
th: Spant, making the skies te ſound with Er chocs of thei Uroake 
bat at laſt when the Syant c erce ved that Sx nt David began to 
grow almoſt breathleſs, in defending the huge and mig hi y blows of 
big ſteeled Batt, and chiefly through his long Encounter, the Gyart 
renued his ſtrength, anꝰ ſo redoubled his ſtroaks, that Datnt David 
was conſtrained to like to the othe t Chꝛiſtian Champions to xield to 
the Gpants mercy. 

But now the invincible and Heroica! Champion of Enylaud St. 
Gearge,he that his Fames true Ruight, that Map of Hanour,cndthe 
Wo ids wonder, remaining in the Jews Wav lion, and por d ingin 
his mind the bad ſucceſg ot the other ix Themptons,and that it wag 
his turn ta tr his Fo tune the next mozn ng in the Adventure: he 
teilinto great contemplation; ( quo.h he ) I that have tough foz 
Chziſttan Knights in Fields of Purple Blood, «nd mad: up ene- 
mies to ſoim in treams of Crimſon Goze, ſhall I not now confound 
this bloody and inhumane Monſter, that hath diſcomflted x of the 
bꝛaveſt Knights that ever natureframed. J ſlew the burning Dꝛa⸗ 
gon tn Egypt: J conquered the tecrible Grant that kept the enchan- 
ted Caſtle amongſt the Ymazonians then ko:tune let me accompliſh 
this dangerous 4dventure,that ali Ch;iſtians * Chziſtian Knights 
map app'audthp name. 

In this manner ſpent he away the night, hoping foz th: happy 
ſuccets of thc,nert daes Enterpztze, whercon he vowed by t;cho- 
nour of his Golden Garter, either to return a wrzthy Conquerer, 
oz to dic wity Honour valien'ly. 

Fnd when the day began to beautifie the Eſtern Elements gith 
afair Purple C:lonr, he cepaircd to the Yews Brmozy, and clad 
himſelf in a black Cozilet, mounting himſe it upon a pitchie coloured 
Steed. Þdozned with a Bloodred Capariſon, in gn of a bioody 
and Tragtcal Adeenture: his E lume of Feathers was like a fl mt 
of üre quen iht in Blood, as a token of ſpcedy revenge: he armed 
hunſcif not with a ſturdp Launce, bound about with Plat s of 
Araſs, but took a Javelin made of Steel, the one end Harpned like 
th? point of a Necdl?, at the other end a Ball of Tron in faſhion of a 
Mace oz Club. | Being 
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Being thus armed acco:ding to his wilhed deſires, t& tok 
jeave of the Jew and his ſeten Dons, all atttredin black and 
mournful D:naments, pꝛaping foz his h ppy and foztunate ſuc- 
ceſs: and ſo departed ſpeedily to the Golden Formtain, where 
be found the Gyan! ſlæ ping careleſly upon dis Block of Stel, 
d;eading no enſung danger. | | 

But when the Ualtant Champion Saint George was alliah- 
ted from dis Bo2ſe, and ſufficiently beheld the defozmed 20p02 
tion of the Gyant: how tze Mair of his bead ſtod Earing «p- 
righ' like de B2itles of a Wild Boze, dis eyes gazing open like 
two baz ng Comets, his tæth long and ſharp like to Spikes of 
Steel, ths Natls of dis Hands like the Tallants of an Eagle, 
odor watch was dzawn a pair of Jron Glodos : aud eterp other 
imb huge and Trongly p, opoztioned, like fo the body of ſowe 
mighty Dak,the wozthy Champ on awakened him in this 
tzder. : 

Ariſe ſaid ( ſaidhe ) unreaſonable defoꝛmed Ponſſter, and ei⸗ 
ther make dell berg of the Captive Knights whom thou wrongs 
fully det aineſt, o2 pzepare thy ugly (elf fo abide the uttermoſt 
ſozce of mo warlike Arm and Death prepared Weapon. 

At which wo2ds the fur. onꝰ Gyant ſtarted up, as one ſuddenly 
amazed 02 affcightedſrom his ſlæ p, and without making any re- 
ply at all. tok 46 Aron ace faſt in bath hish:nvs, and with 
great terronr let dive at the moſt wozthy Engliſh Champion, 
who with erceding cunning and n/mbleneſs defended hinvfelf 
from the danger by pe dyaroiding the blows violence, and with- 
al returned on his Adverſary a might thꝛuſt with the potated oz 
ſharp end of hs Þ:v-lin, which rebounded from tho Gyants bes 
dp,as if tt had been ran againſt an Adam inttne Pillar. 

The which thc invin ible Knight Saint George perceiving 
turned bis 125 vy round ball end of his Daſſie Javelin, andſo 
mizbtily aſſa-le3 the Gyant, redoubled his heavy blows with 
ſuch couraztous fo2t!tute, that at laſt he beat his bzains cnt of 
his defo med he2d: whereoy the Gpant was conſtra!ne> to 
pieldup the © ſt, and to gideſuch a hideous roar,as though toe 
whole fraine f tte Carth had geen ſhaken with the v:olence of 
ſome clap of thunder. 

This being done Dain? George cal his loathſome C:rcaſs as 
a pzepto fe Fow1(n and revenous B-iſts toſe ; upon: and af- 
ter v-rydt:gentiviearched uy ang dow, tilt hefouns the Rock 
herein a itte Nungt aus | Ch mptons were impꝛiſoned: the 
which wi ) dis ſtœlg Javelin he 8 in ſunder, and — 
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them p2eſently from their ſervitudes, and after returned moſt 
triumphantly back to the Jews Padilton, in as grsat Pajeſty 
and Royaity as Vaſpaſian with his Romane Nobies and Pers 
returned into the Conſines of flonttſhing Italy, from the admi- 
red andglozious Conqueſt of laruſalem and Iudea. 

But when the reverend ald Jew ſaw the Engliſh Champi en 
return with Aid ow, together with his o der ſir fellow Champi- 
ons, and like wiſe beheld his ſonttæn ans ſafely delivered, bis 
jo ſo m ght ly erc:ededthe bound of reaſon, that he ſud:en'y 
ſwounded,end la vſoʒ a time in a dead tante, with the great cx. 
ceeing pleaſure he conceiued. 

But having a little recovered his d:cayedſenſes,he gladly con- 
ducted them their ſeveral Codgings. end there tbey were

the which coſtly attire, theꝛ continually woze as an tuldent ſign

But at laſt up nen Eu ning, when Titans Golden beams be- 
gin to deſce ꝛo the MA torn Element, as thole Pzinceiy minded 
Champions, in company of theſe twe ue adinired Matrene, 
Une ed befo2c the Sepu chre, ckering up their Enening Ori⸗ 
zons, an unſeen uopce o by the amazemeat of hem all) from a 
hollow Uauit inthe Temple TT theſe wozdes 
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You Magnanimous Knights of Chriſtendome, whoſe true 
Nobilities hath circled the Earth with reports of Fame,whoſe 
bare feer for the love of our ſweet Saviour, have ſet more

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Champlory, tutending ſhith bis Fiſts fs buffet and be» t out his 
bꝛains, but the courage of the Engliſh champton ſo cc e, that 
he foggot the extremity ot hunger, and like a couragious K 
raiſed imſelt᷑ in his Stirrops, otherwiſe he could not reach dis 
Head, and ga"e him ſuch a blow the Foge-head with his 
ken edged Faucyian,that he cut his yalf(nſunder,and bis 
Bains in great abundance ran down dis defozed ody: ſo that 
amazed he fell ts the ground and —; died. is fall ſemed 
to make the ground fo ſhake, as though a tony Tower had been 
overturned, fo2 as he lap upon te Carth teſemed to be 2 great 
Take blown up by ths Rosts with a Tempeſtuous UWhirle- 


wind. 

At that inſfant the reſt ofthe Chawptons came to that place 
— 1 much joy at that p;eſont, as befoze thee were ſad and (v2- 
rowful. 

And ſo when St. Dennis wit) the other Knights did le the 
greataeſs of the Gyant,+ the defozmity of his b dy, t geꝝ advanced 
dis val-ur beyond imagination, and des mei St. George the fo: 
tunateſt Champion that ever natuae lramed hoding that Ad- 
venture in as high honour, as theGrecians held laſons Þz ze, when 
he returned f om Colohos with Medea 's Golden Flæte : and with 
as ar»at danger accompliſhed as the twelve fearful labon's cf 
Hercilus : but after ſo ne few ſpxchespaſſed, t. George deſired 
the reſt of the Cham v go and ſee what ſtoʒe of ticnals the 
Gpan, had — — 02 him. 

Whereuponthey concluded, and ſo generallyentredthe Opants 
Houſe, which was inthe manner of a great Barn cut ou: et hard 
Stone, Ew2ought «ut of a Rock: therein they found a verp large 
Copper Cauldzoa ſtanding upon a Trevet of tele, thefœt and 
ſuppozters thereof were as big as great Iron Ptilars, under the 
ſame burnedſuch a duge flaming Fire, that it ſparkleditke tze 
fiery Furnace in burning Acharon. 5 

Within the Cauld;on were bor ling the Fleſh o / wo fat Sul, 
locks, pꝛepared only fo2 the Gyan's dinner: the ſig t of this eu- 
ſuing Banquet g ue them ſuch cunfozt, that every one fe il to 
woꝛk hoping fo2 their Ta vel to eat part ef tte meet: one turned 
the Berk in te Cauldꝛon: mot c encreaſto the Fire, and atbers 
led out the Coales ſo that thetc was not an idle in hope ofthe 
ent to come. | 
buager they bad, and their deſire to cat c:nſedthem to 
fall ts their meat befoze if was h; Af reads, as thrugh that it dad 


ben over ſodden: the two Knights of Wales and Ireland, not ins 
tending.

rending ta dine without 15zoad and Dink, fearched in a ſecrgt 
bollow Cave, whereas ther found two great caves of Bed, ag 
b q in compaſs as the circle of a well, two g eat Flagons full 
of og good Wine as ever they taſtev, the whied with great j 57 4 
pleaſure they bzought from the Cave, to ths great and oxceeding 
contentment ofthe other Champions. 

In ſtead of knives to cut their Uiculs, St. George uſed his 
Curtie-Are which de had lately been awed with the Datcſad 
— deteſted Blood, and imbzewed with his loathſams 

zaͤtnes. 

Thus, and after this manner qual fled they the pinching 
Paines and Z0mnentsof hunger, whereo! they took as j »yſul a 
re _ —— they had banquetsd in the richeſt Kings Pallace in 
te Mond. 

Do being joyful foꝛ their good and happy foztanes, St. George 
requefted the Champions tofake Voꝛſe, and mounted himſelfup⸗ 
on s Palfre?, and ſo they fravelled from thence thoꝛom a nars 
row path, which ſeemed to be uſed by the Grant, + ſo with great 
delight they travelled all che reſt of that day, till night cloſedin 
the Boaute of the Heavens: at which time they had got tothe 
top ot a bigh Pountain, from whence a little befoꝛe night they

And it appeared by the wounds that were cunningly foꝛmed in 
the ſavie Picture, that it was tha Image ot ſome & ady that had 
ſuffer cd Toꝛments, as well with terrible Cutting of Jrons, as 
Cruel zMhippings : the Ladies Legs and Armes did ſem as 
though they hid been Part y2ed, and wꝛong with Co ds, and as 
bout the Neck, as though ſhe had been foꝛcibly ſtrangled with a 
Napky $2 Toſpel! The Chuſtal Pictare lay upen a richas 
dove d Bedof black © 9.thes,under an Arbour cf purvieHaſ:s: 
by the Curteus Fat ofo2me: Image, ſat a goobly age / Ban ina 
Char of Cyp:iis 109d, his ittye was after the manner of the 
Arcadian he pheards, not curious but tom y, yetofa black and 
alle colour, as a (ure ſign cf (ome deadly ditcontent, his _ 
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gung don bolow bis ſhouleers, like unt wiſted ilk, in whitneſs 
like Down of Thiffies, is Bears over grotdn, ing own 
as tt wers frozen Iſtkles upon a Bautbozn Tre, bis face wzink- 
led ando or-womn with age, an hi eyes almoſt bling n bewail- 
ingt de griefsandſazrows of dis heart. 
which ſtrange and wotal ſpecta. ie, when the Chꝛiſttan C hampt- 
ons carnelt y bcheld, they could not by any mannet of meanes refrain 
from the ſhedding ſome few ſozrowf I teares, in ſeing bete them 
the Picture of a woman of ſuch ex:eſl;nr Bra ty, Which had deen op 
pꝛe fied with cruelty, But the pitiful Englich Knight had the grea⸗ 
teſt compaſſion, when he beheld the counterfeit of this tormented 
4 reatarc, who taking trace with his ſozrow full heart, he courteouſ- 
ly dellred the old Father, ſitting by th 's woful Spectacle, to teil the 
cauſe ot his ſoꝛvowẽ and the diſcourſe of that Ladies palled foztunes, 
foz whoſe ſake he ſumed to ſpend his dayes in that ſolitary Dzder : 
to whom the old man with a number ot ſighs thus kindly replied. 
Bꝛave Kmgyts,foz ſo pou ſeem by pour courteſies and behaviours, 
to tell the Stezpof my bitter woes, and the canſes of mp cndleſs 
ſozrows, will contain a {pzing of tears totrickis from the Conduits 
of mp aged epes,and make the manfon of my heart rive in twain, in

underſtand the true Diſcourſe of her timeleſs Tragedy, I have 
Witten it down in a Paper=-vook with mine own Biod, the which 
my ſozrowful tongue is not able to reveal, andthcereupou he p illed 
from his boſome a golden covered book with üer Clafpes, and re- 
queſted gt. George to read it to the reſt of rhe Knights, to which hs 
willingly condeſcnded, ſo Utting down amongſt the other Thampt= 
ons up an the green graſs, he opened the bladp wzitten Bo, and

e 2 former times whilc® Foztune ſmiled up⸗

alſo fe; two fair Daughters Which nature 
had made moſt ercellent in Beauty : in 
Whom J took ſach excading jop # delight, 
that J accounted them my chiefcf happi⸗ 
nels : but pet in the end, that Which 7 
thought ſhould moſt content me, was the 
otcallon of theſe my endleſs ſozrews. 

My two Danzzters ( as I ſay befoze ) Were endued with wone: 
der kul Beauty, and accompanied With no leſs honeſty: the Fame of 
whole Uertaes was much blazed into many Parts of the Wozld : by 
reaſon whereof there repaired to my Shephrards Cottage, divers 
ſtrange and wozthy Knights, with great dellte to marry with wy 
Daughters.

new wedded L 02d tothe black Caſtle, mc like a Princeſs in ſtate, 
than a Shephsards Daughter of ſich low degre. 

Bat till J retained in my company the youngeſt, being of far moꝛt 
Beanty th in her elder Siſter: of which this Trapterous and una. 
tural Knight Was infozinep, and her ſurpaſſing Beauty fo exceilcy, 
that in a mall time he kozgot his new Marrics wite and 43 Weee 
Tomyanion, and wholly gave Himſelf over ta mp other Daughtecs 
love, without confiIderatiou that ge had married her Siſter : Ho this 
inozdinats and luſt ul love kindicd and encreaſed in hin every day 
moe and 1102e,and he was ſo troubley with this new deffre, that be 
daily deviſed With himſelf by what meanes he might obtain her, and 
keep her in deſpight of all the woꝛld: in the end he uſcd this Policy 
and Deceit to get her home into his Caſtic ¶ when the teme grew on, 
thet my eldeſt Daughter his wile Hould be delivered, de came in great 
Pomp, with a ſtately Train of Followers to my Cottage, and cer⸗ 
tifled ue that his Wife was delivered of a goodly Bop, and thereupon 
requeſted me with verp katr and loving words, that I would ict my 
Daughter go into her 5 iſter, to gide her that contentment Which he 
deſtrcd, toz that ſhe did love her moze dearly than Her own Houl: 
Thus his crafty and ſubtil perſwaſſons ſo much pzevailed, that I 
would not frame an excuſc to the contrary,but muſt needs conſent to 
Lis demand: ſo leaight way when hc had in his power that Which 
his Soul ſo much deſi red, he preſently Departed,giving me to under 
ſtand that he Would carry her to his wike, foz whole Ught ſhe had ſo 
much dellred, and at Whole comming ſhe would receive fo great joy 
and contgatinent : her ſadvain departure bzed ſuch ſozrows in my 
heart (being the only ſtap and comfort of my declining Age) that the 
Fountains of mp e yes rained down a owe of Salt teares upon 
my aged bzeaſt,ſovear is the love of a Father unto his Child: Bar to 
de ſhozt, when this lud ful minded Caitiffe with his porpous Train

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and willed my welbele ved Daughter that ſhe wauld likewiſe alight + 
the in whole heart raigned no kind of ſuſpicton, pzcſintly all hted, 
and ſat her down by the Rivers Ude, and waſhed her fair white 
hands in the Streams, and refreched her Mouth with the Chen 
waters, . 

Then thus diſſembling Traytour could nolonger cet᷑tain, dut with 
a Countenance like the luitfn King Thrace When ut intended the ra⸗ 
vilhment of Progne,oz like Tarquinius of R ne when he defloured Lu. 
crecla, he let her nnderſtand by fome out ward Hewes, and dark ſon:-: 
tences the kindled fire of love that burned in his heart, and in the 
end he did wholly declare his de vilich pzetencc and deter mined pur⸗ 

ole. 

N So mp unmarrped Panghter being troubled in mind with his 
luſtful Aflaplments began in this mannct to repzehend him: will 
vou ( ſaid ſhe ) defile my giſters Bed, and lain the Honont of pour 
Houſe with Luſt ? will pou yereave me of that precious Jewel, the 
which J hold moze det than my lite, and blot mp true Urginity 
with pour falſe defires : Bzought pon me from the comfoztabie git 
of mp Father to be a joy unto mp o iſter, aud will pou flourilh in the 
ſpople of mp true Chaitity ? Look, look, tmmoderate Knight, (J 
will not call the Bzother ) look I ſap yow the Skies bluſh at thy at⸗ 
tcmpts, # ſee how chaſty Diana ſits upon the winged Firmament, 5 
thzeatens vengeance fox her Uirgins ſake: waſh from thy heart theſe 
laſttul thoughts with ſho wers of re, ent ant tears, ⁊ ſał not in this 
ſoʒt to wzong thy marriage Bed, the Which thou oughtelt to violate 
foz all the Kingdoms in the Wo d. 

Then this accurſed Knight, ſecing the chaſt and vertncs Mapden 
to ſtand ſo boldly in the defence of her Uirginity, with his rigozoug 
hand he took faſt hold by her neck, and with a wzathfni countenance 
he delivered theſe wozds : do not think ſta bboꝛn Damſel to pzeſerve 
thy Honsnr from the purpoſe ot my defires,foz J ſwear by thechzpl-

Thoſe woꝛds being well underſtood by the luſtful Knight, who 
With a countenance moze furious than the ſavage Lyons in the de⸗

her th! moze caruc iy He d{fend<d der honoar, 

when this rnel ind inhu ane Monſter ſaw that neither his flat⸗ 

tering ſyceches, noj his crucl thieats were of ſalficiency to pzeveil, 
he began to fozget all faith and lopaity he owed unto the Honour of 
Knigh;h:0d, and the cſpec he ſhould beat unto women kind, and 
blaſph:med againſt Heaven,tearing her cloaths all to pieces he ſtrip⸗ 
ped her ſterk naked, ud with the Rains of the Bztdic of his Þozle, 
he cruelly whipped and ſcourged her white and tender Back, that it 
was {ul of blew ſpots, and ho;rible circles of black and ſatled blood, 
with ſach extream crueity that it was a very grievous and ſozrom- 
tul ũ ght t behold, And pet this did pzofit Him nothing at all, foz 
ſhe conrinnedtn her fo:mer reſolation. 

He ſeeing that ſhe ſtill perſevete d in the defence of her Honour he 
ſtraigh wates ke to a bloody Monſter heaped cruelty upon cruelty 
and ſo took ann bound her well pzopo:rioned legs, Ch:pſtalline 
Armes, firaightly unto a withered Tree, ſaying, Oy cruel, and 
moze ctuel than any Woman in the Wozld hath ever been : why doſt 
thou ſaffer thy ſeit to be tomented, and not give conſent to pzocure 
tho caſe?

contemplats thus thy ſelf? thou fleſhip Butcher, thou unmerciful 
Aga, thou Lechecous Hogg, and diſhonourer of thy Pzogeny, 
make an end (I ſay ) of theſe my Tozments, fo: now it is too late 
to tepent thee, goze my unſgetted bzealt with thy bloody weapon, 
and 
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and ſend my foanlinto the boſome of Dini, whom J beheld Mtting in 
ber Celeſttal Pallacc, accompied with numberieſs Troops of Uefhal 
Uirgins, ready to entertain my bleeding Ghoſt into her pleaſant 

an llon. . 

This mercileſs Knight ſceing the ſtzdfaſtneſs that ſhe had in the 
defence of her Honour, With a cruel and infer nal heart cook a N1ken 
$carfc which the Damſcl had girded at her waſte, and with a bzaital 
anger doubled it about her Neck and pinched it ſo ſtrait, that her 
ſoul departed from her Terreſtrial body, 


O you Valiant Knights that by your Prowes 
come to the reading of this diſmal Trage- 
dy, and come to the hearing of theſe bloody 
lines contained in this golden Book: con- 
ſider the great conſtancy and chaſtity of this 
unfortunate Maiden, and let the grief there- 
of move you to take vengeance of this cru- 
elty ſhewed without any deſert. 


So When this inkernal minded Knight ſaw that he was dead, he 
took his Hozſe ond rode afterhHis feltows, and in a ſhozt time he o⸗ 
vertook them, and locke d with ſo furious and ireful a conntenance, 
that there was nout durſt be ſo hardy to as him where my daugh- 
ter was, but only one of his Squires that boze me great affection to2 
the kindneſs and courteſle J offered to him at his Ladies and my 
Daughtcrs Nuptials, whohaving a ſuſpition by the great altera- 
tion that appeared in his Maſter, and being very deſirous to know 
What was become of the Damſel, foz that he came alonc without 
b:inging the Damſel with him, neither could he ha e any (ght of 
her : he then pꝛe ſently withdzew himſelf back, and followed the fos- 
tin qs of the Hozle, and ceaſed nt until he came to the place where 
this cruelty Was wought: whereas he found the Maden dead, at 
the view whcreof he remained almoft beſide himſelf, in ſuch ſozt that 
he had wel neer fallen to the Ground: the ſozrowfni Squire re⸗ 
mained thus a good while betoze he could ſpeak, but at laſt when he 
came again to him elf, he began with a dalotoug compl int to cre

O cruei Knight ( auoth he) what infernal heart remained in tꝭ y 
breaſt, oz What helliſh furp did bear thce company, that thy hands 
have committed this tnhamane ſacrifice | wag it not polſi bie that 
this her ſurmoant ing Beauty might have moved thes ts pitty, When 
it is of power to move the vioody Cantval to remozlſe, andconftrain 
even Savage Monſters to relent ? ſo with theſe, and other like ſoz - 
rowful wozds the wokul Squire ſpake unto the dead Cozps, he tut 
down bzanches (rom the Cres, and gathered graſs from the grourd 
fox to cover the Body, and left it lying ſo, that tt ſeemed to be a 
mountain of green G:aſg,oz a Th'cket of ſp:inging Trees,and then 
determined with himſe-f fn the beſt manner that he could, to diſſem - 
die the knowledge of the bloody fact : ſo he to his Hozſe and rode 
the next wap towards the Caſtle, tw Which he road ſo fall that he c- 
vertok the Knight and his company at the entring-of the Gates, 
whereas the laftful Tyrant alighted, and without {peaking to anp 
perſon, entred into his Cloſet, by reaſon whereof this kind and 
courteons Squire had time to declare all things he had ſeen to the 
new married Lady, and the dolozous end of the conſtant Dawlſct 
her Siſter. This ſudden and unlooked foz ſozxrow mixed With anger

her Wormbe, gzew Weary cf her love, ond molt diſcourteouſty icft 
her as a ſhame unts her Count rep, anda ſt ua nnto her Kindzcd, # 
after gave himſ;if to ſuch luſtful and laſctiviaus manner of tile, thet 
he nnlawfnlly marryed a Sh:pheards Daughter in a fozraian 
Land, and likewiſe raviſhed her own Siſtcr, and after committed 
ber to moſt tnhumaneſlaughter ina Deſart weod : this being done, 
he fo:ty fled himſcif in Hig Black CaS!c, ⁊ only conſozted with a cun⸗ 
ning Neg:omancer, whoſe gkill in Magick is now gzown 7o cx cel- 
lent,that all the Knights in the woꝛld can never conquer the Caltie, 
whereever (Ince hehath remaingd in deſpight of the Whole Earth. 

But now ſpcak Jef the Tragical Sto;p of my unhappp Mother. 
when as J, her unfoztunate Babe began firit to ltrnggle in her wom b, 
wherein J wiſh J had teen ſtrangled: ſhe heard vews cf her Knights 
ill demeanour, # how he had given himſelf to the ſpople of Utr ginity, 
# had foz ever left Her love,n: ver intending to return again the geit 
whereof ſo treubicd her mind, that ſhe could not in any wile diflem- 
ble it, and ſo upon a time beiug among lk her Ladies, c: lling torc⸗ 
membzance her ſpotted Uirginitp, and he St ed of diſbonour plain- 
ted in her wombe, ſhe fel into a Wondercul and ſtrange Trance, as 
thongh ſhe had been opp*cſed With ſudden death, Which when her 
Ladies and Damſeis beheld, they pzeſently determined te undzace 
her rich Dznaments , and to carry her unto her Bed, but ſhe made 
lgns with her hands that they ſhould depart and lcave her alone.

ſeilmy Honour as it were with the Cryer, compelling me to dothat 
which hath ſpotted my Pzincely Eſtate, and ſtalned my bzight- No⸗ 
nour with black infa ny: woe is me for Uirginity \ that which my 
Parents gave me charge to t ave reſpec unto, but I have carelefly 
kept it, and ſmall tegarded it: J wt | therefozechaſtiſe my bodp, foz 
thus fozgetting of my felt, à be ĩo revenged koꝛ they little regardthat 
I have made of my Honour, that it Wall ve anerample to all noble 
Ladies and Pzinces of high Eſtate in the whole wozid. 

Dh miſcravie Queen, oh fond and unhappy Lady ! thp ſpeeches be 
too fooitſh, fox although thy deſperatehand ſhould pull out thy d ſpt- 
ſed heart f-om thy bleeding bzcalt, pet can it not make latis flad ion 
fo: thy diſhhonour. 

Dh pou C(londs l why do pou not calt ſome flerythunder⸗ Bolt 
down upon my Bead? oz why doth not the Earth gape and ſwatlow 
my infamous Bedp ? Oy falſe and deceiving Lozd, J would thy lo⸗ 
ving # am920us words had never been ſpoken { noz thy quick-figh- 
ted Eyes never gazed uvon my Beauty, then had J flouriſhr till a ith 
glozp ond renewn , and lived a happp Uirgin of ch.\te Diana's 

ain 

With theſe and ether like Lamentions this gie ved Qucen paſſed 
awaythe time from da» ts dap, till at laſt ſhe telt her Womb togiow 
big with Child: at the which ſhe received double pain, fox that it 
was impoſſibie to cover 02 hide it, and ſeeing her ſelf in this caſe, 
like a woman hated and abhozred,ſhe determined to diſcov:r her ſelf, 
publikelp unto her Subjects, and delivsr her body unto them te be 5a- 
crit-cd unto their Gods: and with this determination one day ſhe 
cauſed certain ot hex Nobles to be ſcent foꝛ, who ſtraight⸗ way came, 
accozding to her commandement, but when ſhe perceived her Lozds, 
Kntgh:s, and Gentlemen ok Honour were come thither befoze her, 
the covered her ſelf with a rich Robe, and ſate upon her Seb in her 
pzivate Chamber, being fo pale and lean, that all chey that ſaw her 
had great compaſſion upon her ſozrow : being all ſet round about her 
Zed, and kee; ing lence, ſhe revealed to them the cauſe of her guiefe 
iu this manner:

ſeven Champions of Chriftendome; 

Telf to u flaviſh un, only mine own is the fantt, and my own hall 
be the puniſhment. GCherefoze without making any excuſe: I here 
furrender up my body into your Powers, that pou may (as anevn 
Quan ) ſacrifice me unto our Gods: foz now mp Loꝛd pou ſhal! nn- 
derſtand, that I am diſhonoured by the An! get of the Black Caſtic, 
he hath plavteda Uine within mp fruitful Garden, and alſo ſown 
a Ded within my accurſed womb, that hath made Armenia tnfa 
mons : he it is that hath committed hourly evils in the woz d, He it 
is that delights in Virgins ſpoyles, and he it is that hath bercaved 
me of my Honour, but with my conſent I muſt needs confefle, and 
left mefoz a teſtimony of this my evil deed, big with Child, by which 
mp Uirgins glozp is converted to a monſireus ſcandal: and with 
this ſhe made a n end of her Lamentable Speech: Ind being gric- 
vonſ p oppꝛeſſed with the pain of her burthensus womb, ſhe ſate het 
down upon her ich Bed, and attended their wils. 

But when thoſe Earls, Loꝛds, and honourablt Per ſonages that 
were pꝛeſent, had under ſtod ail that the Quen had laid unto them, 
like men greatly amazed, they changed their colours from ted to 
White, and from white to red, in gn of anger, loking one upon 
another, without ſpeaking any wozd, but pztinting in their hearts 
the kaut down dy their Queen, to the great diſgrace to their Toun-

by which time axp2oached the hour of her labourſome Travel, where 
Without beip of women, ſhe was Delivered of me her unhap-p 
Daughter, where ever fince I have beennouriſhed in theſe untre⸗ 


duented woods, and many times — I came to pears of diſcrition,

of both our miſertes, the which A Have moſt trulp dectaredunto pou. 

Likewiſe ſhe told me, that many times in my Intan p, when lhe 
Wanted Milk in her Beaſts to nourtſh me, there woulo come a Ly= 
oncls and ſame times a He-Bear, and gently give me ſuck, aad 
contrary to the nature of wild Beaſts, th!'p would many times ſpozt 
With me, wher2bp ſhe conjectured that the tmmoztal Powers had 
pzcſerved ine foꝛ ſ3ne ſtrange koxtune : Aike wiſe at mp Buirth,natwe 
had pttur.d npan my Bieaſt, directly betwirt mp two Papo, the 
nvely fazm of a par ple Roſe, which as pet doth beautifise mp boſome 
with a vermillton colour: and this was the cauſe that mp Mother 
named me Kolan i, anſwcrable to mp natures mark. 

Atter this we lived many a pear in g2eat diſtreſſe, penurp, and 
Want, intreating Time to redzeſſe our woes, moze often then we 
had ved hoars: the ab indance of our tears might ſuffice to make 
watrp Sea, and o it ſigys countervail the Starg. But at lau, the 
fatall viſters liſtning to my Mothers moans, $4 to my gꝛeat ſozrows, 
de pzived her of yer lite, where now J am left a comfoztleſs Ozphant 
to the Woꝛld, attending the time anti! I find ſome court:ous Knight 
that map conduct me to the Black Caltie, Where mp diſlopal Father 
hathHts refden:e,that J may there perfozm mp mothers dying will. 

Thcle wozds being finiſhed, R o(anat@d ent, foz that her ex⸗ 
tream grief hindzed the paſſage of her tongue, and het eyes rained 
ſich aſhawer of pearled tears upon the liveleſs body of her Mother, 
that it conftrained S unt George's Sons to expꝛeſſe the like ſozrom : 
Were after thep had let fall a few ſalt tears down from t heir ſad 
eyes, and had taken truce foz a time With grief, they rok R (ana by 
thr hand which befoze that time never touched the hand of any man) 
and pzotcſted never ts depart from het company till tyep had ſafely 
conducted her to the Black Caſtle. . 

Thus after this when the Chiitian Knights had pittifally be⸗ 
W uled the miſcry and untimely death of her Mother, the tok their 
Diggers and digged adeep Gzave under a Bap Trec, and burped

So when they had made this Epitaph and coveredher grave with 
green Turves, they departed koꝛ ward on their journcy towards the 
Black Caſtle, where we will leave them in their Travels, and re⸗ 
turn tothe diſlopal Leoger, and how he Foztiftedhis Caſtie by Ma⸗ 
gick Art, accoꝛding to the learned gkill of a cunning Negromanecr, 
and of the adventure that hapned to Ma int George With the ether 
thee Chziſtian Champions in the ſame Caſtle, therefoze grant you 
immoꝛtal powers of inventton, that my pen map be dipt inthe Wa⸗ 
ter of that Learned Fountain, where the nine @iſters do inhabite, 
that by the help of that ſweet liquoz mp muſe may have a delight 
ful vatn, ſo that mixing the ſpeech of Mercu'y, with the pzoveſs of 
Mrs, I may Diſcourſe the ſtr angeſt Accident that ever hapned to 
wandzing Knights.

C-\tic, in whtch journcy thep were almoſt reviihed with the plea- 
farc of te Jland, fozentring ito a narrod and ſtraight lanc, gar⸗ 
n:iHedon both U des witch Crccs of divers ſozts, they heard how the 
Summer birds ricozyed their plealaut melodies, and made — 
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wert and accuſtomed ſongs Withont fear of any man to moleſt them · 

In which row of yleaſent Trees that delighted them on both des, 
there wanted not the green Laurel, ſo much eũ c emed of learned 
$cholcrs : noz theſweet Myꝛtle Tree, loved by Ladies: noz the high 
Cypzeſs, ſo much regarded of Lovers: no the ſtately Pine, which 
fox his flouriſhing height is called the Pzince of Cree: whereby 
they judged it to be rather an habit ation foz 4 ods and Goddclſes, 
than aterreſtrial Conntry,foz that the Golden Suu with his giiſte- 
ting Beams did paſs (h:9ough thole green and pleaſant Trees with⸗ 
oat any hindz ince of Black Clouds. fox th: skies were clear ag 
tryed Silver line wiſle the we lern wind did ſoftly ſhake the ſhives 
ring leaves, whereby it made as ſweet a harmony as if they had been 
Celeſtial Cherubins: a thou nd littie ſtreemed bzooks ran upon 
the enamled ground, making ſundzy fine woꝛks by their crooked tur 
nings and jopning one water with another, with a very gentle mee 
ting, making ſuch ulver mullck, that the Champions with the plca-* 
ſure thereot were almolt reviſhed, and ſinal'p regarded whether 
their Hozles went right oz no, ard travelling inthis ſozt, they rode 
ko ward till they came into amarvcloug great and wide Mc. dow, 
being of ſuch exteeding farcneſs, that J am not able with pen to 
paint out the extellency thereof : whercag were feeding both wild and 
tame arts, adozned with gzeat and cragzed ons: likewiſe the 
furtous wild Boze,the fierce Lpon,and the imple Lambs, were all 
together feeding with lo great friendſhip,as on the contrary,by na⸗ 
ture, tꝭ ep wers enemies. 

whereat the Noble Champions were almoft- overcome in the r 
own conceits, and amazed in their imaginations, to ſee ſo ſtrange 
love, clean contrarp unto nature, and that there was no difference 
detwixt the love of wild Beaſts and tame, in this manner they tra- 
velied along, till upon a ſadden they arrived befoze the Buildings of 
the Black Caſtle: andraſting their eyes toward the ſane, thep be⸗ 
held near unto thr pzinctgal Gate, right over the ( aſtie, twelve mar⸗ 
ble Pinacles, of ſuch an exceed ng heigt, that Pyramides of Egy 
were verp low in compariſon of them: in ſu h 7ozt that whoſoever 
would look upon them, was ſcant able with vis ſi gyt to compꝛehend 
the height thereof, and they were all painted moſt gozgcouſty with 
ſever 11 colours.

Akter this the Champions rode tothe other de of tht - geodlp 
Caſtle, wondring at the curious and lumptuons woztmanſhip, where 
thep 
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they elpyed a Pillar of beautiful Jaſper ſtone, all Wzought full of 
$2 zctious St ones of ſtrange wozks, the which Pillar was of great 
vallue, and was garniſhed w th chains of Gold, that were made faſt 
unto it by Magick Art at which Pilar likewiſe dung a very coſtiy 
silver Trumpet. with certain letters carved about the lame, the 
Which contained theſe words following. 


If any dare attempt this place to ſee, 

By ſounding this, the gate ſhall opened be, 

A Trumpet here enchain'd by Migick Art, 

To daunt with fear the proudeſt Champions cart: 
Look thou for blows that entreſt inchis Gate, 
Return in time; repentance comes too late. 


The which when Saint George beheld, and had underſtood the 
meaning of thoſe myſtical Letters, without anp moze tarrying, he 
ſet the ilver Trumpet to hs mouth, and ſounded ſuch a vehement 
blaſt that it ſeemed to Eccho in the foundation of the Caſtl.: where⸗ 
at the Pzinctpal gate pꝛeſentiy opened, and the Dzaw-bzi2ge was 
let down, without the help of anp viſible hand, which made the 
Champions to wonder, a deo ſtand amazed at the trange accident, 
bat pet intending not to return, itke Towards daunted with a puff 
of wind, they allighted from their wWarlike Stee ds, and delivered 
them into the old Shepheards hands, to be fed upon the fragrant 
and green Graſs, till they had perfozmed the 1dvMtuare of the Ca⸗ 
ſtie, the which they vowedeither to accompliſh, oz never to return: 
ſo locking down their Biavers, and dzawing fozth their keen-edged 
Fau:hions,thcy entred the Gates,andbeing ſafe within, the Cham⸗ 
pions looked round about them to ſce if they could eſpy any body, 
but they ſaw nothing but a pair of winding Staus, whereat they 
deſ. ended, bat thep had not gone many ſteps, therein was ſo great 

a darkneſs,that ſcarce they could ſee any light, ſo that it rather ſee- 
med the l militude of He l, than any other woz1dipplace, pet groping 
by the wa la, they kept their going down thoſe narrow and turning 
ſt:trs, which were very dark, and at ſuch length, that they thought 
they deſ-ended into the middle of the Earth. 
They ſpend a great time in deſcending thoſe Stairs, but in the 
end they came into a very fair and large Court all compaſſed with 
Iron Gates ſike unto a & ziſon, oz a pallace pꝛovided to keep unta⸗

At which words he held his peace, ex peding ananſwer, where- 
tt the wicked Rnight when he heard theſe Yeroical Speeches 
rf Saint George, began to fret «nd fume itke to the ſtar ved Ly- 
on,famiſhed withhunger,o2 the crnel Lyger muſling in bumane 
blyd, with a great deftire to ſatisſie dis thirſt oꝛ i ke the wzath 
of dogged Cerberus when as be feated wich Alcides Fieſh; e en 
ſo raged Leoger the Knight of the black Caſt e, th!eatmng fozth 
faryfrom his (parkiing eyes: an in this vile manner ho re-ans 
ſwered the Navle Campion of England.

AlſoJ eo charge the (.hat if thou wilt remain with the life 
that hon boſt leave tty rmour, and yteld thy ſeif, with all theſe 
followers, withtheir hands bound behindfhem, and go and ask 
loꝛg deneſs at his ft: To which Saint George witha ſmiling 
counteaance anſwered; Grant ( ſaid he) tho counſel J do not 
like, noꝛ thy addice will J recetve, but rather do we hope to ſend 
thee and all thy followers, without tongues, to the internal Bing 
of ry Phlegeton, and fo: that you ſhall not have any moze time 
to ſpak ſach folly andfoltſhneſs,either return your ayes from 
whence yan came, andrepent ofthis which pou have ſat, oz elſe 
pzepareponrſelves to mortal Battel. 

The s whenthey heard the Champions reſolutions, 
andbow htp they regarded their proffers, without any lon- 
ger tarrying they Ctraightway fell upon Þatnt George and his 
Company, int:nding with their knotty Bats of Stel fo beat 
them as ſmall as fleſh unto the Pot, but the Que a of chance ſo 
ſmiled upm the Chztitian Champ ons, that the Gyants ſmally 
pꝛevailed, fazbetwirt them was f ugbt a long and terrible Bat 
iel, in ſuch dauger that the victory dung wavering on both ſtatg 
not knowing to whom it wonld fall: the Bats and — 
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as though it had been oppeſſed with an Tarth-quake : the pave- 
ment vt the Court — 4 d with en — roomy > blood 
and ſweat, and the Malls of the CaTle wor mightily battered 
witd the Gyants Clubs: by the timo that glifSering Sol, t 
dares bzight candle, began fs decline from the top of Heaven, t 
Gyants ( weariedin fight ) began to faint, whereat the Ch2i- 
tan knrybtswlthmoze courage, began toencreaſe in Trength, 
and with ſuch vigour aſſaplid the &eants, that baloꝛs the golren 
Sun had divedto the Metern Meld, and tte Geants were 
qui te diſcomfoztid and ſlain: ſome lay with their heads diſmem- 
bꝛed fromtheir bodies, waltringin pur ple gae ſome had their 
bzatnsſp;inkled againft the Malls, ſome lay in Channels with 
their intrals trafling down in fireams of Blood: andſome 
joyntleſs, with Bodies cut in pieces: ſo that there was not one 
ae to wit; ſtand the Chu ſtiam Champion. 
'  Whereat Saint George with :hoother fir Knights fell upon 
the:r Rne&es,and thanked the imuneztal Rects; of all god chance 
lo thetr Uico2y. 

But when the knight of the Black Cattle which food upon 
the Gallery during all tte lime vf the Encounter, andſaw how 
all the Opants were ain be the Pzoweſsof tho'e ffrange 
Knights. be raged in great waatb, wilhing that the Gzeund 
might gape aud wal ow him, bofoze he were deliveredinto the 

of his Enemies, ans paſently w:uld dave taſt himſelf 
:adlong from the top of the Gallery, thereby to have daſht out 
is b;ainsagamtf the JPavemen*,h2dnot the Negzomancer,wto 
kewie beheld he event of the Encounter, inteccoptss him iu 
hisinitead-d dzift, pomiſing to perfozm by Art what tzeGyants 
could not do by fozce. 

So the Pegr:awmancer fell to his Magick Spels and Charms, 
dy whicy the Chꝛiſtian Champions were mightily troubled and 
moleſted, andbzought in danger of tzeirltves, by a fearfaland 
ſtrange maner, as wall bs bereafter ſhewn, 

Foz as they ſtrob aftertheir long Enc:unters, unbuckling 
their A-mors fo take efcelh apa. and walh their bid waunds 
receites in thetrlaff conflict: the Magician cauſed —— a 
Dpitit in the like neſs ol une, a mice ind fe bein ,, 
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to la thzonghan Iron arate, wholtemed to lean her fafr face 
upon hir white — penſively,anddilftlled t om her Chi- 
ſcal eyes great abundance of tears. Ven the Champions ſa 
this beautiful Creature, they remained m great admftratto:, 
thinking with themſelves,thatbyſome hard misfoztune (he was 
Jmpziſoned in thoſe Jron Gzates : af wbich this Lavy did ſ@m 
to open her fatr and Cmiſtalme eyes, lwking earneſtly upon 
int George, and gi a grievous and (ozrewfu! ſizh, ſhe 
withdzew her ſelf from the G:ate; which ſudden departurs cau- 
ſed the Chzifftan Knights to have a great deſire to know who 
if ſhould be, (aſpecting that by the fozcs of ſome- enchantment, 
they ſhould be overthzown :- but caſting up thetr 87esagun to 
ſe i they could '@ her, te: could not, but th; y ſaw in tye | ery 
ſame place, a woman ofa great and N incelyſta ture, who was 
all armed in Silver Pla tes, with a Dwo2d girded at her waſte, 
ſhexthed in a golden ſcabberd, and had hanging at her neck an 
Jvozy Bow and a guilt Qmiver : this Lady was of fo great 
beauty, that ſhe ſeemed almolt to erced the other, but inthe lame 
ſozt as the other did, upon a ſudden ſhe vanifſhod away, leaving 
the Champions no leſs troubled im their thought thanbefuzethey 

The Cpiſtian knights badnotlong time bewalled the ab- 
ſence of the two Ladies, bu! that without (ceingany bod? they 
were ſtricken with lach furioas blows upon their backs, that 
they were con ſtrained to ſtop with one knee upan the ground, 
pet with a trice they roſe again, and loking 1052t them co ſx 
who oy ors that Truck them, t ey perſwaned themſelves to 
be the li of certain Knights which in great hal ſæmed 
to run in ab a bo that wus at one of the ca. ners of the Court, 
and with the great anger tvat the Chawwtons receides, being 
themſelves ſo har dy entreated, they lollowed with their accuſta- 
med li aht neſs aſter the K14ights, tn at the ſa ne do: wyeretn 
they dad not entred tyꝛer ſt eps, but that they ſell down into a dæꝝ 
Cas which mas cosered over in ſuch ſubtileſo2t, that whoever 
did trea3on it traightway fell into tne Cave. exce pt be was a» 
vertizedthereofbefoze. Within the Cave it was as da k as the 
filen: wight,and no light at all appeared: but when the Cham- 
piou:ſaiw themlelves trezcherouſly bet raxed inthe Trap, they 
greatly feart ſome further miſchief wonldfoliow, to tyeiruttce 
overthzows,(o, with their \wo2ps dzawn,tcey ſt odreaty charged 
to makethstrdafence, againſt whatſoe wr ſhould after þapp:n: 
bat by reaſonof the great darkneſs dat they could not ſe any 
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thing, neither diſcover wherein they were fallen, they determi⸗ 
ned toſettle themſelves againſt ſomet bing, etther Pos, P liar, 
oz Wall, and gropingab: nt tbe Tave, they ſgarch2dtn every 
kos ſomiy otder Do that might bzing then fo2th ont of the 
darkſome Den, witehthey compared to the Nit of Hell. 

And as they wen grop ngand feeling up am doua, t ey founte 
that they did tread upznn»otter tings but de d mens be nes. 
which cauledthem to ſtand ſtill, and not long after, the eſpred a 
ſe,ret window, at the whtchentredalittle clearneſs, and gabe 
ſome light into tho Den, where they were, by whichthcy e pycd 
a Bed 'wolt richly furniſhed with Curtains of ilk, and golden 
Pendants, wh:ch odin a ſecret rom ofthe Cave, bedung 
wi:þrich Tapeſtry of a ſableco'our: which bed when ths Cham⸗ 

ons behe d andbe ng ome what weary of their long fizht wi teh 
— dad wilh the Gyants in te Court of tge Caſtle.thev requt⸗ 
red ſores reft, and deſired ta lxpupon the Bed: but not all at 
one inſt ant. toꝛt xy fea redſome danger tobe at hand, andthere- 
foxe @aint George às one molt willing to be thetr walck⸗ man, 
t keep ſentinal ta ſo dangerous a p ace, eauſcd the ot oer Cham- 
prone to take their repoſes upon toe Bed, and he would be as 

keful as the Cock agatuſt all dangerous accidents, ſo the ſir 
Chuſtian Knights repatredto the Bed, whero:n:ihey were no 
ſwner laid but pzeſently they feli into a beaby and enchanted 
fie p, in ſuch ſoꝛt that they could not be awiked by anx manner of 
violence, not all the wzruakeZD2ums in Curopetfthey were ſaan- 
in their ears, noꝛ the ratiing thundet⸗cla ps cf Braven wereſut⸗ 
ficient torecal them from their ſle ps: fo indeed the Bed was 
inchanted oy the Negromancers Chares, in ſuch manner that 
whoſ-ever b it ſate upon the ſides, oꝛ but toncs the urnitu e of 
the Bed, were pꝛeſeatly calf into as ;eavy a ſleep, as it they had 
dzunk the ju ceof Dwatile cz the ich of Poppy: where we will 
lea vs the n fo; a time like men caſt into a Trance, nd ſpeak of 
the terrtb'e adventure that hapned to Saint George in tie 
Cave, ho little miſtruſtuig of tzetr enchantments, ſt d uke a 
tareful guard, & ping theturtous Molf f: om the ſpoy le of the 
filly S p: but upon a ſudd n His heart began to thzob, and his 
hair to ſt und upꝛight upon dis head, yet ha ding a bear: fraughe * 
with invincchle courage, bs purpoſed not to awake the et er 
An gte, dut of himſe f to withſt and whatſoever hapned : ſo be⸗ 
ing in this Wuncele cogttation, there apfeared to hun, as he 
fhougyt,the ſhape of a Magician, with a viſage lean, pale. and 
- full of wzinckles, with locks of black hair hanging 9 - — 
ulders 
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®houldere, like fo wꝛeaths of enwnomed nates, and his body 
[ered to have nothing upon it but skin and benes, who'paks 
unto S unt George in tis deſpightfal manner: In an evil i eur 
( ſaid the agtcian) cameſt theu hith. r, and ſo (hail thy lodgeng 
be, and thy entertainment wczſe: fo2znotw then art in a place 
where as thcu thait lok ſos no other thirg tut to be meat unto 
ſoine furious Beaſt, and t by ſurmeuntian Krengh ſhall net be a- 
ble to make any defence. 

» The Cngliſh Champion hose heart was opyꝛeſſes with cx- 
fream waath, anſwered, O falſe and acturſed Charmer (laid 
he ) whom ill chance confound foz thy condemned Arts, and fey 
who:n the Fiends have d ge ed an everiaſiing Tomb in Yell, 
what fury hath incenſf thee, that with thy falſe and veveliiſh 
Charms then d ſt pꝛadi e ſo muchevil againſt travelling and 
Adventurous un gts? I hope toob*ain my!tberty in velpight 
of all ty miſchief, and with te ſtrength of this arm to weak all 
thy bones in ſunder. ;

Here Hunt 
George having a great tonfidence in his it engt porſoʒmes ſuch 
a valtant Erxplort. that all f:2mer Adventures that hass been e⸗ 
ver done by «ny An got, map be put in oblivion, and thts kept in 
perpetual memoꝛy: fog that he thꝛe w his Swoꝛd out of his h ind 
and ran un o the Derpent, an caught zer bet aixt his Arm, and 
did ſo.· ſq cee her, that the furious bzaft coulo not heip her ſeil 
with ber ſbarp Claws, but only with der wings e beat gran on 
every ſid: This Ualtant Chunpion and noble TWarrfour

chou d hare the fozm of a Roſs lively pictured upon her Bui aſt. 
Cheſs things keing perfozmcd by the ſecrets of the Magiti⸗ 
aus skill, added ſuch a pieaſure to Leogers heart, that te thought 
pimſeli C livated higher than the Te wers of his well ing fo2 hs 
aecomted no joy ſo ple: ſing untotis ul as to ſee hismoztal E- 
nemies captivated in his power, and that the Bacict*nhavvone 
maze by his Art, than all te Anigꝭts tn Aſia could perto:m by 
zoweſſe. Me will not now only leave the Ctampior sin 
r ſlæ ps, dae: ming of no Piſhap, but alſo the Magician with 
Leoger in the Black Caſt e, ſpinding their time lecurely, care- 
teſs of all enſuing danger, and ſpeak now of the ol» Shepherd 
whom the Coampjions at their ficſt entring in at the Gatesot᷑ 
the Caſtle, left to lv unto their war ike Patifries, as they fed

Chen love which continnally ſerkettz occaſions, did on a time 
ſet befoze this Magictan, a waiting maid ot Angelica's Fi- 
dela,the whteb thing ſermed to be wzvoght bythe immoztal Pow 
er et the God>eſs venus: Oh in what fear the Magician ftwas to 
diſcover unto her al his heart and to bewzay the ſecrets of his

Dut of this Uiſton he pꝛeſentig Carted from his Chatr, as 
though it had ben o ic frighted with a Legion of Spirits, and 
cau'edfaar ofthe chief Peres ot his Land to be ſent foz, ta whom 
be committed 6heG -3bcrament of vis Couatrez: cerfifping them 
that be intended a Aopage to the @2zpulcyze at Memphis, thereby 
to qualiſie the furyof his Daughters Ghoſt, whom he ozeamed —

milCion to appeaſe the angzy Fates, whom ho had offended, he

None could with ⸗ 2a w dim ſrom his determination, though it 
was to the pꝛejudice of the whole Lar d: tloʒ mithin twen⸗;
